Elena flirts wickedly 
with coastal areas 

FROM STAFF AND WIRE REPORTS 

Tallahassee was relatively untouched by Hurricane Elena's 
fury, though Gulf coastal areas from Florida to Louisiana were 
heavily hammered by the wandering storm. 

The storn, born off the African coast 13 days ago, moved 
into the Gulf of Mexico Wednesday and forced more than 
1 million people from Tampa to New Orleans to evacuate their 
homes. Hurricane Elena ambled through the Gulf threatening 
and re-threatening four states before plowing into the 
Mississif^i coast Momlay morning. The hurricane, sustaining 
winds of 125 mph, injured 25 people, spawned tornadoes, 
crushed buildings, started fires, and left 100,000 without 
power. 

Elena battered Florida's Panhandle with 92-mph winds as 
it backtracked westward Sunday night, then raked the 
Pensacola area early Monday causing an estimated $1.62 
million in property damage. 

At least 25 were injured in the panhandle and more are 
expected according to the director of Florida's Emergency 
Management Division. Elena spawned tornadoes in Florida

As of Monday however, it appeared that those seeking 
shelter from Hurricane Elena's raging temper could make their 
way safely from six Tallahassee shelters manned by Red Cross 
volunteers. 

"The Red Cross' responsibility in a time of disaster is to 
provide shelter and food for refugees," said Mary Sampson, 
a member of the group's disaster team. "We gave them 
bedding, blankets, food, and a roof over their heads." 

She estimates more than 2,000 people have been in and out

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Health Center may raise fees in budget slashing aftermath

So you thought this fall's five percent tuition 
hike would be the last increase for a while ... 
right? Wrong. If Florida State Unviersity 
Heahh Center officials have their way next 
fall, students will see their health fees jump 
from the present $39 to at least $45. That's 
^ ^tra every semester. 

"We're still evaluating the situation^" said 
WeMi Cent« A(toiinistrafor Scott Kent, "but 
we feel we have to increase the health fee next 
ftOl." 

Kent says the increase is an attempt to make 
up for money lost last July when FSU Student 
Government voted to stop funding the Center, 
which treated 5,400 students last year. It was 



SG's way of "getting out of the Health Center 
business," said Senate President Larry 
Bodkin. 

In 1983, SG gave $550,000 to the Center out 
of its Activities and Service Fees budget. Last 
year that figute was slashed to $200,000. This 
July's decision to end funding left the center 
with a $100,000 operating budget deficit, 
according to Kent. 

The cut necessitated severe reductions in staff 
and services, too. Six. positions that have been 
vacated have not been filled— including a 
physician, a medical technologist and four 
nurse-practitioners. These losses have left 
holes in the service offered by the GYN CUnic 
and the General Medical Clinic, he said. 



Weekend and Night Clinic hours have also 
been reduced. 

"It's a bad situation," said Kent. "We're 
looking at a $200,000 deficit next year if things 
don't change." 

At least one adminlitrator felt that the 
Senate's decision was a hasty one. 

"I'm not sure that the Senate understands 
the implications that defunding the Health 
Center had,*' said Bob Leach, FSU Vice- 
President for Student Affairs. "The Health 
Center is important to the University. I'm 
afraid our priorities might not be in the right 
place." 

Leach said he felt the Senate should have 
stuck with its original plan to gradually phase 
out center funding over a three-year period. 



But Senate Appropriation Chairman Beth 
Bond defended the Senate's decision. 

"Because of the deficit they were running, 
we realized they would be asking for an 
increase in health fees anyway," Bond said. 
"We didn't think that it was fair for students 
to pay an increased Health Fee." 

To study whether or not the health fees 
should be raised, FSU President Bernie Sliger 
appointed a Student Health Fee Committee. 
Chjured by Josq^h Hiett, associate professor 
of Education and Education Leadership, the 
seven-member committee is made up of 
students and Univlrsity staff? 

"We're looking into two questions," Hiett 
said. "Whether there is a real need to raise the

those same resources outside the black community," said 
Davis.

Fear and loathing have made Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
victims the lepers of the '8(h. 

Schools refuse to teach them— witness Indiana seventh-grader Ryan 
White. Hospitals don*t admit them, and doctors, nurses, and other 
medical personnel are afraid* to care for them. Families, friends, and 
lovers desert some AIDS victims. Funeral directors won't bury them. 

And now the C^fense Department wants to exclude them from 
military service. It wants to screen all military recruits to weed out those 
who have been exposed to AIDS. Those who don't pass the blood tests 
will not be allowed to enlist. 

The Defense Department calls this screening process **a simple, 
prudent, conservative medical step to take." And on the surface it seems 
reasonable. New recruits are ail immunized; those whose immune 
systems may have been weakened by AIDS would not be able to process 
the antibodies used in some vaccines. And the military sometimes has 
to resort to direct transfusions in the field during war— the virus that 
causes AIDS can be transmitted in the blood. 

However, those who test positive for AIDS may only be carriers of 
the disease, unable to transmit it. If the military is skittish about using 
them in combat, they could easily be assigned desk jobs or other 
positions that would no place them in the position of potentially having 
to give blood. 

There's a darker side to the Defense Department's action. It would 
set a dangerous precedent paving the way for other employers to adopt 
similar pre-employment screening procedures. AIDS victims would be 
shut off from yet another aspect of normal life. They wouldn't have 
the jobs — and salaries — necessary to pay for costly treatment and 
hospitalization. 

The Defense Department's screening program, will cost an estimated 
$1 million a year. While thousands have fallen victim to AIDS as it 
spreads into the general population, that money could be better spent 
on education, prevention and research. 

A cure for leprosy was finally found after countless lives were lost. 
With the proper funding and government support —something the 
Reagan administration has been reluctant to provide— a cure for AIDS 
could be found before public hysteria and the body count get out of 
hand.

What's in a word? 
Plenty, say feminists

OAKLAND, CA— A bookstore here 
recently dismantled its "Women's" section, 
replacing it with one marked "Gender" in 
which books on n^n and womai rest side by 
side. 

This may be a sign (tf the times. During 
International Women's W6ek, some schools 
celebrated Gender Day instead of Women's 
Day. A Gender Studies Institute has been 
established. At a recent meeting of the 
Modern Language Assn., panels which once 
considered women writers or women in 
literature focused instead on how one's 
gender— -male or female— informs literature. 

Is this progress? Does it n^an the women's 
movonent is advancing to a new stage where 
Uberated women and men can meet on ^ual 
groiiml? Does it suggest that both men and 
women realize the role one's sex plays in 
forming experience, and can now join to 
study gender as it affects our lives? 

Or is this a trendy cover-up for a shift that 
has deep, perhaps dangerous, imphcations 
for women? 

The significance of replacing a focus on 
women \vith a focus on gender is greatest at 
educational institutions where the study of 
women has developed over the last IS years. 

In the mid-1960s, as the women's 
movement called attention to the female 
experience, women noted that university 
teaching neglected and distorted the role of 
women in the world. They pointed to classes 
in modern poetry which included only male 
poets, to courses in colonial history which 
did not examine women's contributions to 
the colonial economy. In response, many 
schools began offering courses in women, 
and now fully 14 percent of the country's 
colleges, 450 in all, offer women's studies 
INfograms. 

They note, for example, that historical or 
literary periods have traditionally been 
defined in terms of their significance to men. 
In American history, for instance, the 
Revolution and the Age of Jackson are 
typically seen as times of expanding 
opportunity — yet women actually lost 
property rights and educational freedoms in 
that era. Conversely, the advent of birth 
control, which had profound impacts on 
women's lives, is not used to mark a 
historical period. 

It is not enough, many scholars suggest, 
to plug a few moire wommi into the course 
material. Women's studies call for 
conducting intellectual inquiry from 
women's perspective, for recognizing that 
women can provide divergent interpretations 
of history, Uterature, psychology, the 
sciences. 

One central tenet of women's studies, 
then, is that the separate study of women is 
needed to counter msde-(^ntered academic 
practice. While the idea of "genckr studies" 




does validate the idea that sex — like race or 
class — is a category worthy of study, it 
seems to suggest that both men and women 
can be studied under one set of concepts. 

Recently, a group of people who teach 
courses on women at the University of 
California, Berkeley, talked about the 
questions of autonomy and assimilation 
which these issues raise. 

"There is a tendency to view women's 
studies as an early stage, an inferior version 
of gender studies," said Joanna Bankier, 
lecturer in comparative literature. She thinks 
the term "gender," because it "sounds more 
theoretical and prestigious and includes 
men" will get far more support from the 
academic establishment than women's 
studies. 

Gloria Bowles, a lecturer in women's 
studies, agrees, but warns, "To say that a 
separate focus on^ women is not worth 
maintaining is to reinforce the idea that 
women are not important, that we do not 
matter," strengthening a dynamic that 
already presents difficulties for women. 

Her colleague Judith Strong Albert took 
a different view. "In the long run, feminism 
has to deal with the difficult synthesis 
between male and female," she said. 
"Dealing with our plurality is a requirement 
of survival for both men and women." 

Yet many doubt a true synthesis can be 
achieved while men still wield greater 
academic, power. Bowles thinks the term 
gender may suggest "that both men and 
women are oppressed, men in the 
workplace, women in the home. Yet men's 
and women's social and political realities are 
very different." She fears that a gender 
studies approach would make it easier to 
overlook those differences and inequalities. 

Others point out that women's studies, 
because it has roots in the women's 
movement, has consistently tried to bring 
fen^inist goals and values into the 
classroom — non-hierarchical, cooperative, 
and interdisciplinary approaches to study. 
Gender studies, they fear, would not raise 
these issues. 

The inclusion of men in the discussion of 
the way sex affects women's lives is in many 
ways a natural and positive development. It 
is a step forward, for instance, to look at the 
way men are portrayed in literature as well 
as the way women are depicted. But the 
danger of women's studies being neutralized 
or co-opted by a shift to gender studies, 
especially in these conservative times, is very 
real. Women need to continue women- 
centered study and research and to be 
strongly supported by universities in this 
endeavor. 

"Men have been at the center of a world 
view for more than 2,000 years," said Gloria 
Bowles. "Women need more than 15 years 
to develop their thought comparably."

''y Fit For A King But Priced For The Ealire Kingdom 
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JOHANNESBURG, South Africa— Police using whips, 
tear gas and rubber bullets clashed with striking black miners 
Monday, injuring 13 and arresting 83 others, as 28,000 
workers walked off the job at eight mines, union officials 
said. 

The National Union of Mineworkers, which had urged 
70,000 minerslo strike Sunday in a pay dispute with three 
companies, charged mine operators and pohce with trying 
to force the miners to work. 

But spokesmen for the three affected companies denied 
the charges and said the strike call was being ignored by many 
miners. Police were not immediately available for comment. 

Elsewhere, four more c^aths were reported nationwide in 
renewed racial unrest against the system of apartheid, or 
racial separatum, and a state of emergency was declared July 
21. 

GORK, Ireland— Most of the inmates who trashed and 
burned an island prison known as "Ireland's Alcatraz" in 
a weekend rampage will get their wish — at least 
temporarily— of a new home, officials said Monday. 

About 80 inmates at Spike Island Prison in Cork Harbor, 
a mile from the southern Irish coast, ran amok for 19 hours 
Sunday to protest their detention in the run-down facility. 
They surrendered peacefully late Sunday. 

The rampaging inmates set fires and fought running battles 
with police after bulldozing through a prison gate. They were 
trying "to damage the prison as much as possible so as to 
make it uninhabitable," said a justice department 
spokesman. 

Prison officers said there was "no way" the 1 10 inmates 
could remain at the prison in its current condition — two 
thirds destroyed— and would be temporarily transferred to 
other prisons while the Spike Island facility is rebuilt. 

BEIRLT, Lebanon— Gunmen Monday seriously wounded 



an official loyal to Palesting Liberation Organization 
chairman Yasser Arafat in the seventh attack since July on 
Arufut supporters in a southern Lebanese-Palestinian refugee 
camp. 

The shooting coincided with reports Syria had ruled out 
use of military force to end Lebanon's 10-year-old civil war 
and would sponsor round-table peace talks to reconcile the 
nation's rival factions. 

Christian and Moslem mihtiamen exchanged sporadic 
machine gunfire overnight across the Green Line battle zone 
dividing Beirut, despite Syrian efforts to encourage a 
"national dialogue" to end the fighting. 

BANGKOK, Thailand— The Khmer Rouge, the 
communist arm of Cambodia's anti-Vietnamese coalition, 
Monday announced the retirement of Pol Pot, the supreme 
commander blamed for a genocidal campaign that killed 
from 1 million to 2 million Cambodians. 

The retirement, which could be an attempt to satisfy 
Hanoi's condition for talks to end Vietnam^s occupation of 
Cambodia, was announced in a communique dated Aug. 24 
and broadcast by the Khmer Rouge Monday. 

The report, monitored in Bangkok, said Pol Pot will 
become director of the Higher Institute for National Defense, 
a research and officer training organization. Son Sen, 
currently deputy premier and defense minister, was 
nominated as his successor. 

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador— rebels shot and killed 
Ecuador's top banker before commandos who stormed their 
hideout Monday could rescue him from nearly a month of 
captivity, officials said. 

Four rebels, members of the Colombian group the April 
19th Movement or M-19, and the Ecuadoran group Alfaro 
Vive, were killed in the attack. A fifth guerrilla was killed 
by troops shortly after the hostage drama began Saturday. 

LONDON— Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, trailing 
in opinion polls, announced major changes in the Cabinet 
Monday that will focus on the employment issue and may 
regain support for the ruling Conservative Party. 



Thatcher, whose popularity has slumped to its lowest point 
since prior to the 1982 Falklands War, termed the reshuffling 
a "major" move; affecting eight of the 21 Cabinet members. 

••I believe it's probably the last major reshuffle before the 
next election," Thatcher said.

WASHINGTON— Republicans and Democrats, facing a 
watershed election next year, are in a high-stakes campaign 
that will determine control of the Senate in 1986 and possibly 
for years to come. 

After a quarter of a century, Republicans seized control 
of the Senate in the 1980 GOP landslide and now hold a 53-47 
majority, giving President Reagan his stronghold on Capitol 
Hill. 

But in next year's elections, -22 seats now held by 
Republicans, 16 occupied by first termers, are on the line 
while the Democrats must risk only 12— a numbers game 
that gives Democrats their best chance to reclaim control in 

the near future. 

Historically, the party not in the White House has tended 
to make at least modest gains in Congress during midterm 
elections. 

CHICAGO— The Chicago Teachers Union's Hosue of 
Delegates voted overwhelmingly Monday to reject the latest 
wage increase offered by the school board and recommended 
that 28,000 union teachers vote for a strike. Back-to-school 
teacher walkouts have idled nearly 46,000 students in Illinois 
and Michigan while strikes loomed in Philadelphia, Seattle 
and San Francisco. 

Atlanta— In a letter smuggled out of the Atlanta Federal 
Penitentiary, seven Cubans are charging prison and 
immigration officials with violating the rights of the 1,800 
Cuban detainees and discriminating against them "in all 
matters."

City ponders new energy-saving plan

In an effort to postpone building a new power plant and 
save consumers money at the same time, the Tallahassee City 
Commission is developing a utility conservation program that 
has the support of both power companies and consumer 
protection groups. 

I All that remains to be hammered out is whether the city 
should make the program mandatory in all new homes, and 
exactly how much consumers should be allowed to save. 

Those details aside, city officials are optimistic about 
consumer response. 

"I think people will be interested in conserving when they 
find out not building a new power plant will save us half 
a billion dollars and prevent our rates increasing by 200 
percent," said Commissioner Jack McLean. 

The city's Electric Department has purchased most of the 
equipment needed for the proposed load management 
program, which could bt ready for implementation as early 
|s January, said A.K. Sharma, superintendent of planning 
ind engineering. 

Under the plan, consumers opt to have an electronic device 
failed a transponder installed on the major appliance of their 
choice— hot water heater, air conditioner, heating system or 
swimming pool pump. They then decide how much time they 
will allow to have their power cut per day— anywhere from 
15 minutes to three hours— and city utilities will do the rest, 
manipulating the transponders with a central computer 
system and six substations. They'll cut the power during peak 
iours of electric usage— from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. weekdays, 
excluding holidays. 

I Customer savings will vary, said Sharma. In the present 
proposal, a person agreeing to have his air conditioner shut 
Sown for 15 minutes wouki save $1 .06 per month, but would 
save $9.52 if he chose a three-hour shutdown. He could save 
an additional $2.57 if he £^eed to have his water heater shut 



off for four hours a day. 
The only drawback for 

some consumers may be that 

once you agree to be hooked 

up to the system, you can't 

be taken off for a day or two 

at your convenience. Sharma 

said consumers need to 

evaluate realistically their 

lifestyles and not agree to 

something they may not be 

able to live with. 

City officials plan to have 
28,0()O people participating 
in the program by 1990, said 
Sharma. Otherwise, he said, 
if Tallahassee continues to 
grow at its present rate, a 
new plant will have to be 
built by 1992— at a cost of $9 
miUion. 

"Through our load 
management program we 
will save $4,567,000 by 
postponing the need to 
increase our energy- 
generating capacity," he 
said. "And this savings will 
be given to customers who 
participate in the program." 

Walter Dartland, a Dade County consumer advocstte, 
thinks Tallahassee's plan is on the right track— not only 
because it offers residents a choice and an incentive for 
participating, but because it conserves energy and saves 
money.

•*It costs four to five times more to build a new kilowatt 
as it does to save one kilowatt," said Dartland. 

Unlike time ot" use rates, which make it more costly to use 
electricity in the evening, the plan lends to benefit retirees 
and people with night jobs, who can run their appliances 
ai non-peak times, he said. 

But in this instance, power companies are motivated by 
more than just an urge to save consumers money. According 
to Joe McCormick, economist and supervisor of the Public 
Service Commission, they must first demonstrate to the PSC 
that they have made every possible effort to conserve before 
the PSC will approve any certificates of need filed for 
permission to construct a new power plant. 

McCormick thinks Tallahassee's plan is a good one which 
has proven its success in other Florida communities. It's not 
nearly as inconvenient as it may sound, he said, and poses 
little problem for most consumers. 

If a person signs up for the 15-minute option for shutting 
off the air conditioning system— the utility company shuts 
if off on a rotating basis — 7'/i minutes off, 30 minutes on, 
and then 7 Vi minutes off, he said. Water heaters can be shut 
down for a few hours in the middle of the day while people 
are at work, and so it is not even noticeable. 

McCormick said he sees another benefit to this program: 
the power company buys the equipment, installs it and keeps 
it serviced— whereas in time of use rate programs, consumers 
need to buy timing devices to shut off their water heaters 
or swimming pool pumps. 

The power company also benefits because the equipment 
allows it to perform more accurate uses research — 
monitoring the day-to-day operation of the utilities, said 
McCormick. This can help utility companies improve their 
planning and daily operation. 

The system can also be used to shut down water heatm's 
in participating households all over the city in case of an

overload on the system— during an especially hot or «)kl day 
of the year, said McCormick. 

At last Wednesday's city commission meeting, 
commissioners did not make final approval of the proposal, 
and postponed a decision on making it mandatory for new 
home owners. 

Some feared the pot just wa^*t sweet enough for 
consumers. 

**The consultant told us we won't be able to get people 
to participate unless we give them more savings than it 
actually sav^ the utilities," said Jack McLean. **So we are 
considering making it mandatory for new home owners." 

Commissioner Frank Visconti disagrees — he said requiring 
people to have the transponders attached to their appliances 
could possibly void their warranties, and since there's a 
question, the commission should exercise caution. 

"We don't have peak demand yet, so why not wait for 
four or five years when the state of the art of these devices 
is improved?" said Visconti. 

The city commission wiH hold another public hearing on 
the losui mana^menfpro^am and the possibility of future 
construction of a coal burning plant on Nov. 13 at 7 p.m. 
at City Hall.

iFrom Hiroshima's nuclear ghosts 
to Nicaragua's long, bloody war

, Hiroshima was 40 years ago: is it still a 
concern that justifies risking arrest in an act 
of civil disobedience? Can it be seen as a 
symbol of an overall protest agamst, say, the 
war in Central America? 
■ The action in question— shadowpainting 
at the Captitol Aug. 6— was loosely 
connected to the national Hiroshima protest 
but it could be seen in a larger context. 

Protests against the atom bomb 
(Hiroshima) are voices sounded against the 
arms race. The arms race is largely a 
fabrication of the two superpowers, a race 
propelled more by the U.S. than by the 
Soviets. Witness the Reagan administration's 
latest response to the Soviet offer of a 
moratorium on testing. The Administration 
refused the offer and said that the U.S. 
couldn't participate in a moratorium until it 
caught up with the Soviets. In an arms race, 
no one catches up until the race is over. 

So that night's action was a protest against 
the arms race, against U.S. imperialism in 
■ one of its many forms. And it was, or could 
be, a first step toward organizing a group of 
citizens who would regularly conduct actions 
such as this to protest U.S. foreign policy. 
It might create an atmosphere of 
confrontational act^v^s^^ in the local area. 
Peace rallies and candlelight vigils are too 
passive to get the message across. Protests 



must cause at least some wrinkle in the daily 
activities of the state's citizens. 

These Hiroshima meditations were born 
of a fortunate encounter with the shadow 
painters. Their shadows were still drying 
when I ran into them and heard their story. 
While they are proud of their actions, they 
cannot be given credit here for what they 
accomplished. 

By the time they met their comrades it was 
dark. They had their implements of 
destruction— time to start. There was 
nothing to be neutral about. 

"It's not hard to paint shadows on the 
capitol grounds. We never saw a guard. 
That's not to say that we weren't nervous. 
Just as we were about to begin the first 
shadow, the lights came glaring on just above 
us. We thought we had walked into a trap. 
But there were no guards," said one of the 
shadow painters. It was probably just time 
for the lights to come on. After the first 
shadow much of the tension and anxiety 
disappeared. It became more like a game. 
Hiding from cops or security personnel is 
something most of us learned to do back in 
the fabled previous generation. 

As each subsequent shadow appeared they 
felt better and better. Nothing to it. They got 
faster, more organized. Soon there were 
shadows^^ll^l^l the jCapitol grounds. They

of their shehers over the long Labor Day 
Weekend. And the refugees— who spent their 
time playing cards, reading newspapers, and 
watching TV weather reports — ate some 8,684 
meals by 7 a.m. Monday morning. 

Refugee June Harris— an 87-year-old 
Franklin County resident— was worried about 
her two French Poodles (Muffy and Jeff) than 
the storm she left behind. 

"I was told I couldn't bring along my little 
puppies," she said. **and I'm just worried sick 
about them. As soon as all this passes, I'm 
going home." 

Harris was one of nearly 400 people 
grounded at the First Baptist Church's Red 
Cross Center Saturday night. Dubbed "The 
Hilton of all Hurricane Centers" by church 



program director Keith Peterson, the center 
was the largest— and perhaps the best- 
equipped— of all of them. 

'•*Unlike the other shelters, we have locker 
rooms so people can take showers," he said. 
The center, which had a sleeping capacity of 
450, also had a large screen television in a 
separate room. Several refugees sat in front 
of it Sunday afternoon, watching a TBS 
Western. 

*i was driving from Kentucky to Tampa," 
said Ron Vanover, between bites of a 
McDonald's hamburger. **But it done rained 
so hard that I had to get out of the road." 
Vanover said he first went to the Salvation 
Army, which directed him to the First Baptist 
Church. Although anxious to get on the road 
again, Vanover admitted that the food "has 
been pretty damned good." 



But according to Red Cross volunteer 
Sampson, feeding the refugees was no easy 
task. They tried to give balanced meals of 
meat, vegetables, milk, and juice and even 
received some help from Florida State 
University's fraternity and sorority members 
in making bologna and cheese sandwiches. 

But some of the most tasty help, she said, 
came from local restaurants. 

McDonald's offered hamburgers and 
chicken McNuggets," Arby's donated roast 
beef sandwiches, Burger King passed out 
Whoppers, P.J. Quickley's brought pizza, and 
on Sunday night, Morrison's donate all the 
hot food on its food line. 

"People have been great," said Sampson, 
who added that between 500 and 600 
Tallahasseans stopped by the six shelters, 
offering what resources they had. 



And Sampson said she didn't know how 
much money the diss^ter cost the Red Cross— 
"only the Damage Assessment people who 
come in Tuesday can tell you that," she said. 

According to Sampson, there were few 
hitches in the smooth operation of the six 
centers, located at the First Baptist Church, 
the Parkway Baptist Church, the Forest 
Heights Baptist Church, the East Hill Baptist 
Church, the Lake View Baptist Church, and 
the Woodville Baptist Church. The three 
stand-by centers, the Seminole Baptist Church, 
the Thomasville Road Baptist Church, and the 
Oakridge Elementary School, were never 
utilized. 

"I'm just glad they've got this," said an 
orange-peeling refugee named Jeff Peters.

In Tallahassee the damage was 
considerably less serious. 

"The worst damage in town was three cars 
smashed by a falling tree at the Cracker 
Barrel on N. Monroe St.'* said Tallahassee 
Police Department spokesman Scott Hunt. 
**Mmt of the damage consisted of downed 
lines and trees falling on ours." 

Power outages were sporadic but not 
extensive, and downed power lines caused a 
few harmless fires, according to Hunt. 

The Florida State University campus also 
encountered power problems as a result of 
the storm. Power was out for over an hou» 
Saturday and for a few minutes on Sunday, 
said Sherrill Ragans, director of University 
Housing. Ragans also said parts of Landis 
and Rogers Halb were sandbagged where 
flooding h«l previoiisly been a probton. 

Florida's Panhandle Gulf Coast su^ained 
aore ^ly^gg than inland Tallahassee, 
though not as much as expected. St. George 
hha^ was ioaccesible as of Monday 
afternoon because both sides of the brieve 
ImdSng to it were washed out. 



"Though we couldn't get on the island, 
I spoke to two pilots who had flown over it. 
They say the damage is minimal," said a 
Tallahassee realtor and St. George Island 
homeowner. "Apparently a few roofs were 
damaged — powerlines were down." 

A Florida Highway Patrol spokesman said 
the only rcmd in the area that has been closed 
is Highway 98 betwe^ Eastpoint and 
Carrabelle. Alligator Point homeowners will 
be allowed to return home if they can 
produce proof of ownership, said the 
spokesman. 

The Florida Highway Patrol said that road 
and bridge repairs are expected to take from 
two to seven days and repairs crews are 
"working round the clock so that people can 
go home.'* 

Gov. Bob Graham is expected to visit the 
hard-hit Florida Panhandle later in the week 
to survey the damage.

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Peace movement calls for action

At the 40tli anniversary of the fiery dawn 
of the Nuclear Age, the American peace 
movement is shifting dramatically in both 
tactics and orientation. Although still 
dedicated to a "nuclear freeze," many peace 
activists are turning away from lobbying to 
emphasize individual action and 
commitment. 

To a great extent, this reflects a growing 
frustration with the pace of arms control 
efforts. While most lawmakers continue to 
pay lip serviee to the freest, they have voted 
for one new weapons system after another— 
leading many peace activists to conclude that 
pushing for legislation is fruitless unless 
popular attitudes about war and peace 
undergo a profound transformation. What 
is needed, they believe, is nothing less than 
a national consensus that nuclear arms— and 
war itself — are immoral and suicidal. 

In building such a consensus, many 
activists are foregoing conventional politlcd 
skills for the organizing techniques— and 
spiritual outlook— of Mahatma Gandhi and 
Martin Lather King. 

"Periodically in the history of our nation, 
generations have been called upon to redress 
a great wrong— among them, slavery, the 



disenfranchisement of women, Hltler^s Third 
Reich, and racial segregation,** observes 
David Mixner, founder of the newly - 
organized PRO-Peace. '*Now the time has 
come to redress anoth^ great wrong — the 
nuclear arms ra^.** 

Mixner is one of a growing number of 
activists who view the anti-nuclear struggle 
in terms not unlike a religious cru^de. 
Indeed, many explicitly link nuclear 
disarmament to their rel^mis views, and call 
on the Biblical imagery used so effectively 
by the New Right. 

"Ever since the atomic bomb was dropped 
on Hiroshima, we have increasingly placed 
our trust in weapons of mass destruction 
rather than in God," wrote leaders of the 
August Desert Witness in a letter to other 
clergy. They call for a return to 
* 'faithfulness** based on nuclear 
disarmament. '*We are called to reject the 
bomb and place our trust in the God of life.** 

Although no single organiztion or 
perspective dominates this new movement, 
several groups or tendencies seem to 
exemplify the new outlook. Prominent 
among them:

A little gesture 
such as this— in a land where, all things 
considered, few fight for freedom and fewer 
still are jailed or killed for speaking out 
against the state— assumes proportions larger 
than it deserves. 

In El Salvador they would probably be 
luting for the Farabundo Marti National 
Liberation Front. In Nicaragua they would 
be in the militia fighting against the U.S.- 
paid contras. Let's all remember that. Even 
if they had been caught, the punishment 
would not have been too harsh. 

Oppression in this country, especially 
against white people, is seldom overt. As 
long as we are playing with symbolic acts we 
are not likely to get shot. We are oppressed 
subtlely~a denial of dreams, a supt)ression 
of the truth. We are oppressed because the 
istate, in our name, acts to oppress other 
/Inations and peoples. But it is more 
icomfortable here, living under our 
oppression. But be that as it may, they felt 
good as they drove over to lay some shadows 
down for Mr. Fuqua. 

The next morning at the new Hiroshima 
memorial: Workmen were already beginning 
to remove the shadow in the doorway of the 
new capitol building. One man pointed at the 
. Peace Coalition people and said that if he 



had another bomb he would drop it right 
over there, on them. A shadow that had 
graced the Duval Street entrance was already 
gone. The rest of the shadows still existed; 
however, at Fuqua' s place the shadows were 
covered over with a rubber door mat. 

In an article in the Democral the next day, 
Jim McPherson, of the not-so-good capitol 
security forces, said that they had defaced 
public property. Hardly. Statues of racists 
like Andrew Jackson, paintings of most 
politicians, memorials to those killed fighting 
"Indians," deface public property. The very 
process by which the state decides which 
brand of fascist art it will allow on public 
property, defaces public property. The most 
serious "defacing of public property" is 
carried out in our name in El Salvador and 
Nicaragua everyday. What was done was a 
Uttle thing and it can be easily forgotten, 
easily misunderstood. But it could go on and 
become, as Arlo said, a movement — the anti- 
imperialism public property art movement. 

All you have to do to join is remember 
some appropriate slogans, or look them up 
if they were before yoiu* time, get some paint 
and go out and make public property yours. 
Try these for a start: NO MORE 
VIETNAMS. STOP THE WAR IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA. END 
APARTHEID, YANKEE COME HOME, 
FREE NELSON MANDELA, NO 
PASARAN. Pick a statement, act 
responsibly, and go to work.

The Student Health Fee Committee will hold a public hear- 
ing on the subject sometin^ in mid-September, and will make 
a recommendation afterwards to Sliger. The State Board of 
Regents would have final say on any increase in students fees, 
and it would be next fall before any increase would go into 
effect. Until then, Kent said, the Health Center will operate 
as best as it can. 

"The cut definitely hurt us," Kent said, "but all we can 
do now is stick it out and hope for a solution."

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'Unsinkable' Titanic located 
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UNITfJ) PRfSS INTERNATIONAL 

ST. JOHN'S, Newfoundlaiid— The wreck 
of the Titanic, the luxury Uner that rammed 
into an iceberg and sank on its maiden 
voyage in 1912, was found Monday off the 
coast of Newfoundland, a U.S.-French 
expedition announced. 

Dr. Robert Ballard of the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution in Massachusetts 
said in a ship-to-shore interview with 
Canada's CTV network that pieces of the 
ship were located about 370 miles south of 
Newfoundland. 

A spokesman for the institute in Woods 
Hole, Mass., refused to confirm or deny the 
"f report. 

{ Ballard led the U.S.-French expedition 
onboard the U.S. Navy oceanographic 
survey ship Knorr, which carries a new robot 
submarine equipped with video and still 
photography cameras. The submarine 
located the wreck, Ballard said. 

"We came on it early this morning. It 
was just bang, there it was right on top of 
it," Ballard said. 

The London Observer earlier reported the 
submarine had been probing 100 square 
miles of ocean floor in water 2 miles d^ 
since the beginning of July. 

Ballard said the team's initial reaction 
"was excitement, then a. coming down off 



that to realize that we had found the ship 
where 1,500 people had died. 

"(For) a lot of us who had researched it 
for so many years, the Titanic has (become) 
more than a shipwreck. It's a true disaster,** 
he said. "To finally put those souls to rest 
was a very nice feeHng." 

CTV said the expedition, funded by the 
Navy and the National Geographic Society, 
did not plan to raise the wreck, but would 
ask the United Nations to declare the site an 
international memorial. 

The Titanic was en route from 
Southhampton, England, to New York on 
April 14, 1912, when it struck an iceberg, 
taking 1,503 of the approximately 2,200 
passengers and crew to their deaths. 

The Titanic was believed to be 
"unsinkable" because of its double bottom 
and reinforced bulkheads. 

Ten millionaires were on board when the 
ship sank. Its strongroom was filled with 
valuables, including diamonds valued at $7 
million in 1912. 

Three attempts have been made to locate 
the ship and Walt Disney productions once 
spent $70,000 on a feasibility study. 

John Pierce, a British salvage expert, told 
the Observer he planned to try to raise the 
Titanic with a new salvage system using 
inflatable canvas bags. 
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•PRO-Peace (People Reaching Out for 
Peace), based in Los Angles, which is 
I organizing a cross-country peace march of 
5000 volunteers to begin next March 1, and 
end 3,235 miles and nine months later. 
Completing this vast project, according to 
Mixner, will "show that people can make a 
difference, that we can end the arms race." 

•Beyond War, a non-partisan educational 
effort based in Palo Alto, Ca., that seeks to 
"change our way of thinking about war." 
.The group eschews formal political activity 
^o concentrate on people-to-people 
feducatioAtt Volunteers are encouraged to take 
a leave irom their jobs or devote half-time 
ito community-based organizing. A 
fspokespesson says the group has about 400 
full-time organizers in 17 states, and another 
7,000 volunteers working part-time. 

•The Nevada Desert Experience, a 
group of Franciscan monks and other 
religious activists who seek a halt to 
underground nuclear testing at the Nevada 
Test Site. Participants have been holding 
periodic "witnesses" or vigils at the site since 
1984, and expect about 500 religious leaders 
from all over the country to join them for 
four days of prayer and civil disobedience 
during the Aug. 6-9 nuclear anniversary. 
Despite widely divergent methods and 
I styles, these three endeavors have much in 
common— particularly an emphasis on the 
moral dimension and on the need to change 
public attitudes. 

"The decision before us," says Stanford 
Univ. Professor Martin Hellman of Beyond 
War, "is between the old mode of thinking 
and the new." The old mode sees that "war 
is acceptable" while the new holds that war 
is obsolete and immoral and that we must 
i seek "creative alternatives instead of kilUng 
those we call our enemies." 

On the same note, Mixner of PRO-Peace 
says, "It is wrong to place our planet in 
jeopardy... to steal the future away from the 
! next generation. . .to even think about putting 
J nuclear weapons in space . ' ' Overcoming this 
peril, he argues, will require effort and 
sacrifice "on the scale of the anti-slavery 
movement, of the war to defe2|tjFU|l|r^*f , 



All these groups also emphasize the use of 
symbols. 

"Technology has given us the ability to 
destroy the planet,'* notes Hellman. "But it 
has also given us a powerful symbol — the 
view of Earth from space." This lets us see 
earth "as it really is: shining, fragile, and 
beautiful, one whole interdependent globe, 
with one life-support system." This image 
is the official symbol of Beyond War. 

Imagery comes from the Bible rather than 
modern technology for Desert Experience. 
"The 40 years since Hiroshima," affirms 
Duncan MacMurdy, "reminds us of the 40 
years the Israelites wandered in the desert 
and the 40 years that Jesus spent in the desert 
before taking up his ministry.** 

In both cases, he explains, the desert 
sojourners had to resist temptation and 
choose a Ufe-bringing course. "Similarly, 
after 40 years of the nuclear age, we too must 
make a choice — we must choose to make our 
world a life-filled world, a world that will 
stay around for our children." 

Whether such images and tactics will 
prevail over more traditional peace activity, 
or touch the public in a significant way, 
cannot as yet be determined. But proponents 
of the new approach point to the powerful 
political impact of the anti-abortion 
movement— which also relies heavily on the 
use of primal images— and suggest that many 
peace activists have become disenchanted 
with legislative measures and arms control 
negotiations. 

Moreover, they point out that many older 
anti-nuclear groups had a mind-numbing 
preoccupation with nuclear devastation and 
say that, in contrast, theirs is a refreshing 
doctrine of hope, stressing the promise of a 
de-nuclearized world. 

"Humanity has proven that it has the 
capacity to change," notes a Beyond War 
factsheet. "New knowledge and new 
technologies are emerging which will allow 
us to live together, to maintain the life 
support system of this planet, and to build 
1 world beyond war."

In New Orleans: Jazz comes together

This is the second in a series of cotumns on the history 
of jazz. The first covered the roots of this uniquely 
American music, setting the stage for the coming together 
of jazz in New Orieans at the turn of the century. 

Jn the late 1900's, New Orleans was unquestionably the 
most musical city in the States, if not the world. From high 
class social events to Storyville (the famous red-light 
district), dance bands and brass bands were always the point 
of attention. Musical instruments were relatively 
inexpensive and easily obtained, and aspiring musicians 
sprung from tenement doorways by the hundreds. Many 
went unrecognized, but a few men like the "Kings" Buddy 
Bolden and Joe Oliver are credited with shaping March 
music, the Blues and Ragtime into much of the early jazz. 




Bolden came first and was considered to be playing a 
crude form of jazz or "dirt music" around 1895. He was 
tyjMcal in the respect that he was as well known for his 
womanizing and drinking as he was for his scintillating 
cornet playing. He was notoriously loud and worked 
Storyville up until 1907 when he became insane and was 
institutionalized. But in the 10 years Bolden was a solo 
player and a band leader, he had developed a style all his 
own. It was strongly Ragtime mixed with some Blues and 
the popular March music of the time. No recordings 
survive, but his presence can perhaps be feh on former 
sideman Bunk Johnson's Echos from New Orleans^ 
Storyville, or latter contemporary Freddie Keppard*s 
Hcrwin releases. 

The same year Bolden was committed, trumpet player 
Joe Oliver was challenging the then reigning King (of 
trumpet) Freddie Keppard for his title. Oliver would 



eventually win out. And along the way, he helped perfect 
the cruder jazz into the music known as New Orleans 
jazz— Dixieland. 

This style of jazz was usually led by a trumpet and 
accompanied by clarinet, trombone, piano and drums. The 
overall tempo was moderate to fast and was a mixture of 
three different tempos; a 1/4 note ground beat carried by 
the trumpet; a note harmonic unit usually laid down 
by the trombone; and an eight note melodic 
(countermelodic) embellishement woven by the clarinet. 
When the lead trumept would pause for breath, either the 
clarinet or the trombone would "fill" in with an improvised 
solo or riff— a trick derived directly from the call and 
answer characteristic of African music. 

Meanwhile, the bass drum and piano would work within 
a 4/4 frame or a 2/4 frame structure atop a continuous 
4/4 pulse. But mainly, the piano was the harmonic 
soundboard— rhythmic roots were hammered by the left 
hand and, between major beats, triads by the right. 

Oliver's monumental jazz classic "Dippermouth Blues" 
is a case in point and can be heard on King Oliver's Jazz 
Band, (EMI). Two other releases featuring his famous New 
Orleans style are The Immortal King Oliver (Milestone) and 
King Oliver and His Dixie Syncopators (Decca). 

These recordings were made in the twenties, and because 
recording techniques were primitive at the time, and 
because Oliver was continually refining his sound, it is not 
certain that these recordings are an accurate indication of 
what he sounded like 15 years before. Most certainly, they 
are a fair approximation. 

Besides helping to perfect the Dixieland style, Oliver was 
also credited with inventing the mute (a device used to 
choke the horn) and the first to play with a collectively 
improvising ensemble. He was also Louis Armstrong's 
mentor and one time employer. Oliver left New Orleans 
in the twenties for Chicago — where he hit the apex of his 
career. But by 1928 his popularity had declined in favor 
of his protege Armstrong. Oliver, like so many to come, 
became the victim of popular taste despite his greatness, 
and he seldom found steady work afterwards. He 
eventually settled in Savannah, Georgia, and made a living 
sweeping out pool halls and selling v^etables along the 
roadside. He died there in 1938 at the age of 53. 

The story of Oliver and Bolden is a tragic one. (The latter 
spent 24 years in a mental hospital before he died). Yet, 
as part of the early New Orl^s jazz explosion, they helped 
create the first true American music.

It doesn't have to come from the teevee

There are development 
programs in Latin America, 
unfortunately not the ma- 
jority, which beHcve that 
people, no matter how 
destitute or powerless, have 
a rich culture of their own. 

With this understanding, «.»«.«i.iM«iiaMiBM.a>. 
many groups use the arts, 

most powerfully the performing arts, to stimulate 
creativity— and to erase the lack of understanding about the 
world that makes poor people feel helpless before, and 
uninterested in, plans imposed by experts on high. 

Some of these groups treat people not as readers, 
spectators, viewers — consumers of culture — but see art as 
springing from the community itself. 

Joven Teatro is three actors— there were eight once — who 
have settled into a house in the Villa Primero de Mayo, a 
marginal barrio of some 40,000 people near Santa Cruz, 
Bolivia. 1 saw them in the midst of a crisis. A year and a 
half earlier, they had left the capital of La Paz, where they 
had been moderately successful. There, they had survived 
censorship and repression— even jailing— during the Garcia 
Meza dictatorship. What they could not stand was tt«e general 
lack of interest. 

•*It was merely entertainment," explained Matias 
Marchiore, the group's Argentinian-born director. "What 
we were representing had nothing to do with their lives, or 
for that matter with ours." So they began working with co- 
ops, schools and peasant associations, trying to break out 
of the closed circuit of elite culture. 

Invited to Santa Cruz, they spent several months visiting 
different neighborhoods, and finally decided up on the Villa. 
4t had enormous problems— poor water supply and 
transportation, drug abuse, unemployment, inadequate 
health care. It was also a sort of microcosm of Bolivia— a 
mix of people from different regions, ethnic groups and 
. languages. Thev hoped their house would be a place where 
the "pobladores" could interact culturally and meet 
physically. 

"When we arrived," confessed one of the actors, "we had 
visions of changing Bolivian culture, of triumphantly 
showing how art can unleash the energies and minds of 
ordinary people." 

Yet the adolescents they hoped to reach did not come, or 
did not stay, but sought entertainment in one of the 
ramshackle discos or in the shacks where dice and bingo are 
played, or deliverance in drugs or in the churches. Not one 
understood that theatrical work could address the 
community's problems. 

One member said, "The people were so apathetic it was 
unnerving. We were forced to revise our plans." 

So they began to work with the only segment of the 
population that seemed genuinely interested in anything— 
the youger children. Enticed by puppets, several dozen came

to learn how to draw or play 
the guitar, many more foj:

One afternoon 1 saw a 
group rehearsing a puppet 
play they had made. These 
kids are undernourished and 
uneducated, and their

of classes to do something 
"useful." Yet they had enough discipline and fantasy to 
produce an amusing fairy tale in which a group of woodsmen 
are outwitted by a pair of villains until they pool their forces 
and save their trees. 

The only adults present were three prostitutes who had 
clambered up on a tree in the next lot. Not one father or 
mother had come. 

Almost as soon as the performance began, a radio started 
to blare, Vamos a la playa— lei's go to the beach — and a 
little girl next to me, though absorbed in the play, sang vamos 
a la playa under her breath. A bit later, a circus in the next 
lot began to advertise its evening show. Half an hour later, 
when the children had gone home, one of two local cinemas 
began to announce its twin bill. "From beginning to end," 
a voicelhouied, '"^ActionKCmotion! Romance! We promise 
you not one minute of boredom!" 

"That's a promise we can't deliver on," Marchiore said, 
smiling but also pained. But they're not leaving. "We've left 
our lungs in this place." And, he says, "Who knows? 
Perhaps the children you saw here will be able to make the 
difference." 

Teatro Joven's crisis has been accentuated, 1 believe, by 
circumstances beyond their control. They are outsiders in 
a place which is itself in flux. They are sure they would not 
have faced such odds in La Paz, where barrio dwellers have 
kept their ethnic and linguistic roots, so any cultural group 
had a folk tradition to build on. 

1 visited cultural projects that have done exceedingly well 
with people as deprived as those in Santa Cruz. 

For example, in Santo Domingo, in the Dominican 
Republic, I saw 30 school-age children dancing to rhythms 
beaten out on drums brought by their African ancestors, their 
bodies flowing with energy and joy and— yes— with pride. 
It is almost impossible to connect these youngsters to the 
shantytowns where they live, and from which they walk many 
miles three times a week to rehearse. 

At this performance, parents are present. Many missed 
meals to buy polka-dot dresses for the girls, white shirts for 
the boys. "I brought the girl here myself," one father tells 
me. "Her mother taught her some of the steps." Other 
parents explain the children go through their neighborhood 
collecting dances, rhythms, songs, rituals, legends. And, they 
say, drug-taking has diminished since the children have

I But this is merely the appetizer. Next 
comes the Teatro Popular Danzante, started 
almost 10 years ago. 1 believe it could rival 
any folk dance company in the world— in 
sheer energy, in the sensual celebration of life 
by people denied traditional forms of power. 
Though I do not care for the word, what 
came to my mind was the idea that these 
swirling, trembling, sweating people were 
rpyalty.v 

i If l^their queen must be Nereyda— 
i|iddliiged and plump, she dances as if she 
^ere commanding the stars and the earth. 
Inuring the day she works in a beauty salon. 
J Rescuing the music and folk traditions of 
the Dominican poor has meant exploring 
^ir African heritage. Ask any Dominican 
black for his or her identity card. Under 
color it will read "canela," or cinnamon, and 
under race "Indio." All the Indians, of 
course, were exterminated very long ago — 
today you can find them only in museums 
and on identity cards. The blacks were 
imported to work, and black bloq^J* WVe 
or less in everybody's veins. Yet a myth 



persists that Dominicans have a 
predominantly Hispanic heritage. 

Currently, Nereyda and her troupe work 
mostly away from the capital, criss-crossing 
the country's poorest, most arid, most 
overlooked area, the Region del Suroeste. 
They show up where no roads lead, complete 
with orchestra, and perform. Spectators join 
in and teach the steps, the melodies and 
legends of each place. Hundreds of local 
groups are now going. 

Nereyda's success is at least partially due 
to the cooperation of INDESUR, the 
government agency in charge of developing 
the region. Rafael Diaz, the agency's 
director, Wmself a poet, has funded a score 
of similar activities. But the ballet is the apple 
of his eye. He feels one main problem of a 
"backward" region is that it does not exist 
for the rest of the world, and he hopes the 
ballet will serve as a cultural ambassador. 

But real communication can occur only if 
the performers are not considered merely 
picturesque. That is, the campesinos must 
learn to see themselves differently. They 
must become, through art, able to judge 
themselves not only from the outside eyes 
that despise and omit them, bat from their 
own joyful, resounding l^ies.

Holding off a first-half challenge by Tuhane, Florida 
State pulled away from the Green Wave 38-12 in Saturday's 
season-opener at the Louisiana Superdome. 

Not unlike last year's contest between these two clubs, 
the Circcn Wave rolled alongside the Seminoles to the half, 
trailing 14-12. But, ISV took head coach Bobby Bowden's 
intermission words and dried up the Wave with 24 second 
half points. 

FSU would not escape the game without injury, though. 
Wide receiver Hassan Jones went down early in the game 
with a reseparated shoulder and is expected to be out of 
action for 2-3 weeks. In addition, a foot injury could keep 
cornerback Eric Williams out of practice until Thursday. 

There never really was any doubt whether FSU would 
secure their ninth consecutive season-opening victory.

Rattlers pull the reins of the Thorobreds

If Hurricane Elena had 
made an appearance at 
Bragg Memorial Stadium 
Saturday night, her eye 
would have certainly been on 
the Florida A&M Rattler 
sfootball team as it downed 
Ithe visiting Kentucky State . 
Thorobreds 52-6 before 
5,268 wind-swept fans. 

It was an impressive vic- 
tory as the Rattlers 
dominated every phase of 
the game, but afterwards, 
FAMU head coach Rudy 
Hubbafd could do nothing 
but praise the Thorobreds. 

''Kentucky State was a 
much bet^ team this year 
than they were last year," 
iHubbard said. "They came 
*|)ut with a really good game 
plan. They weren't a bad 
football team." 

But, on this night, Hub- 
bard's team was far and 
away the better. FAMU roll- 
ed up an impressive 456 total 
yards of offense (345 on the ground), compared to the 
f'horobrcds mere 153 total yards. With the Rattler defense 
|miting the KSU ground game to a net -15 yards, Hubbard 
was extremely pleased. 

"We had a superb defensive effort out there tonight," said 
Hubbard. "I thought Gene Atkins played a great game in 
the secondary as did Willie Brown at linebacker." Atkins 
snared one interception, while Brown collected eight tackles. 

But it was the Rattler offense that was to steal the show, 
rolling up 31 first half points, then activating the cruise 
control in the second half to secure the victory. The 31 -point 
initial half outburst was FAMU 's largest output since 1982 
when the Rattlers ran up the same two quarter total against 
Howard University in the Bold City Classic. 

Doing most of the damage for the Rattler offense was 
lalfback Tony Barber who ran for 190 yards on only 11 
carries for a 17.3 yard average. Most of Barber's yardage 
was chewed up on a 71 yard touchdown run in the third 
quarter that. put FAMU up 45-0.

Bevel scored the first two FAMU touchdowns of the night 
and eventually ran for 29 yards on 9 carries. 

One of the pleasant surprises for FAMU would certainly 
have to have been the play of sophomore tailback Derrick 
Gainer. The Plant City, Fla. native rushed for 75 yards on 
only 6 carries, while also catching a 20-yard pass and scoring 
one touchdown. 

"Gainer played very well," Hubbard said. "But tonight 
was just a great all-around effort for out team." 

And a team effort it was. Five different Rattlers scored 
touchdowns on the night.. 

The scoring started on A&M's second possession, when 
Bevel scored on a one-yard plunge, capping an eight play, 
48-yard drive. 

He later scored the second Rattler touchdown on another 
one yard run.

Tree felled by hurricane 
crushes local residence

"Every time I go through this house and 
I go to that bedroom, it shakes me," says 
79-year-old James C. Scott. "It shakes me. 
I ain't ashamed to tell you." 

What's giving Scott the shi&es? 

For starters, there's a giant water oak 
where his bed used to be. And three-feet 
thick split roofbeams providing a jagged view 
of the morning sky. And buckets of 
insulation burying bottles of mineral oil and 
Corn Huskers lotion lining bedroom 
dressers. Looks like piles of snow. Looks like 
rubble from the holocaust. Looks like these 
folks have trouble. And her name's 
Hurricane Elena. 

Last Friday night, while Elena's 75-mph 
winds were toying with the capital city, parts 
of a 100-year old crooked witter oak came 
tumbling iiito the backyard of the Scott 
home on Georgia St. No one was hurt, but 
it was enough to make Scott and his wife, 
Esther May, seek a less pastoral hideout. 
They phoned their son Bobby, who lives on 
the south side of town. 

"When my son called to say they were 
j coming, at first 1 was gonna stay," said 
Scott. "Just get my family out. You know 
how a man is — he wants to stick around and 
take care of things. But something just told 
me to go with him. I got scared. That's when 
I grabbed my cap and my walking stick and 
went out of there." 

James Scott's jitters saved his life. 

Only hours later, in the wee twilight of 
Sunday's monsoons, the rest of the water 
oak came tumbling down, ripping apart the 
tiny be-curtained house. If they'd been 
sleeping soundly in their bed that night, 
Jame$ and Esther Scott would now be so 



much sawdust. 

"I'm just happy we weren't here," said 
James. "We thank God that nobody was 
here." 

But the Scotts' complacency goes beyond 
mcK thankfulness. They sincerely believe the 
felled tree and gaping roof are evidence of 
a divine plan. 

"When you pray to Him and you trust 
Him, He'll take care of you," said Scott. 
"This was a warning. He was showing me 
danger. Not that He had anything to punish 
us for— we don't mess with drink, don't 
smoke pot— we're too old. We leave that to 
the younger generation. 

"It was His way of showing His strength," 
he concludes. "Just His way of letting us 
know who He is. If He wanted to blow it 
down, He could have. This is something no 
man can stop. 

"Look at animals. We consider ourselves 
over them, yet they have sense enough to give 
God a little room. And we don't. So He has 
to make some sometimes." 

"Asked how she feels, Esther Scott, 63, 
shrugs. 

"There's nothing for me to go through in 
my mind," she said. "When God's doing His 
work, there's nothing we can do about it." 

The Scotts have been renting their cozy, 
green-walled cottage at 414 Georgia Street for 
12 years. This July, the City finally 
weatherized their home ("It gets really cold 
here," says James) and the couple was 
looking forward to a warmer winter. 

Now the three-month-old, rain-sogged 
insulation is strewn about the house like 
confetti gone mad. It leaves its mildewed 
mark on all their furniture— everything but 
the framed, lighted pictures of John F.

Darden scheduled 
for electric chair 
early this morning 

FROM SWU AM) VMRh RKPOKTS 

STARKE, Fla.— The Supreme Court refused Tuesday to 
halt the execution of Willie Jasper Darden, w ho is scheduled 
to die in Florida's electric shair Wednesday for the murder 
of Carl Turman. 

Darden has maintained his innocence of the crime since 
the time of his arrest. 

The high court denied Darden 's motion for a stay of 
execution by a 5-4 vote, with Justice William Brennan, 
Thurgood Marshall, Harry Blacknmin and John Paul Stevens 
dissenting. 

Chief Justice Warren Burger said in the brief majority 
opinion that Darden's case had been before the court three 
times "and the issues raised in this application have been 
thoroughly considered and 
resolved by federal and state 
courts..." 

Florida's Supreme Court 
earlier Tuesday also refused 
to stay the execution of 
Darden, the second-longest 
resident of Florida's death 
row. 

The justices said the other 
points of appeal raised by 
Darden were variations of 
arguments they rejected in 
refusing to grant Darden a 
stay on Aug. 29. 

Barring any action from 
the federal courts, Darden 
will become the 14th man to 
die in Florida's electric chair 
since the state's death penal- 
ty was reinstated in 1976. 

The execution is schedul- 
ed for 7 a.m. today. 

According to Jimmy 
Lohman, a spokesman for the Florida Clearinghouse on 
Criminal Justice, there are a number of factors which cast 
doubt on Darden's guilt. 

"First, he was convicted by an all-white jury in Bartow 
in spite of a strong alibi. He was involved in an auto accident 
at the time the crime occurred which is well-documented 
through witnesses and poUce records," said Lohman in a 
prepared statement. 

"Second, the only evidence connecting Mr. Darden with 
the crime (are) two witnesses' identification that (are) riddled 
with contradictions, inconsistencies and shoddy police 
procedures." 

Florida State Prison spokesman Vernon Bradford said 
Darden expected to die and was "going about his business" 
Tuesday. 

"He's just sitting in his cell and seems pretty much resigned 
to the fact that the execution will take place," Bradford said. 
"He is scheduled for legal and social non-contact visits 
throughout the rest of the day., Othw than that, he pretty 
much is going about his business." 

Darden was condemned to die for the Sept. 8, 1973, 
murder of Lakeland, Fla., furniture store owner Carl 
Turman during a robbery that netted only $15.

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Lathrop tapped to succeed Tuckman

Florida State University named an interim 
dean of the college of education Monday but 
former dean, Bruce Tuckman said the new 
appointmeni doesn't affect his demand for 
a hearing. 

FSU picked Robert Lathrop, professor of 
education and director , of the Center for 
Instructional Development and Services to 
fill in as interim dean until a permanent 
replacement for Tuckman can be found. 
That search isn't expected to begin before 
November. 

"It's a little awesome," said Lathrop who 
was nominated by faculty members. "I 
appreciate the respect my colleagues have 
shown for me.*' 

Lathrop said his number one priority is to 
rekindle the differences between faculty and 
administration. Former (tean, Tuckman was 
fired because of ^at FSU Vice-Presidentfor 
Ai^demic Affairs Gus TurnbuU called 'iack 
of faculty support." Lathrop said he 
couldn't speak for the entire faculty, but 
judging from his own experience, Tuckman 
had indeed lost such backing. 

According to TumbuU, Lathrop "will 
provide the effective and decisive leadership 
for the college." 

Lathrop first came to FSU in 1972 from 
Pennsylvania State University where he had 
served as associate dean of instruction. 
Lathrop is exp^ed to r^am as interim 
dean for at least nine months. He said he has , 
not ruled oiit the possilHlity of applying for 
the dean's position. 

But Lathrop's appointment isn't going to 
change Tuckman's appeal for a hearing. 

•'I've been denied due process," said 
Tuckman, who was fired by TumbuU on July 
26. 

•'It (Lathrop's appointment) has 
absolutely no effect on my decision in 



seeking a hearing," Tuckman said. "I knew 
an interim dean would be named a long time 
ago— this doesn't change anything." 

Although Tuckman had requested the 
university for a formal hearing, FSU denied 
the request and handed Tuckman a "final 
order" on August 26— exactly one month 
after he was firwJ. The seven-page final order 
document made it clear that as far as FSU 
was concerned, the Tuckman case was 
closed. However, Tuckman has 30 days to 
appeal that decision. Tuckman said his 
lawyer is currently working on the. appeal. 

Tuckman said he realizes the case is closed. 
He said he just wanted to know why he was 
fired. 

"It's not a question of accepting — it's a 
decision, it's fact. I have to live with that," 
he said. "As far as I'm concerned, I'm out 
of the picture." 

Tuckman said he was acquainted with 
Lathrop but refused any comment. 

"It's a situation where I retain a certain 
amount of sensitivity," he said. "It's really 
not my place to comment— it's too close to 
home." 

Lathrop said he wasn't going to initiate 
any drastic changes in the College of 
Education but intends to get faculty feedback 
before continuing certain programs 
introduced by Tuckman. 

One program of great concern has been 
Tuckman's implementation of the British 
infant school model in grades K-S .at the 
Developmental Research School (Florida 
High)— which is run by the college of 
education. The newly-introduced learning 
process calls for open classroom situations 
allowing children to learn at their own pace. 

"One of the first things I'm going to do 
is meet with Florida High faculty and parents 
and ask if they are pleased with that kind of 
learning system," said Lathrop. "I'm also 
going to conduct wide-scale evaluations. 



Anti-apartheid group plans Fall action

While the streets of Soweto continue to 
smplder, a local anti-apartheid group is 

launching a protest campaign of its own. 

The Student Anti-apartheid Coordinating 
COTimittee— a group of Florida A&M and 
Florida State University students — meet 
tonight to plan out their fall agenda. That 
agenda includes an observance of National 
Anti-apartheid Day with a lecture by Randall 
Robinson, executive director of TransAfrica, 
the nation's largest black foreign policy lobby. 

Robinson, who was one of the founders of 
the Free South Africa Movement— has been 
aniested twi^ for protesting apartheid in front 
of Washington D.C.'s South African 
consulate. Andoquent speaker, Robinson left 
l^hind a stunned audience when he visited 



Tallahassee last spring. 

Robinson will be here on Oct. 9 for Na^nal 
Anti-apartheid Day which falls during the 
middle of Black Awareness week. His lecture 

is being co-sponsored by the FAMU SGA, and 
FSU's Center for Participant Education. 

Besides Robinson, Harrington said his 
group plans to sponsor an open forum with 
state land and city politicians addressing the 
issue of apartheid. He also said the group will 
investigate university investment portfolios 
and apply pressure on the two schools to 
divest.

Prosecutor C. Raynu)nd McDaniel told a | 
jury Darden was an "animal," who shot' 
Turman and a 16-year-6ld boy, then tried to 
force Turman's wife to commit a sex act 
"while her bleeding husband lay in a 
rainstorm at the door." 

Turman died, but the boy recovered. 

Darden 's Supreme Court appeal was 
based, in part, on what the defense called 
"outrageous" closing arguments by 
McDaniel— "a driving diabolical diatribe" 
that prejudiced the jury. 

According to Lohman, Darden'is trial was 
rUdled with questionabUL PIQSiegution 
procedures. "From the be^mung of the trial 



to the eiid, racial references and slurs were 
used by the. prosecution, continually pointing 
out the race of the victim (white) compart 
to Mr. Darden (black). 

"Theprosecution referred to Mr. Darden 
as an "animal" who "shouldn't be allowed 
out of his cell unless he has a leash on him." 
He also stated, 'I wish 1 could see (Darden) 
sitting here with no face, blown away by a 
shotgun.'" 

Darden, 52, has been on death row since 
Jan. 29, 1974 — six days after his first-degree 
murder conviction — and his stay on death 
row is surpassed only by Howard Douglas, 
who arrived Dec. 5, 1973. Darden has won 
two previous stays of executicm.

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Knowledge is power 

Keep teenagers ignorant of the realities of human sexuality and they'll 
be pure as the driven snow. 

That's the misguided premise many conservative parents operate 
under when it comes to sex education in high school. They fervently 
believe thai leaching kids about eggs and sperm — where and how the 
twain meet— will cause wholesale debauchery, the erosion of morals, 
and the collapse of God-fearing society as we know it. 

It these prudish parents came down out of their clouds of righteous 
indignation they might realize they're wrong. They might realize that 
most kids who "get in trouble" are confused, misinformed, or totally 
ignorant of the physical actuality of sex. 

They might even agree with Jack Levine, executive director of the 
Florida Center for Children and Youth, who wants to educate teenagers 
about sex.Levine thinks if more adolescents and pre-adolescents know^ 
how sex works, fewer of them will wind up parents at a tender age. 

In an Associated Press story last month, Levine cited some pretty 
grim statistics to support his case: Almost 1 1 percent of all babies bom 
in 1984 had teenage mothers; ten percent of the 30,000 teenage 
pregnancies in Florida every year are miscarried, 40 percent are aborted, 
and 90 percent of the 15,000 babies born each year to teenage mothers 
are born into poverty. 

Figures like these serve to emphasize just how desperately teenagers 
need to know about sexuality and related issues stich as methods of 
contraception and health care. 

Sex education is meant to make teenagers more mature and 
responsible, not encourage promiscuity. People who believe otherwise 
are confusing innocence with ignorance. And ignorance is never bliss 
wl^re teenagers and sex is concerned. 

lUD makers' lOU 

Pity the A. H. Robins Co. 

Swamped by lawsuits filed by former users of their Dalkon Shield 
intrauterine contraceptive device, Robins has fUed for bankruptcy under 
Chapter 11, which suspends all litigation against the company— and 
subsequent cash settlements— until the bankruptcy case is settled. 

Thousands of women used the Dalkon Shield and suffered severe 
h^th probt^s because of it, including tubal disease which sometimes 
resuhed in hysterectomies. Many of these women are unable to conceive 
and bear children as a result. They are understandably mad and deserve 
compensation. 

After the shocking, sexist tactks Robins* lawyers used in court to 
refute the claims of these women— i.e., saying the women had 
contracted tubal disease as a result of sexual promiscuity rather than 
use of the Dalkon Shield— it shouldn't come as a surprise that this 
pharmaceutical giant would want to evade its responsibility to the 
victims of its negligence. 

The top brass at Robins probably think that while they hide behind 
the skirts of the Bankruptcy Court, ttieir troubles are over. But the 5,100 
women wh<»e suits are pending will be waiting for the protective veil 
to lift, and one way or another they will make Robins pay. 
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Sperm philosophy 

Editor: 

Cyndiia Lefever has asked **If a fertilized egg is 
a persMi, why isn't a sperm?", and **.,.life begins 
at conception. Can you believe that?". Since she 
indicated that she wished to be taken seriously about 
|hese points, I would like to respond to her questions. 

Yes, 1 can believe that life (of an individual) begins 
at conception. A life belongs to a genetically unique 
individual, and when an egg cell and sperm cell unite, 
a genetically distinct individual is formed. Up until 
that moment, a "life" or person does not exist. 
Therefore, male masturbation does not constitute 
mass murder (as Ms. Lefever has charged), since no 
"lives" are lost. During normal reproduction, 
billions of sperm celb that fail to unite with an egg 
cell die, yet the production of new human individual 
is hardly the product of mass murder. In males, 
sperm cells are constantly being formed to replace 
dying sperm cells (sperm cells live about three days 
outside a man's body). Thus, the death of a sperm 
cell is no more the loss of a "life" than the death 
of an epidermal (skin) cell, which can be seen in Ms. 
Lefever's dandruff (or mine, for that matter). 

The distinction is that sperm are cells, not 
individual persons. Therefore sperm have no rights 
under our constitution^ Perhaps fertilized eggs do 
deserve to be considered as individual "lives" and 
given equal consideradon to women and men in the 
eyes of the law. 

It can never be an easy d^ision for anyone to 
terminate the life of any organism, especially a 
human being; however it is occasionally necessary 
to consider this possibility (for example, during a 
war, in self-defense, for medical reasons, etc.). This 
decision has little to do with biology, but rather is 
a matter of morals and ethics. 1 support the right 
of mothers and fathers to decide whether the benefits 
of having an abortion outweigh the costs associated 
with terminating a life. However, it is my opinion 
that abortions should be viewed as an extreme last 
resort. The time to choose whether or not to have 
a child is prior to creating a life, that is, prior to 
having sexual reladons. Men and women who refu% 
to use birth control or are i^Mnt Ktf the correct 
procedures to follow in order to prevent the creation 
of life should not be encouraged to use abortion as 
a method of birth control instead. Since no method 
of birth control is 100 percent effective, we as a 
society must make allowances for special cases, and 
not make a law which would allow no options. 
JJltimately, the weight of the decision to terminate 
* Wfe will be borne by the mothfe^, Tith^r'and doctor 



involved. 1 am uncertain of what decision 1 would 
make if 1 were faced with such a choice, but 1 know 
it would not be an easy one to make, considering 
all the "lives" involved.

*'After the assasination, we felt so bad," 
James says of the JFK photo. "We just put 
that up to make us feel better." 

James Scott is retired and had a heart 
attack "a while back," so he has to visit the 
doctor regularly for nitroglycerine shots. He 
receives two monthly checks— Medicaid and 
Social Security—which are his sole income. 
He doesn't think they could afford anything 
more than $100 monthly rent. And as renters, 
the Scotts are stuck in a classification crack 
Which denies them the renovations, 
guaranteed relocation, and aid money 
provided homeowners in similar situations. 
They carry no renter's insurance, to boot. 

Anderson Holiday, 77, collects the rent 
from James Scott. Holiday works for a man 
named Isaac Taylor, a New York City 
resident who built the Scott house and lived 
in it long ago. And Holiday says although 
^s been in contact with Taylor, they don't 
know what they'll be able to do for the 
Scotts. The house is not insured. 

•'I called (Taylor) last night," said 
Holiday. **He toW me to check around and 
get some figures, so he'll know whether he 
can afford to rebuild it or not. That tree 
really messed things up." 

Holiday said he's waiting for work crews 
to remove the damaged oak before he can 
check the extent of damage. He said the 
Scotts have been "trouble-free" renters, and 
he'd Uke to see the house saved for them. 

"If and when we can get that house fixed, 
t^y're more than welcome to move back 
in," he said. He added be always knew that 
pesky water oak would someday pose a 
problem. 

"It wasn't soHd through," he said," "Too 
much wind finally got to an old, old tree. But 
what can you do? It's an act of God." 

Michelle Archangeli of the Tallahassee 
Housing Foundation said she's been 
contacted by the Scotts, but there isn't much 
she's been able to do. 

*'We don't work on renters, just 
homeowners," she said. "1 don't know in 
this particular case what I can give them. 
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Phato by Terry Towery 



They're trying to relocate. I gave them 
referrals, and told them to get back to me. 
That's all I can do." 

City Relocation Officer Stephanie Clapp 
said it's possible she may be able to relocate 
the Scotts, but nixed any notions of 
hurricane disaster aid for the elderly couple. 

"Tallahassee would have had to be hit by 
a hurricane in order for them to receive any 
federal money," said Clapp. 

Rev. Ernest Ferrell of the Tallahassee 
Urban League said although he was not sure 
the case had reached his office yet, he hoped 
he'd be able to do something for the Scotts. 

**We can't do everything for renters, but 
we can help them find another plsu^e to live," 
said Ferrell. "If there's something that can 
be done for them— inducing getting federal 
aid money— I'm going to try to do it." 

Ferrell said he didn't think Tallahassee 
would be allocated any federal disaster 
money, though, and it sounds Uke money is 
just what the Scotts need. 

"I don't know where they're going to find 
another place for $100 a month," said 
Ferrell. "Even a little rathde costs more than 
that nowadays." 

Meanwhile, James and Esther are living, 
albeit crowdedly, with their son Bobby, 44, 
and three "grandbabies." They're paying a 
neighboring landlord $75 for three days 
storage of their salvaged belongings in an 
empty house across the street. James said the 
landlord, Edmund Norwood, has said he'll 
charge them $165 regular rent if the furniture 
isn't out by today. 

The Flambeau was unable to contact 
Norwood. 

Tuesday, the Scotts ami their son were 
sifting through the rubbte one last time. 

"We've got to»get roo^ of this stuff out 
of here before it starts raining again," says 
Bobby. "At least most of the clothing was 
saved. All the kitchen utensils were saved. 
We've just got to find someplace to put all 
of it." 

"When you pray to Him and you trust 
Him, He'll take care of you," says James. 

"There's one thing that keeps coming into 
my mind," Bobby says to his father. "This 
wasn't a good thing, but you can always find 
another house. You can never replace a life." 

His father nods.

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Krasnodar delegation samples Soviet culture

The one thing Bob 
Broedei expected to find on 
his recent trip to the Soviet 
Union was a few good 
Cuban cigars. He figured 
that since the two countries 
were idealogical bed-fellows, 
the least Fidel could do 
would be to provide the 
smokes. Unfortunately, not 
only did Broedei have 
trouble locating some of the 
Havana blend but he also 
found out it was illegal to 
smoke his own domestic 
stogies in Red Square. Or 
anything else for that matter. 

Broedei, along with a 
dozen others, recently ventured to the Soviet Union as part 
of the Tallahassee-Krasnodar Sister City detegation— a two- 
year-old program to promote increased understanding and 
goodwill between the p^ple of the two dties. Although the 
main task of the ddegation was to establish contacts and 
to develop channels for cultural exchanges in the future, most 
of the members spent their two weeks in the Soviet Union 
wondering at its many varied attractions. 

Dave Headly was impressed most with the Baptist church 
and people's eagerness for peace. Frieda Kabelac felt 
incredibly safe and was surprised at the level of cooperation. 
And besides the cigars, Broedei was surprised at the amount 






of tourists swarming the 
Hermitage— the Soviet 
equivalent of Paris' Louvre. 
But nearly all those who laid 
down their $2,000 to visit 
five Soviet cities were 
charmed by the Soviets' 
preoccupation with their 
children. 

Kabelec, a retired 
educational nutritionalist, 
noted the differences in 
education. 

••In the future, I feel that 
their young people will be 
way ahead of ours in cultural 
attainments," she said. She 
pointed out that in a 
kindergarten of 280 children, 
there were 75 staff members 
who coached a host of 
and dance to music and 
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activities from swimming 
hand-crafting. 

She was also impressed with the Pk>neer camps— youth 
camps developed and Hnanced by the workers' unions. 

"Workers even take leaves of absence to teach children 
arts and crafts," she noted. 

Every city the group visited evidenced the physical 
closeness of mothers and daughto's and fathers and sons — 
most walking arm in arm. 

•'I liked to see the affection they had for each other," said

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JOHANNESBURG, South Africa— Union leaders 
called off a 48-hour strike by thousands of black miners 
Tuesday in the face of clashes between workers and 
guards, a smaller-than-expected turnout and reported 
threats of mass firings by mine owners. 

The National Union Mineworkers, led by Secretary- 
General Cyril ^maphosa, said it was suspending the 
walkout, begun Sunday night, but would file a civil suit 
challenging what it called the "unlawful" eviction and 
firing of miners at legally struck mines. 

Tuesday also marked the first anniversary of riots in 
Sharpeville, which sparked yearlong racial violence that 
has killed close to 700 people — most of them black. 

MOSCOW— Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev would 
propose "radical" proposals to reduce nuclear weapons 
if the United Slates agreed to discussions on halting "Star 
Wars" research. Senate Minority Leader Robert Byrd said 
Tuesday. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon— A suidde drive sped past guards 
Tuesday and crashed a car packed with explosives into 
a concrete checkpoint maintained by Israel's surrogate 
militia in southern Lebanon, killing at least one person.

GLEN AVON, Calif.— The "Stringfellow Special," a 
toxic waste-laden truck, set out amid cheers Tuesday for 
the nation's capital in the start of a "superdrive" to press 
for stronger Superfund cleanup legislation. 

About 50 cheering people brought samples of 
contaminated soil and water in coffee cans, mayonaise 
jars and a large plastic bottle to place in a 55-gallon drum 
on the flatbed truck. 

SAN DIEGO— Beach castle kings Todd Vander Plyum 
and Gerry Kirk turned a 15,000-ton pile of sand into an 
ornate 40.2-foot-high replica of a Bavarian palace, 
claiming another world record. 

They completed the project Monday, beating the 
37.2-foot-high Bluebeard's Castle they built in St. 
Petersburg, Fla.

Dana Long, a business marketer for a local law firm. Long 
was particularly fascinated by "gigantic" Gorky Park and 
Soviet youth dancing to Russian popular music. 

Elsewhere, Headly, a nuclear chemist and trip co- 
ordinator, who went abroad mainly to make contact with 
the churches, found out that church-state separation, unlike 
the United States, was literally that— separate. 

**Even our tour guides didn't know where the churches 
were,** Headly said. And because atheism is the official party 
stance, **Non-believers are curious of the churchgoers but 
the believers are not picked on,'* he said. 

Headly added that "none of the three ministers I met 
expressed fear of their government and said they were not 
persecuted in their jobs." 

Headly delivered a letter from the churches in Tallahassee 
to the Baptist church of Krasnodar, (the Baptist church is 
the largest Protestant denomination in the Soviet Union), 
and noted especially the fact that their concern for peace 
is much more evident than here. 

Meanwhile, Broedel, trip coordinator and chief 
spokesman, wondered at the lines in front of the ice cream 
stands and at tte bookstores. Evidaitly the hottest thing since 
vodka is a book entited Favorite by an author named Pekul 
and is about Katherine the Great's favorite lover. 

All in all, the Tallahassee delegation didn't get done as 
much as they had anticipated and didn't get to meet with 
everyone they wished, but Broedel termed the peace sojourn 
a success. 

"We established contacls with the press, the city and the 
tourist people and all three areas look like there is great 
potential (for opening up communication channels and 
establishing cultural, athletic and student exchanges)," said 
Broedel. 

Though the members of the Program got no concrete 
recognition that Tallahassee will be Krasnodar's official sister 
city and no official promises to reciprocate the cultural 
gestures, they felt they became enlightened about the Soviet 
way of iife. And, most importantly ihe.cenlrality of Soviet 
youth as a hope for the future. Frieda Kabelac summed 
things up when she declared, "You can tell a lot about a 
nation in the way the; treat their children."

But, the team riding on the wings of the Blue Jays have 
I two: Don Mattingly and Ricky Henderson of the New York 
Yankees. Other challengers include George Brett of Kansas 
City and Wade Boggs of the cellar-dweller Boston Red Sox. 

Boggs is leading the league in batting percentage (.362), 
but the other three front-runners are close in this category — 
Brett, .356, Henderson, .333, and Mattingly .327. 

Mattingly is the only one in the group to break into the 
league's top ten in homeruns sending the ball out of the park 
25 times. 

Henderson is far and away the man with the most runs 
scored, crossing the plate 108 times this season. Mattingly 
is second with 81 runs. 

Henderson's base swiping prowess might be part of the 
reason he is leading in the runs scored department. He is 
the only MVP contender to make his mark in stealing bases 
with 59. 

In one man's opinion, it is the speedy cenierfielder from 
New York who deserves the MVP award. Henderson is hav- 
ing one of his best seasons since '82 when he set the stan- 
dard for the most bases stolen in a single season. 

Though he missed the early part of this campaign, he could 
be the deciding factor in the Yankees painant chase this fall.

While Dale Murphy is again having an awesome season, 
his teammates are certainly not. With the Braves battling 
the San Francisco Midgets for the cellar of the West, Mur- 
phy's got as much chance at MVP as the Braves have of 
finishing above .500 ihe rest of this century. 

The front runners for MVP are th^ Cardinals' Willie 
McGee and Tommy Herr, L.A.'s Pedro Guerrero and the 
amazing youngster from New York, Dwight Gooden. 

McGee, Herr and Guerrero are ranked one, two, three in 
batting averages, .368, .322 and .314 respectively. 

In runs batted in, Herr leads the pack with 89, Guerrero 
is the only other MVP candidate to challenge in this category 
with 79. 

The rest of the batting categories find McGee and Guer- 
rero in a healed battle. 

McGee is first in runs scored (90), game winning RBIs (15) 
and stolen bases (42). Guerrero stands in McGee's slender 
shadow with 87 runs scored and 14 game winning RBIs. 

But, my choice for MVP is pitching sensation Dwight 
Gooden. Gooden leads the league in victories, earned run 
average and strikeouts and shouU become the first pitcher 
since 1965 (when Bob Ciibsen won it) to win the MVP in the 
National League.

FSU Health Center: misplaced priorities?

After student government cut Florida State 
University's Health Center to the bone, they 
spent the money they saved for entertainment 
purposes. And now— despite last year's health 
fee increase— the university is threatening 
students with another hike. 

Health Centm* Administrator Scott Kent 
said the cento* is operating under a $100,000 
deficit this year and unless the health fees are 
increased next year, that figure could be as 
high as $200,000. 

"I think it's unfair that students have to 
foot the bill but you have to provide the health 
care somehow," said Kent. "If we don't get 
additional funding, our special programs 
would eventually disappear." 

In 1983-84, SG funded 25 percent of the 
Health Center's $2 mflfion budget. That same 
){|«r, tiie Sttuknt Senate voted to eliminate the 
li^th Center from the SG budget. Although 
^^Pi^tot t<x Stwtot Affairs Bob Leach 
i^lid that SG phase out the money over a 
tiiiie-year period, SG slashed the Health 
Q»ter budget to $200,000 for 1984-85 and 
i^Orfunded it for the current academic year. 
Earlier this week, Leach said that SG may have 
misplace its priorities and that the Senate may 
not understand the serious implications of 
defunding the Health Center. 

••When they did this to us last year, we weit 
to SG and asked them to rmc the health fee,'* 
said Kent. '*But they raisediit only ^ugh to 



compensate for the SG puUout, What I'd like 
to know is what SG did with all that money?" 

Bob Brandewie, assistant to the vice- 
president for student affairs and the ad- 
ministration's liaison to SG, said that most of 
the saved money went towards SG entertain- 
ment. In 1984-85— when SG cut the Health 
Center budg^ by $334,000— the Univerisity 
Union's budget leaped from $791,890 to 
$886,710. Of that money, $75,000 went 
toward name entertainment which includes 
advertising for upcoming SG-sponsored con- 
certs and parties. That same year, SG's budget 
received a $120,000 increase from which 
$40,000 was given to a newly-created senate 
homecoming line item and another $40,000 
went into a special SG projects account. 
Brandewie said the rest was divvied up between 
various other SG accounts. 

The next year, Brandewie said, the extra 
money was spent on similar things. 

•*If SG had followed Leach's phase out 
plan, the current health fee raise wouldn't be 
necessary at all," said Brandeweie. "SG didn't 
necessarily base their actions on a rational FSU 
decision." 

According to Brandewie, SG's actions were 
patterned after those of the University of 
Florida SG. Apparently, the deletion of health 
care services from SG budgets have occurred 
te oHm sms universities. UF and Floritta 
A&M SGs, like FSU's, no longer provide any 



(money for their heahh centers and the cuts 
have necessitated severe reductions in staff and 
services provided to students. 

At FSU, six positions that were vacated were 
not filled and weekend and evening hours were 
reduced, said Kent. FAMU's Health Center 
Director Edward Holifield said similar 
decreases in programs have occurred there. 

"We used to subsidize our lab fees but we 
can no longer afford to do that," said 
Holifield. ••A larger proportion of FAMU 
students can't afford to go elsewhere for 
health care services. They have no alternative 
to the student health center. 

"If you're a middle class student and have 
parents with Blue Cross/ Blue Shield, you 
don't have to rely on student health services," 
Holifield said. "But I have seen FAMU 
students that had to be admitted to hospitals 
with no money." 

FSU's Student Body President Mike Born- 
stein feels that SG shouldn't have to bear the 
cost for running the Health Center. 

"One of SG's responsibilities is to provide 
proper services for students or being able to 
lobby for those services," said Bomstein. '*SG 
doesn't have to take responsibility to run the 
Health Center— our responnbility is to see that 
it gets done" 

Bornstein and senate members say the 
defunding of the Health Center was necessary 
to make the operation more efficient. 

"We don't want to see any fat — we want to

In a rare move, 
high court 
spares Darden

STARKE - The Supreme Court, in a rare 

reversal, cancelled the scheduled execution 
of Willie Jasper Darden Wednesday and 
granted a full review of his conviction for 
killing a businessman and molesting his wife 
in a $15 holdup. 

The court's decision in Washington came 
at 11:59 p.m., Tuesday, just seven hours 
before Darden was to die at dawn in 
Florida's electric chair. 

The high court first denied Darden's mo- 
tion for an emergency stay of execution by 
a 5-4 vote, with Justices William Brennan, 
Thurgood Marshall, Harry Blackmun and 
John Paul Stevens dissenting. 



Florida State Prison spokesmaii 
Vernon Bradford said Darden, 
had expected to die and was 'go- 
ing about his business' when the 
reprieve came. 



Darden's lawyers then returned to the 
court and requested a full review of the case 
- a move that requires the approval of only 
four justices. 

Officials said the vote on petitions for a 
full review are rarely revealed by the court, 
but Justice Lewis Powell gave a brief writ- 
ten comment attached to the court's order. 

Calling the case "an unusual situation," 
he said, "In view of the fact that this is a 
capital case with petitioner's life at stake, 1 
feel obhgated in this case, where the justices 
are scattered geographically and unable to 
meet for conference, to join in granting the 
application for stay." 

Florida State Prison spokesman Vernon 
Bradford said Darden, who has been on 
Florida's death row for 12 years, had ex- 
ipected to die and was "going about his 
business" when the reprieve came. 

Darden was convicted of the Sei^. 8, 1973, 
murder of Lakeland furniture store owner 
James Carl Turman. 

Darden's Supreme Court appeal was bas- 
ed, in part, on what the defense called 
"outrageous" closing arguments by pro- 
secutor C. Raymond McDaniel — "A driv- 
ing diabohcal diatribe" that prejudiced the 
jury. 

"I wish (Turman) had had a shotgun in 
his hand when he walked in the back door 
and blown (Darden's) face off," McDaniel 
said. "I wish that I could see (Darden) sit- 
ting here with no face, blown away by a 
^otgun. ...I wish some(me t^id vt^ed in tte 
back door and blown his l^ad off at that 
point." 

Darden, 52, was convicted Jan. 23, 1974, 
and has been on death row »nce Jan. 29, 
1974. 
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FSU police can help thwart thieves

Bicyctes and other iU-secured valuable belonging to college 
types are common targets of thieves on the hunt for easy 
prey. This may come as no surprise to you; the surprise may 

that the FSU police Dept. offers students free services 
to help prevent theft and recover stolen goods by engraving 
property with an identification number and labelling it with 
a decal. 

"If a thief is aware of the oigraving he will go somewhere 
else," said FSU Police Spokesman Jack Handley. 

The major theft problem on campus is bicycle theft. 
According to Handley, during the first weeks of this ^mester 
between 12 and 15 bikes were stolen. 

Handley attributes this high rate of theft to new students' 
infamiHarity with proper prevention methods and says that 
many thefts couid be previented by securing bikes with 
sturdtCT lo^s. 

The FSUPD records the engraved ID number and a 
description of the bike so that if it is stolen the owner can 
be traced. In a couple of cases, the owner of a stolen bike

was notified of its recovery even before he was aware of its 
theft, according to Handley. 

Bicycles are the only property that tte FSUPD keeps 
records of, but officers are happy to engrave other 
valuables — students must keep records of the^ numtwrs 
themselves, though. If you can't make it down to the police 
department to have your valuables engraved, fear not — 
police representatives will make rounds at all the campus 
dorms within the next three or four weeks, according to 
Handley. He urged students to engrave "anything that is 
highly portable and is easily fenced," such as stereos, 
Walkmans, cameras, and even luggage. 

The FSU police also advises students to secure bikes with 
**U-locks*' because cables and chmns are easily cut by any 
self-respecting thief. Keep your room locked, and windows 
shut when you are not in. Do not bring family hdrlooms 
or expensive jewely to school. Mark your textbooks \\ ith your 
social security number— -books are a "hot" item despite the 
fact that dealing in stolen books of any value is now a felony. 

To take advantage of the identification engraving 
program, just bring your bike or other chattels by the Police 
Dept. at Room 130 Westcott BIdg.

The evils of radon

Occidental Chemical Company has applied to the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers for a permit to mine 
phosphate on 9,300 acres in Florida in the next ten 
years. Of (h^ acreage, 3,500 are wetlaiKb, wUdi sdrs 
the bk>od of aivironmentalists. That is the issue 
I am addressmg. My concern u the fitture lives of 
our children and ourselves if we choose to 
build on the "reclaimed" phosphate lands. 
I The laiKl ^ emit radon, a radtoacdve gas. 



causes the radioactive soU to be closer to the surface. 
When houses, schools or any dwelling are built on 

the soil, radon gas can build to a dangerous level. 
The hazard about this situation is that inhabitants 
have an increased risk of contracting cancer. 

In July the Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services proposed a rule that would 
set limits on exposure to radon and require certain 
construction techniques for homes built on land once 
mined for phosphate. The exposure level after 70 
years would have a lung cancer death rate of two 
inlOO. The U.S. Supreme Court ruled in 1980 that . 
a one in 1 ,000 lifetime risk of death is unacceptable. 
The radiation proposals would expose homeowners 
to at least 20 times that risk. The HRS staff 
submitted a recomnamidatk>n that prospective buyers 
of homes on mined phosphate land be notified of 
this fact. Agency head David Pingree said HRS 
lacked authority to require notification and removed 
this stipulation. Environmentalists campaigned to 
have titles to homes on reclaimed mines specify that 
land emits radon gas. Needles to say, powerful 
lobbyists from the phosphate and contractor 
industries argued this would frighten away 
homebuyers. Once again, lobbyists are undermining 
the pubUc interest. 

HRS is to be congratulated for proposing 
regulations to protect unsuspecting future 
hon^buyers, maybe yourchildrcn or mine. Because 
theJssue has been pas^ to the Govo-nor and the 
Legislature we citizens have the responsiWlity to 
express our views to our Governor and our own 
legislature to protect us from phosphate compaai^ 
and real estate developers who say a notificatk)n to 
buyers would frighten homeowners away. They care 
not that they lure potential homeowners to a death 
trap. It is time for the Governor and Legislature to 
put a stop to the powerful, influential lobbyists who 
use undue pressure to promote their cUent's 
pocketbook. 

And here is the rest of the story. Who is the biggest 
custcMna- of Florida phosphate? The Soviet Union. 
Was It not the past premier 25 years ago, Nikita 
Khruschev,who sakl **We will!bury)you?*lt is ironic 
that we will be exposed to death for the benefit of 
the Soviet Unwn and our public offidals^n't lift 
a finger. There are enough of us with p«i and pencil 
to contact our local state senators ami reimoitatives 
and urge them to raact a law to ja-otect our future.

It may take a medical revolution 
to cure health care cost crisis

Millions of Americans will not visit a doctor this year even 
when they get sick. 

The reason? They don*t have health insurance. 

According to July's issue of the New England Journal of 
Medicine, 35 million people in the U.S. are without health 
insuraiice. And Mecticaid, the f^eral goveriunent's l^lth 
care program for the poor, only covers half of those grow- 
ing numbers who need help to pay for their health care. 

"1 think they are lost— the system has passed them by," 
said A.D. Brickler, a local obstetric physician. 

Deborah is a classic case of the uninsured. A part-time 
graduate student when she got sick, she now owes $5,000 
in hospital and doctor bills— and with her yearly salary of 
$9,800 she sees no way out of this financial hole. 

"I just feels like these bills are going to haunt me for the 
rest of my life," said Deborah. 

Last August, as Deborah (not her real name) began ex- 
periencing severe lower abdominal pain, she tried to go see 
a gynecolo^^ but she coul#i't afford the$50charge for an 
of ftee visit— so she decided to wait and see if the pain would 
go away. 

Finally, one night the pain became unbearable and her 
friend rushed her to the emergency room. Deborah spent 
the next four hours in and out of consciousness as the doc- 
tors diagnosed an ectopic pregnancy— the fertilized egg at- 
tached itself to her fallopian tube rather than move down 
to her uterus. The tube burst and she was bleeding internally. 

The surgery that followed saved her hfe —but it cost her 
plenty. 

**If you don't have insurance and you aren't wealthy— 
you'd better be healthy," said Brickler, who agrees the 
number of people who cannot afford health care is 
increasing. 

Brickler attributes this increasing lack of access to the ris- 
ing cost of hospital aiid physician care. 

"There is an atmosphere now in the direction of offering 
medical care as a commodity rather than a right," said 
Brickler. 

And he feels the high cost of this commodity can be at- 
tributed to the high technology that has evolved in today's 
medical care. 

Brickler said hospitals have purchased $1 million machines 
like CAT scan and ultrasound equipment that physicians 
order for routine examinations— even when it might not be 
necessary. 

And patients didn't worry about the cost because third 



party payers— insurance companies and government— pick 
up the tab. 

Over the years, as it became more apparent there was 
money to be made in the $3 billion health care industry, 
physicians decided to join in on the profit-making, said 
Brickler. 

Brickler said some doctors began forming corporations 
that bought up hospitals in the business of making money. 
These hospitals cater to the insured, offering the latest in 
technology— witness Humana Hospital's spate of artificial 
heart implantations— to the most affluent of our cuUure. 

These private hospitals tend to charge more on the average 
for their services and usually do not accept non-paying unin- 
sured patients. Brickler said there have been reports 
throughout the U.S. of private hospitals transferring sick, 
poor patients in need of immediate medical care to county 
hospitals. 

And according to Brickler this helps drive up costs for 
everyone — because the county hospitals raise the rates they 
charge the insui-^ in order to^cover the care they must in- 
creasingly give away. 

Brickler feels Great Britain's health care system is fairer 
than the United States. There, all citizens contribute to the 
national health care pot and take the health care they need 
when they need it. 

Physicians in Britian don't make the exorbitant salaries 
that U.S. doctors do, according to Brickler. 

"I'm old fashioned enough to believe when you work 100 
hours a week you deserve to have a comfortable living, but 
a Lear jet is going too far," said Brickler. According to the 
American Medical Association, the median income for U.S. 
physicians is over $100,000 a year. 

Brickler said he recognizes the U.S is very unlikely to im- 
plement socialized medicine— but he feels the escalating cost 
can't go on forever. Brickler favors the new prospective pay- 
ment plans— opted for by Medicare— which set a ceiling on 
the amount doctors and hospitals can charge to treat a par- 
ticular illness. But the plan has drawn criticism from the 
AMA. 

Brickler also feels the government will have to increase 
funding for the uninsured or the horror of sick patients who 
can't get medical care will continue. 

*i think hs an interesting time to be alive,*' said Brickler. 
"The whole medical system is in turmoil and things are bound 
to change."

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keep it efficient," said Bornstein. "And every year, 
automatic salary increases were eating away our budget." 

Brandewie and the Health Center's Kent said, however, 
that SG refused to fund the Health Center to preserve its 
own image. 

**Up until a year ago. SG funded the Health Center every 
year," said K^nt. "TheyVe always had a significant role. 
They puUcd out of athl^ics, then the Health Center and now 
they want to pull out of the Union just so they can be sit- 
ting pretty. They're proud that they haven't raised the A&S 
(Activities and Services fees from which SG gets its money) 
but take a look at what they're doing," Kent said. 
' Currently, FSU students pay only $2.99 per credit hour 
for A&S fees. Brandewie said FSU has the lowest A&S fees 
in the state— FAMU students pay $3. 16 per hour and at UF, 
that figure is even higher at $3.83. 

If SG had continue funding the Health Center, A&S fees 
would probably have gone up. Instead, they opted for a 
health fee increase and kept A&S fees intact. In 1984, health 
fees jumped from $25 a semester to $39. Now, another $6 
hike has been proposed. 

"SG is proud of their low A&S fees," said Brandewje. 
"I'm proud of it but that doesn't mean it can't change." 

FSU President Bernie Sliger has appointed a Student 
Health Fee Committee— made up of three professors and 
three students— to study the Health Center crisis. Chairman 
Jospeh Hiett, associate professor of Education Leadership, 
said the committee is considering a per credit hour- based 
health fee rate. 

* There is general willingness to adopt a per credit hour 
rate,'* said Hiett. "But the question is how much do we 
charge?" . 

Bornstein, however, said he opposes the per credit hour

rate unless it can be made more equitable— so that students 
taking more hours wouldn't have to pay drastically higher 

rates. 

But Hiett pointed out that both A&S and athletic fees are 
charged according to the number of credit hours and the 
health fee would not be any different. 

The committee is scheduled to meet again Friday after- 
noon. After some agreement has been reached, Hiett said, 
the committee will hold a public hearing following which 
formal recommendations will be made to Sliger.

NEW DELHI, India— Suspected 

Sikh assassins Wednesday shot and 
killed a senior member of India's 
ruHng party who was on a "hit list" 
of Indian politicians marked for death 
by militant Sikhs fighting for the 
independence of their home state of 
Punjab. 

A second man was killed and six 
other people injured in the attack, 
officials said. Hours later, SNiH>®cted 
Sikh tenrorists in Punjab opened fire 
on a group of people in the 
industrial area of Jalandhar.The Press 
Trust of India said three people were 
wounded by the attackers, who fled on 
a motorcycle. 

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa — Mine owners fired some 1 ,500 
black miners Wednesday for taking 
part in a strike that fell apart after two 
days as police tn Cape Town wMpiied 
yoaths singing the African famine 
relief song, ''We Are the World," 
outside a shopping center. 

In Cape Town, where 32 people 
have died in the last eight days of 
racial violence, police fired rubber 
bullets and tear gas in daylong clashes 
with youths in at least five mixed-race 
suburbs. No casualties were reported. 

SANTIAGO, Chile— Police and 
university students clashed for the 
second straight day Wednesday as a 
dty-wMe protest against President 
Augusto Pinochet's military 
government brought Santiago to a 
near standstill. 

Some 77 students were arrested on 
the city's university campuses in 
demonstrations linked to a protest that 
closed shops and schools and snarled 
traffic. 



BELFAST, Northern Ireland- 
Guerrillas fired 18 mortar rounds 
across a river into a police station and 
training center Wednesday, wounding 
30 people but none seriously. The Irish 
Republican Army claimed 
responsibility.

NEW YORK— South Africa was 
forced to declare a four-month 
moratorium on its foreign debt 
payments because "two or three" U.S. 
banks refused to roll over maturing 
credit lines, the head of the South 
African central bank said Wednesday. 

Banking sources identified one of 
the banks as Chase Manhattan. 

NEW YORK— Rupert Murdoch, 
Australian-born publishing magnate, 
became a U.S. citizen Wednesday, 
clearing the way for his acquisition of 
a network of independent American 
television statiops. 

Murdock is publisher of the New 
York Post, Chicago Sun Times, the 
Boston Herald and the San Antonio 
Express and News, The Star, a weekly, 
New York Magazine and 10 other 
magazines. In England he owns The 
Times, The Sun and News of the 
World. 

BOSTON— Federal health experts 
warned Wednesday an outbreak of 
penicillin-resistant gonorrhea in 
Durham, N.C. may be the precursor 
of *'a major problem in the United 
States." 

The outbreak, which occured from 
February to November of 1983, was 
of a form called Neisseria 
gonorrhoeae, which is rare in the 
United States.

At last, here's the definitive anthologizing of the Everly 
Brothers' early material— as perfect a set of reissues as has 
ever been available for any rock-era artist. 

Culled from 72 boxes of the original session-tapes recorded 
for Archie Bleyer's long-deceased, New York-based Cadence 
label between 1957 and 1960,thesefour albums efficiently 
group every song the harmonizing duo released in those 
years, plus an album of fascinating out-takes, complete with 
studio-chatter and false starts. 

To these weary ears'<no more synths, pleezO the Eva-ly 
Brothers* music is the summation of the Caucasian approach 
to rock 'n' roll — gutsy yet dignified, channeled by an endless 
melodic fervor that facilitates all types of material— softer 
ballads or driving rhythm-and-blues influenced stuff. From 
their first hit ("Bye Bye Love") to their latest ("On the Wings 
of a Nightingale"), the Everly 's efforts are among the most 
distinguished, everchanging body of truly American 
pop-rock. 

And they've never sounded so good. These newly-mastered 
versions are so crisp and striking as to make previous reissues 
seem muddy. Not even the original singles have as much 
punch and clarity. If recording techniques were less 
sc^histicated in the 1950s, the tedmical know-how of 
producers and engineers was much greato*.

in the m(Kiern food industry. 
Tiny, breaded chicken legs 
stand rigidly in plastic bags 
above a shelf of resting, bite- 
si/ed wienies pillowed on 
frosty buns. It is difficult to 
imagine the feeling one 
would get sipping a Beck's or 
Watney's Ale while niun- 
ching on these relatives of 
tater tots. 

Dujarric leads me into the 
pint-sized kitchen of his 
establishment, talking of the 
hundred daily customers he 
hopes to be tending this time 
next month. A griddle and 
oven lean against one wall. 
Shelves and a steel table 
crowd around it, leaving 
enough rooih for three kit- 
chen workers to move al>out 
with only minor traffic pro- 
blems. One of the staff 
points out an exceptionally 
large butcher knife sheathed 
in a slot along the table's 
edge. "Every time 1 use that 
knife," she says,' "it makes 
me think of that movie 
Psycho." Everyone laughs. 
Today's work is finished. 

But this small room must 
really whir when its staff 
gear up to cook dinner for its 
fifty-or-so steady customers. 
Entrees broiling, grilling, 
baking; rice boiling; people 
chopping, slicing, dicing, all 
happening in the short half 
hour between 2:30 and 3:00 
in the afternoon. It seems so 
improbable that such a tight 
operation can endure the 
pressure of increased 
demand. 

But Dujarric is only op- 
timistic. Each day, he ex- 
plains, seven different en- 
trees are avialable from an 
international gathering of 
Italian, Latin American, 
Southern and Chinese 
dishes. Customers choose 
one entree from the new 
day's list, and then choose 
three accompanying courses 
from a list of twenty-odd 
soups, salads, rice and 
vegetable dishes which are 
rotated on a weekly basis. 
All are portioned into 
separate aluminum con- 
tainers and delivered at the 
appointed hour in .a nifty 
brown-paper box. 

In a way, being served by 
Your Personal Caterer is a 
good bit unlike life with 
mother. You will probably 
never hear Mario Dujarric 
scream, 'if you don*t like 
what Tm making, make din- 
ner yourself.'* And wten the 
eating is over, there's no race 
to leave the house before 
gunky-pan duty is

Dujarric pops into his of- 
fice and brings out a boxed 
dinner— CM, it turns out, he 
had set aside for himself: 
chicken a la king, rice, 
blackbean soup, and a slice 
of clKKolate cake. He wants 
me to try it so I'll have 
something to write about. I . 
split it with a friend, and we 
agree, that the main course 
was ok — canned mushrooms 
for sure— the rice was good 
with it, the blackbean soup 
was not better than the 
Tr(^cana*s or Garda's, and 
the cake— Dujarric's own- 
was bakery fresh, Ught and 
tasty. 

Your Personal Caterer has 
one great marketing asset — a 
coupon in Z103's "Survival 
Guide" which offers five 
delivered four-course meals 
for $4.25/meal. There is a 
lot of food to choose 
from— a much wider varie- 
ty than any one fast food 
chain cim of fer— so perhaps 
Dujarric Aoes have rea^n to 
be optimistic.

and A Date With the Everly Brothers), their 
later LPs were filled out with tired covers, 
and the singles varied in quality, with the 
ignored flips often being much better than 
the supposed A-sides. It's the drive and 
youthful enthusiasm of their performance 
that makes the Everlys' Cadence sides their 
best— just as the Beatles' earliest records, 
from 1962 ("Love Me Do") to late '64 
("Every Little thing") are their best. 

With a sound part country, rock, and 
rhythm-and-blues, with a little Tin Pan Alley 
balladry thrown in, the Everlys brought a 
softer approach to rock music without 
sacrificing a bit of soul. 

The Everly Brothers and Fabulous Style 
of the Everly Brothers are improvements on 
the original Cadence LPs, deleting repeated 
tracks and including strays that never seem 
to make it onto reissues. Every single release 
from 1957 to '61 are on these two albums; 
to sit and listen to them is one of life's great 
joys. Supplied with the very best songwriting 
team ol the 195()s, Felice and Boudleaux 
Bryant, who penned most of the A-sides 
("Bye By Love," "Wake Up Little Susie," 
"All I Have to Do is Dream," *Troblems," 
'Take a Message to Mary," "Brand New 
Heartache") and some of the less-known 
flips, plus Don and Phil's own, country- 
flavored efforts and some fine r&b covers, 
everything the Everlys laid their hands — and 
voices — on came out perfectly. 

With the Bryants' songbook— used non- 
stop by the duo until a 1963 dispute cut their 
musical umbilical cord— the Everlys 
especially shone. The Bryants' songs 
flawlessly catalogued the uncertainty of 
young life and love, combining brilliant 
wordplay and unexpected dashes of oft- 
malevolent humor with simple, lovely 
melodies. 

••Should We Tell Him," the B-side of 
I957's "This Little Girl of Mine" and 
included on The Everly Brothers, is the best 
of the Bryants' early efforts. Along with their 
•'Love of My Life" (the flip of 
"Problems"), it's not been reissued in 
America since 1959, except on crummy- 
quality mail-order records. With two short 
verses and a chorus, "Should We Tell Him" 
creates a world of its own, and though it's 
given a semi-comic treatment with clever 
lyrics, a portrait of teenage trauma as 
compelling as Rebel Without a Cause or 
Catcher in the Rye. As the representative 
Evorly song of tins period, it's a 'SOs classic 
that's been ignored far too long. 

••Should We Tell Him" is best heard on 
All They Had to Do is Dream, a l4-cut 
collection of studio material from this period 
that got left in the can. Clumsy early takes 
of famous songs combine with superior 
versions, unreleased tunes, and a wealth of 
funny banter from Don, Phil, the 
longsuffering producers and assorted 
session-musicians. It's one of the most 
fascinating albums about rock music ever 
released, virluaUy defining the creative 
process and demcmstrating how thoroughly 
chance governs popular art. 

To hear a not yet perfected *'Wake Up 
Little Susie," with Don ruining a take— "I'm 
concentratin' on the introduction an' I keep 
forgettin' the words!"— or producer Archie 
Bleyer coaxing Jerry Allison (Buddy Holly's 
drummer) into creating the famous rolling 
tom-tom sound of " 'Til I Kissed You" 
gives you, the listener, the chance to aurally 
witness moments of music history. 



The versions of "When Will I Be 
Loved?," an Everly-written 1960 mega-hit, 
are truly amazing. At the start of the first 
take, amidst random guitar doodling, Phil 
asks the session-men to ''slow that thing- 
Jus' keep s/owm' that thing ^wn" A funky, 
crawling r&b version commences for a few 
toe-taping bars. It's stopped, followed by 
inaudible chatter. Then lead guitarist James 
C. Day launches, without precedent, into the 
blistering bluesy electric-guitar riff that 
makes the song, even in its softer released 
version, instantly arresting.

The other musicians join in, inspired by 
this sudden forcefulness.Thebass and drums 
are aggressive and forthright. Then Don and 
Phil sing, their voices acquiesced into a 
yearning ten times stronger than the hit- 
single verson— "/— been lied to— when — will 
I— beloved?" 

The anger and hurt of the lyric is brought 
to life. When Don takes the bridge (When 
1 meet a new girl/that 1 want for mi-i-ine/She 
always breaks my heart in two/it hap-pens 
ev'ry time — ") he voices the frustration of 
every young person in the world. The take 
comes to a thundering, drum-bashing 
concliision. The musicians' exhilaration— 
their triumph at having finally gotten the right 
sound—lt^ps off the disc. Why this take was 
never released 'til now is a mystery. 

Other great moments on Dream include 
unaccompanied 1957 demo- version of Ray 
Charles' "Leave My Woman Alone" and the 
trad folk-song "Hey Doll Baby," a superior 
Spanishy up-tempo "All 1 Have to Do is 
Dream" and "Oh True Love," a Bryants 
composition not released until 1960 on It's 
Everly Time. 

After some jokey chit-chat, the take starts 
with a weird, botched improvisation by the 
Nashville-cat lead guitmrist. Everyone stops 
in puzzled silence, then Phil pipes up: 
••We're goin' into mockrn ji^ already, huh? 

1958's Songs Our Daddy Taught Us is not 
rock and roll, but it's the first concept album 
released in the era. It's a somber, 50 minute 
set of Don and Phil's soaring voices, chiming 
acoustic guitars and a dozen folk and 
country songs, from ancient murder-ballads 
("Down in the Willow Garden," "Barbara 
Allen") to painfully beautiful renditions of 
country standards ("Long Time Gone," 
••Kentucky"). As soothing as rain on a tin 
roof, it's a glutton's feast of Everly harmony 
and a noble experiment pop-music hardly 
seemed ready for at the time. 

As an alternate to the sorry, soul-less dreck 
that comprises current popular music, the 
significance of this Everly reissue set is 
boundless. As years go by, their music grows 
more valid and valuable 4amning the common 
competition and providing a reminder of the 
possibilities of a sound that has sadly 
vanished.

Nebraska's 'Sweetness' 
may turn Seminoles sour

Nebraska I-back Doug 
DuBose said he shares more 
than one common 
characteristic with Chicago 
B^ffs running back Walter 
Payton. 

DuBose, a junior from 
Uncasville, Vt. answers to 
the same nickname as the 
National Football League's 
career rushing leader: 
'Sweetness.' 

'Sweetness' picked up his 
nickname from his team- 
mates at Montville High 
School, where he lead the 
state in rushing with 1,702 
yards and in scoring with 25 
touchdowns during his 
senior year. He even wears a 
gold necklace bearing the 
name. 

"I always like to watch 
Walter because he stands out 
when he »runs" DuBose 
said. "He attacks the 
.defender and lets the people 
know how good he is." 

DuBose implemented 
Payton's aggressive style of 
running after his first varsity 
carry as a freshman against 
Oklahoma St. in 1^2. 
Lithat play, DuBose was 
Rocked down from behind 
a Cowboy defender when 
was Jitter-stepping along the line of 
s©-immage looking for a hole to open up in 
the defense. DuBose said the hit changed his 
philosophy on how to run with the football. 

"That was when I first reaUzed that you 
have to hit the holes hard and you don't have 
le to mess around looking for one," 
iBose said. "You have to attack your 
Ifender, if you let them get into your body 
y|u're going to get hurt." 

That attituck helped £>uBose become a 
consensus All Big Eight selection as a 
sophomore last year. Early last season he had 
to share time at the I-back slot but when his 
rival was injured against UCLA, DuBose 
came in during the second half and rolled up 
104 yards. 

He finished the season with 1,004 yards 
to win the Big Eight rushing title. DuBose 
averaged 6.7 yards per carry and had the 
Huskers longest run from scrimmage last 
year when he broke loose for an 80-yard dash 
against Iowa State. 

His effort didn't stop at the end of the 
i^ular season, either. He cane off the bench 
to score Nebraska's first touchdown on a 
3i-yard screen pass in the Huskers 28-10 win 
over Louisianna State in the Sugar Bowl. He 
finished the game with 102 yards rushing on

20 carries and was second to teanunate Craig 
Sundberg in the game's MVP voting. 

Despite his success, DuBose chooses to 
concentrate on the team's goals rather than 
individual awards like the Heisman. 

"I'm not even thinking about the 
Heisman," he said. "That's an individual 
goal. I want to accomplish something the 
whole team can enjoy: like a national 
chsunpionship." 

Senior Paul Miles and sophomores John 
KeUey and Keith Jones will be challenging 
DuBose for playmg time this fall. 'Sweetness* 
said the trio of contenders are all great backs. 

"We are all capable of breaking the long 
run and we all have good speed," DuBose 
said. "If anything ever happened to me, any 
of those guys could come in and play in my 
place." 

DuBose added eight pounds to his 
5-foot- 1 1 frame since last season, something 
he said will be an asset to his play. 

'*! think it might help my inside running 
a little bit," he said, "That's the part of my 
game that I need to improve cm the most. 
A few extra poimds will help me because I'll 
be a lot stronger on the insicte."

Oftimes, dreams of this type can be shattered when the 
player hits the college field. Playing f(K)tball in one's 
hometown can spawn pressures not associated with playing 
away from home. . 

'There was a lot of pressure when I came to FAMU," 
said Atkins. "A lot of people that had watched me in high 
school were watching me in college. But I managed to han- 
dle it and think positively." 

Atkins has done a good job of shaking those pressures 




and, in the meantime, has managed to turn a few heads. 

"Gene is a coach's dream," FAMU secondary coach 
Robert James said. "He plays hard and he loves to hit." 

Hubbard agreed. 

"Gene is a great football player," FAMU head coach 
Rudy Hubbard said. "He is blessed with tremendous speed 
and strength and he comes from a good high school pro- 
gram." 

In that Rickards program, Atkins thought he had found 
a niche as the Redskins starting fullback. But when Atkins 
came to FAMU, things began to radically change. Atkins 
was switched to his present position as a freshman and seems 
to have a home. 

"(The switch to strong safety) didn't bother me much," 
said Atkins. "I just had to get adjusted to the different style 
of play in college." 

It seems the adjustment is almost complete. Atkins, a 
junior, pilfered an interception, was in three tackles and 
blocked an extra point in the Rattlers season opener against 
Kentucky State last Saturday. 

"Our team just likes to take games one at a time," Atkins 
said, "We played very well against Kentucky State. I feel 
confident in our secondary." 

Confidence is one thing many Rattler faithful had little 
of in the team last year. FAMU stumbled through a 3-7-1 
year and Atkins felt the heat on himself and his teammates. 

"Last year, a lot of people around campus were wonder- 
ing why we were having such a bad season," Atkins said. 
"This year, we feel like we have to prove something to 
ourselves. We don't owe the fans anything. They don't pay 
us to play here. But we do want to prove we are a good foot- 
ball team. This year we are going to strike back.

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Leon High's HoUoman 
makes mark at FSU

Th? phrase; **good things come in small packages," was 
not (X)ined delusively for birthday presents and european 
sports cars. But more for **ihe jitterbug," Darrin 
Holloman. 

When Florida State head coach Bobby Bowden needs a 
big play on offense he knows that all he has to do is look 
down, not up, to his 5-fodt-7, 168 pound wide receiver. And 
just because he's listed as a receiver doesn't mean Bowden 
only looks for him to catch the ball. 

Blessed with unparalleled quickness and agility, the 
**Jitterbug" (as Bowden calls him) has more facets than the 
Hop! Diamond-— returning kicks, punts, and carrying the 
ball on reverses and just about every other running play in 
FSUls offense. 

Bitt, as Holloman explained, it was his size (or lack there 
of) t|at seemed to draw attention before his abilities. 

"I was always small and when I started playing, people 
on iht streets would say I was too Uttk to be out there playing 
football," he said. 

Any disbelief of Holloman's playing ability among 
Seminole fans vanished in a hurry last year when the elusive 
receiver turned three reverse plays into touchdowns against 
East Carolina and Auburn. In the 'Noles' season-opener, 
Holloman tucked away a pass from McManus in the third 
quarter, shuffled his tiny feet, and burst towards the 
sicteli^, juking several Tulane defoido^ before Green Wave 
linebacker Richard Dent was able to chase him down. 

He only gained 14 yards on the play, but all 37,478 
spectators inside the Superdome knew that it would take just 
a blink of an eye and No. 24 would be in the endzone and 
the extra-point unit would be trotting onto the field. 

"After I catch the football 1 try to use my size to duck 
under those big defenders and get away from them," said 
Holloman. "It's a little easier as a receiver because you only 
have two or three guys chasing you as oppose to a running 
bac% or a quarterback when the whole team is after you." 

But, many of Holloman's pass routes take him across the 
f^ttuddleof the defense, an ai^ where the careors of mimerous 
recdvjcrs have ended with a vicious^ blind-side hit. Keeping 
in miiKi his petite frame, Holloman concliKles that it*smnv^y 
a no-win situtation. 

'^I^ not to think about it during a game, but we all joke 
about what could happen when you do run over the middle. 
It's just something you, as a receiver, have to do," said the 
second-year wide out. "The way 1 look at it is, you're gonna 
get hit whether you catch the ball or not, so you might as 
well go on and give it your best shot." 

The Leon High speedster is going to have to give more 
than his best, at least for the next couple of weeks, as his 
coimterpart Hassan Jones is out of action with a separated 
shmilder. FSU has considerable d^pQk at this position, but 
soni^)ody ingoing to have to step forward and take charge, 
and that somebody will probably be Holloman. 

*f There's no question that Darrin is going to be counted 
on even more by our team now," said Bowden. "We had 
a lot of things planned for Hassan, and now ihost plans will 
be geared toward Darrin."

This thrust into the limelight shouldn't bother Holloman, 
he knows well the term "team concept." Just ask fellow 
receiver Phillip Bryant. 

"That's another thing about Darrin. If he sees something 
out there that he thinks will help you, he'll come over and 
tell you," explained Bryant, "ftit there's not too much I 
need to tell Um becau^ he's unreal out there. He doesn't 
give the defense a chance to even think about hitting him." 

Holloman is being held out of contact driUs this week 
because of a bruised sternum he suffered in the Tulane game 
Saturday. He is listed as probable for this week's meeting 
against Nebraska.

Florida State University President Bernie 
Sliger told a group of over 300 faculty and 
administration members Thursday that the key 
to the university's future lies in 
high-technology.

Sheffield said. "We're in a unique 
position because we're still selling season 
tickets. We still have two more weeks for 
the impact of a win over Nebraska to take 
place." 

Even a loss to Nebraska would 
iwemote saks, accordu^ to Sheffield. He 
ImM^ws the national television exposure 
will push fans kite buying tickets whether 
the Seounotes win or lose. 



"Just the fact that the game is on TV 
should help us," he said. "It's like a 
three-and-a-half hour commercial. But, 
a win would have greater impact." 

Sheffield said FSU has already sold 
32,000 season tickets and should sell 8,000 
more before the first home game against 
Memphis St. on Sept. 21. He refused to 
speculate on exactly how many tickets 
would be sold as a resuh of the Nebraska 
game, however. 

One man who knows how much money 
would be generated for his organization 
by an FSU victory is Seminole Booster 
Assistant Director Charlie Barnes. Barnes 
estimated that last year's early season win 
over Miami generated thousands of 
dollars for the Boosters and said a 
Nebraska win would do the same. 

••We still have 1,000 boosters who 
haven't renewed ... a win over Nebraska 
will hustle in lot of those people," Barnes 
said. **We brought in at least $30,000 
after the Miami win. We'd love to do 
it again."

According to Florida 
3tate University President Bernie Sliger, a record number 
of applications were received from prospective freshmen 
this year. Out of that 8,000, 5,705 were accepted. If they 
were gathered together, this year's FSU freshmen could fill 
Ruby Diamond Auditorium nearly four times. 

Florida A&M and Tallahassee Community College 
didn't have freshmen enrollment figures available. 

What do all these new students mean to FSU and to the 
university community? According to the Office of 
Admissions, each of these students will spend on the 
average $5,^ this year, which breaks down to $3,600 for 
total college expenses and $1,600 on non -college expenses. 
That's a total of $29,666,000 dollars coming into 
Tallahassee this year from freshmen alone. $20,538,000 of 
that will go to FSU.

Gov asks for aid

TALLAHASSEE— Gov. Bob Graham Thursday declared 
four Florida counties disaster areas and urged President 
Reagan to rush federal aid to residents battered by Hurricane 

Elena. 

The counties are Franklin, Levy, Pinellas and Manatee. 
Graham said he will consider adding other counties to the 
list as more assessments of damage caused by the Labor Day 
weekend storm are completed. 

•i have determined that the extent of the dam^e sustained 
in Franklin, Levy, Pinellas and Manatee counties is so 
substantial that effective response is beyond the capabilities 
of the state and affected local governments,'* Graham wrote 
the president. 

The declaration follows a two-day inspection tour by 
Graham of the Gulf Coast from Pinellas County to 
Pensacola. Graham completed the tour on Tuesday. 

Graham's move makes residents of the four counties 
eligible for emergency state assistance. Declaration of a 
federal major disaster would open residents to Small Business 
Administration loans and supplemental federal assistance.

The 'Dog Island Five' 
find solidarity in storm

Thomas Thornton, wasn't happy about it. 
He missed the last boat back to the 
mainland. He ws left out on a barrier island 
with the hurricane due to hit at any time. 
The waves and wind were threacherously 
high. 

Thornton, a Tallahassee carpenter, was 
one of five Big Bend residents stranded on 
Dog Island by Hurricane Blena Labor Day 
weekmid. It was Friday afternoon when he 
fcaUzed he might be stmk ^nAm the Ruby 
B., the ferry to Ourrabelle, failed to arrive 
on schedule. 

"There wais another boat on the island. 
The contractor who owned it said he was 
pulling out at six," Thornton said. **I went 
back to the house to get my tools together. 
When I returned to the landing the boat was 
gone." 

There were five who weathered the storm 
on Dog Island. Thornton had spend the 
preceding days finishing a house he built for 
a Tallahassee chiropractor. Larry 
'Huntsman, a full<tiine island resident, 
stayed to secure his home, boat and 
airplane (which may have been damage by 



the "chest high" water at the airfield). 
Robert and Patty Boyd, an okler couple 
stayed part-time in their beach house and 
just missed the ferry. Another man, whom 
Thornton would only identify as 
"Hurricane Wayne," was on the island to 
"experience" the storm. 

"Robert and Patty Boyd would definitely 
have left if they could," Thornton 
reported. 

The group didn't stay together in one 
house— Thornton stayed in the house he 
was working on, Huricane Wayne stay^ in 
his house on the island. Huntsman was 
"home,*' and the Boyds w^e staying at 
their beach hou%. 

Thornton spent much of his time 
preparing for the hurricane. "With the 
wind whiping around there's always 
something to do — tying down lumber piles 
or boats, checking out cars, securing the 
house," he said. 

Electricity was off-and-on during the 
weekend. Power poles on the beach side of 
the island were undermined and fell. 
Thornton reported that 60 to 100 feet of

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To fee or not to fee 

There's a health care crisis brewing on Florida State University's 
campus. 

The university's Health Center — which provides a wide range of 
services to students who pay a health fee at the beginning of each 
semester— is in a financial hole getting deeper each day. 

The Center is in such a desperate situation it can't fill vacant positions 
and has had to reduce weekend and evening hours. According to Health 
Center Administrator Scott Kent, the Center is operating under a 
$100,000 deficit that is expected to grow to $200,000 by next year. 

What precipitated this crisis? FSU's SG refused to allocate any 
funding for the Center this year. The elected representatives of FSU's 
student body decided they shouldn't be in the heahh care business 
and— in effect— told the Heahh Center to sink or swim. 

It's ironic that SG feels that way about the Health Center. According 
to Student Body President Mike Bornstein, "One of SG's 
responsibilities is to provide proper services for- students or being able 
to lobby for those services." 

In the next breath, Bornstein added, **SG doesn't have the 
responsibility to run the Health Center— our responsibility is to see that 
it gets done." 

What does SG consider **proper'services"? Not the essential health 
care provided by Health Center, apparently. The money SG took from 
the Center has already been allocated for such **services" as advertising 
for future SG-sponsored concerts and parties, SG homecoming 
activities, and SG "special projects." 

One student senator— Beth Bond— claimed SG needed to cut off the 
Health Center because "there are too many things going on at the 
Health Center. There are a lot of students who never use some of the 
services. A man wouldn't use the Gyn Clinic, for example...! think it's 
better in the long run for students with specific heahh needs to pay 
for that care themselves." 

Tell that to the 5,400 students treated at the Heahh Center last year. 
Tell that to a student who gets sick in the dorm at night and can't at lord 
to go to the hospital emergency room. 

SG's defunding of the Heahh Center will end up dipping into 
students' pockets if a planned health fee increase goes into effect. A 
Health Fee Committee has been appointed to study the shuation and 
is expected to make final recommendations to FSU President Bernie 
Sliger sometime this month. Students who want to have a say in their 
future health care at FSU should attend the committee's public hearing, 
which will be announced soon. Hopefully, the committee will 
recommend that SG reinstate funding for the Health Center. 

In the meantime, all SG members who voted to defund the Health 
Center should re-evaluate their priorities and remember who they were 
elected to serve.

JOHANNESBURG, South

Police closed major highways and 
fired shotguns and tear gas at black 
rioters who scattered broken glass and 
burning tires in the ninth day of the 
worst racial violence to ever grip the 
city. 

SANTIAGO, Chile— Soldiers 
patrolled working class neighborhoods 
and fired warning shots today to 
disperse looters one day after five 
people were killed and 400 arrested in 
violent mass protests against military 
rule. 

The mass protests, the most violent 




political demonstrations this year in 
Chile, brought the capital Santiago to 
a standstill Wednesday. 

Five people died in shooting 
incidents, two of the deaths occurring 
as crowds of shanty-dwellers looted 60 
stores and bread shops in poverty- 
stricken areas of Santiago, police said.

beach were lost to the onslaught of the 
heavy, wind-driven surf. The Hut, an old 
military quonset hut serving as Dog Island's 
community center, was also washed away. 

**I saw the Hut when it was partly 
demolished, the structure blown away and 
the concrete slab hanging out over the 
beach. The toilet just hung there in mid-air, 
suspended by the drain pipe. The vanity in 
the ladies' john was intact with the little 
chair in front of it and a plastic rose in a 
vase," he reported. 

"We were lucky because the wind was 
out of the east. You could look out and see 
BIG waves rolling in but they'd get knocked 
down by tte wind before they'd hit the 
b^h. If it had come out of the south we'd 
h»ve been in serious trouble. It showed a lot 
of people what a storm can do, though," 
Thornton said. 

Tl^ group spent several hours watching 
reports of the storm on TV. Thornton, who 
Uved through other hurricanes in Key West 
and North Carolina, felt Hurricane Elena 
wasn't as fierce as the media reported. 

"We heard this guy on the national news 
say he hoped the five of us would live to 
regret our decision to stay on the island. We 
went, 'Uh Oh, what does he know that we 
don't?'" 

The men encouraged the Boyds to move 
to Huntsman's house, a safer place to 
weather the storm, when the hurricane 
turned toward Dog Island again. 

"Hurricane Wayne" and Thornton tried 
several times to prepare Wayne's small boat 
to return to the mainland. "During a lull, 
we'd haul the boat out of the canal where 
we had it protected only to have the weather 
turn bad again. Then we had to drag it back 
to the canal," he complained. 

"I like a good storm," Thornton said, 
**bttt twenty-nine hours stalled over by 
Cedar Key— it did take its time." 

**It*s amadng to watch a dune the size of 
a semi-truck being washed away. You'd 
turn away to talk with somebody and a big 
dune would be gone in ten minutes. Trees 
were uprooted— cypress aiMi pine trees roll- 
ing down the beach." 

Judith, Thornton's wife, learned her 



husband was trapped early Friday morning 
when she called Raymond Williams, 
captain of the Dog Island-Carrabelle ferry. 

"He told me somebody would have to be 
crazy to go out in this weather," she said. 
"I didn't get really concerned until friends 
started calling to offer their condolences 
about Thomas. They said they'd heard on 
the news that local officials couldn't 
guarantee the safety of the people on Dog 
Island." 

"Everything worked out alright," she 
said. "The Red Cross kept in touch with 
me— they were real helpful. All my 
neighbors here were concerned and helpful. 
They were great."

Although FSU's faculty salaries are determine by tht 
legislature, Sliger said he'll push for a hike. 

"Each year since I've been at FSU, the Board of Regents 
has requested funding to bring average faculty salaries into 
the top quartile," Sliger said. "While some funds have been 
miKte available, they not only wore not enough, \m in fi^t 
faculty salarks m FSU ha>^ faltoi bdow luoxMMd ani r^kmal 
averages." 

Sliger said the a>^ri^ salary for an FSU iMrofesscM* in any 
di^pline is only 92 percent of the natic»al average~>^.4 
million is needed to Mng salaries up to par. 

"Salaries are embarassingly low," said Faculty Senate 
President Merrill Hintikka who teaches philosophy. "We at 
FSU are often asked, 'How do you do so well with such low 
resources?' To be in the upper quartile v^ould be great " 

Sliger also mentioned increases in freshman enrollment, 
construction projects, library additions and funding increases, 
tN estaMishn^t of scholars chairs, initial construoion of a

Alex Chilton 

man in rock you never hear about

Alex Chilton may be the most important person in modern 
(post-1965) rock music you've never heard of. His name is 
mythical in hipper-than-thou "new music" circles but to the 
average rock and roll fan he's known only, if at all, as the 
hoarse voice being harrassed by jet engines on the Box Tops' 
1967 hit "The Letter" (you know— "Gimme a ticket tor an 
air-o-plane"). 

Alex Chilton should/could be a household word. The fact 
that he isn't is probably much more his fault that yours. For 
among living rock saints, Chilton has (in my humble opinion) 
only two equals in terms of pure pop song-writing ability and 
protracted self-destructive eccentricity— Brian Wilson and Lou 
Reed. Here then is the short form of the long and at times 
lurid legend of one Alex Chilton... 

He started out as lead singer for the '60s Memphis white 
soul band the Box Tops (as you probably know if you've read 
this far). The Box Tops had a string of hits including "Soul 
Deep," "Cry Like A Baby" and the already-mentioned 
"Letter." At this time young Mr. ChiUon was all of 16 years 
old. His voice, it is said, was lowered to its R&B rumble by 
a combination of amphetamines and constant touring. The 
road and the drugs took their toll, and as Box Tops' annotator 
Jon Tiven puts it, "Alex Chilton quickly acquired a reputation 
for tHsng difficult by antagonizing audiences and showing up 
half-out-of-his-mind." 

After the Box Tops broke up, Chilton formed Big Star with 
his boyhood friend and garage band mate Chris Bell. Big Star's 
melodic but punchy music defined "power pop" before 
anyone even knew such I thing existed. Chilton and Bell and 
then just Chilton created a sound that was part Byrds/part 
Beatles/part Beach Boys and part something else entirely. The 
music's simple straight-ahead drive concealed an ornate 
irreverence and slowly oozing angst. 

Still, two years and two records later. Big Star was no more. 
At the time hardly anyone noticed the arrival and departure 
of this seminal band. But now, some ten years later, Record 
#7 and Radio C/7r (along with the "3rd" record made by 
Chilton and released under the Big Star rubric) are regarded 
and revered as touchstones by recent groups and performers 
Hke the dB's, R.E.M., Let's Active, the Replacements, Game 
Theory and Tommy Keene— all of whom have covered Big 
Star/Chilton songs at one time or another. 

What has Alex Chilton been doing for the past ten years 
since the demise of Big Star? As usual— anything and 
everything, including making several solo albums, playing with 
and/or producing albums by the Cramps, the Soft Boys, Chris 
Stamey, the dB's and Panther Burn. He*s even been known 
to wash dishes. Which brings us to the present and the re- 
release of an old record and release of a new record which 
is what this colunin is usually about. 

In the fall of 1974, Chilton started working on a solo album 
which he called Sister Lovers, supposedly in reference to the 
fact that he and Big Star drummer Jody Stephens were then 
dating each other's siblings. God knows what was really going 
on, but under that working title Chilton recorded one of rock's 
most tortured, tumultuous and intensely beautiful statements. 

Whatever the reason, no record company would put out 
Sister Lovers, and it languished on the shelf almost four years 
until 1978. That was when Visa/PVC suddenly decided to 
release it under the title Big Star's 3rd. Typically, they 





withdrew the album just as suddenly a short lime later. Now 
Jem/PVC records have re-released Sister Lovers (original title 
restored) on the strength, no doubt, of Chilton's continuing 
influence. 

Sifter Lovers is an astonishing record. From the liquid guitar 
histrionics of "Kizza Me" and the spiritual spiral of ".lesus 
Christ" to the stark complexity of "Big Black Car" and 
"Holocaust," Chilton conjures an engulfing, obsessive 
atmosphere. The only other records I can think of that 
compare are Van Morrison's Asiral Heeks and the Beach 
Boy's Pel Sounds— no\ because those albums are like this one 
or each other (obviously) but because they are among the 
quirkiest masterpieces of the rock era. 

Chilton's latest project is also his most resKlily available slice 
of vinyl in ytzxs. Feudalist Tarts, a six-song mini-album on 
Big Time, was recorded last April at Ardent Studios in 
Memphis— the place where Chilton literally grew up and 
recorded so many of his greatest songs. 

Tarts is, for all intents and purposes, an R&B record— the 
cuts evenly divided between New Orleans/Memphis nuggets 
and new Chilton tunes. With the soulful "second line" backing 
of some finely-honed players, Chilton launches into Slim 
Harpo's "Tee Ni Nee Ni Noo" and the Carla Thomas vehicle 
"B-A-B-Y." His originals aren't exactly revelations— but they 
ain't bad either. "Stuff," for instance, is a jazzy work-out 
that shows Chilton still has some chops as a guitarist. 
"Paradise" on the other hand, acts as a coda of sorts, bringing 
the record to a close but also suggesting in that patented, 
bittersweet voice the continuum past, present and future.

Rental and Volunteers— 
two kinds of Candy

Loveable, chubby Jolm Candy is appearing in two fibns at 
Iml theaters right now,ami although the man who has been 
called a present-day comic genius comparable to Fatty Ar- 
buckle makes Summer Rental, neither he nor Tom Hanks 

can save Volunteers. 

If you plan to see Volunteers, at least wait until it's at a 
dollar movie theatre or one where you can drink beer and 
have a good time anyway. The film has only a moderate 
degree of entertainment value in its storyline of a spoiled, 
profligate young man who must give up everything he has 
known and live with a group of Peace Corps volunteers in a 
foreign country. 

The situation has great potential for comedy and 
adventure, but the film only lives up to it halfway. Sporadic 
Instances of slapstick humor such as the characters rei^g 
the subtitles right off the film would have been hilarious in a 
movie like Airplane where nonsense humor ab<Ninds,-but in 
Volunteers these instances seem out of place. 

This movie's major failure lies in its production. The thing 
simply looks like a made-for-TV movie. 

Tom Hanks does well— playing his role like a young Roger 
Moore. He's convincing and interesting^nd this makes the 
movie your dollar, but the rest of the characters appear flat 
and stupid. 

John Candy's role as a manic engineer from Tfu^oma, 
Washington starts out funny enough, but we soon realize he 
is an obnoxious moron, and when he disappears, we hope he 
doesn't come back. This is sad treatment for mch a fine and 
funny actor. 

Candy fares much better in the Car! Reiner film. Summer 
Rental. Here he gets to play a real human being, an ordinary 
family guy who wants to be just a little special. He brings to 
the role a pathos and warmth that instantly pulls the audience 
and the other characters onto his side. 

Anyone who's ever been to a tourist area will empathize 
with Candy and his family as they stand in line salivating for 
lobster at an over>priced, over-crowded r^aurant, only to 
loie the last two lobsters to the town bigshot. 

Rip Torn plays an old salt who helps Camly gain some self- 
respect and enough confidence to take the big shot on in a 
salHng race. Of course, you know how it ends, but the plot 
snakes around enough to keep you on the edge of your seat, 
cheering for the underdog's boat. 

The shots of the multi colored spinnakers against the 
bright, blue Florida sky demonstrate fine camera work and 
the artistic talent that Carl Reiner possesses along with his 
comic talent. Summer Rental is a short but very entertaining 
film. Go see it, and support Florida-produced movies. As for 
Vo^HteerSt don't part with more than a buck for it.

Tumbling heads and grinning dogs on display

The white tumbling head of a man jumps otT the black 
surface of Karen Broker's untitled print. Underneath all the 
black, and not so apparent, are the hazy shapes of a hammer, 
a French curve, a fork, and coils. 

Broker's print is part of Printmaking '85, J%e TaUakassee 
ittvitathmii, which opens tonight at the FSU Fine Arts 
Gallery. The show, curated by professor Bill Walmsley, is a 
gathering of 67 artists from across the United States— a total 
of 134 current prints. 

l ike the tumbling head in Broker's peice, prints are easily 
accessible, human-scaled (unlike a huge painted canvas). 
But, just as there are ghostly tools hovering in the 
background of Broker's print, so printmaking has its hidden 
tools and techniques— the elements that go into creating 
those very accessible images on square of paper. 

To understand what's going on at the FSU gallery, it may 
heip to know the basic tools— a flat, polished stone or metal 
plate, a drawing medium, inks and paper. 

As for techniques, well, they are many and 
diverse— lithography, intaglio, calligraphy, wood engraving, 
(potato printing)— but the basic technique of printmaking 
remains a constant through all its permutations. First, an image 
is set on the printing stone or plate. The surface may be 
etched, embossed or whatever the artist wishes, and then, 
depending on the technique used, ink is applied to the 
surface. Paper is placed on top of the stone or plate, and 



followed by a blotter before 
the paper rolls through the 
press— the final step. (Some 
prints, though don't require 
a press, but that's another 
long definition.) 

Karin Broker is one of the 
67 artists who helps display 
printmaking's diversity. 
Her untitled diptych print 
and her other No Square 
Footage are intaglios— a 
printing technique where 
ink falls into the lines and 
patterns drawn into the 
protective ground of a 
printing plate. 

Broker's scratchy prints are aggressive. She allows the 
black in her prints to overtake, or swallow, her white 
drawings. There's a feeling of one person confronting so 
much darkness— as in the print No Square Footage. This 
piece is similar to the tumbling head detail, with its 
dominating blackness and shapes beneath that, but it's really 
a sketch of a trapped woman. In this picture, the 
surrounding blackness smothers a small white, crooked 
house scrawled in the print's center. The woman inside the 
dwarfed house is just a stick figure wearing a dress. She's 
trapped inside— the tips of her elbows touch the inside walls. 




David Driesbach's The Princess Walks in Her Sleep 



Here, Broker draws claustrophobia. 

David Driesbach's prints are a humorous relief from 
Broker's dark pictures. His pieces A Walk on the Wild Side 
and The Princess Walks in Her Sleep, are color viscosity 
etchings. These etchings, done on metal plates, depend on the 
density of various pigments for color saturation. 

The etchings are small, about the size of an encyclopedia. 
They're loosely drawn, look sort of like cartoons, and the 
colors in them come off as being stained onto the paper.

Driesbach's A Walk on the WiU SUie^m adapted version 
of Lou Reed's song— is a picture of Little Orphan Annie 
walking through a forest of cacti. She carries a martini (with 
one olive) in her hand. Her dog, following her through the 
prickly woods, sports a top hat and a grin. 

The Princess Walks in Her Sleep is another picture 
Driesbach weaves quirks into. In this print, a crowned 
princess is about to sleep walk into a room of carousing men. 
One man, having a real good time, has mysteriously turned 
his head upside down. His smile fsses the ceiling and his hair 
nearly brushes his checked tie. 

Printmaking '85 has it all: feeling, quirks, and of course, 
beauty. 

George Miysaki's TrampasMesa and No Name Town are a 
few of the most beautiful prints in the collection. Miyasaki's 
prints are fluid, weightless. Each a lithograph (a print 
resulting from a metal plate that's been drawn onto by a 
grease-crayon or tusche), his prints are washy, dreamy 
images of greys, pale yellows and pale blues. Trampas Mesa 
is a surface of grey washes and patches of lucid color. No 
Name Town is a pinkish grey haze with a triangular patch cut 
otu from its left and folded back. The triangular shape is 
checked like a red and blue tablecloth. 

Artist Cornelia McSheehy's prints are as personal as 
Miyasaki's are beautiful. Hers are monotype prints: a 
technique by which each print from a set image is rendered 
unique. 

In Eden Apple Bob, McSheehy opens doors to a world of 
evaporating greys and personal symbols. A willowy, smoky 
woman with a flower for a head, and a black, hard-edged 
robot man, share a burning platform of bamboo. A snake, 
coiled around a platform leg, aims at the man. The smoky 
woman kneels over a cone shaped pot of apples. A couple of 
rope knots fall from the sky— there's trouble in Eden. 



Several of the other prints in the show, however, don't 
seem to measure up next to McSheehy's rich symbols or 
Miyasaki's lucid color. And though all the works are crafted 
well— these artists know what they are doing— the subject 
matter of some may leave you dry. Laura>^€r©sch's 
lithograph of parrots and tulips, for instance, may not offer 
anything new to the viewer except a lot of technique. And 
prints Uke James Mullens' Silver Night, a designy still Ufe, 
would seem more at home in a mall department store. 
But with over 130 prints Prmtmaking *85, The Tallahassee 




InintuHontU, is a show with few setbacks and a deluge of 
interesting work. And if you're not familiar with 
printmaking, the show is a good opportunity to see the 

medium's flexibiUty.

Upset-minded Seminoles go after Nebraska

If Florida State coach Bobby Bowdcn is still net sure 
exactly what caUber of a football team he has, he's going 
to find out everything he needs to know when the Seminoles 
travel to Lincoln, Neb. Saturday to face the Cornhuskers. 

FSU didn't seem to have any weakness that would 
command serious attention last week; however, their Big 
Eight Conference foe this weekend will provide a much 
greater test to an offense that rolled up over 400 total yards 
against Tulane. 

Tom Osborne's club is curreniK ranked 4th by United 
Press Inter-national this week, and regardless of the fact 
they have just four returning starters, Bowden feels they will 
be just as strong as they have been in the past. 

'Those four returning starters is a little deceiving, " said 
Bowden. "They've got a couple of guys that didn't start last 
year, but they made the All-Big Eight team. So 1 expect them 
to be the same caliber team as always, but we just don't know 
how long it's going to take them to gel." 

Not only that, but Bowden said he's not real sure how 
the Cornhuskers will come at his team because Saturday's 
meeting will be Nebraska's season-opener. 

Conversely, Osborne is just as concerned about this 
meeting because FSU has that game under its belt. On 
ccHintless occassions the 13-year head coach has said that 
a football team improves the most between its first and 
second games. 

•There are a lot of things you just can't get ironed out 
your first game," Osborne said. **My impression of Florida 
State is that they have a very fine offensive line. I thought 
their quarterback (Danny McManus) played well— he runs 
well, is a good thrower and a good leader."

Fresh from a 52-6 
thumping of Division II 
Kentucky State last week, 
the Florida A&M Rattler 
fcK>tbaU team faces Georgia 
Southern in the Bold City 
Classic Saturday night at 7 
in Jacksonville's GAtor 
Bowl. 

FAMU has lost its last 
two Bold City Classic 
games, falling to Jackson 
State 28-22 in 1983 and 
Troy State 17-3 in 1984. 
The Rattlers are 4-3 in 
Classic games, altogether. 

FAMU will be trying to 
avenge last year's 14-0 
opening-game loss to the 

Eagles, but revenge seems to be the furthest thing from 
head coach Rudy Hubbard's mind. 

*'I don't think revenge should be on our minds," 
Hubbard said. "We took Georgia Southern lightly last year 
and that's what beat us. We just played a poor football 
game." 

Georgia Southern went on to finish 8-3 in 1984, barely 
missing the I-AA playoffs and Hubbard feels this year's 
Eagle team has the ability to make it into post-season play. 

One area the Eagles are a little worried about is 
the offensive line. Last year's GSC line blocked well enough 
for quarterback Tracy Ham to rush for 707 yards and pass 
for another 1 ,694. 

"We are concerned about our offensive line this year," 
GSC head coach Erk Russell said. "A lot of the guys on 
the line came in at the same time, so a lot graduated at the 
same time." 

But Ham is stiU the headliner of the offense. Aside from 
his passing and rushing yards, the third-year signal-caller 
threw 12 touchdown passes last season. His favorite 
receivers, Monty Sharpe and Delano Little also return, as 
do fullbacks Gerald Harris and Ricky Harris. Gerald Harris 
was the third leading scorer in 1-AA football last year; 
racking up 102 points. 

But defense is what will make or break the Eagles this 
year. Though this game will be the season opener for them.

Hubbard already has a good idea of what the Eagle defense 
will be like. To sum it up with one word: Tough. 

"(The Eagles) are just a good defensive team," Hubbard 
said. "I have the feeling their defense might be even better 
this year than they were last year . " 

Nine of the eleven Eagle defensive starters last year are 
returning. 

FAMU will enter the game in good shape, though back-up 
tailback Derrick Gainer, a sophomore from Plant City, was 
lost for the year on Wednesday when he damaged the 
anterior cruciate ligament in his left knee. 

"(Losing Gainer) was tremendous for us," Hubbard 
said. "There is no way I can downplay it. The improvement 
he has made over the last two weeks has been unbelievable. 
He was doing the things the way I like them and the way we 
coach them to." Gainer will Ukely be redshirted. 

This week also marked the first time in days that the 
Rattlers have had decent weather in which to practrce. The 
edges of Hurricane Elena dumped rain on every FAMU 
practice last week. 

"We are doing very well in practice," said Hubbard. 
"We were able to get in a lot of work that we missed out on 
last week. We were able to pass this week for the first time 
in a while and (starting quarterback) Mike Kelly did a great 
job. I'm just glad that we got good weather fot a change. ' '

are significant, the largest 
pot of gold is found under 
the television rainbow. For 
its appearance on national 
television on Saturday, FSU 
will receive over $300,000, 
according lo FSU Associate 
Sports Information Director 
Lisa Morton. 

FSU also pocketed nearly 
$200,000 for the Tulane 
game on WTBS last week 
and will receive the same 
amount from that network 
for the Sept. 21 game against 
Memphis State. 

To continue cashing in on 
these television paydays, 
FSU has to do only one 
thing: win. 

At least two future FSU games— versus Miami and South 
Carolina — are being considered for broadcast by ABC, 
according to ABC College Football Media Coordinator 
Donn Bernstein. 

**FSU has an outside chance for the Miami and South 
Carolina games," Bernstein said. **A win over Nebraska 
woukl help, but it's really wait and see." 

Bernstein said ABC also would' ve considered the FSU vs. 
Auburn game, except for the fact that two more prominent 
games— Oklahoma vs. Texas and Penn. St. vs. Alabama — 
would be the likely choices for national television. 

That certainly doesn't leave FSU out in the cold. With 
WTBS, ESPN and USA cable networks, television money 
will roll in if FSU keeps its record untarnished. 

ESPN Coordinator of Programming Information Mike 
Soltys said ESPN was definitely eyeing the Auburn game. 
"We'll certainly consider FSU-Auburn, but you've got to 
realize the Nebraska-Oklahoma St. game is that weekend," 
Soltys said. '*A win over Nebraska by FSU could help the 
(Auburn) game get on TV." 

Soltys said ESPN had four criteria for choosing a game: 

• the teams have to be willing to move the game.to 7:30 
p.m. 

• teams should have national recognition 

• teams should score many points (primarily by passing), 
and 

• teams should have a good record 

Other FSU games that have a realistic chance of being 
carried by a cable network include: Kansas on Sept. 28, and 
North CaroHna on Oct. 26. The Miami and South Carolina 
games would be attractive if ABC doesn't pick them up, 
Soltyf said. 

But, for any of those games to be picked up, FSU should 
remember booster Charlie Barnes statement: "Winning 
makli all the difference."

Wednesday, Aug. 28 was to be the Great Walk led by^ack 
leader Allan Boesak to PoUsmoor Gaol to call for the retease 
of Nelson Mandela. But on Aug. 27, after addressing the 
students of Cape Town University, Boesak was arrested by 
the Security Police. He can be held in terms of the law for 
up to 6 months without trial. 

By arresting him, the Minister of Law and Order acted in 
his expected fashion. He fears Mandela's influence as a leader. 
He obviously fears Boesak. So, in keeping with the usual 
pattern, he has both men umler lock end key.

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FSU law school tries the real thine

Several convicted lawbreakers— including one convicted 
murderer— will be appealing thdr cases before the First 
District Court of Af^als this week in an unusual setting- 
Florida State Univo^sity's B. K. Roberts CoU^e of Uw 

courtroom. 

Devised by FSU Law School Dean Sandy D'Alembcrtc 
as an educational experience for FSU law students, the court 
will be hearing the seven cases all day Tuesday and 
Wednesday beginning at 9 a.m. and ending at midnight. A 
panel of three judges will be on hand afterwards to answer 
questions. 

••D'Alemberte is very publicity conscious and he thinks 
this will bring recognition to the law school,*' said the Dean's 
Administrative Assistant ram Fentriss. "Not only will this 
be an educational experience, but it should bring publicity 
to our beautiful courtroom with all its mod^ video 
equipment." 

*' We'll be hearing cases and then students will be able to 
ask us questions," said Appeal Court Judge Douglas Shivers, 
who advocates the court's liaison with the law school. 



*'lf students are interested in the law and want to hear 
the issues being discussed, this is a practical thing they'll be 
able to see," he said. 

And Shivers said this isn't the first time the appeals court 
has moved its proceedings to a university setting. Earli^ this 
year, the Court was held at the University of Florida law 

school. 

Seven appeals are scheduled to be heard— including two 
criminal cases, and other cases dealing with public utilities, 
the environment, professional regulation, personal injury and 
insurance law. Four cases will be appealed on Tuesday and 
three on Wednesday. As is consistent with the normal 
processes of the court, no decisions wiU be made on either 
day. 

If you are interested in seeing the workings of the court, 
make sure to arrive at the courtroom before 9 a.m. as there 
is seating available for no more than 80. Appropriate dress 
and proper conduct in the courtroom are also required. 

The courtroom is located on the second floor of B. K. 
Roberts Law School, <w Pcnsacola Strat, oppc^ite the Civic

Two senators protest 
funding feminist speaker

There were fireworks at what was supposed 
to be a routine Florida State University 
Student Senate meeting last Wednesday night 
when two senators vehemently opposed the 
allocation of funds to bring feminist Angela 
Davis to FSU. 

The two senators— Tre Evers and Gerald 
Roden— said they were against the $3,000 
allocation for Davis because of what they 
called her "anti-American views." 

"Whether or not she's an expert on violent 
crimes against women is not the issue," said 
Evers. "The point is that she's a member of 
the Communist Party." 

Davis has been involved with civil rights 
since the early '60s, and is also well-known 
in the women's movement. She is co- 
chairman of the National Alliance Against 
Racial and Political Repression, and has run 
for Vice President on the Communist Par- 
ty, USA ticket with Gus Hall three times. 
Davis' visit is being co-sponsored by FSU's 
Center for Participant Education and the 
Women's Center— both SG agenices. Ac- 
cording to Joanne Smiihell, director of the 
Women's Center, Davis' lecture will touch 
on what women of color face, especially in 
regard to violence from men. 

The senators who did support the move 
to bring Davis to town did not feel that her 
politics had anything to do with her value as 
a speaker. 

"My feeling is that Angela Davis isn't 
coming to preach about communism," said 
Beth Bond, who sponsored the resolution to 
fund Davis' visit. "She's coming to speak 
against violence toward women, and she's 
one of the top authorities on the subject.'* 
Davis is the keynote speaker for Stop Rape 
Week— which is from Oct 14-18— and 
Smithell said both the Women's Center and 
CPE felt that Davis is the ideal choice. 

"There's no doubt that ste would be ex- 
cellent," Smithell said. "She would draw a 
lot of people. It would be unfortunate if she 
weren't allowed to speak." 

SO originally approved the funding of a 
speaker at a budget meeting this summer. At 
that time, Davis was on a list of tentative 
speakers. When Davis confirmed her lecture 
date, the money had to be approved again, 
since any speakers costing more than $2,000 



must be approved individually by the senate. 

"The problem was that the original ap- 
proval went to an event, not to a specific per- 
son," Bond said. "That's why we had to ap- 
prove her again at the senate meeting." 

When the resolution funding Davis' visit 
was brought up, Senator Gerald Roden im- 
mediately voiced his opposition to the 
proposal. 

"No one else knew about her background 
«nd political affiliation," Roden said. "I 
thought it was important to voice them. Too 
many speakers with liberal beliefs are being 
brought to campus. We need more middle- 
of-the-road and conservative speakers to 
balance them out." 

CPE's Assistant Director Tom Harrington 
disagreed. 

"The purpose of CPE is to provide pro- 
gressive ideas to the students," he said. 
"Given this fact, I think it's a good idea for 
som«)ne who is a communist to speak so 
peof^ <pm hear what they have to say." 

"l|\v^uld be irresponsible of us to keep 
her from speaking because she is com- 
munist," Bond said. "You can't, as a 
representative of the students, say that is 
someone doesn't share you doctrine you 
won't suppgrt them. That's just not right." 
their own opinions. That definitely is a 
problem." 

"Personally, 1 don't understand vvhy such 
a controversial person was picked to speak," 
he said. "People will associate her with com- 
munism no matter what she talks about." 

When a senate vote was called, Evers re- 
quested a roll call because he didn't wish to 
have his name on something supporting com- 
munism. The result of the vote was 22-2 in 
favor of approving the money to bring Davis 
to campus. 

Evers criticized the senate's decision. 

"Senators are under a lot of peer 
pressure," he said. "Most people vote the 
same way. A lot of senators never even voice 
their own opinions. That definitely is a pro- 
blem." 

Bond felt differently. 

"I don't think the result of the vote was 
due to peer pressure at all," she said. "Most 
'senators weigh both sides carefully. A lot of 
questions were asked, and I think everyone 
made up their minds for themselves."

Ronald Reagan's "Teflon presidency" is wearing thin. 

Reagan— who came through such pubKc relations debacles as the 
Bitburg cemetary visit smelling like a rose— has come under increasing 
attack from Democratic and Republican Congressional leiKlers for his 
lack of leadership on crucial issues such as the budget deficit, farm 
programs and sanctions on South Africa. 

Even conservative lawmakers traditionally allied with Res^an have 
volfxd criticism of The Great Communkator. 

"The country is probably suffering today from the greatest lack of 
national policy in my memory,** con^rvative Texas I^mocrat Rep. 
Marvin Leath said recently. "We've got no ener^ policy, no trade 
policy, no fiscal policy, the list go^ on. You can't govern this country 
with rhetoric. That's what it boils down to.** 

It's about time Congress wised up to, just how empty and mindless 
most of Reagan*s policy decisions have been. Lawmakers are b^inning 
to find out how little our aging, ex-actor president knows about the 
country he sup|K)sedly governs. They're starting to realize he knows 
little about domestic affairs. It has long been established that he is 
woefully ignorant in international affairs. Though Reagan's personal 
ap{^ remains strong, these legislators no longer want to be politically 
associated with a president whose every public statement has to be 
corrected or clarified. 

Even the public is catching on to Reagan's impotent efforts at policy- 
making. Congressmen returning from a month^lmig recess report very 
low public interest and support for his tax reform pro[K>sal. And publk 
opinion polls show most American disagree with Reagan's refusal to 
institute sanctions against P.W. ^tha's brutal regime in South Africa. 

Some hint of Congressional and public discontent must have pierced 
the presidential fog— today R^i^ will announce a proposal for limited 
ax>nomic sanctions against South Africa. This token gesture comes too 
late to appease an angry Congr^, which intends to pass its own, 
tougher saiK:tions bill and overri^ an almost-<^ain presidential veto 
of the measure. 

Ronald Reagan has three more years left in his presidency. He had 
hoped to ride out his second term on the same tide of goodwill and 
popularity that carri^ him through his first. But now that both 
Congress and the public have grown restive with his bumblings, the 
waning years of Reagan's administration will be characterized by stasis, 
indecision, bitterness and contempt— not effective leadership. 
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U.S. farmers complicate Contra war

With the opening of a major new front in Costa 
Rica, the war in l^icaragua is taking a dramatic ■ 
turn — one that could embroil American farmers n! 
from the U.S. Midwest who operate along 
Nicaragua's southern border. 

After a setback on the northern Honduran front 
this spring, the Nicaraguan Democratic Force (NDF), 
largest of the contra groups fighting the Sandinista 
regime, has been ferrying troops into Costa Rica to 
consolidate and expand a southern front under a 
unified command. 

The supply lines for this second army, according 
to mercenaries arrested at a contra training camp in 
Costa Rica and currently imprisoned there, run from r 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. through llopango airport in El 
Salvador to clanctestine air strifs in northern Costa 
Rica. > 

Further confirmation of a growing FDN preseu:e 
in Costa Rica comes from the SanJinista military 
commander in the south who recently identified an 
FDN base five kilometers inside Costa Rica. He also 
said that mortar attacks oaSandinsta {H>sitions have 
come from Costa Rica. 

Smack in the middle of this neu staging area is a 
sizable number of American farmers who grow citrus 
and raise cattle. ^

While the United States created an infrastructure 
for the northern front in Honduras by using U.S. 
National Guard units to construct camps and air 
strips, in Costa Rica the infrastructure for the war 
turns out to be an agricultural development pr(^ram. 

With the Midwest gripped in a continuing farm 
recession, the farming in Costa Rica is enticing on 
economic grounds alone. Land along the Nicaraguan 
border has gone for as little as $10 an acre, though 
it now fetches $600-700 an acre. Labor costs 50 cents 
an hour. There are no unions and tax« are 
inconsequential. 

Moreover, the Overseas Private Investment Corp., 
the U.S. government agency which protects 
American investors against many risks — including 

war and internal strife— in foreign lands, has 
underwritten some of these farms. And. finally, 
farmers can take advantage of the Caribbean Basin 
Initiative, President Reagan's program to assist 
developing Caribbean nations, which offers reduced 
import duties on products grown in Costa Rica. 

On the Costa Rican border, the farming proceeds 
according to three different stages: first, the jungle 
is cleared, the hardwoods harvested; next, cattle are 
introduced; and finally, the land is turned over to 
higher value citrus crops.

at developing Costa Rican ports. The Agency for 
International Development has constructed roads in 
the Northwest, and there are plans for U.S. National 
Guard engineering units to build even more roads. 

The Israelis also have been involved in various 
border development schemes, including electronic 
surveillance. 

In May, 18 Green Beret instructors arrived in 
Costa Rica,|«i Mn 7«) pf the nation's civil guard— 
bringing with them machine guns, mortars and anti- 
tank weapons, all part of a two year, $18.3 million 
US military aid package. 

Costa Rica refused U.S. military aid from 1957 
until 1981, when it accepted funding that included 
training some of its guardsmen at the U.S. school 
of the Americas in the Canal Zone. 

Recently, the Voice of America set up shop in 
Costa Rica for broadcasts into Nicaragua. And 
rehable sources have reported that the Sahadoran 
Air Force has flown support missions for Contras 
raiding into Nicaragua from Costa Rica.

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Sleazegate: shady characters infiltrate sanctuary

PHOENIX, Aril.— To workers in the sanctuary movement, 
Jesus Cruz was a gentle grandfatherly man, always available 
on a moment's notice. He and Jose Morales freely offered 
to help retiieees from strife-torn El Salvador. 

Those v^orkers did not knou that Cru/ and Morales— whose 
real name is Saloman Graham— were informants, paid more 
than $16,000 by the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service during a nine-month undercover probe dubbed 
''Operation Sojourner." 

Based in part on their evidence, 12 people connected with 
the sanctuary movement now are facing federal charges of 
conspiracy to smuggle and transport Salvadorans and 
Guatemalans. The trial is set for September. 

Cruz, who is in his mid-50s, and Graham, in his mid-30s, 
had little trouble infiltrating the movement. Cruz first earned 
the confidence of sanctuary workers when he arrived last 
spring at a church in Nogales, Mexico, with a truckload of 
vegetables for refugees sheltered there. He later introduced 
Graham as his nephew and partner in a fledgling roofing 
business. 

Both men ate in the homes of Salvadorans and those who 
offered sanctutry. They attended nnovemfm Mmtegy 
sessions— -Cruz even took Central Americans from Phoenix 
to Albuquerque and Los Angeles. 

The informants also went to Bible study meetings and 
church services, which they secretly recorded for the 
government. Defense attorneys claim those recordings 
represent a serious intrusion into freedom of religion. 

Now, however, there are allegations that Cru/ and Graham 
themselves committed crimes while working for the 
government, offering prostitutes and smuggling undocum^ted 
workers for profit. 

'They should have Jesus and Salomon in jail, instead of 
lifting church people/ says Guadelupe Sanchez, preskient 
of tte Arizona Farm Workers Union. Sanchez has cooperated 
with the INS in breaking up smuggling operations in the past. 

Two Salvadorans, brought to Phoenix by the movement, 
told reporters that Cruz offered them enticea|tent& for 
elaborating on their statements to officials. 

"One time, he came to where I worked," said one man who 
declined to be identified. "He said he could arrange many 
things for my security in the U.S. He asked me to change my 
testimony from what I said when immigration first picked me 
up. He said, 'If you do this, I'll give you a Social Security 
card.*'* 

In a separate interview, another Salvadoran, who also 
requested anonymity, claimed that Cruz came to his house 
one morning in January. **He was telling me, 'You have to 
tell them (INS) about the churches. You have to tell them that 
you saw (sanctuary defendant) Father (Ramon Dagoberto) 
Quinones'. I did not know that name. Cruz told me, 
'Remember, you have to tell them how you crossed the border 
and who came with you.' 1 knew Cruz wanted me to change 
^ the story." 

Asst. U.S. Attorney Donald M. Reno, who is prosecuting 
the sanctuary case, flatly denies these allegations. 

"There have been no promises, there have been no favors 
to any of the al^ns in this case. Nor wjp there be." Reno si^s. 
*if Mr. Cruz has made such promises, they were not made 
under the auspices of this office or the INS.*' 

Graham has al^ been accused of pimping. Anastacio Tello, 
an organizer for the Arizona Farm Workers Union (AFWU), 
says Graham visited a farm camp west of Phoenix in early 
January, before the Operation Sojourners indictments were 
served. "He told me that he had a very pretty Anglo woman 




in his truck," Tello said. "I asked him how much money it 
was going to cost, and he said, 'That's no problem. 
Afterwards, we'll see how much it's going to cost." 

Graham has formally denied offering a prostitute to Tello. 

In an affidavit, AFWU press secretary Don Devereaux 
explained that Graham was fired from an organizing project. 
"During April 1978, I was advised... that Delgado, as Graham 
was then known, had been discovered to be acting as an 
occasional pimp... taking female prostitutes to certain labor 
camps in Arizona... and retaining a portion of the financial 
proceeds." 

Cruz, according to farmworker Dolores Ruiz, was in the 
business of transporting undocumented workers. "Jesus Cruz 
took some friends of mine to Florida in March of last year," 
she says, charging at least $100 per worker for the ride. 

This was after another major INS probe, Operation 
Everglades, which Cruz participated in. That ended in 
February, 1984 with the arrest of at least 63 people, mostly 
undocumented farmworkers. 

INS Spokesman Gene Fitzpatrick refused to say if Cruz was 
involved in an INS operation in March, but Ruiz is convinced 
that Cruz was on his own, because she later learned from one 
of her friends that Cruz never turned them over to the border 
patrol. 

Visited at their West Phoenix home, Cri^ and Graham 
refused to comment on these charges. Jan^ A. Rayburn, who 
directed Operation Sojourner, also refused comment, and 
attorney Reno denies any knowledge of the charges. 

"1 not only have no knowledge of it. What you're telling 
me is the first time I've heard it.l have nothing in my files that 



could substantiate anything that you are telling me." 

But defense attorney Michael Piccarreta formally asked 
Reno to investigate the charges in a May 29 letter. Two days 
later, Reno wrote back,"l do not have the slightest reason 
to give any credence to such remarks." 

Cru/ and Graham have worked for the INS on a number 
of occasions since 1982, after agreeing in 1980 to testily against 
the leaders of an alien smugghng ring, of which they had been 
a part. Depositions given by the two in 1980 indicate that Cruz 
was threatened with criminal prosecution, and Graham, a 
Mexican citizen, with deportation, if they did not cooperate 
with the government. 

Graham already had been in trouble with the law. Between 
1970 and 77, he was arrested five times— three times for illegal 
entry and twice for transporting illegal aliens. He was twice 
sentenced, and once served three and a half months in jail. 

It is possible that none of these allegations w ill be presented 
in the current sanctuary trial. Reno has warned Piccarreta not 
to raise these issues, citing a recent ruling that " evidence of 
a witnesses' past misconduct, other than conviction lor a 
crime, is inadmissible for the purpose of attacking the witness' 
credibility." 

Sanctuary supporters say these allegations, if true, show the 
INS has its priorities reversed. "It's really crazy," says AFWU 
president Sanchez. "If they really want to stop smuggling 
operations, they have a lot of bad guys to go after, hundrds 
of them." According to Sanchez, INS undercover operations 
"move more people than the sanctuary movement has ever 
moved in the United States. It's all political." 



Magazine report says hospitals can be hazardous to your health

NEW YORK - Some two million patients 
a year are contracting dangerous infections in 
America's hospitals, hiking medical costs by 
about $2 billion a year, Discover magazine 
reported Sunday. 

The $2 billion figure represents IS percent 
of all ho^ital costs in America, according to 
the article in the October Discover, which 
warns hospitals can be hazardous to one's 
health. 

"It sounds like a joke, but a hospital is no 
place for a sick person to be," said Dr. Lowell 



Levin, professor of public health at Yale 
University in New Haven, Conn. 

The range of diseases, which often 
complicate the reason why the patient is in the 
hospital in the first place, are often tied to 
infections spread through the hospital. 

Dacover said the illnesses add an average 
of four extra days to an infected patient's 
hospital stay and at leat $800 to the patient's 
bill. 

"As many as 300,000 patients die each year 
from these infections, which, if they were 
reported accurately, would make them the 



tenth leading cause of death in this country," 
the Discover report contends. 

The illnesses are called "nosocomial 
illnesses" from the Greek word for hospital. 

One explanation for the problem— which 
Discover says is on the rise— is the drop in 
"infection icontrol personnel" at hospitals 
across- America trying to cut costs. Total 
hospital employment dropped by 2.3 percent, 
or 73,000 people last year, it said. 

Another more direct cause of the problem. 
Discover said, was that hospitals are re-using 
equipment that was meant to be disposable 



after one use. 

"Cost containment has also created a new 
nosocomial problem," it said. "Searching for 
ways to economize, hospitals are reusing items 
marked for one-time use by their 
manufacturers." 

Robert Sharbaugh of the Association for 
Practitioners of Infection Control agrees. 

"We tell our 6,000 members that the 
organization is officially against re-use. We're 
also realistic enough to know that it's 
happening," said Sharbaugh. 
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There will be a referendum vote on Wednes- 
day, September 25 on the prospect of a new 
Parking Garage facility for Florida State. If

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AMRITGAR, India— Two gunmen Sunday shot to death 
a niember of Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's ruling Congress- 
I Party in Punjab, bringing to six the number of people killed 
by suspected Sikh terrorists in the past week. 

The attacks apparently are aimed at disrupting elections 
scheduled for Sept. 25 in the northern state of Punjab, where 
the Sikhs hold a narrow majority. The election is to end two 
years of federal rule in the violence- wracked state. 

LONDON—Britain plans to stop granting the more 
prestigious status of prisoner-of-war to Northern Ireland 
inmates coiivicted of political violence, it was reported 
Sunday. 

Britain's effort to phase out the POW status several years 
ago triggered a 1981 hunger srike by Irish Repubhcan Army 
inmates in which 10 men starved to death. 

The Sunday Times reported that the remaining 149 
**speda] category" prisoners in the Maze prison near Belfast 
will lose their POW status b^inning in December. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Iran said its troops recaptured a key 
mountain post ^id dght border villages from Iraqi forces 
in the northern sector of the border battlefront Sunday. 

Iraq had no comment on the report, which could not be 
independently confirmed. 

*'ln an operation launched by Iran's Islamic 
combatants... Sunday some 34 square kilometers (14 square 
miles) of Iranian territory was liberated from enemy 
occupation," the Islamic Republic News Agency said. 

It added that "in this successful operation" the Iranian 
forces captured the ^'strategic'* Gaiii height, an Iraqi base 
and eight border villages, inflictii^ **high casualties on the 
enemy troops." 

OSLO, Norway— Votiiig began Sunday in Norway's two- 
day parliamentary d^tions in what was expected to be a 
close contest between the opposition socialists and the ruling 
Conservative coalition. 

Voting got under way in remote areas of the mountainous 
country, but most of Norway's 3.1 million eligible voters 
do not go to the polls until Monday to elect the new 157-seat 
Storting, or parliament. 

The last public opinion poll predicted a narrow victory 
for Labor and its liberal and socialist allies over the center- 
right coalition of CcHiservative Prqne Minister Kare WOloch, 
supported by the far-right Progress Party.

WASHINGTON— President Reagan intends to announce 
limited economic sanctions Monday against South Africa, 
including a ban on the sale of krugerrands in the United 
States, in a move to head off more severe sanctions by 
Congress, administration officials said Sunday. 

The officials said Reagan is expected to issue an executive 
order incorporating some aspects of the sanctions bill slated 
to come before the Senate Monday. Reagan has all but 
promised to veto the bill although Senate leaders have said 
there are enough votes to override a veto. 

WASHINGTON — A briefing paper prepared for a 
meeting Sunday in Panama of U.S. ambassadors to Central 
America says the Reagan administration plans to ask 
Congress for nearly half a billion dollars in additional aid 
for the region, The Washington Post reported. 

The paper also details what the ambassadors presumably 
already know,^at the effort by U.S.-backed contras fighting 
the Nicaraguan government is still *'a long way from

MIAMI— The burial of from 15 to 20 indigent AIDS 
victims a year in Miami has forced morticians to employ 
special precautions for fear the deadly disease can be spread 
by its victims even after death. 

The Florida Mortuary Services, contracted to handle 
burials for indigents in I^de County, which includes Miami, 
employ a special **A1DS kit,** manufactured by a 
Cambridge, Mass., company that contains protective gear 
such as gloves, gowns and shoe coverings, the Miami Herald 
reported Sunday. 

The morticians are concerned about ulcerating lesions and 
the possibility of leaky body fluids from the victir^s of the 
deadly disease, acquired immune deficiency syndrome, or 
AIDS. 

Richard Restak, a physician who has studied AIDS, 
suggested in a Washington Post commentary Sunday that 
AIDS victims should be prevented from holding certain jobs 
in the medical, dental or food fields until doctors know for 
sure what degree of contact is required for spread of the 
disease.

MIAMI—A tour of tbe Florida Evergladts, a snorkel 
trip in the Keys and a sunfest at Miami Beach opened 
the annual conference for 17 southern governors Sunday. 

The governors of 15 southern states plus the Virgin 
Islands and Puerto Rico registered for the three-day 
conference whose theme is the 'internationalization of 
the South." 

Along witb the pleasure trip Sunday, the participants 
were given a two-pmind packet of papers on issues 
including global banking, ex^rt barriers, intematioaal 
education ami Latin Amerk:an foreign policy. The 
conference is being held in Miami for the first time in 
its 5 1 -year history . 

''We wanted to avoid the stereotype of a Miami Beach 
vacation where you go to a hotel and lie on the beach," 
Jay Halves, an aide to Florida Gov. Bob Graham who 
has handled conference arrangements. 

Another conference spokesman said Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace and Gov. Harry Hughes of Maryland 
twnwd down invitations to the meeting. He did not know 
why. 

The focus on the conference is the emei%ence of the 
south in the international marketphM» and a Wghl^ht wHI 
be a speech at noon Monday by the presideflt of Panama, 
Nkolas Ardito Barletta, on the implications for the south 
of having Latin America as a neighbor. 

"One of the points of the conference is, the future of 
the south is much broader than what we thought in the 
past." said Steve Sauls, another Graham aide. He said 
the governors association commissioned a report for the 
conference which lists foreign investments in each of the 
southern states, ^vth said the report shows every state 
has attracted some level of foreign investment.

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Local Illiteracy: 

a problem that can be solved

A woman gives her daughter a pink liquid 
that looks like.the medicine advertised in a 
television commercial. Her daughter nearly 
dies. The liquid is a pink dish detergent. 

A worker in a feedlot in Chicago feeds a 
herd of cattle from sacks of what he thinks 
are food supplements. Thousands of dollars 
worth of cattle die. The sacks contain poison. 

These aren't random isolated events of 
violrace or malice; they are instances in- 
dicative of a large and growing 
problem — illiteracy. 

^ **The nM>st powerful and affluent nation 
on ourth has an illiteracy rate that is a 
disgrace," said Jack Newell, executive direc- 
tor of Literacy Volunteers of Leon County. 

Nearly one third of adult Americans are 
functionally illiterate or have a seriously 
debilitating literacy problem, Newell said. 

And according to 1980 census projections, 
22,000 or more of these are residents of Leon 
County. 

Functional illiteracy is defmed as the in- 
ability of an adiitt to carry out normal day- 
to-day tasks— filUng out a job application, 
writing a check or calculating change, for ex- 
ample. The problem, said Newell, is per- 
vasive in the fabric of American society. So 
pervasive, according to Jonathan Kozol, 
author of Illiterate America, that it may pose 
a serious threat to national defense — a large 
portion of the mihtary may not be able to 
read. 

To combat the problem, a number of 
organizations have been formed, including 
Literacy Volunteers of America. An affiliate 
of the f^mial organization. Literacy 
Volunteers of LeonCounty .offers 18 hours 
of training for literacy volunteers. The 
workshop teaches four technique for tutor- 
ing adults in basic literacy: language ex- 
perioice, sight words, phonics, and words in 
patterns. 

In addition, the group places tutors with 
students, provides support services and 
materials, and does consultations and refer- 
rals when needed. 

Beginning Sept. 9, an adult literacy Help 
Line will be available for prospective 



volunteers and for adults 16 and over who 
are out of school but want to in^rove their 
reading skills. The h^ line will refer an in- 
dividual to a tutor or provide basic informa- 
tion on adult education classes in 4«eon 
County. 

And literacy volunteer program are crop- 
ping up all over the state— in Suwannee, 
Gadsden and 12 panhandle counties. 

Leon County's Newell beUeves the success 
rate is high— about 50 to 60 percent— for 
studeMs who stick with the pro^^. But, 
he adds, it*s often hard to reach f^ential 
stuc^ts. 

**0f course they can't read about the pro- 
gram in the newspaper," he said. "Though 
someone who is aware of their problem 
might see it and tell them about us." 

Because the functional illiterates are 
auditory rather than visual learners, Newell 
said, television and radio are the most effec- 
tive media in a public awareness 
campaign— with radio having a slight edge. 

The numbers are large and growing, and, 
accorcfing to Newell, the reasons are myriad. 
He said it boils down to a person hiding 
missed the skill at a learning readiness stage. 
And, while adults can be taught to read, 
Newell doubts they can recoup the learning 
that has been lost in the interim. So who's 
to blame?

The early Hitchcock thriller that will be 
at Moore auditorium tonight, The 39 Steps 
1(1935), has been remade twice, in 1959 and 
[again in 1978, and both efforts only serve to 
prove that nobody — but nobody— served up 
suspense better then Hitchcock. Hitch's 
.secret recipe included heavy doses of humor 
and an over-riding blend of good 
spiritedness. Even the master stumbled when 
he departed from his basics, most noticeable 
with Rope and 7%e Wrong Man. True, 
Hitchcock's failures are stiH fiiie fare, but 
his su(xesses have never been dupUciaed. 

The 39 Steps foUc^ed Hitchcock's success 
with The Man Who Knew Too Much And the 
films bear great resemblance to each other, 
particularly with what would become a 
fundamental theme— an innocent man 
plunged into a world of violence and 
intrigue, sought by the cops as well as the 
robbers. As with all Hitchcock's works, the 
plot is largely contrived, depending upon 
slambang action and fast transitions to lure 
the viewer aWay from logic. As Hitch said, 
i ^*I*m not coiu;emed with plausibility; that's 
the easiest part of it, so why bother? You use 
one idea after another and eliminate anything 



that interferes with the swift pace." He was 
right, of course. 

Most of all, The 39 Stej^ w good 
entertainment, a splendid "little" film that 
still manages to dwarf the mindlessnt^s of 
Stallone's Rambo. Robert Donat's 
beleaguered Hannay is flawless and 
Madeleine Carroll's antiseptic blonde beauty 
is offset by fine comedic sense. She becomes 
a role model for the cool blonde beauties 
Hitchcock favored, Grace Kelly, Tippi 
Hedren, and Doris Day, among others. 

The plot concerns a young Canadian who 
must flee London for Scotland in pursuit of 
a spy ring ttiia has ^bbed a woman to death 
in his flat. Handcuffed to a young wotnan 
for much of the movie, Donat makes one 
narrow escape after another, leading to a 
rousing ending in a London music hall. 

And to add to your pleasure, there is a 
young and vulnerable Peggy Ashcroft cast 
as a love-starved farm wife who assists 
Donat. This is the same Peggy Ashcroft who 
would fifty years later be honored with an 
Emmy and an Oscar nomination for Jeml 
in the Crown M w4 Passage to India.

•'Feminists hang out in bars 
and pick up men," says her 
classmate Carolina Soto, 
while the yearbook editor, — 

Yolanda Kinnard, maintains, "Feminists are women who 
want to be men— homosexuals." 

"Everyone," concludes Colligan, "feels threatened by 
these feminists." 

^rbara Ehrenreich, feminist author and h^self tl^ 
mother of a high schooler, thinks these attitudes reflect 
i^otocen« more than politics. "lt*s tod eno^ l|e- 
iiig a teenager without having to accept an oppositional 
definition of being a woman,*' she says. Besides, most 
feminists in the limelight are in their 40s or 50s and "the 
last thing these teenagers want to do is say tluit they're 
ideological clones of their mothers." 

Ironically, the movement's successes may have paved 
the way for these lackluster responses. Many teenagers 
question the need for an organized movement because 
they believe that sex discrimination is on the wane. 
Joanna Aptekar, 17, for imtance, claims, "I'm very am- 
bitious, «k1 I care about being tr^N^ equally.** But she 
does not call herself a feminist. **Those are expectations 
I grew up with, not ^m^hing I've had to fight for." And 
Yolanda Kinnard finds the Equal Rights Amendment 
"senseless because we are equal. It's like fating for a 
ring you have on your finger." 

Those sentiments trip the alarms for feminists with a 
sense of history. After winning the vote in 1920, 
Ehrenreich notes, the women's movement stopped dead 
in its tracks. "The younger generation of women decid- 
ed to be flappers rather than feminists." 

Though she is concerned ateut tl^ mood among 
younger women, Ehrenreich warns against judging too 
nn^ vw^wdary. "My dai^ter and Im frimds won't 
call thonselves foninists,'* she points out. "But when they 
run up i^mt ^auvinism^a wittd t^*M n^re 
likely to use— they go after it." 

Clearly, th^ young women have benefited profoundly 
from feminist gains. Most plan demanding careers, many 
in male-dominated fields. They expect to raise children 
while working, and want financial independence. 

But these desires are not solely the result of ambition. 
"These young women expect to get married," says one 
guidance coun^lor, "and then expect to get divorced."

makes some uneasy with f^inism. 

For example, Barbara Machem, raised 
by her forced moth^, wants an 
education "because you can never rely on 
a guy.** But tMt doesn't njake lier a 
feminist. "I don't think feminists can 
have a really good relationship with a guy, 
because they're always so edgy about 
being taken advantage of." 

Some blame feminists for high divorce 
rates. "The women's movement has made 
it easier for women to walk out after the 
first fight," says one girl. 

And many want equality in the 
workplace, but not beyond. *i*m all for 
equal pay,** says Daly Clly*s Macheni, 
"but then again, I don*t think that I 
should have to open my own dwr.?' 

Talk of door-opening and chivalry pep- 
pered the^rk* e^^fsatwns, as if their 
own insecurity is eased by a return to 
tradition. Here, too, feminists get a black 
eye. On a date, says Coco Colligan, "1 
will sit in the car until the guy op»^ns the 
door for me. But these feminists— they'll 
just open the door right away." 

Others see religion in conflict with 
feminism. Kinnard, a Missionary Baptist, 
moH the tmMt far bmk- '*lvc was 
made from Adam's Rib. That's why 1 
think the man should head the 
tousehold.** Carolina Soto, abom-again 
Christian, says simply» **i^^am was first. 
Eve was under." 

Adam's rib, Junior Miss etiquette, lack 
of interest in women's rights — how could 
this be in 1985, the year after Geraldine 
Ferraro's campaign, the year that caps the 
United Nations' Decade for Women? 

Simple economics may be part of the 
answer. Affluence seems within easy 
reach of Fi^ Alto's students, 
predominantly white, daughters of Silicon 
Valley excattives nid ^wford Uwersi- 



ty professors. "If from the time you're 
born everything is handed to you, then 
of course you never know what it's like 
to be discriminated against," says 
Christine Beirne, 16, one of her school's 
few professed feminists. 

Looking out over #»e student parking 
lot, gleaming with late-model -^foreign 
cars, Beirne laughs. "I asked one girf 
what she thought about the ERA, and she 
said, 'What? IRAs?' That's all people 
here think about." 

That doesn't surprise Hhrenreich, who 
notes that, for some women, many more 
careers are open. "By no means do these 
women have the same opportunities as 
men, but matters have improved enough 
so they don't have to be feminists all the 
time." 

But this does not explain Daly City— 
where students from 93 countries pack the 
school, and affluence and privilege are 
not present in abundance, yet feminist 
ranks are thin. "We don't need the 
women's movement any more than rich 
^girls do," says Kinnard. 

Sylvia Campbell, the school's star 
Hurdler, pays her own way on dates, 
pokes male friends when they make sex- 
ist remarks, and talks about comparable 
worth and the femirtization of poverty. 
But she hoots when asked if she is a 
femtftist. **Oh no, not me," she laughs. 
"I don't think we have anyone like that 
at this school." 

Is this largely a question of words? 
These teenagers seem to favor equal rights 
and equal pay for equal work, and most 
support abortion rights. Yet they persist 
in seeing the feminist movement as either 
a haven for angry older women, or an 
enclave of promiscuous radicals — all 
those interviewed spoke darkly of "bra- 
burning.** 

In truth, they know little about 
f«ninists, a^ it is pos^bte that a nod^t 
public relations campaign could bridge 
the fraMWt aeration gap.

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Seminoles' never-say-die defense 
leaves Huskers making excuses

LINCOLN, Neb.— Fullback Tom 
Rathman said he and his mates made "too 
many mistakes and just beat ourselves/* 
Nebraska coach Tom Osborne said the 
Cornhuskers played some **vcry sloppy 
football." 

Those were just some of Nebraska's 
excuses as they came out on the short end 
of a 17-13 decision against 17th ranked 
Florida State at Memorial Stadium Saturday. 
The Huskers had not lost a season opener 
since 1977, when they fcU to Washington 
State 19-10. 

Tte Husim wasted little time tidci^ dim 
firrttori of the game. They took the c^em^ 
''IflCKOff and drove 80 yards in four plays to 
score. The drive was sewn up by a 60-yard 
run by Rathman. 

Rathman, a senior from Grand Island, 
Neb., took the handoff from quarterback 
Travis Turner, shot up the middle and cut 
to the right. He received a block from an 
official at the 50-yard line and was all alone 
for the last 20 yards of the run. 

"Basically it was just a 36 trap play where 
1 go up the nniddle and break to the left," 
Rathman sM. "But^ thm defoise moved 
the same direction so I cut back to the right. 
I didn't see him (the official) because 1 was 
trying to get past their inside linebacker and 
there was a deep hole there and it was a w^- 
blocked play." 



The Seminoles tied the score at 7-7 when 
they took the ensuing kickoff and marched 
79 yards. Quarterback Danny McManus 
capped the drive by throwing a IS^yard TD 
pass to wide-receiver Darrin Holloman with 
8:11 left in the first quarter. 

Early in the second quarter, FSU advanced 
to the Nebraska 5-yard line and had a first 
and goal. However, the Husker defense 
stiffened, and the 'Noles had to settle for a 
20-yard field goal by Derrek Schmidt. 

With sophomore redshirt McCathorn 
Clayton filling in at quarterback for starter 
Turner, Nebraska responded on the 
following possession for its second and final 
toucMows of the game. The 69-yard drive 
was highli^ted by a 43-yard run by Clayton. 
I-back Doug DuBose scored from one-yard 
out four plays later. 

The snap on the Huskers' extra point 
attempt was fumbled, so the score remained 
13-10 in favor of Nebraska. 

Nebraska's kicking woes continued on its 
next possession when deep in his own 
territory, Husker punter Dan Wingard was 
tackled at the 7-yard line after fielding a bad 
snap from center Brian Blankenship. 

"Mark Cooper, who is normally our long 
rnapp^, got lut in the head and didn't know 
who-e he was," Osborne said. *^We had to 
^ with our second center for punts, who was 
Blankenship. Brian was wearing golf

That lead was enough as the t^uns battled to a scoreless 
draw in the second half. 

The fourth quarter proved to be a lesson on futility for 
the Huskers, who drove into Seminole territory four times 
in the period only to be stopped by turnovers and a never- 
say-die Seminole defense. 

Nebraska's first drive of the quarter was stalled at the 
Florida State 8 when the Seminoles Stan Shriver recovered 
a fomble by Rathman. 

Four minutes later, another Husker drive stalled at the 
Seminole 14. A field gcml attempt by Dale Klem sailed wide 
to the left. An int^ceji^on by Paul McGowan at the FSU 
44 with 3:59 left to play ended another drive. 

Nebraska's final series ended at the FSU42 when a Turner 
pass fell incomplete on fourth down with 1 :03 left to play. 

•'We just made more mistakes than they did," Osborne 
said. 

Florida State didn't have a turnover— a statistic that 
impressed Osborne. 

"it's quite a credit to their football team to play as hot 
a$ it is with as many inexperienced people and not have a 
turnover,*' he said.

JACKSONVILLE— If Gene Atkins had it to do all over 
again, you can bet he wouldn't have tried to block that punt. 

With 2:33 remaining in the game and Georgia Southern 
punter Rob Whitton lined up to kick on his own 23, Florida 
A&M strong saf^y rushed the punter and picked up a 
roughing the kicker penalty. 

At the time, CSC held a 27-21 lead, but had given up two 
fourth quarter touchdowns to the Rattlws. Afta- the penalty, 
the Eagles ran another 1:20 off the clock, and went on to 
win the Bold City Classic game 27-21 in Jacksonville's Gator 
Bowl. 

**We didn't have the block on that punt," said FAMU 
head coach Rudy Hubbard. "We had our first team defense 
in at the time. Gene just thought he could block the kick, 
and unfortunately he couldn't.** 

The game could have been decided much earlier, as GSC 
lost two of its own three fumbles in the first quarter, only 
to stymie Rattler drives at the Eagle 36 and 38. 

"It really hurt me that we couldn't capitalize on those 
fumbles," said Hubbard. "If we had been able to score after 
those turnovers, it could have been a mmh different 
ballgame." 

The turnovers were primarily the fault of Eagle 
quarterback Tracy Ham whose option play pitches could 
have spelled doom for GSC. It looked to be a case of the 
first game jitters for the Eagles. 

'i told Tracy to calm down, settle down and pitch the 
ball right," said GSC head coach Erk Russell. "He was 
having a little trouble going to his left making the pitch. I 
was on the verge of putting (second string quarterback) 
Ernest Thompson in there. Tracy expressed confidence that 
he could do the job, so I left him in there." 

Ham went on to complete 9 of 16 passes for 169 yards 
and one touchdown. 

FAMU started out slowly in the second half after only 
trailing 10-7 at the intermission. Hubbard viewed the slack 
third quarter effort that saw FAMU fall behind 20-7 as the 
main turning point. 

"We played like champs for two quarters tonight," he 
saTd. "We just played a very poor third quarter and that 
really hurt us. If we had played the way we played the fourth 
quarter in the third quarter, we probably would have won." 

FAMU, now 1-1, has an open date next week before 
traveling to Youngstown (Ohio) State on Sept, 21 . GSC, 1-0, 
hosts Middle Tennessee State, next Saturday.

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Reagan bows to pressure

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa - 

President Pieter Botha condemned President 
Reagan's imposition of limited economic 
sanctions against South Africa Monday, 
calling it "a negative step" that would 
diminish U.S. influence in the region. 

"Sanctions cannot solve our problems," he 
said, releiring to yearlong racial unrest that 
has claimed the lives of some 700 people, most 
of them blacks, in protests against the 
government's policy of apartheid, or racial 
segregation. 

But an adviser to moderate black leader and 
Zulu chief Mangosuthu Buthelezi welcomed 
Reagan's action, saying it would offer 
incentives for changing South Africa's 
segregationist race laws without harming the 
economy. 

Bowing to political pressure, Reagan limited 
bank loans and sales of computer and nuclear 
technology to South Africa and took steps to 
halt U.S. imports of the Krugerrand to 
underscore U.S. displeasure with apaitheid. 

In addition, Reagan dispatched U.S. 
Ambassador Herman Nickel back to Pretoria 
after a three-month absence with what 
administration officials described as a strong 



letter urging changes in South Africa's racial 
policies. 

A short time after Reagan's announcement, 
Botha issued a statement in Pretoria noting 

that the sanctions were less harmful than the 
more stringent measures proposed by 
Congress, but he still attacked the action.

Committee recommends fee 
for ailing FSU health center

After nearly a month of ctebate and 
discussion over the deficit-plagued Florida 
State University Health Center's proposed 
fee hike, a tentative solution has bwn found. 

The FSU Student Health Fee Committee 
met Friday and decided to change the way 
health fees are assessed— from a block 
payment to a $3.20 per-credit-hour system. 
Under this plan, students taking a full load 
of 12 hours, for example, would pay $38.40 
per semester for their health care. 

"We went over the (health center) budget, 
asked a of questois, and (bcided that iWs 
was the most equitable solution for both 
stud^ts and the health eeattr,'* said Mike 
Bomstein, student body iH'^kteit and a 
committee member. 

Appointed by FSU President Bemie Sliger, 
the six-member committee of faculty and 
students have been meetk^ance last August 



to pon(ter two questions: whether the student 
health fee should be clmnged from a block 
imyment to a p^-credit-hour piyment, and 
if the health center a^ually needs the $6 
increase it is asking them to improve. 

Scott Kent says it does. 

Kent, health center administrator, said 
that since FSU's student government voted 
to halt its traditional funding of the center 
last July, his office has been operating under 
a $100,000 deficit. To make up for this loss, 
last month Kent asked for permission to raise 
health fees from the current $39 to at least 
$45. 

"It's a bad situation," Kent said. "We're 
looking at a $200,000 deficit next year if 
things don't chMige." 

Committee Chairman Joseph Hiett, an 
educittion professor, said the committee felt 
$6 per semester — a 15 p^oent increase— was

A hard rain's falling in Florida

Florida's lakes are high on acid. 

One fifth of the state's 7,000 lakes contain 
levels of sulfuric and nitric acid that are 
higher than any other state— including those 
in the industrial northeast. State officials 
claim not enough is known about the causes 
of water acidity. Much of it, they say, occurs 
naturally and has not done harm yet. 

But according to environmental groups, 
deadly acid rain is responsible for polluting 
Fk)rida*slakes,and both the state and federal 
governments are dragging their feet on more 
stringent air pollution controls. 

"Our lakes are far more acidic than we 
had presumed before," said Gloria Raines, 
chairwoman of Manasota 88, a Palmetto- 
based environmental group. "Acid rain can 
be carried to Florida from miles away or it 
can be home-grown in heavy industrial areas 
like Jacksonville," she said. 

Environmental Protection Agency figures 
released in late August indicate that 20 
percent of Florida's lakes are acidic. Twelve 
percent of those (x>ntain acid levels high 
enough to kill fish, ccMnpared to four percent 
in New York and two percent in Michigan. 

Compktely neutral water has a pH reading 
of 7 on a scale of 1-14. Drinking water 
generally falls between 5 and 6. The EPA 
report showed that lakes tested in Florida, 
like Lake Okeechobee had a mean pH of 4.6. 

A recently-discovered phenomenon, acid 
rain occurs when sulphur or nitrogen 
dioxide— mainly from fossil fuels and car 
exhausts— emmis^ons become oxidized to 
form acids in the aUnosph^e. The sulphur 
or nitric acids fall back to the grmmd mixed 
with rainfall. 

"Acid rain threatens the fishing industry 
and in turn the tourism industry," said Suzi 
Ruhl, executive director of Legal 
Environmental Assistance Association. "It 
also damages citrus crops, timber forests and 
other agricultural sectors," State 
Environmentalist Specialist Nancy Gourlie 



said. 

The problem of water acidity is further 
aggravated in north Florida because this 
region has poor "buffering capacity." 

"Florida has high acid levels and low acid 
neutralizing capacities and that's one of our 
major concerns," said Gourlie. "One 
solution is to dump limestone into the lakes 
to neutralize the acid but that's a short-term 
answer to a long-term problem. That's what 
they did in the north^,but there are studies 
being done right now on the negative effects 
of liming," she said. 

EPA Acid Rain Coordinator Roger Pfaff 
said that it's too early to tell the depth of the 
acid rain problem in Florida. 

"We don't know how much of the acid 
levels are due to acid rain," said Pfaff. 
"Some acidity is caused naturally by rotting 
plant material or trees. But acid rain is 
definitely a problem— we don't know what 
the solutions are yet." 

"If we don't know what the primary 
pollutants are, we can*t come up with any 
viable solutions. One of the aims of our 
research is to find out the exact causes," said 
Pfaff. 

In Florida, there have been no reports of 
ecological damage or fish kills yet, and at 
least one group— a coalition of state, mu- 
nicipal and private utilities— feels that 
environmentalists are overreacting to any 
potential threat of acid rain. 

"Environmentalists paint a picture of 
people in industry as big men in black hats 
with cigars hanging out of their mouths who 
don't care ^ all about the environment," 
said Bill Palmer, envffimmental mam^er for 
the Florida Electric Power Coordinating 
Group in Tampa. "We found out that in 
Florida, ther,e are no fish dying in the lakes, 
so there's no problem." 

Palmer said his group has been conducting 
its own survey to test acid levels in Florida 
lakes. However, Gourlie said the 
coordinating group's reports may not be

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Managua disco bombed

MANAGUA, Nicaragua - A terrorist tossed a fragmen- 
tation bomb into a crowded discoteque early Monday, kill- 
ing four people and wounding 18 in an attack authorities 
said might have been canied out by U.S.-backed rebels. 

Tte incidait cx^^ed shortly after midnight Monday in 
the Cave of the Lions night club in tlM city of Ocotal, 132 
mites north of Managua. 

A witness told United Press International by telephone that 
"bodies flew through the air" in the explosion, and "clothes 
and shoes, as well as the dead and injured, lay on the dance 
floor" after the bombing at the club, one of the most popular 
night spots in Ocotal. 

Authorities were attempting to determine if the attack was 
carried out by the Nicaraguan Democratic Force, a U.S.- 
backed rebel group known as FDN. The group, whidi is 
seating to overthrow the Sandinista govemn^nt, recently 
said its fighters are "acting in several cities and have mis- 
sions to carry out sabotage dir^ly against the Sandinista 
Defense Committees.'*

objective. 

"They did a technically capable study," said Gourlie. "But 
they left a lot of ecological questions unanswered." 

If it is determined that acid rain is contributing to the 
pollution of lakes, Gourlie said the state would probably pass 
laws requiring tighter air pollution controls. That means coal- 
burning utility plants would have to install multi-milli<» 
dollar filtering device called "scrubbers. ** 

"They (the group) very definitely have vested interests 
concerning this issue," Gourlie said. "They somctiiws make 
statements that are not true." 

"We're stepping up efforts to increase research in the state. 
Eventually, 1 think we'll put more of a cap on sulphur dioxide 
emission than we do now," she said. 

Rep. Tom Brown (D-Pt. Orange)— who pushed increased 
funding for acid rain research in the 1984 legislative 
session— said the state can only act after adequate research 
has been conducted. 

"My feeling is that our laws on air pollution t^iild be 
stronger," said Brown. "There are a number of people 
^M^ena^ about acid (teposition in the state but we've got 
to wait to see what the studies show. If it's shown that we 
need a (kastic cut in acid deposition, the money is uhimately 
going to be the responsibility of the citizens— it'll come out 
of utility revenues," he said. 

EPA's Pfaff said ultimately the 'mm boils down to 
politics. 

"There would have to be legislation for stronger air 
pollution controls," said Pfaff. "Although there has been 
considerable debate in congress, no bills have made it 
through." 

"Who's going to pay for the expensive d^ces? The seiute 
is dominated by the western states whwe there are low 
sulphur emissicms. They don't want tlidr constituencies bdng 
taxed m ord^ to control add rain in other parts of the 
counti^." said Pfaff . 

But Ruhl» from the legal environmental group, said time 
b running out for Florida citizens. 

"I don't think the EPA is doing enough," said Ruhl. 
"They're still advocating research— we need to act now 
before it's too late. We need to get industry to provide 
scrubbers. Right now, the general clean air act does not come 
to grips with acid rain. 

"It's a sleeper issue," said Ruhl. "The longer you wait 
to do anything, the worse it's going to get.'

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Courting justice 

This week four Americans will stand before the International Court 
of Justice in The Hague. Netherlwids. Their own country won't hear 
them testify. 

Two of the Ameri<»ns are attorneys reprwcnting the Nicaraguan 
government in a case brought against the United States. The other two 
are witnesses who will testify on behalf of Nicaragua in the case, which 
was brought against the U.S. in AprU 1984 after CIA-planted mines 
were found in Nicaraguan harbors. 

Ex-CIA agent David MacMichael and University of Cincinnati 
Professor Michael Glennon will testify on the extent of U.S. 
mvolvement in the contra war in Nicaragua. It may be the first time 
attorneys and witnesses have testified against their own country in an 
international court. 

The U.S. has said t^ International Court of Justice-also called the 
World Court-has no juri^ction in the matter. Reagan administration 
officials claim the dispute is poMtical rather than legal in nature. 

This attitude is more than a little hypocritical, considering the U S 
helped found the World Ccmrt as one of the three governing bodies 
of the United Nations. The irony of the situation is magnified by the 
fact that the U.S. itself petitioned the Court during the Iran hostage 
cnsis and got result^-^ i^ition was withdrawn as a condition of the 
hostages* release. 

And although the aise against the U.S. undoubtedly has political 
overtones, it is perfectly appropriate for the Nicaraguan government 
to air its grievance before a judicial body. The two American lawyers 
reprinting Nicaragua before the Court say there is more to the issue 
than the safety of Nicaraguan hwbors. They plan to present evidence 
proving that U.S. support of contra forces trying to overthrow 
Nicaragua's Sandinista government is a violation of international law 

The World Court has already rejected the Reagan administration's 
contention that it had no jurisdiction in the case, and voted to press 
the U.S. to stop minii^ the harbors and c«ase aiding the contras. Reagan 
just thumbed his nose at the Court, and so-called "non-military" aid 
continues to flow to the contras. 

It is obvious Reagan has little regwd for the opinion of the World 
Court or for the validity of international law. The trade embargo 
impo^ by on Nicaragua sevm-al months ago is clearly illegal 

So are thinly-disgui^ U.S. efforts to undermine the duly-elected 
Sancttmsta government. 

Reagan and his Cabinet cronies often rant about the "lawlessness 
of terrorism." How ironic and tragic it will be if the internationally- 

guilty of the same disregard for legal 
pnnciplcs and human lives they have railed against for so long. 

Tl^ Re^an administration's decision to ignore the World Court has 
in itsdf di^ccBted Reagan's self-professed respect for international law 
iuid order. Some conservative.

Political labels change with the times

What sense do the political terms teft and right make whoi 
applied to today's world? 

Until recently, ide^ of what was left and right were i»etty 
Tim. Leftists sam themselv^ as the ideological vanguard of 
the poor and oppress^ in their struggles against the rich and 
powerful. Rightists saw themselves as upholders of the 
traditional status quo. Leftists wanted to chan|e everything. 
Rightists wanted to change nothing. 

But in the U.S. today, much of the left has shifted away 
from its role as vanguard of the poor, preferring to take up 
such appealing middle-class issues as peace, human rights, 
opposition to U.S. policy in Central America. Thus, when 
Jesse Jackson tried to form a rainbow coalition last year, 
few in the largely white middle-ctoss left rallied behind him. 

non-white poverty is worse than it was in the 196&, and 
immigrants are a b^ and growing underclass. 

The same is true of the West German left. It defends the 
threatened native working classes \>ut cold-shoulders 
immigrants who there, too, form a big and growing 
proletarian underclass. In Japan, the left used to champion 
a miUion-strong Korean underclass but now has wandered 
off to issues of broader national appeal. 

If the left has drifted away from the poor, it has found 
a new and exciting arena in culture. As in Greece and 
socialist-ruled France, the left in the U.S. has made great 
inroads into the worlds of entertainment, the rt^ia and 
academia. 

Hollywood for a decade and a half has been churning out 
fihns with anti-government, anti-corporate, anti-military 
themes that must astonish the propaganda moguls in 
Moscow. Even TV regularly engages in corporate baiting, 
the stock-in-trade of the left. Except for a fuming right, there 
are no fears detectable in big business circles that all this is 
about to ignite an American socialist revolution. 

Revolution is only a minor theme in the new leftist cuUural 
prominence. Nostalgia is more common. Old workers, old 
struggles, old causes are being dusted off, like in the film 
"Reds.'* 

And then there is Marxism's entry into thousands of 
academic classrooms whre it is ttn^t with the siEune scholarly 



trimmings as is given to Egyptology. 

Marxist countries with their pathological fear of dissent 
have become among the most omiservative countries in the 
world. The Bast Germans have rediscovered their Prussian 
past. Despite their official atheism, the Soviets are letting 
incense-fiUed churches come back with their moving hturgical 
music. China has made Confucius respectable again. 

Leftists used to say you have to destroy the old to build 
the new. Now they have become the chief defenders of the 
status quo against radical changes Hke de-industrialization, 
immigration, rampant development. 

The right, on the other hand, unabashedly defends ripping 
up nature, houses, people in the name of free enterprise. As 
anti-Communist ideologues, they loudly call for fighting 
crusades against Mandtts all over the world. They pound 
the drums for wars which would create more revolutionary 
changes tlwn any advocted by the left. They argue for school 
prayer, the death penalty, against abortion in ways that mean 
we would end up with totalitarian theocratic states as 
radically revolutionary as Khomeini's Iran. 

So the historic roles have reversed— the left has become 
conservative and the right revolutionary. And as to the poor, 
they are on their own. The right never cared for them, and 
the left now identifies with causes thousands of miles away. 

There is a reason for the U.S. 4eft's shift away from the 
poor to culture. Rarely has the cultural gap between the white 
native middle class on the one hand and the non-white and 
immigrant poor on the other been greater. Even black and 
white English are getting farther apart, and the spreading 
of Spanish divides even more. The left wants to appeal to 
its own middle and working classes through a common 
culture. The right appeals in terms of power. 

The political concepts of left and right originated with the 
French Revolution when there was a real class struggle 
between an oppressed people and a privileged nobility and 
clergy. Now the dividing lines are different. There are insiders 
who are outsiders who stand apart by virtue of race, culture 
and poverty. We do not yet have a political vocabulary to 
deal with this new human condition, but "left" and "right" 
have become outmoded concepts which should be discarded.

BANGKOK, Thailand— Troops loyal to the civilian 
government crushed a coup attempt by ex-military leaders 
Monday in fierce street fighting that killed four people, 
including two NBC crewmen, and wounded 59 other 
people. 

The attempted coup, the second against Prime Minister 
Prem Tinsulanonda in four years, failed within 1 2 hours 
after the government declared a state of emergency, 
demanded the rebels "surrender or die" and rushed 
commando units into Bangkok.

MADRID— Basque guerrillas detonated a bomb 
packed with screws, nails and bolts Monday as a van 
carrying, paramilitary guards passed near the Soviet 
Embassy. Seventeen people were injured, including an 
American jogging in the area. 

The bomb went off before dawn inside a Peugeot sedan 
parked beside the van, carrying paramilitary Civil Guards 
who had been relieved from overnight duty at the Soviet 
mission and were changing shifts at embassies near the 
Republicas Argentina square. 

BRISTOL, England— A daughter of British singer 
Shirley Bassey was found dead in the River Avon that 
runs through this west England city, police said Monday. 

Police refused to speculate whether the woman, 
Samantha Novak, 22,co«mitted suicide, But they^said 
there were no indications of foul play.

too much to ask of students. 

**Dr. Koit had requited an increase to $45, which would 
be $3.50 per credit hour," he said. "We just couldn't see that 
much of an increase." 



Committ^ Chainnan Joseph Hiett 
said the per-credit-hour option is 
preferable to the present system. 



Currentiy, studmits are charged a block fee of $39 for their 
health care. Under a per-credit-hour system, students would 
pay according to the amount of hours they take. A student 
taking 12 hours, for exampte, wwM pay twice as nwch 
someone taking only six. 

According to Hiett, the committee agreed that the pa--credit- 
hour option is preferable to the present system. 

"We couldn't come up with any reason not to go to a per 
credit hour basis," Hiett said. "After all, athletic fees and 
activity and service fees are both currently assessed that way." 

Hiett said that after much discussion, the committee voted 



to approve a per credit hour fee of $3.20. They also voted 
to make that charge across the board, so that students taking 
less than six hours — currently exempted from paying health 
fees— would now be required to pay. 

Hiett nmed that stuctents taking 12 hours or ^ will iK^ttMifiy 
get a reduction in health fe^. A indent with a 12-hour load 
would pay $38.40 instoid of the oirrent flat fee of $39. 

"tlie students taking more than 12 hmrs will have a higto* 
fee," said Hiett. "This might seem unfair at first, but you 
also have to consider the fact that all students need 120 hours 
to graduate. Everyone will end up paying about the same 
amount in the long run. Some people will just finish faster." 

Health Center Administrator Kent was hesistant to conunent 
on the committee's findings. 

'*! agree with the per capita fee concept, but the amount 
they decided upon just wasn't high enough," he said. "It 
will go a long way toward naeeting our ^eds, though." 

Kent said that even with the extra revenue coming in, the 
heahh center wiU still have a $75,000 to $85,000 operating

deficit next year. 

Hiett said the committee also considered the possibiHty that 
the new fee wouldn't be enough. In its recwimendation to 
Sliger, members included a provisiOT saying that if the increase 
they approved wasn't sufficient, then the administration 
should consider implanentmg a usa- fee. This fee, saW Hiett, 
would be charged to stuc^t who use tlK center.

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Censors, take cover! It's national Banned Books Week

The Bible is a banned book. So are Milton's 
Paradise Lost, Mother Goose, and the 
American Heritage Dictionary. They've all 
been around for years, no thanks to parents 
^" and , the Moral Majority. But efforts at 
censorship do not go unnoticed. 

This week, Sept. 7-14, is Burned Book Week. 
It was started to bring attention to books 
prohibited for whatever reason. And this year 
is also the 250th anniversary of the John Peter 
j Zenger trial, a case where a printer went to 
* court for publishing attacks on corrupt 
colonial governor, William Cosby. Zenger was 
eventually acquitted, but not before two 
attorneys were disbarred, and he spent several 
months in jail. 

The extent to which freedom of speech and 
access to information should go is still a 
controversial topic. 

As theiie are those who advocate restri^tons, 
there are also people willing to fight for the 
^ reader's right to read and the author's right 
to be read. 

Lois Fleming, administrator of the Leon 
County Public Lbrary says, "I'm a staunch 
supporter of the freedom to read. It's not fair 
to inject my personal feelings or that of any 
librarian. People have the right to read 
whatever they want." 
^ Apparently Leon County agrees. Since the 
founding of the library in 1955, not one book 
has been takien off the shelf. Add to this a 
county government supportive of library 
policy, and you've got a library system thstt 
lets the books stticid on their own merits. 

The publir library does not ban books, but 
it does a patron review process that leads

to the IMafy's advisory board. There have 
been several complaints over the years, but 
Fleming Mttd that no books have ever been 
moved becau^ of complaints, except m one 
case of clerical oversight. 

Fleming also said that if a book has been 
banned, that won't stop the library from 
buying it. "We look at reviews from our 



reviewing sources, and if it fits our collection 
needs we'll buy it," she said. 

While the Leon County Library is 
accountable to the county government, other 
libraries such as the Harokl Goldsteifl Library 
Science Library at Florida State Univmity are 
accountable to the academic vice-president and 
uUimately FSU President Bernie Sligw andthe 



Board of Regents. 

Adeline Wilkes, head librarian at the library 
science library, maintains that "we're in almost 
the ideal situation. We don't have to worry 
about content . Mothers won't come stormiog 
in about what their kids are reading." 

The library lends only to FSU students— 
especially library science, childhood and 
education majors. 

Wilkes believes "everybody should have 
access to books, and if a book has been 
banned, then we try to obtain it so that it can 
. be read and evaluated on its own merits. 
Banning might make us buy a book that we 
might not have otherwise bought." 

These local attitudes on book-banning are 
echoed by the Intellectual Freedom Committee 
of the American Library Association. 
Spokesman Judiih Krug, when contacted in 
Chicago, said that it is the "responsibility of 
librarians to make available material," and 
"the responsibility of the indi\ idual to judge." 

Krug notes that incidents of banning have 
increased from approximately 300 a year in 
1980 to about 1000 a year in 1985. 

Krug calls librarians "guardians of freedom 
of speech." She adds that "any idea should 
have the opportunity to be heard in the 
marketplace." 

She said that bannings are often absurd. She 
lists as her favorite the prohibition in Arizona 
of a book called Making It With 
Mademoiselle. 

"It was no hot sex thing," Krug says. "It 
was a book of dress patterns."

Alley. ''Last time I was reading against Johnny Mathis, who 
was at the Civic Center,*' he says. "This time I tried to 
schedule it for a year when he wouldn't be here." 

Woodman has read outside of Tallahassee over the past 
few years. "I went on the tri-state tour last year," he says. 
**I don't mind reading for people I don't know." 

Tonight Woodman will be reading "The Church of 
Summer Sausage" and a couple of other very short short 
stories. "Americans are tired of those bloated novels they 
buy in the grocery stores," he says. "They want something 
leaner." "1 worked briefly for Winn Dixie in the meat 
department," he continues. "Their policy is to trim away 
all bone and fat. I try to do the same thing in my writing. 
Fiction without fat." 

FSU English Professor David Kirby, who will also be 
reading tonight, says, "I think I have aU the bone and fat 
Allen threw away. I have been trying to make my poenw 
more lush." 

Kirby is a nationally known poet who is known locally 
' for winning awards hand-over-fist. In the past year, Kirby 
has won a grant from the National Endowment for the Arts 
and a Guy Owens Poetry Prize for a poem entitled, "I think 
I'm going to call my wife Paraguay." Of winning 
anonymously-judged awards like these two Kirby says, "it 
arouses the kinds of feelings in one that are surely not good." 

But Kirby goes on to say, "I have a horrible memory." 
He explains that one minute he thinks, "gosh, 1 must be 
swell," then the next minute he believes he'll never write a 
good poem again. 

Kirby has been teaching at FSU for 15 years and has read 
at the Alley "unspeakable numbers of times." Unlike 
Woodman, Kirby says that he "would really rather read at 
the Alley than at any other place" because elsewhere "people 
don't know how to take you."

The tension in Tully Gym 
is so thick you could suck it 
up with a straw. The Big 
Game. The Lady Seminole 
Volleyball Team runs fluid- 
ly around the polished floor, 
flexing their tanned muscles.

The announcer tells them 
to. "Mee dee ah!" they bleat. Then "F-S 
Yooooo!" 

The Sportsguys score a point. They 
bounce up and down, grinning. The Sports- 
guys score a point: they slap each others'

City commission poises budget axe 
over affirmative action programs

After increasing the responsibilities of two Tallahassee 
affirmative action offices, city commissioners are now 
contemplating slashing their budgets for the upcoming year. 

And what worries staffers at both the Minority Business 
Enterprise Office and tl^ Af fnmative Action program is the 
double bind of more work and less money. 

Kenneth Spicer, the director of the Minority Business 
Enterprise Office is facing a 26 percent reduction that would 
reduce his staff by one-third. Established in 1982, the MBE 
works to increase the number of city contracts given to 
minorities. 

Sharon Ofuani, director of the Affirmative Action Office, 
will lose about $8,000 from her budget. She said it will make 
it more difficult for her to recruit and train minorities. 

"We gotten people hired in the past because we were 
on top of what departments really need," said Ofuani. 
"There are ten female fire Hghters hired in the last four to 
five years. TeU me why. Affirmative Action works." 

Tonight the commission will hold a public hearing on the 
almost $2 million budget for next year. So far, oommissionars 
have recommended cuts in seven programs. 

But not all commissioners agree these programs should 
be cut. Commissioners Frank Visconti and Betty Harley want 
to see an overall reduction in s&vernment. Although these 



programs have done a good job in the past, both 
commissioners feel it's time to shift priorities and place the 
emphasis away from affirmative action. 

Commissioners Carol Bellamy and Jack McLean voted 
against the proposed cuts— they said the city still needs to 
emphasize equal access for minorities. 

"We've expanded the responsibilities yet have reduced 
their abilities to do an effective job,"- said Bellamy. 

Mayor Hurley Rudd will be the deciding vote on these 
proposed cuts. Although he voted for them in the preliminary 
decision, he said he could still change his mind before the 
final vote on Sept. 25. 

The Minority Business Enterprise Office was set up for 
a five year effort to help minority owned businesses become 
a greater part in the city bidding process for construction 
and other projects. The office registers all businesses thai 
apply, informs them of upcoming contracts, and trains them 
on how to approach the complicated process of bidding for 
a city contract. 

Seven million dollars worth of contracts have been 
awards to 52 minority-owned businesses due to the office's 
efforts, said Spicer. He is worried though that the reduction 
in staff will make it hard to maintain that level of success 
until the program goes through a sunset review in 1987. 
"I think there is a lot more we can do. If this position

Robb, said he found "very strong support" for the regional 
primary idea among the 15 govmtiors attending the Southern 
Governors Association conference, which ended Tuesday.

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Date rape: Know who your friends are

Amy was enjoying her first coUege party. Through a friend 
she had made the acquaintance of a handsome young man 
and had spent the better part of the evening talking with him. 
As the night wore on 1^ si^ested ttMrt they go out for a 
drink at a local bar. Amy was eiyoylng his company and 
agreed to accompany him. On the way he asked if she minded 
stopping by his apartment so he could change his clothes. 
She didn't mind. Amy came up to his apartment while he 
changed. Once inside, he locked the door behind them and 
raped her. 

Amy's story is a classic example of acquaintance rape — 
amult by a person the victim knows whether a friend of 
the family or an acquaintance from class. 

The ^ttcts of acquaintance n^e on a vktim can be far 
more devasti^g than ^ sknilar tranma of a stranger rape, 
according tq^locri rape counselors. To that end^ the FSU 
Police DepaHnieflt is begMiing a serlw of campus lectures 
M tfie topic today. After acquaintance rape, the victim fe^ 
she can't trust anyone, almost to the point of puvnoki. Her 
trust has been violated. 

**This is very different from stranger rape where someone 
you don't know shows up on the street and rapes you and 
you never see him again," said Lt. Jack Handley of the FSU 
Police department. 'This is a violation of trust.'* 

A vi^ai may become afraid to go on a date, to attend 
a social Inaction, or to be alone with anyone she formerly 
trusted. 

"It really polls the rug out from under yon/* said Donna 
Schaeffer, Outreach coordinator for the Refuge 
House/Tallahassee Rape Crisis Center. Schaeffer estimates 
that more than half of the women counselled at the Refuge 
House are acquaintance rape victims. 

It is widely accepted that this type of sexual battery is 
reported less often than stranger rape, though it is at least 
as prevalent. According to Schaeffer women tend not to 
report acquaintance rapes for a number of reasons. 
. Women may think police won*t believe them due to the 
otften Mn-hwtfle circnmstences sorronnding the rape, said 
Schaeffer. Women may also blame themselves fw not being 
aware of the potentially dangerous situation. The rape may 
go ^nr^orted because of tte victim's relationship with the 



rapist or her reluctance to cause trouble. 

"Victims may blame themselves because that puts it in a 
perspective that is easier to deal with. ..it is a measure of 
control," said Schaeffer. 

Altho^ TalliAassee has been notorious for rape in recent 
yMTS, with om of the highest per capita ^pe rates in the 
nation, FSUPD reports there has been only one attempted 
rape on campus this year. Acoirdmg to Han^y, this reflects 
a reversal in the trend. 

He attributes the reversal to a heightened awareness of the 
problem and university services like the blue light trail and 
the escort service. 

"We feel that we've educated our community to an 
adequate level as to stranger rape," said Handley* 

FSUPD's rape awareness program this year will focus on 
the causes and prevention of acquaintance rape. Their 
campus lectures on the subject throughout the semester which 
should help explain the problem to students who otherwise 
might not be aware of it. Handly said any group of students 
interested in scheduling a lecture should get in touch with 
him or Sgt. Jim Bailey at the department. Bailey is putting 
togethw a vl^tape outlining the causes and prevention of 
sexual battery, and hopes to have it available to students 
within two months. 

Donna Schaeffer of the Refuge House said some common 
sense tips conld help prevent acquaintance rape: 

Do not accept a ride home from an acquaintance. 

Don't drink too much on a date. People are more 
vulnerable when hitmdcated. 

Don't go over to your date's honae when first dating. 

Women should pay for their half of a date to avoid an 
"obligation factor." 

Learn basic self-defense techniques, so a would-be attacker 
"will be holding an elbowed eye instead of molesting you." 

Make sexual limits clear to your date earty on and don't 
be afraid to refuse sex. 

Women always need to be on their guard, says Shaeffer. 
"It's very sad people can't be trusting, but the worid is not 
that good a place."

Four ytus ago, President Reagan fired 11,500 striking air traffic 
controllers rather than provide the sane hours, fkxibte teave policies, 
reasonable overtime, solid managen^it and stress-reduction programs 
they so craved.

is cut, giving minorities construction bids is going to be a 
losing battle," said Spicer. 

If the city ^mmissioners are really interested in saving 
taxpayers money, sud S]^3er,they shoul^ consider how many 
blacks and hispanics employed in minority businesses will 
be forced out of work if his office is made less effective. 
Over 400 workers have been employed by city contracts with 
minority owned businesses since 1983, said Spicer. 

"Putting these people back on the welfare rolls will be 
a larger burden on taxpayers," said Spicer. "I'm sure the 
city commissioners would rather see these people work than 
receive so-called handouts." 

The Affirmative Action Department is another program 
that helps blacks and (^ler minorities have greater access 
to the dty s^em. 

Originally set up seven years ago, a response to a W5 
If.S. Justice Department decree which required the City of 
ijallahassee to increase the quotas of black city employees, 
tl^e office has been successful in recruiting blacks and has 
met or surpassed the goals in each job category — from 
maintenance positions to professionals— with the exception 
of jobs in the upper echelon management positions. 
; The decree was hfted in 1982— proving the success of the 
affirmative action program, said Ofuani. 
"But Ofuani feels there is still much work to be done in 
ths area of women and the disabled. 

The commissions agree and have asked the department 
t# recruit more women in m^n-tnuliticmal jobs like utility 
technicians and firefighters, and in high-kvel administrittive 
positions. 

Ofuani said she thinks it will be difficult to achieve the 
goals the commission has set for her office if the proposed 

cut is made. 

Now its up to the city commissioners to decide whether 
the city should continue with its affirmative action efforts 
at the present level. 

Visconti is <me of the commissioners who voted to cut the 
two programs* bud^s. He feels they've done a good job, 
but it's tune to look at diff^ent priorities. 

Cpnmussioner Betty Harley said these are not priority 
programs. 

"They have done a good job, now it's time to attack major 
problems like drainage, decreasing the cost of governn^nt 

and utilities," said Harley.

Enterprise Office from its beginning because he feels it helps 
drive up costs for the city by limiting competition. Rudd said 
he isn't sure how he'll vote on this item on Sept. 25. 

Frank Visconti agreed with Rudd that the office is difficult 
to administer and hasn't worked to keep costs down. He said 
it discriminates against the general public by giving special 
treatment to minority-owned businesses. 

Charles Cuthbertson, Deputy City Manager for the 
Administrative Servwe. disa^r^. He said that there is no 
evidence that points to mim>rity-owned busing drivii^ up 
the cost of bids. 

Bellamy said she would like to see the city not cut back 
on the Minority Enterprise Business Office until they have 
a chance to go through the sunset review next year. 

But Commissioners Harley and Visconti said just because 
the city has noted a priority in hiring women doesn't mean 
increased funding for the office is needed. 

Tallahassee Urban League director Ernest Farrell said he 
sees the ccnnmis^on's possible plans to cut these two minority 
programs as poor timing and one that should be re-thought. 

He feels the past cpmmitmem by the dty manager and 
commission has helped maintain more unity between the 
black and white community in Tallahassee. 

Charles W. Brannon— a volunteer member of the city's 
Equal Employment Opportunity Committee which monitors 
the hirings of the city— said equal opportunity will not 
happen by itself. He feels the city has to have a commitment 
to affirmative action shown through significant funding or 
the success they have made in the past or blacks will lose 
ground. 

*'If the city commission is interested in saving money it 
needs to be more equitable acro^ the board.Tlus act^ oMikl 
affect the attitude of the bteck conununity," said Gannon. 

The City Commission Public Hearing on the proposed 
budget for fiscal year 1^ will be hekl tmug^ at 7 ^ at 
city hall.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa— Eight 
memtwrs of Wrat Germany's environmentalist 
CMfCMS Party Tuesday occupied their country's 
ant»^ in Pr^mia in a protest of South Africa's 
racial discrimination policies. 

The demonstration came as President Pieter 
Botha renew^ his condemnation of ^onomic 
sanctions announced by President Reagan a day 
earlier and Nobel peace laureate Bishop Desmond 
Tutu said Reagan was "bending over backwards" 
to save the South African government. 

The environmentalist and anti-nuclear party 
said in a statement that the demonstrators, seven 
members of Parliament and a Greens Party 
official, would remain indde the embassy for AS 
hours to protest aparthdd and the West German 
government's support for South Africa's white 
minority government. 

BIRMINGHAM, Eogland->Shops lay gutted 
Tuesday, streets were strewn with rubble and fires 
smoldered in a riot-torn neighborhood set in 
turmoil by Britain's unemployment and racial 
strife. 

Indian women in saris, black youths with 
"ghetto blaster" radios, Sikhs and working-class 
whites surveyed the fire-ravaged buildings left by 
two days of rioting in the city's mife-sqiMre 
Handsworth %cticm--a biibWag mwM^om for 
ftitsin's urban problems. 



Blacks blamed police repression and poor 
living conditions, some Asian shopowners 
charged it was jealousy by the blacks, and white 
residents said such outbreaks were inevitable 
given the unemployment of 15 percent. 

MANILA, PhUippines— About 500 students 
sa fire to a coffin near the h«ivily guarded palace 
Tu^day in a protest against the dictatorship of 
President FerdimuMl KfercM on the eve of his 
68th birthday. 

A student teader said the burning of the coffin, 
with the words "Death to the Dictator" 
emblazoned on both sides, signified the "cmning 
end of the 20-year-old dictatorship." 

Meanwhile Armed Forces Chief Gen. Fabian 
Ver was hnked to military moves the day 
opposition leader Benigno Aquino was 
assassinated for the first time in trial testimony 
Tuesday by a g»ieral who was in charge of 
s^urity when the murder occurred.

WASHINGTON-President Reagan said 
Tuesday his November summit with Mikhail 
Gorbachev could be "a starting point for 
progress" but that Western security will not be 
enhanced by Moscow's "wishful thinking or 
public relations campaign." 

Reagan used the state visit of Danish Prime 
Minister Pmri Schluter^a kado* who has no 
differences with the United Sttt^— to promise 




a century of peace" and respond to an unusual 
Soviet media blitz prior to the Geneva summit. 

WASHINGTON— The Senate voted 
overwhelmingly Tuesday to kill a proposal to 
strip federal courts of their authority over school 
prayer cases, heeding arguments that Congress 
has no right "to tell anyone how to pray." 

The Senate voted 62-36 to defeat the 
^ntrov^-sial measure. 

Tte bill, sponsor^ by Sens. Imst H^iis, R- 
N.C., Jermiaii Deuton, R-Ala., and John East, 
R-N.C. would prohibit the federal courts, 
including the Supreme Court, from striking down 
any state law allowing organized, recited prayer 
in public schools. 

TOKYO — Nearly 200 more Japanese turned 
100 during the past year and the country now has 
1 ,740 people who have lives a century or more, 
led by the worid's oMest person, the Health and 
Welfare Ministry said Tuesday.

Berry finds limelight 
in the coffin corner

In the world of football, punters receive alKmt as much 
respect as Rodney Dangerfield— none. 

But, Louis Berry is changing ail that. 

Never are the services of the punter viewed quite the same 
as those of quarterbacks and linebackers. It is in the hands 
of these players that the average fan thinks the outcome of 
the ballgame r^s— players you read ab<Hit often in 
new^p^. 

Called tqx» only on fourth down, ^ putter b seen sinqHy 
as a means to traiufer pos^skm of the f omlndl from one 
team to the other. 

Louis Berry is changing all that. 

And the Florida State Saninoles' upset win over Nebraska 
Saturday was a clear indication. Three times the junior 
punter calmly deposited the ball inside the 21 yard line, and 
twice inside the ten known as the coffin corner. On all five 
occasions, the Cornhuskers were forced into a punting 
situation. Berry, along with a stubborn defense, was the 
diffmice m the game. 

"The defense ami LcMiis were what won the game for us,** 
said tight end CHij^n White. * 'He kudnd the heU cwt of Uiat 
ball Saturday. He reatty the job for us.** 

•'I knew it was important that we keep their offense deep 
in their own territory," said Berry. "I think it helped to give 
our defense an edge, because Nebraska's offense was so 
limited being so close to their own goal line."

I don't liice a lot 
of attention anyway," Berry professed." It 
really doesn't matter what the headlines say, 
win or lose, it's a team effort." 

And Berry seems determined to make sure 
he at least does his part. 

"I'm my own critic and I'm never satisfial 
with what I do," said Berry. "I try to 
in^rove with every practice and every 
ga^e.** 

Ai^^^y, practice €^ nmke perfect as 
B^ry has never had a punt blocks, (he had 

Ottc partially blocked in last year's Peach 
Bowl) including high school. He attributes 
his success to concentration— lots of it. 

"That is probably what separates great 
punters from just average ones. Your 
technique changes totally when you're trying 
to angle the ball out of bounds or just 
kicking away," Berry explained. "Because 
of the shorter leg swing, it's easy to shank 
thi ball, so you've really got to concentrate 
oi^what you're doing." 

During practice, Berry said he gets about 
ten minutes with the team to work on his 
punting and that that is never enough time 
for him to prepare properly. So he spends 
the remaining practice time punting back and 
forth to a teammate. Repetition, said Berry, 
is the key. 

However, those punts that seem to be 
guided a^ they bounce out of bounds inside 
the 10 yard line are a little more tricky. Berry 
ckiveloped his technique for practicing those 
ai|glers during his prep school days at

"I would try to pick out somebody in the 
stands, like if there was a lady wearing a big 
hat, I would aim for her," Berry said. "At all 
our home games in high school there was 
always a pole that 1 would aim for and that 
would put the ball perfectly inside the 10." 

That form was good enough to lift his 
punting average to 42.4 yards and earn him 
all-state honors his senior year. 

The story at FSU is pr^ty much the san^ 
for Berry whose two-year career avera^ of 
42.2 is the fifth best ffln(M:^ returning pkyors 
in the country. That number also puts him 
in a good position to surpass Indianapolis 
Cohs' Rohn Stark's 42.7 career punting 
average. Berry, though, is reluctant to make 
that one of his goals at FSU. 

"I don't think about the record. It's not 
something 1 go out and think about all the 
time," explained Berry. "Improving on 
every aspect of punting is what I want to 
do." 

Those aspects are: long punts, hang time, 
and angle punts. And to develop those 
features, according to Berry, you've got to 
take lessons from Jack Nicklaus. 

"Kicking is a lot like golf. It's all technique 
and timing," explained Berry, swining his 
arm as if it were a nine iron. "If you have 
good timing and technique you don't have 
to be Arnold Schwarzeneger to hit the ball 
far." .

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Students must pay 
for quality degree 
says new chancellor

Balancing what's best for Florida's 135,000 college students 
and what's best for the state is no easy job. 

Charlie Reed, newly-appointed chancellor of the State 
University System, is going to try and do just that, starting 
with what is perhaps the hottest issue on either side-tuition. 

Students say they're paying too much. Gov. Bob Graham 
says it's not enough, and the Board of Education has taken 
a middle path, urging adoption of an indexing plan which 
would cap tuition hikes at a fixed rate over a set number of 
years, gradually increasing in regular increments until a desired 
level is reached. 

Reed thinks tuition should 
be raised, and he's devised a 
plan he hopes will be fair to 
everyone-even if it turns out 
to be unpopular. • 

At a recent meeting with 
students from around the 
state, Reed announced he 
was ready to listen to their 
side of the tuition story, but 
they shouldn't expect too 
much. 

"I told the students... that 
I had advocated an increase 
in tuition for the last six 
years that I was ift the 
Governor's office... and just 
because I had come over 
here and become chancellor 
F wasn't gonna change my 
spots," he said. 

The chancellor has strong 

opinions on the subject of 

tuition, saying if Floridians 

want a top-notch university 

system, it's time to get 

tough.

*i think we need to look at how much students need to pay, 
versus the cost. And maybe we ought to ask the people who 
are getting an M.D. education to pay a hell of a Im more for 
their education because, economically, they're ^ing to benefit 
more from society," he said. 

Reed wants to see university funding spread out across all 
levels of society, with contributions coming from the 
legislature, student fees, outside-government funding and 
private foundation donations. * 

He did concede that tuition increases are a two-way street, 
and that if tuition goes up, there should be a corresponding 
increase in the quality of student life and academic counseling, 
and a decrease in class size. 

Tuition inctexing shmild work, said Reed, if the ratio is right. 
Erratic tutition hikes each year which leave students and 
parents unprepared at fee-paying time are not the goal. Me 
said more stability is needed for the system to be successful. 

"You have to make it clear to students and parents," said 
Reed, that "here's what the tuition's gonna be and here's what 
it's going to be over the next four years." 

Currently, students are paying about 16 percent of the cost 
of their education. Reed thinks it should be closer to 20 
percent, the amount now being paid by community college

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Ponderous wheels 



Most of us don't think twice about toilets, sinks with running water 
and water fountains at work . We take them for granted. 

But to the thousands of men and women who work in fields around 
the nation harvesting our fruits and vegetables, proper sanitation 
facilities are a pressing concern. 

Although they often work for as long as 14 hours at a stretch and 
come into contact regularly with toxic pesticides, farmworkers still have 
no guaranteed sanitary facilities. 

No toilets. Women either have to wait until they finish work for the 
day— a habit which usually results in bladder infections and other 
complications— or wear a long cotton skirt over their jeans so they can 
urinate in the fields like the men with some semblance of privacy. 

No running water. Not only are agricultural workers seldom outfitted 
to protect them from the harmful pesticides they're constantly exposed 
to, they don't even have sinks or running water to wash the poison off. 

According to the New York Times, Labor Secretary Bill Brock is 
now planning to give states 18 months' to set sanitary standards for field 
facilities,with the threat of imposed federal standards if the states don't 
act within that time. 

While Brock is at least slightly more advanced than his predecessor 
Robert Rowland— who thought it was a state matter pure and simple— 
his notion of a pressing response is seriously flawed. 

That every worker in America doesn't already have the right to a 
toilet and running water on the job is scandal enough. Rather than mince 
about with lengthy timetables and threatened federal action, Brock 
should immediately right this horrible wrong. Because of the Labor 
Department's unwillingness to set aside petty politics and act honorably 
regarding field sanitation conditions, American farmworkers currently 
suffer from parasitic illnesses at obscenely high levels. Their economic 
woes are amplified by the lack of anything resembling basic sanitary 
standards. 

If Brock wanted to do something really courageous, he'd go ahead 
and make those standards federal law— now. The health of American 
workers should not have to be jeopardized while waiting for the rusty 
wheels of the federal bureaucracy to turn.

From Johannesburg to Santiago

On a wall in one of Santia^'s overcrowded, 
working-class neighborhoods it says. **Wve tost 
everything, now let's lose our fear." 

In that same neighborhood, mothers are 
encouraging their daughters to become prostitutes 
to prevent their families from starving to death. 

And in the heart of Chile's capital city, thousands 
march to protest General Augusto Pinochet's 
repressive tactics. Pinochet's military regularly 
launches attacks on the stre^ of Santiago in search 
of **communists/' 

They use American-nm^ airtomatic weapons, 
Israeli-manufactured Uds and snatch inno(^t 
people from their hon^ and familiw. Since last 
November, when Pinochet ordered a "state of 
seige," more than 40,000 Chiteans have been 
arrested for "subversion." 

South African President Pieter Botha would be 
proud. 

• • • 

It was twelve years ago Wednesday that Pinochet 
and his thugs— with the telp of U.S. intelligence and 
weaponry— bonMii^ the presidential palace, killing 
democratiodly-^ct^ President Salvadm' Altende 
Gossens and establishing brutal military rule. 

Over those 12 years, Pinodiet's gross violations 
of human rights— Chiles jail cells cry of torture— 
and censorship have been well-documented. But 
what is seldom reported in the U.S. media is the 
rapid deterioration of the Chilean economy at the 
hands of Pinochet and his "Chicago School" 
economists. 

Once in power, Pinochet reversed Allende's p- 
olicy of diversifying internal production and instead 
encouraged the development of one or two select 
export items, like coppor. One of Latin America's 
ric^ and most fertile i^ntries, K>MiM its Mtf- 
suffld^t status and ths nation's working force 
became slaves to foreign interests. By the ^ly *80s, 
the entire Chilean economy had collapsed— the 
country faced a multi-billion dollar debt. In 1973, 
the external debt was $4 billionr: Today it tops $22 
billion. 

On the 12th anniversary of the U.S. -engineered 
coup, 65 percent of Chile's 1 1 million people exist 
on $120 a month. Unemployment rates are as high 
as 65 percent in working-class neighborhoods. Living 
standttds of the middle-dass have plummeted. Often 
there are four families <^ammed into small 
aiHUtments in Santia^'s housii^ complexes. 

• • • 

Now, the U.S. government must raze what it has 
crated in Chile. But while Ronald R^an has bem 
verbally critical of Pinochet's repressive measures— 
especially since the declaration of a state of 
emergency there— the Reagan administration's 
action! have been to the contrary. | 
***TS#U.S. continues to supply Pinocliet with the 
, guns he needs to wage war against his own people. 



In February, Asst. Secretary of State for 
Int^'american Affairs Langhorne Motley travelled 
to Chile and met with opposition leaders. In those 
talks, Motley pressed for the acceptance of the 1980 
constitution which justifies Pinochet's human rightt 
violations. He also called for dialogue with thif 
government that excludes all communist party 
members— despite the fact that they won 16 percent 
of the vote in 1973. 

Chilean naval officials were invited to an 
Interamerican Naval Conference this spring and on 
May 15, the Chilean and U.S. governments reached 
an agreement that would allow our space shuttle to 
land on Chile's Easter Island in case of emergency. 
Itie mtUti-million dollar project militarize the island 
with sophisticated equipment, yet NASA says the 
chances of tl^ space shuttle ever landing there are . 
one in ten million! 

More likely, the Reagan administration is eager 
to set up strategic bases to provide instant global 
links for its military. Former Chilean journalist 
Christian Opaso suggests that Easter Island serves 
as the perfect military base— "it's 2,350 miles away 
from the mainland and that much closer to the Soviet 
Union," wrote Opaso in a recent In These Times 
article. 

The U.S. officially banned military aid to Chile' 
in 1976. But as with the Niearag¥pn' 
counterrevolutionaries, plenty of U.S. money aiyj^ 
military aid has flowed into Pinochet's hands. Fo^ 
instance, the last foreign aid package passed ^jif. 
Congress included so-called humanitarian aid to th^ 
Chilean air force— including ejectors for pilot seats 
of Chilean jet fighters. Non-lethal aid, said the 
administration. 

As in South Africa, reform according to Pinochet 
is purely window dressing. Nothing has changed in 
Chile. - 

Former congressman Robert Drinan— who 
recantly visked Chile for the International League 
«f Human Rights— wrote in the New York Times 
that the people of Chile have had enough. 

•*I saw water cannons waiting to quell 
demonstrators. I saw too-deep frustration among the 
11.8 million people who arfe humiliated by the 
torture, murders, harrassment and the exiling of 
citizens who are heirs to one of tte richest democratic 
traditions in Latin America. 

The Reagan administration seems to have no 
trouble with imposing strict sanctions on countries 
like Nicaragua and Cuba which it says are "serious 
hutoan rights violators." Yet when it comes to this 
country's friendly fascist states— including South 
Africa and Pinochet's Chile-^Reagan quietly turns 
his head. f 

The U.S. has the power to bring change in Chilei 
to bring back civilian rule and to restore decency. 
As Drinan put it, Ronald Reagan owes theiieople 
of Chile no less.

'Wt can have a goo^ university system 
with the resourees right now that the students 
and the Legislature put in, but we can't have 
a great university system," said Reed. "We 
won't be in Time magazine with that effort." 

Money alone won't do it, though, he 
conceeded. More top-quality students are 
needed, and the striving for excellence has 
to begin before they reach college. 

"I agree that it's the job of the public 
school system to prepare students to enter 
the university system," said Reed, 'i have 
told the universities over and over again that 
we win never have a great university system 
in norida if we don't have a better public 
school system." 

l^t until that happens, said Reed, there'll 
be a need for programs like the CoU^e Level 
Academic Skills Test. 

Made up of four subtests that measure 
writing, reading, grammar and math skills, 
CLAST is administered to college 
sophomores who must pass it before they can 
move into their junior year. 

The performance of black and Hispanic 
students who take the CLAST has been 
historieaUy low. Mmt educators agree it's 
because minority students oime to college 
without taking the necessary college 
preparatory courses in high school. 

And although high school guidance 
counselors carry the bulk of the blame for 
these ill-prepared students, some say CLAST 
adds yet another layer of discrimination to 
the problem, causing universities to abandon 
minority students. 

; Reed disagrees. He claims CLAST is not 
(ttsariminatory, but says for those students 
admitted to the syst«n who need Mp, there 
is a better altmtiative ttan CLAST. 
**There*re always going to be some 



exceptions to our university system," Reed 
admitted. "What we've got to do is give 
(students) a diagnostic test (to determine) 
their specific shortcomings, design an 
individualized education program to meet 
that and make sure the student puts in the 
effort to do that." 

Then, said Reed, the universities won't 
have to be in the developmental course, 
remedial course or compensatory course 
business. He expects, though, that it'll take 
five to eight years to phase out programs like 
CLAST. 

In the meantime, he's written letters to all 
the superintendents in Florida, all the 
guidance counselors, and all the principals, 
telling them what the expectations are and 
what the credit requirements are. 

If that doesn't work, said Reed, pressure 
from outfide the anemic oivironment will. 

"When the parents start to realize that 
their children aren't able to enter the 
university system because they can't meet 
some minimum admission standards... the 
parents will demand some accountability," 
said Reed. 

Odds are some of Reed's programs will 
not meet with Graham's approval, which 
could lead to a slM)wdown between the two 
men who've been friends for the past 13 
years. What wouM happ«i then? 

"I c«i't conceive that We'd have a 
disagreement," Reed said. *'We think alike, 
we have very similar values, we have similar 
expectations on education. Also, I think I'd 
like to have the opportunity to talk him into 
anything." 

Reed just may get that chance the next 
time the Legislature meets to discuss tuition 
increases. 

Until then, he'll be busy concentrating on 
what he says are Us top priorities right now- 
**to contim^ the qwditative improvements 
that have bm am^ (in higher education) 
and to get the resources to BMke thirt 
improvement possibks."^ 
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Who'da thunk this muddy rabble 
couM be tnmsforined into a posh law 
school that attracts appellate court 
cases? 



Law schoolers get their days in court

C(m number AX-352: 

In 1983, 30-year-old Judy Ann Kelly went to a Panama 
City bar, picked up a 16-year-old boy, and returned to h» 

apartment with him. The two had sex. 

Afterwards, the boy— Timothy Michael Kirkland— drove 
the woman into a heavily-wooded area. According to his 
testimony, the woman took a knife from her purse and 
demanded the boy's cash or his life. Kirkland, in turn, 
produced a tire iron from the car's trunk and beat the woman 
to death. 

In 1984, Kirkland was charged with first degree (pre- 
meditated) murder end sentence to Hfe imprisonment 
Although Kirkland never dkni^ committing the murd^, he 
insists the murder was not pre-planned and that he should 
have received the lesser second-degree murder conviction. 

The question is whether the few seconds it took for him 
to get the tire iron from the trunk constitutes pre-medUtation. 

• m • 

Kirkland's appeal was but one of seven which the First 
District Court of Appeals heard when it relocated its 
proceedings to the B.K. Roberts College of Law courtroom 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

The seven appeals included two criminal cases, and other 
ca^ deali^ with pubUc utiUties, the environment, 
profesuonal regulation, personal injury and insurance Uw. 
Nearly 60 students filto'ed in smd out between their class^ 
to watch the action. 

**It was an experiment," said Law School Dean iSandy 
D'Alemberte. "We wanted to see whether the students ai^ 
the faculty liked our doing this type of thing." 

And not only did the Court's two-day visit provide an 
educational experience for the law students, but it also gave 
them a chance to actually question the three-judge panel 
during the half-hour question and answer session which 
foUovi^ the cases each day. 

But according to D'Alemberte, the "experiment'* started 
out a bit slowly. 

"On Tuesday, not too many students knew about," said 
D'Alemberte. "And it's too bad, but not too many studente 
saw (the Kirkland vs. State) case." That case was the fu-st 
one heard by the judges Tuesday morning. 

"But (Wednesday), there was a very large turnout," he 
said. "I'd like to see the students' and faculty's reaction to 
our doing this."

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Tihe opportunity to see the appellate court's workings is 
not that rare, said D'Alemberte. "It's easy for them to just 
waUc acrcm the street (where the court normally sits)." What 
was diffcrwit were tlK question and answer sessions in which 
both tlK students and judg^ i^ieipated at the end of the 
each day's business. 

"It was a unique opportunity for than to actually question 
the judges." said Associate Dean Steve Goldstein. "And I 
think the judges really warmed to their task. The adrenalin

Students asked the judges how they decided cases, when 
they wrote their opinions after hearing cases, and what kind 
of behavior they liked or disliked seeing in attorneys who 
present ci^ to them.

But another student — 22-year-old Scott Rost— wanted 
to see Tuesday's proceeding but couldn't. 

"I'm not dressed appropriately," Rost said, looking down 
at his shorts and cut-off t-shirt. "I found out about this last 
week, but I can't exactly ride my bike to school dressed up 
in a suit."

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TCC faces classroom shortage 
in wake of enrollment increase

With statewide community college registration in decline, 
Tallahassee Community College was unprepared for this 
term's nine percent increase in enrollment. 

Assistant to TCC President Jeff Schcmb^a said that TCC, 
which last year ^rv«l the 4,885 stuctents, does not have the 
classroom space to accomoddme its current 5.30b-mcmber 
student body. 

Some increased enrollment was expected, but the level of 

increase was unforeseen, Schembera explained. 

Last April, TCC officials presented a report to the 
Legislature which projected three percent per year growth 
of its already replete student body and called for $4.3 million 
to build an additional classroom facility. The bill did not 
pass. 

Different legislators had different reactions and different 
explanations. 

Rep. Al Lawson (D-Tallahtssee) said that much of the 
educational funding for this area was depleted by the Florida 
A&M University/Florida State University Institute for 
Engineering. Lawson said that the new building was not a 
high priority with Executive Director of Community Colleges 
Clark Maxwell, Jr.

"There is not much 1 could do to help," said Maxwell, 
a former state senator from Melbourne. "The responsibility 
for obtaining the funding is with the local legislators. They 
must have dedded to fund something else. 

Education reform advocate Sen. Jack Gordon (D-Miami 
Beach) said there was no cause for concern. His reply to the 
situation was, "Let them take night classes." Gordon stands 
opposed to the. construction project. 
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Senate Education Committee Chairman Curtis Peterson 
(D-Lakeland) said community colleges in other parts of the 
state deserve higher precedence because Tallahassee already 
h« adequate facilities. TCC*s construction project will be 
readdressed during the next session, he said. 

Rep. Herb Morgan (D-TaUahas^), who sits on the House 
Higher Education Appropriations Committee, said, *'I am 
confident it will pass during the coming session. It was a high 
priority item last time— now it is a higher priority item." 

In addition to the new building, Schembera said, "We 
hope for a special appropriation to renovate the old P.E. 
building for classroom." 

Currently, TCC is dealing with the lack of classroom space , 
by holding lectures in conference rooms, at Lively 
Vocational-Technical Center and in state office buildings. 
Also numerous classes have been enlarged, &hembera said. 

Many students are grudgingly taking evening classes. 
Lesbia G. Cisdillo, a sophomore biology major, complained 
that she has to come back at night after her day classes. 

Several students expressed their dislike of the large classes 
while others said that class size was a greater problem at FSU. 

W bile TCC's ascended enrollment is unique, Schembera 
attributed the rise to higher academic standards state-wide.- 
He said that more students are prepared for college now. 

"We think reform in the high schools is the cause," he 
said. "Last year students were scared by community college 
reform (like the Gordon rule). Now they are giving it a try." 

Gordon suggested that TCC may be attracting students 
away from FSU and FAMU. 

Gordon's claim could be justified, since 75 percent of 
TCC's students are in programs that will allow them to 
continue at senior institutions. Statewide, less than half of 
the students at similar institutions are in such programs.

When the punk $ets bored, he puts a han- 
dgrenade in the fridge.

Family Ties. This is Dadaist television. 

The shpw is called The Young Ones. It 
loiters with intent on MTV of a Sunday night 
at the godly hour of 1 1 :30 p.m. squashed bet- 
ween Levis bution-fly 501 ads and the Dead 
or AHve video. VJ Knucklehead Martha 
Quinn calls it '/England's new hit comedy." 

Shows what she knows. The BBC spewed 
forth the series in 1984. Its one-year run hor- 
rified many, even aficionados of the laugh- 
triKk. But as with things dedicated io enter- 
ing the bourgeoisie, it got itself a cuh follow- 
ing and turned its five young stars, all British 
pub and club comedians, into media heroes 
with publishing contracts and juicy parts in 
legitimate theater. 

The idea (such as it is): there are these four 
spotty-faced, probably-smelly, near-destitute 
students living together in a condemned 
house with a payphone by the front door and 
dirt in every crevice. Vyvyan (Adrian Ed- 
monson) is a puak with five silver studs in 
his forehead and a voice like a blender on 
puree, Rtck (Rik Mayall) has a tiny trendy 
pigtail down his scrawny neck and giggles a 
lot. Neil (Nigel Planer) the hippy is profes- 
sionally morose, has 28 lucky bongs, and 
seems to have wrens nesting in his long dus- 
ty locks, while Mike and Spiv (Christopher 
Rexen) never takes off his shades. Alexei 
Sayle, currently wasting time and talent in 



The Bride, leaps into scenes playing 
everything from the landlord to an elephant- 
headed by the deity that sings "Stop! (In the 
Name of Love)." 

The boys lurch through disjointed adven- 
tures for about 35 minutes every week (Brit 
shows run for wonky time periods) mnning 
into psychotic sitcom situations that plunge 
them into a twilight zone of weirdness and 
non-Unear logic— that kind of imploded 
slapstick which made Monty Python so wor- 
risome to the rational faculties. But the 
Pythoids were nice, neat oxonians with silly 
voices and undandruffy hair. The Young 
Ones lads are neat and Young Ones lines are 
tasteless, scatological, and the opposite of 
germ-free TV, VD. 

The Young Ones dares to do what nothing 
on the American Reaganista-tube even thinks 
about— that is, be political, critical, satirical 
(^beit in a goofy way)— of the ruling elite. 
There are constant references to "Thatcher- 
and-unemployment" as if it were one word. 
When the lads need a loan, they have to go 
to the "Fascist Pig Bank." 

In one episode, they get to appear on 
University Challenge, a student game show 
like College Bowl. Their goggle-eyed and 
snivelling team faces a slick Oxbridge four- 
some in dinner jackets and tiaras, all top- 
heavy with titles, tipsy on champagne and 
stuffed with knowledge of nmnes and dates. 
All the lads know are jdisgusting statistics 
abcrat mucus or bowel movements from the 
^uimss Book of World Records. They are 
in danger of Ming horribly. So they cheat. 

Nobody ever said they were good boys.

Stewarl Copeland, The Rhythmatist (A&M) 
If the Police were anything during their eight-year 
career, they were a musician's band. They appeared at 
a time when the role of the rock musician sorely needed 
redefinition. Rather than the blUstery soloing that had 
become the norm in the bad old days of the late '70s, 
the Police used dynamics and accents to give intensity to 
their finely-crafted music. The driving force behind the 
group's instrumental attack was drummer Stewart 
Copeland, who has influenced countless drummers, as 
well as non-drummers, in the past few years. 

We've all seen and heard what Gordon Sumner (a.k.a. 
Sling) has been doing lately; A fine solo LP with some 
terrific young ja/z musicians and not-so-fine acting roles 
in Dune and The Bride. While The Rhythmatist is bound 
to get lost in the ballyhoo over Sumner's escapades, it 
is every bit the record that Dream of the Blue Turtles is. 
The Rhythmatist, Copeland's third solo outing, is a 
document of his travels to several nations in Eiist and 
West Africa and in fact serves as a soundtrack to a movie 
based on hi^ travels. While a viewing of the film would 
undoubtedly put the record in a clearer perspective, it isn't 
necessary to enjoy the music. 

. Side one, the more " African" of the two, consists of 
two Copeland pieces, and three collaborations with 
Zairian musician Ray Lema. The latter work is in the vein 
of the African pop music of King Sunny Ade or Fela, 



ahhough the use of Copeland on over' dubbed guitar, 
keyboard and percussion gives the music a more western 
feel than the huge Afrobeat groups that may have six or 

seven guitars and twice that many percussionists. 
Nevertheless, the feel is authentic enough and the melodies 
are eminently singable, although the alternation of 
African and English lyrics makes singing along a bit of 
a chore. The Copeland pieces are more atmospheric and 
make extensive use of the Fairlight, a computerized 
musical instrument that digitally records, or samples, any 
sound and transfers it to a piano-styled keyboard. The 
orchestral sounds and many of the sounds of tribesmen 
and nature are a result of this instrument. 

■Side two, which is all Copeland, barkens back to his 
^lier efforts, the soundtrack to Rumble Fish and the 
fun Klark Kent EP in the mood shifts during pieces and 
the use of ■ rock drumming and pithy guitar parts. 
"Screngeti Long Walk" and "African Dream" feature 
narrations by Copeland graphically detailing the 
monstrous heat and confrontational nature of wild 
animals in the African countryside. Copeland's playing 
is superb throughout the record, and the intermingling 
of musical and natural sounds is fascinating, giving T/ie 
Rhythmatist a continuity unusual for a soundtrack LP.

Yei, partying with your opponent after a contest is th? 
tradition in a game which is just as physical as football: 
rugby. 

"Rugby is a very social game and a great sport," said 
Michael Carmen, a two-year member of the FSU Rugby 
club. "After a match, both teams go out and socialize 
together... I've made a lot of friends from our club and clubs 
across the nation and England." 

iBut socializing is not the primary reason FSU's Mim's and 
VMomen's Rugby Clubs (rfay the sport. They are out for 
championships. 

|And they've been very successful. Both squads have won 
r^ional and national championships. 

}"Last year was the first in three years we didn't win the 
Southeastern championship," said Men's player-coach Peter 
Tesch. "We have a lot of returning players from 
championship teams in '83 and '84, and we have a good 
chance of recapturing the Southeastern championship." 

While the men can claim some triumphs, they can't even 
begin to dream about the success their counterparts on the 
women's team have had. 

I In the last four years, the Lady 'Noles have captured the 
nitional championship three times and were runners-up the 
oiie year they didn't take the crown. 

I The Tribe has not only been impressive as a team— they 
ale individually outstanding. Nine of the Lady 'Noles will 
represent the Eastern United States on a team which will tour 
^rope this fall. 



•'Each year the competition around the country gets 
stronger, but it's hard to think about defending our title 
because a lot of us are gearing up for Europe," said last 
year's Most Valuable Player in the nation, Cathy Kojm. 

The Lady Ruggers are presently preparing for a trip to 
Boston on Sept. 21 to compete against rugby clubs from 
across America in the Women of Excellence sports festival. 

While they have to battle some tough opponents on the 
field, both men's and women's teams have to face a struggle 
off the field: financing. The clubs do receive some help from 
the Rec Council for traveling expenses, equipment and 
hosting other clubs, but most of the money has to come from 
outside sources. 

. In order to reach regional and national championships, 
the teams must sell shirts, posters and even hold car washes. 

This weekend, the women's team will be featured on 
ESPN's World Class Women program. Taped earlier, it will 
be shown on Sept. 13 at 9:30 a.m. and on Sept. 14 at 10 a.m. 

But you don't have to be a world-class athlete to play for 
either club. The clubs welcome new faces to join them. 

"We welcome any new players, but we're hoping for more 
college students," said Carmen. "Right now, we are in a 
great situation for new players... we have a lot of older players 
who will be leaving soon so this gives new students a chance 
to learn from them and step right in." 

The men's team has picked up several players from other 
clubs, but knowledge of the game is not important to join. 

"To play rugby a new player doesn't need any prior 
knowledge of the sport, but does need to be in good shape," 
said eight-year veteran Bruce Hill. "Cdnditioning is 75 
percent of the game. If we can get a good athlete we can

Cobb's mark is history

Cincinnati Reds player-manager Pete Rose toppled one 
of baseball's mightiest records Wednesday night, driving a 
first-inning single off pitcher Eric Show of the San Diego 
Padres to break Ty Cobb's 57-year-old mark for career hits. 

After the 4,192nd hit of Rose's career streaked into left- 
centorfield. Show plopped glumly on the pitcher's mOttnd, 
but Steve Ckv^, the Padres first baseman who is one of 
the better hitters in the Major Lea^nes. an 
affectionate sl^> en his batting helmet. 

The game was stOfH^ed for a brief fireworks display as fans 
in the standing-room-only crowd at Riverfront Stadium 
surged to their feet, waved their arms and cheered. 

Reds owner Marge Schott, who brought the team in 1984 
and promised to rejuvenate it, jumped from her box behind 
her team's dugout, ran up to Rose at first base and kissed 
him. 

The player^manager then began to weep, not bothering 
to wq^aw^ ^ t^s Naming down Ms cheeks. 

The weather was warm and the skies partly ctowty^er 
sold-out ^wfrttft^adium in Rose's hometown. 

The crowd included Baseball Commissioner Peter 
Ui^rroth, National League President Chub Feeney, Reds 
owner Marge Schott and Philadelphia PhilUes owner BiU 
Giles. 

Rose entered the season needing 95 hits to break one of 
baseball's most venerated records. Cobb set the record of 
4,191 over a career that saw him post a .367 lifetime average. 

Rose's chase has spread luxuriously over the summer, 
captivating bi^teH fms and reviving tates of Cobb.

Citizen outcry saves programs

This week at city hall Tallahassee citizens spoke out and 
commissioners listened— closely enough to change their minds 
on iwo major issues and several smaller ones. 

^Mnesday, Sept. U M 7 p^m. tl» city commission teUL 
a pibHc hearing on a variety of topics including next jiiff^Sv 
aty iHidget and the UAe Ella c^m-up project. Over 200 
cit^M attended from all over Tallahassee to lend their 
support, or to register their complaints. 

The budget items generating the most heated debate were 
the proposed cuts for the Minority Business Enterprise Office 
and Affirmative Action Department — two programs that work 
for economic equality for minorities. 

The city Minority Business Enterprise Office is facing a 26 
percent reduction that would reduce the staff by one-third. 
This office, established in 1982, helps women and minority- 



owned businesses get a bigger chunk of city contracts. The 
cut would cost the office an administrative specialist who visits 
women, blacks and Hispanics at their business sites to train 
them in the weighty process of bidding for city jobs. 

Affifmative Action Department recruits and trains 
minorities, women and the disabted for city government jobs. 
•l^bHshed in 1978 to increase the quota of blacks in city 
government positions, it is now turning its attention to women 
^d the (tisabl^ as well. Director Sharon Ofuani asked for 
an inc^eaie in next year's budget to meet this added workload, 
but the ccmunission proposed to cut this request by almost 
$8,000. 

Although final budget action won't come until September 
25, over 30 people were at this week's hearing to show their 
support for these two programs and to ask the commissioners

Hodges: Uncle Sam 
needs minorities

Defending the Reagan administration's foreign policy.. 
Deputy Asst. Secretary of State Clarence Hodges told a 
group of 100 Florida A^ University students Thursday 
that more funorities should represent their government 
through foreign service jobs. 

In an effort to recruit minority students for state 
department jobs, Hodges painted a rosy pictur e of life in 
diplomatic circles. 
"Our diplomats live much 
better than poor people in 
developing countries," said 
Hodges, who recently 
returned from a trip to 
African countries. "The 
houses we provicte for our 
diplomats in African 
countrtes are probably 
much tetter than any house 
you'U ev« Bvc in Iwe," he .

Although there aren't any quotas to meet, Hodges said the 
State Department would like to see minorities make up 20 
percent of its work force. . 

"We're very much against quotas. But we have a strong 
interest in reaching minorities," said Hodges, who joii^^ 
State Department in 1983 and manages recruitment and 
public outreach pro-ams. 

Hod^' yvM to T^lahassee was sponsored by FAMU's 
Office of International Programs—the same office that 
brought AJmm National Congress representative Solly 
Simelane to FAMU last spring. Hodges' views on U.S. 
foreign policy differed radically from Simelane's— the 
Reagan administration calls the ANC a "Soviet-backed 
communist oranization" and refuses to officially recognize 
it— but International Programs Director Peter Hartmann 
said his office tries to present diverse viewpoints. 

Toting the administration's fine, Hodges said economic 
sanctions on South Africa were not imposed before beeau^ 
"we had r^on to believe that there would be change in 
South Africa." He added that sanctions atone are to 
bringing change ai^ that the Reagan administration waited 
to impose sanctions for fear of applying too much pressure. 

"You to go from level one to level two," said 
Hodges. "You can*t jump from level one to ten."

Part^ decided nor to fun any caiididates 
after an especially weak turnout at its 
membership drive last weekend. 

*|the support just wasn't there," said 
Dale Greenbaum, a Renegade Party 
organizer. "1 was very disappointed. We just 
didn't get the turnout that we had hoped 
for." 

According to Dawn Warwick, another 
party organizer, the Renegade Party was 
fb^i^in June of this year, and fN^iift^ 
m^ibers of the iw>w-defuiict United 
SoliMotes and Students parties. ReitegiMle 
was formed, she said, m reaction to the 
ONLY Party, which swept into office this 
spring. 

*.*We started out as the Good News 
Party," Warwick said. "That name had 
some religious connotations to a lot of 
people, so last week we changed it to the 
Renegade Party. 1 think that name change 
hurt us." 

But the decision not to run candidates for 
the Sept. 25 senate elections does not mean 
thm the Renegaie Farty is disbanding, 
Cr^^nhaum said.

Organizers of the fifth annual National Banned Books Week want 
you to stop being complacent about your freedom to read. 

It was challenged 95 times in the past year in 46 different states. And 
the challenges came from everywhere. Not just from the Right's vocal 
protectors of The Truth — like Phyllis SchiaHy's Eagle Forum— but 
from groups on both sides of the political spectrum. 

Though they may disagree on everything else under the sun, those 
who seek to remove material from schools and libraries are umted by 
one thing: their desire to control what you read. 

Mother Goose has been banned for being anti-semitic. Huckleberry 
Finn got the knife for being racist— as did To Kill A Mockingbird. The 
Diary of Anne Frank was deemed inappropriate because Anne wrote 
about thinking about her body. Catcher in the Rye was banned for 
portraying a lack of respect for authority figures. Health and sociology 
textbooks are deemed inappropriate for containing material that elicits 
a response from students, thai challenges them to think for themselves 
or examine their feelings. 

The list , and the alleged reasons, are endless. But the result is always 
the same. 

According to People for the American Way, a non-partisan citizens 
group devoted to promoting and protecting First Amendment freedoms, 
more Americans are trying to use censorship as a means of expressing 
their disagreement with or disapproval of written materials. Their report 
entitled "Attacks on the Freedom to Learn"documents the challenges 
mounted against school and library texts by groups and individuals. 

The organizers of Banned Book Week— and the storeowners who've 
put together displays of censored materials— understand that the 
freedom to read is an essential part of a free society. Americans like 
to think liberty is safe and easy— a birthright they need never think twice 
about. But those who've watched oih^rsi chip away at the liberty to 
know better. 

Freedom is dangerous and complicated and full of trade-offs. It 
means protecting the right of your opponents to voice their opinions 
even though you hate what they're saying. It means practicing tolerance 
for the views you find reprehensible lest you fiiMl your own rights done 
away with. 

But tolerance doesn't mean allowing our First Ant«idment rights to 
be curtailed. We must be allowed to read and to think freely. A 
democracy cannot afford to have anything to # wkh censorship.. 
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Healthy bias?

The purpose of this tett«" is to clear up some of 



the many misconceptions concerning Student 
Government and its funding process that were 
printed in Ms. Basu's recent article regarding the 
FSU Health Center. The major point that was 
omitted in Basu's article was the fact that in 1983 
the Florida Legislature mandated the imposition of 
separate health fees on the Stae University System, 
with the implicit purpose of freeing SGA's from the 
proc^ of yearly scrutinization of Health Center 
budget requests. 

In iwr^i^ this goal, the FSU SQA «equ^^ 
in a $16 per semester incr^^ (in one year) in 1983 
to compensate for the removal of SGA subsidization 
of the Health Center through the A&S fees. This 
pushed Health Center revenue over $1.4 million, but 
the Center requested additional funding which SGA 
responded to with approximately $500,000 more of 
student A&S tees. In 1984-85, SGA put over $200,00 
from A&S fees toward the Health Center in addition 
to the revenue to the center received from the 
$39/semester Health Fee. 

Since 1983, the Health Center had known that its 
base of funding would be the Health fee alone, but 
the C^^ e^tinues to maintain progran^H^are 
used by a very small percoiti^e of the student body 
and/<w Jure duplicated ekewhere in the Umv^ty 
community. Businesses nation-wide are cutting back 
on non-essential services and training budgets, ^t 
the perception in many student-funded ventures is 
that this isn't necessary because the students can 
afford it. In this time of rising tuition, decreasing 
financial aid, and a shrinking job-pool and increase 
in student fees can be a hardship to the students. 
SGA did not stop A&S funding of the Health Center 
on a mere whim, but in accord with the directives 
of the Florida Legislature aiKl in the deference to the 
expr^ msitts of the Stwtent Body. 

The students of FSU wmmd (and still want) more 
nune mtmainment on-campus and a |Mt on 
the recent run away ^»lation of student tern. Until 
the Hei^ Center shows by incontrov^bte evklavce 
that it cannot provide essential services without an 
increase in revenue (out of the student's pockets, of 
course) I will, as a representative of the Student Body 
continue to oppose any increase.

Capetown waits after a night full of burning 



This is the third in a series of articles sent 
exclusively to the Flambeau by a Catholic 
priest who has worked in South Africa for 
over 20 years. he has reason to fear 

for hi^ safety, we are protecting his 
anonymity. Father John is not his real name. 
BY FR. JOHN 

This morning Cape Town and its environs 
await the findings of the Magistrates Courts. 
The streets of Mitchells Plain, a colored, 
densely-populated area, and Guguletu, an 
over-crowded black ghetto, are strewn with 
stones, broken bottles; the fires of destroyed 
shops and homes are still smouldering. Police 
are stopping atitom^iles and searching 
them— children are playing in the untidy 
streets and stof^fcr^u^ irt cars driving slowly 
through their midst. One lad b^ls down and 
reaches for a stone — I wave to him and he 
drops the stone. 

The atmosphere is sullen— reminiscent of a 
village through which an army of occupation 
has just passed. Slogans are scrawled on walls 
in English, in Xhosa and in Afrikaans — "one 
man, one vote", "Get out, Botha." The 
streets are bedraggled. There are singularly 
few playing fields for the children. Tlwre are 
no parks. The people, at most, are existing, 
Init they do not enjoy good living coMttions. 
On the windswept plains of the Gi^ Flats, 
no trouble has been taken to ptant hardy 
trees that will withstand the winds. The 
people have been herded Uke sheep into 
ghettoes which the police can easily surround 
and cut off from the white suburbs of the 
beautiful Cape Peninsula — once called by the 
Englishman, Sir Francis Drake, "the fairest 
Cape in all the world. ' ' 

Go through the seaside villages in the white 
section of the Cape Penin^ufo, and there is 
peace and cyM^. The black servants have 




arrived and are cleaning the hou^ md 
trimming the beautiful ptrdens of their white 
o^^kn^ilbvwho are, for the most part, totally 
unaware of the mwa frustration in their 
h<m%maid or gardener. The messengers at 
supermarkets and chemists shops, the black 
waiters at the seaside hotels, have all come to 
work in the white areas, but they will leave at 
5 p.m., winding their way back to their 
ghettoes and wondering whether their houses 
will be burned tonight. 

The country is split down the middle. In 
1652 the Dutchman, Jan van Riebeeck, 
landed in Cape Town from Hotti^ md 
made a vegetabte ^^to. The abori^nes and 
tte Itottentots stole the vegetiri>les ami the 
sheep. The Dtttch^ punished them— the 
retaliation has gone on for 330 years but it 
has never been worse than in 1985. There 
have been wars here of Dutch against 
Fnglish— the Great Trek of Dutch farmers to 
gel away from English rule look place in 
1836. Zulu and Xhosa wars were fought in 
abundance, the Boer War was fought from

Lord Kit(^i«mfMnM the c(UK^nak>n 
camps in South Africa. The B&m tawe 
hated the Brit»h ever since. Today British 
and Boer descendants hate the black because 
they fear him. His numbers frighten all 
whites. The whites— the new self-styled 
South Africans— stand together. They tell 
the British immigrant or the Continental 
immigrant that they, the whites of South 
Africa, know how to treat the blacks. They 
resent the immigrants from Britain and 
Europe if they dare to express an qpnmon. 
They talk of (*our country') to^ng 
the blacks a vksm in the sun.

British aitrocities continue: Iron Lady wages PR war

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher is not cal^ the 
"Iron Lady" for nothing. 

The London Times reported this week that "Britain plans 
to stop granting the prestigious status of prisoner-of-war to 
Northern Ireland inmates convicted of political violence. The 
remaining 149 'Special category' prisoners in the Maze prison 
near Belfast will lose their POW status beginning in 
December." 

Recall that in 1981, ten Irish prisoners in the British-ruh 
Maze prison, m0dd themselves to death over this very issue. 

The prcHest began after Thittd^ ^ declared that the 
Irish men ^ the Maze— and the Irish women in ^rma^— 
were not "political t>risonars'* but "criminals." 

The hunger strike of 1981 ended after the Brits tuul agreed 
to give the prisoners "special cate^ry" status instead of 
"POW" status. But the crux of the prisoners demands— 
that they be allowed to wear civilian clothing and attend 
weekly church services — were not granted. 

Politically, both sides benefited from the affair— although 
as usual there were more dead Irish than Brits. The Irish 
Rcpubhcan Army ranks swelled with new young recruits, 
and for the first tune in decades, radical Irish republicanism 
was beo9ming pq;>ular in the Rq;wblic of Ireland. T^ IRA 
men on a hungo* strike ^im€ dected to the Dail-the Irish 
parliaBMpt. 

So why would "old bh^ rings'* (as Thatcher is so 
levereM^^mred to by the IRA) want to rec^ this painful 
and explosive can of worms? 

Probably because today Margaret Thatcher and her 
Conservative Party have slipped to third place in the polls, 
falling b^nd both the Labw afi4 dUber^ pprtifs. 



Thatcher no doubt remembers well how her dechning 
popularity was salvaged as a result of the British defeat of 
the moronic generals of Argentina during the Falkland Crisis. 

It is not beyond the pale to assume that Thatcher is going 
back to the media trough for another helping of PR food, 
hoping that will help the masses forget their travails one more 
time. 

Everyone here is famiUar with the acronym IRA. Hiis is 
because evcrytime the IRA attacks the British Army or tli^ 
Royal Ulster Coiwiabulary (RUC)— the British run 
Prote^ant staffed milita— the Briti^ a press release 
and the American dutifully records what is billed as 
tte ka^t IRA atrw^ty. 



Today, Irteta Catholics nsmain om 
of the poorest economic groups in 
Europe. Many areas of Northern 
Ireland h$m unemploymenA rates of 
50 percent. 



While at the same time they avoid coverage of British 
atrocities aguntt the Catholic/Republican population. 

For instance, twelve children under 15 years old have been 
killed by British troops over the last decade. They were killed 
by the infamous anti-riot gun/cannon euphemistically 
known as "plastic bullets." 

Thatcher has been particulary triumphant in demonizing 
the Mew York based group. The Irish Northern Aid 



Committee (NORAID). According to Thatcher, NORAID 
is the primary source of money for the "men of violence." 
NORAID claims that the money collected goes to help 
support the families of people arrested by the Brus and the 
RUC. 

In an article published last February in the Christian 
Sconce Monitor, however, a British government o^cial 
admitted that probably msm of hK>RAID's funds do And 
their way to the families. 

Tl^ nature of the war in htothern Ireland was admfltted 
in a secret British Army document printed in tte London 
rii>^ about 10 years ago. Known as the Glover Report, the 
document admitted that the Irish Republican Army was a 
mass-based movement that would be successful as long as 
the Catholics in Northern Ireland are discriminated against 
in jobs, education, and housing. 

Today, Irish Catholics remain one of the poorest economic 
groups in Europe. Many areas of Northern Ireland have 
unemployment rates of 50 percent. 

Thatcher's latest leap into tl|e Irish frying pan, however, 
will be not without conseqi^^^. Sinn Fdn, the political 
wii^of the IRA, has (fame weU mux they ei^ed ^iMi^cid 
arena a few years ago. So wt^^ that outgomg British 
Seor^ary James Prior warned last ire» to^OMi was 
becoming "another Cuba,** 

Thatcher might want to think twice before she ^irs the 
political dust in Northern Ireland. 

Needless to say, Sinn Fein would be a benificiary of 
another crisis in the prisons. But we shouldn't expect this 
to concern the embattled Thatcher who is fighting for not 
only her political life, but the life of her conservative party. 
If the past is any barometer, short term political gain will 
rule the day.

The skeletal remains of an adult human 
male were found in the womte about a h^ 
mile from the intersection of Orange Avenue 
and Paul Russell Road Wedn^day afternoon 
according to Leon County Sheriff's 
Spokesman Dick Simpson.

Though Simpson said he could not yet 
comment on how long the body had been in 
the woods, a receptionist at the FSU 
anthropology department said there was still 
"llesh on the bones." A local apprentice 
mortician, Gary Tillis, said this would 
indicate that the remains could not have been 
in open for more than three months. 

Simpson said more information on cause 
of cteath and identic will be rel^tsed as the 
examination process progresses.

In Cape Town, a committee of the 
President's Council, which advises Botha, 
issued a report recommending the scrapping 
of the "pass laws," one of the cornerstone 
of apartheid. 

The Committ^ on Urbanization Strata 
said in its 427-page report that the pass laws 
"contributed to the unrest and conflict in the

Tite recommendation came one day after

nation's 10 tribal homelands. 

John Kane-Berman. director of the 
widely respect«l Institute of Race Relations, 
welconvd the report's suggestions as **yet 
another nail in the coffin of the pass laws.'* 

He also said Botha's pledge Wednesday of 
restoring citizenship to some homeland 
blacks "sounded the death knell of political 
apartheid." Other opposition leaders said, 
however, Botha's proposal would mean little 
u^s Macks were also granted the right to 
vote. 

The government is under escalating 
domestic and international pressure to 
implement reforms in afMrthcid in South 
Africa, where a yearlong wave of violence 
hj^ killed wme700 people.

Citizens also discussed the Lake Ella cleaa^up project. 

Lake Ella, off North Monroe Street serves as "a holdii^ poid 
for 160 acres of watershed that drains from highways and 
residential areas and is heavily polluted with nitr^ii^ 



phosphorus and heavy metals. Nearby residents have 
demanded the city do sometlu^ to ctam it yp— for health 
as well as esthetics. 

The city commissioners considered two different clean-up 
plans. One, supported by the city staff, is based on a hired 
consultant report. Another was developed by a voluntary 
citizens committee. 

The major difference in the plans is the cost. The consultant 
pten ($679,000) calls for a nwwe (»mpto^ alum (a chemical 
ttatt dissolves pollutants) infection system that would cost the 
city $200,000. The citizen ^MMi^^^ l^^ calls 
for installing a larger and deeper drainage pipe that would 
drain the lake completely dry every three or four y^rs m order 
to let the sunshine and air oxidize the pollutants. 

"Our plan is a more logical, common sense plan," said 
Terry Fregley, committee chairman. "A natural drying process 
has worked to rejuvenate other lakes like Lake Jackson." 

"But the major problem with Lake Ella is the storm water 
run off," said Harvey Harper, a consultant from the 
University of Central Florida where he teaches environmental 
«gincering. •*One major event of storm water runoff could 
make Lake Ella as badas it is iw*." I^eahun injeaion system 
would tr^t the polluted storm water coming into the lake. 
Harper said. 

The amimissioners approved (4-1) the first two steps of the 
citizens* committee plan— to install anew draim^e pipe and 
to contour the bpttom of the lake to remove pockets and deep 
depressions that hold much of the polluting nutrients. 

"We're disappointed. The city had an opportunity to do 
something about the water quality of the lake and they moved 
in the opposite direction," said Harper after the decision. 

"We're trying a lesser approach and holding off on the more 
complicated system," said Bellamy later. "We need to look 
at the sources of the pollution before we undertake a 
complicated alum injection system."

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The same reMM^ didn't apply when it came to boycotting 
Cuba or Nicaragua, said Hodges, because those countries 
want to "create conflict."

Fashion: seeing it with a models eyes

Professional modeling is not all fluff and splendor, even if, 
like Calynne Pecples, you are led by the hand past hundreds 
of waiting models into a meeting with Wilhelnuna, one of the 
top modeling agents in New York City.

In spite of Calynne's fairy-taleish good fortune, 
beginning life as a model was less than a dream. 
Even for famous people like Cheryl Tiegs and 
Christie Brinkley, modeling for fashion shows, 
magazines or television commercials demands 
long, arduous hours of fitting, make-up 
application, hair fixing and posing or acting in 
front of hot lights, cameras, and i)nfami1iftr 
people. For an unknown T^lahassean commuting 
be!w«ir*y"tiusband in t^h^vilte nut her new 
ciMer in New York, just getting work before 
being discovered proved a trying task. Calynne 
i^l^es horror stories about riding in a cab to a

desirable modeling agency, signing a list of a hundred or 
more names, and waiting all day with other would-be models, 
never hearing her name called, listening at the end of the day 
to a secretary's advice— "try again tomorrow ." 

Even after an interview is granted, awaiting the call-back 
(the phone call) adds another strain to models' nerves. "The 
competition is extremely intense," says Calynne so it's 
useless to try to predict the outcome of an interview. Clothes, 
make-up, hair Mid eye color, height, weight, personality— all 
can sway an agency representative, and any perceptibte Haw 
or imbiteiM^ wiH bring only silence to the ears of the anxious 




novitiate awaiting the first magic ring of the telephone. 

Calynne sees a bright side to everything, and about this 
part of the model's life, she says, "In a way it is good 
because you get to meet other models and trade 
portfolios. ..it makes the time go faster," 

After Calynne got her big break, most of the waiting in 
line had ended, but the running arMMl New York City had 
just begun. A list of photographers and prosp«;tive clients 
was all the help Wilhelmina offered. Cab h«re, cab there. 
Looking for a willing photographer to help her work up a 
new portfolio. Watching what she ate. Forsaking a social life 
for sleep so she could run here and there, feeling 
good and always up about herself. People judging 
her like prize livestock. Fluff and splendor? Hardly. 

After her first ^ « >tew York, Calynne and 
her husband decided to move to Miami where 
both could pursue their own careers without the 
problem of living a plane flight apart. There, 
admits Calynne, modeling life is easier. "The 
agency works for you; they treat you well and 
make sure you are comfortable...! went exclusive 
with L'Agence for print." "Going exclusive," 
working with a single agency, is every model's 
dream. In New York it just doesn't happen as 
easily as in Miami or Atlanta or Dallas or L.A. 
Even in these cities, msmy hm^s find it necessary 
to work with three, four, or more agencies at one 
time to make ends meet. This is difficult, because 
' agencies like to use their exclusive models for 
prestige jobs like Gucci Furs, Avon or Clinique 
advertisements, leaving lesser, lower paying jobs 
for non-exclusive models. 

When asked about modeling in Tallahassee, 
Calynne replied, "No way! Don't even try to live 
as a model in Tallahassee. You'll starve." Then, 
as always, looking at the bright side of things, she 
added, "Well, it might be a good way to lose 
weight for jobs in Atlanta or Miami."

You gotta look sharp! 

British style starts in the street. It starts with 
the kids who rip up old clothes, put together 
new clothes, comb the weekend Ilea markets 
and thrift shops and parents' closets tor the 
jigsaw pieces of the Next Look. 

The young designers— not loo long off the 
street or out of Art School themselves— pick 
up the drift, start translating the do-it-^urself 
couture into ready-to-wear for the small 
boutiques, hang-outs of professional trendies. 
The grand artistes—xhc Jean Muir people 
whose clothes cost thousands— get wind of 
change and pick up ideas from the young 
designers, softened into the well-bred shapes 
and well-heeled materials that don't threaten 
the very rich: 2^andra Rhmies "punk" ball 
dresses in im^rted silk chiffoin with discreet 
tatters. 

This year there isn't any one British style- 
there are several distinct strains. Different 
parts of London foster different eccentricities, 
individual modes as separate as ethnic 

neighborhoods. 

Went down to the Chelsea drugstore to get my 
prescription filled— 

Walking down the King's Road is seeing 
new designs in action. Though you still see old- 
time punks hanging out m front of the Cheto 
Barracks, Kings Road chic is now for a kind 
of flowing but defined romanticism. 

World's End, owned by co-conspirators 
Vivien Westwood and Malcolm McLaren, has 



been forging fads since 1976 wten it wi^ called 
Sex. Bondage trousers and razor blades 
became a youth culture uniform via the Sex 
Pistols (who McLaren managed). Now the 
shop features Westwood's jungle-print too- 
large combat gear, sarong skirts for men, 
white cotton leggings for women worn under 
gored mini skirts or pavement-dragging 
caftans. McLaren is between bands at the 
moment, recording his own stuff— wearing it, 
too, (see the picture sleeve of **Madame 
Butterfly"). Whatever the next wave is, 
McLaren and Westwowl will be designing for 
it. 

Down the road apiece is Review where 
everything is black, grey or" white and 
geometrically baggy. Bodymap, a designers 
collective make straight chemise dresses in 
heavy cotton with cut-outs on ribs and hips. 
They also have huge sequinned blazers and 
enormous rough sweaters by Jasper Conran, 
one of the oldest of the young designers, 
moving more into the uin^er ecMoBS of British 
fashion with increasingly ejqjensive fabrics and 
more elaborate cuts. There are also plastic 
taffeta suits by Willi Smith and full circle skirts 
(with about 20 yards of material in them) by 
Soup. 

Hobbs, up towards Sloane Square, 
specializes in soft English garden colors in 
clothes and shoes. The jackets, in fragile- 
looking florals, are long and loose with huge 
shoulders, the shoes are low-heeled and 
Edwardian-shaped with instep-bows or little 
stiktto heels, in icy pinks and ctelicate blues:

WORLD writ large on it worn by Bob Geldof 
at the Live Aid Concert?

The Kensington Market squats gaudily in 
Kensington High Street, staring cheekily at 
its over-the-road upscale rival Hyper Hyper; 
the market is a palace of unrepentent 
psychedelic dandyism. 

The Market is made up of stalls, each run 
by either a huckster of old clothes (fifties net 
petticoats, Hawaiian shirts, original Roy

Hyper Hyper started life as the Antique 
Hypermarket, a posh place full of glowing 
Persian carpets and 18th century French 
escritoires with replicas of the Parthenon 
Caryatids out front. The Caryatids are still 
there, but inside the place has been given over 
to middle-rank British designers, a few steps 
up from the Market, but not quite in the 
King's Road feague. Where the Market 
smdls & doner kebabs and plays loud T Rex, 
Hyper Hyper is thickly carpeted and sticks 



toyTop Forty Capitol Radio. The prices are 
higher too— cleanliness is expensive. 
' When you first come in the door, you are 
dazzled by counters full of glittering jewelry 
that looks good enough to ^t. The Big Thing 
in faux Joaiiles is the Big Rhinestone or 
diamante as it's called in Britain. Huge 
colored cut-glass brooches, giant-flower- 
shaped earrings in pink and green 
rhinestones, blue and white rhinestone 
necklaces, looking like they came from the 
cartier vault but fake, all fake, are worn both 
with the neo-hippy look encouraged by the 
Market, even with staid wmter clothes. 
Millions of medallions, ropes of fat white, 
pink and grey paste pearls, chains, dripping 
glitz, even pretend-medals on grosgrain 
ribbon— the idea is to load yourself with as 
many as . you can bear the weight of, 
shimmering in every glimpse of light. 

Clothes in Hyper Hyper are no less fun. 
The principle is similar to that of the 
Market— small stalls by individual 
designers— but the style is *ore elegantly 
avant garde. Dark Shadows makes evening 
dres^ in exclusively black or purple velvet 
and net. They have long pointed sleeves, 
switchblade-sharp plunging necklines, tight 
bodieces and hips — what Morticia Addams 
would wear to a cocktail party. 

My favorite Hyper Hyper stall is Prism 
where all the dresses are full-skired, strapless, 
boned-bodice numbers like Debbie Reynolds 
used to wear to proms in the movies, made 
more menacing by using fabrics with a sort 
of lizard-skin texture or black glitter sprayed 
across. One of those, combined with the one 
thing that never goes out of style in Britain- 
black suede pointy-toed stiletto heels— and

Somebody's committed a murder in the 
movie, Compromising Positions. But we 
don't know who done it, and neither does 
Judith Singer (Susan Sarandon), a suburban 
housewife whose curiousity turns into an 
obsession. 

Hitdicock fans will recognize tributes to 
the master thrilto-mako- in the shots, 
especially In the murd^ scoie when btood 
flowii^ down the dram of a doitim's rinse 
bowl conjures up the showo* scene in 
Psycha, ami even in tte style of the musical 
score. 

Like Hitchcock, director Frank Perry 
builds suspense continually in the movie. The 
screenplay, based on Susan Isaac's novel, 
follows the housewife as she uncovers one 
nasty secret after another about the murder 
victim and about her own friends. 

For the most part, Swandon plays the role 
of the woman waveri^ between rebellion 
against and subn^ssion to her hnstHuid irith 
a believable and symimth^c ^n. Bdward 
Hermann equals her likeablentess with his 
boorishness. Raul JuUa plays the charminSi 
dark-eyed Lieutenant Suarez who makes 
Sarandon waver even more. 

The supporting characters in this film are 
wonderfully funny, familiar and real. Judith 
Ivey plays Nancy, Sarandon's best friend m 



the movk, with a wry humor and tough-lady 
stance that w€»ks well against Sarandon's 
wishy-washy awkwardness. 
The Uttle touches of suburban living such 

as the woman in the station wagon who 
works on campaigns to Save the Wetlands 
are just subtle enough to be convincing and 
funny. 

Compromising Positions is no 
masterpiece, but it's good, fast-paced 
entertainment. The movie not only follows 
a murder investigation, it also addresses 
several "issues*' such as marriage, women's 
ro^, uifKMity, and dentistry, smnetMng I'm 
sure you discuss in heated debates around 
campus. 

One wonders (or at least, I do) if, in 1985, 

the subject of women's roles is still at issue.

Although Alexander's songs are better-known than his 
performances of them, his influence still permeats the 
small portion of black music, no matter how lame, that 
hasn't yet given way to the soulless, mechanical and 
distressing rap/scratch/breakin' trend. 

Smokey Robinson and Sam Crooke, two performers 
who broke right before Alexander IukI his only real hit 
{\96Vs "You Better Move On") may have had a torger 
hand in defmi^ tbe crit^ of *60s pop/soul, but their 
ibest recordinp were excliMvdy black in form and feel. 
Ifeuing, for example, some of Cooke's purest records— 
"Good Times," "Bring It On Home To Me"— in 
comparison with his whiter sides— "You Send Me," 
"Cupid," "Twistin' the Night Away," etc.— it becomes 
obvious that, as great as he was, Cooke couldn't combine 
the elements of black and white music with any success 
or regularity. 

What makes Alexander's music so attractive is its 
willful integration of white pop and country and purely 
black rhythm-and-blues. By working with a backup band 
entir#y composediof white C&W cats ih Muscle Shoals, 
Alatoma (a few years before Otis Redding and Aretha 
Franklin, among many other soul greats, took to 
recorcfing there) Alexander was able to focus on the blues- 
roots of the two extremes, eliminating their barriers in 
the process. 

With a low-down, distinctly R&B feel and pleasingly 
pop melodies set a loping, relaxed country beat, his best 
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mts tturn a diaos of conflicting sounds and styles into 
genuine soul music— long before th^« was such a 
convenient categorization. 

This, of course, is what the Beatles and Rolling Stones, 
at their best, accomplished. And it's not surprising that 
Alexander's influence permeates the early recordings of 
both's music. 

The Beatles' infatuation with Alexander (or John 
Lennon's, anyway) is more obvious. Lennon adopted 
some of A^Mider's nasality, and besides the group's 
recOTdings of four Atexander tunes ("Anna" on their first 
album, plus BWT broadcasts of "Soldiers of Love" and 
"A SYm of Rhythm and Blues" and a live Hamburg 
version of "Where Have You Been"), the arrangements 
of their 1963-64 records, with their prominent, rollicking 
instrumentation and background "sweetening" {oooh- 
aaahing voices, chanted harmonic phrases)— are clearly 
modeled on the niajor characteristics of Alexander's 
sound. 



Lennon's phrasing on the 1963 and early '64 Beatle 
recordings owes much to Alexander's — the well-timed 
pauses and control of pilch. It's easy to imagine 
Alexander singing Lennon's early compositions, too — 
"Misery," "Not a Second Time." "Little Child," 
"Thank You Girl," "I'll Get You," and "It Won't Be 
Long" csp«aaMy. 

The Katies and other influent— from Chuck Berry 
to Brian Wilson to Meredith Wilson—but Lennon's 
infatuation with Alexander, coupled with his initial 
control over the group (unsurped when Paul McCartney 
wrote "And I Love Her" and "Thing We Said Today" 
in 1964), gave their sound its breadth and opened their 
range to include diverse elements, just as Alexander 
expanded his own. 

Lennon's chum Gerry Marsden and his group the 
Pac^naken, d^pite a more pronounced pop bent, were 
»nitten Akxando-, too. They tunmd in decrat versions 
of three Alexaikler soi^s— "You're The Reason" (also 
covered by Johnny Burnette), "A Shot of Rhythm and 
Blues" and "Where Have You Been"— on their sole 
British album, 1963's How Do You Like ft? 

In the long run, Alexander had the greatest influence 
on Mick Jagger, who copped his uniquely mewling 
enunciation and made it a trademark of his own singing 
style. 

Alexander's voice, while distinctively black, has a 
noticeable Southern twang, and diis is yrtet Jagg^ pkked 
up on. Both would deliver, for ejuun^, tte line "you 
don't care for ipe'* like this— "^w dawn kah faw may". 

This is, again, hm d^mmsum^ in the group's early 
recordings, including a cover of "You Better Move On" 
on the December's Children LP, with the composer's 
name mis-spelt "Alexandra" on the sleeve, a mistake left 
uncorrected by 1 ondon Records since \965—tsk! tsk! 

"Good Times Bad Times," "The Last Time," "Tell 
Me," "Long Long While," Gotta Get Away" and "Blue 
Turns to Grey," all Jagger-Keith Richards compositions

"A mind is a terrible thing to waste." 

The United Negro QoUege Fund's slogan 
is supposed to be a constant reminder of the 
imUic's responsibiUty to help young people 
achieve their educational goals, and on 
Sunday night the Tallahassee community 
will have an opportunity to ensure that 
students from UNCF-sponsored 
institutions won't have to leave school for 
fmancial reasons. 

THled "Showcase '85," the benefit wiU 
be held at the Charles Winter Wood Theater . 
«i the Florida A&M University omfipus at 6 
and wiU f^Mire a number of local artists 
who are donating their talent and time for 
the cause, including The Extensions with 
Pam Laws; Del Suggs and Swamp Music; 
Helena Harrington and God's 
Ambassadors; and others. 

"The auditorium holds 600 people," says 
Beverly Barber, a member of the Special 
Events committee. "At $25 a ticket, we 
would realize a total of $15,000. So if 
people support us, then we can ^t a large 
sum of money in one feU swoop." 

^towcase '85 is one of a number of fund- 
raising Mtivities planned hy the 
TaU^assM-UNCF c(»unittee chaired by 
Florida Secrttary of Labor Wallace Orr. 
Their goal is to collect $50,000 locally in 
1985. The UNCF caters specifically to 
historically black private schools. In 
Florida, those schools are Bethune- 
Cookman, Edward Waters and Florida 
Memorial. 

According to Christopher Ed^, UNCF 
national president, "Students crn^^e most 
part come from educational (and) 
ftiancially United tuM^ouncb." Ninety

report, is to provide experienced, 
^edentialled teachers and modern 
equipment and facilities to take the 45,000 
students of the 42 member schools into the 
21st century. But money is the bottom line. 
The Tallahassee showcase is but one 
variation on a theme of fund-raising 
activities taking place nationwide this year. 

"This is the first time an event of this 
nature has been held in the Tallahassee 
area," said Barber. "Community help was 
sought. Individuals and sms^ husinesses 
weretargetol." 

Barber said she was pleased by ihs 
positive attitude of the performers she 
encountered. "In my opinion, artists are 
really in the forefront when it comes to 
raising money and helping people. Two of 
the best examples are 'Live Aid' and the 
•We are the World' efforts." 

Though she acknowledged that the $25 
price tag might be high. Barber said the 
committee acted on the premise that donors 
would be getting something for their 
money. 

All money collected from fundraisers is 
sent to a regional office in Daytona Beach, 
then on to a general fund in New York. 
"Fundraising is on-going," Barber noted, 
"and a report stating the Tallahassee 
community fund-raising total will be 
announced on the Telethon which is to l« 
aired on Dec. 29." 

Almost 80 percmt of the contributions 
are disferibitted to the 42-member colleges 
and universities, including the three schools 
eligible in the Florida area. 

All told, the United Negro College Fund 
is hoping to equal or surpass the $35,000 
secured on the local level and more than $30 
million gained nationally in 1984, Barber 
said.

*rtiese British groups weren't out simply to copy 
Alexander. He happened to be doing the same thing they 
were at least attempting, at the same time. Lennon and 
Jagger, especially, heard in Alexander a sound t^ truly 
identified with. In the perameters of their musical 
experience— stretching from Buddy Holly of Howlin' 
Wolf— Alexander's racially androgynous style confirmed 
their beliefs that white and black music could mesh 
together without sacrificing the extremes. 

This collection groups together all of Alexander's 
classic tunes (though it (toes omit a few of the moor greats 
raWte famous by other singers^"Ev«ry Day I Have to 
Cry,'* among others), with a cover of Eu^ne C^wch's 



1956 hit "Pretty Girls Evcrywtere.*' straight whine-and- 
twang C&W soi^ ("I Wonder Wlwe You Are 
Tonight," "I Hang My Head ^ Cry") aiMi some Uttte- 
known latw gems ("You Don't Care,** ••OI* John 
Amos.*') 

Though they provide a perfect history of the 
development of sou! music, Alexander's material sounds 
much better today than Otis Redding's, Smokey 
Robinson's or James Brown's. Its broad range of musical 
ideas — Alexander's willingness to try anything he liked, 
no matter how odd it must have seemed at the time— has 
inspired emntttess musicians, tma those who never heard 
his music first-hand. 

Th»e tt no room for an A^ur Alexand^ in today's 
black music, and the few white perforn^rs attemfM 
the soul style— Boy George and Wham!— come off as 
ghastly, grotesque reactionaries, content to mimic 
mindlessly the idioms of soul without augmenting or 
reworking them. But if black music never regains the 
versatility and humanity of its finest period— from 1959 
to 1971— the recordings from that time will remain, as 
long as anyone is willing to listen to them. And they'll 
have until something better comes along.

Florida doctors: schools should accept kids with AIDS

Although three school systems in this state 
are barring them from classrooms, it looks like 
the Florida Medical Association (FMA) will 
recommend Florida schools open their doors 
to children with AIDS. 

Sunday, FMA's School Health Medical 
Advisory Committee met in Tallahassee and 
agreed to recommend their state organization 
adopt guidelines that allow students with 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndroiiic to 
attend school— under certain criteria. 

' ' It takes more than casual &mact to spread 
AIDS,*' said Dr. Bernard Kimmel, Chairman 
of the of the committee. "And that doesn't 
happen sitting in a classroom." 

Because AIDS affects the immune system's 
ability to fight infection, the student with 
AIDS is more likely to catch an infection from 
his classmates than to spread the disease, said 
Kimmel. The committee will recommend 
during epidemics of measles or chicken pox 
thitt^ldie child should not attend school. 

Also, they recommend the child not attend 
school if he is sick or suffering from ytings 
like uncontrolled diarrhea, 0|smi seeping sores 
or chronic nose bleeds, said Kimmel. 

The Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, 
according to Kimmell, still maintains that 



MDS is spread only through bodily fluids— 
during sexual intercourse, ^umg dirty need^ 

or via blood transfusions. 

Of the 183 children who have AIDS in the 
U.S., most caught it from their mothers prior 
to birth and the rest from blood or blood 
products (probably hemophiliacs receiving 
blood transfusions). And there has been no 
evidence of AIDS spread through casual 
contact even among family members with 
AIDS, said Kimmel. 

bespite this medical evidence, Kimmel 
predicts his committee's report will remve 
criticism. 

"It will probably be met with resistance, 
^d Kimmel, "Its an emotional issue, 
surrounded by hysteria and misinformation." 

And not all physicians agree with the 
committee's report, including Dr. Richard 
Boothby, a physician for the School Board of 
Duval County— one of the Florida counties 
who banned AIDS stwdints from attending 
school. 

"Tlw present position of 9ur school board 
is until they can receive a medical assurance 
from the U.S. Surgeon General that AII^ in 
children cannot be transmitted by casual 
contact this will be their policy," said 
Boothby.

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Body found linked to drug murder

A Leon County Jail inmate was charged Friday with the 
murder of a Tallahassee man whose remains were found in 

a wooded area on the south side of town last Wednesday, 
according to Leon County Sheriff's SpaJcesman Dick 

Simpson, 

Danny Ivory Smith, 19, was charged with the murder of 
26-year-old Leroy Bruce Allen, who was shot in the head 
and left in the woods. Investigators believe Smith murdered 
Alien \mt May 28 in an argument over a drug deal, said 
Simpson, who said evidence against Smith will not be 
revealed before his trial. 

Smith has been in custody since Aug. 9, waiting to stand 
trial on three counts of marijuana sales, according to county 
jail officials. No bond has been set for the murder charge. 

Allen was an ex-convict on parole at the time of his death 
and was also out on a bond from Wakulla County on a 
charge of illegal possession of a weapon by a convicted felon 
said Simpson. 

Though Allen had no arrest record for drugs, police 
believed he had become involved in drug activity shortly 
before his death, said SimpM^n. 

On May 29, Allen's wife fiW a missing person report with 
the Tallahassee police, according to Simpson. Simpson said 
Tallahassee police Detective Rudy Hinson was familiar with

Body found linked to drug murder

A Leon County Jail inmate was charged Friday with the 

murder of a Tallahassee man whose remains were found in 
a wooded area on the south side of town last Wednesday, 
according to Leon County Sheriff's Spokesman Dick 
Simpson. 

Danny Ivory Smith, 19, was charged with the murder of 
26-year-old Leroy Bruce Allen, who was shot in the head 
and left in t^ie woods. Investigators believe Smith murdered 
Allen last May 28 in an argument over a drug deal, said 
Simpson, who said evidence against Smith will not be 
revelled before his trial. 

Smith has been in custody since Aug. 9, waiting to stand 
trial on three counts of marijuana sales, according to county 
jail officials. No bond has been set for the murder charge. 

Allen was an ex-convict on parole at the time of his death 
and was also out on a bond from Wakulla County on a 
charge of illegal possession of a weapon by a convicted felon 
said Simpson. ^ . 

Though Allen had no arrest record for drugs, police 
believed he had become involved in drug activity shortly 
before his death, said Simpson. 

On May 29, Allen's wife filed a missing person report with 
the Tallahassee police, according to Simpson. Simpson said 
Tallahassee police Detective Rudy Hinson was familiar with 



Smith and Allen's relationship; apparently, Allen had been 
supplying Smith with marijuana. Smith suddenly switched 
suppliers at the same time as Allen's disappearance. 

Simpson said when Hinson learned of the discovery of a 
skeleton Wednesday, he notified the sheriff's office of the 
missing person report on Allen, whom he believed may have 
been the murder victim. Hinson's investigation and the 
questioning of Allen's tamily were key in bringing charges 
against Smith, according to Simpson. 

Allen's remains were found in a wooded area near the 
intersection of Orange Avenue and Paul Russell Road last 
Wednesday, where police believe they have been hidden since 
the May 28 shooting. Two teenagers discovered the skeleton 
while walking through the woods at about 3:45 p.m. Medical 
examiners later positively identified the remains as Allen's.

It strikes us as strange that a president unable to submit a balanced 
budget to Congress himself is now gunning for a constitutional 
amendment requiring same balanced budget. 

In Sunday's Parade magazine fluff piece entitled *Why it*s the 
Greatest,' President Reagan focuses his chipper grin on the U.S. 
Constitution. 

*'Its longevity, its endurance as other documents have been hailed 
forgotten is testimony to its legitimacy," writes Ron, adding the 
titution reflects ''a moving and realistic respect for mankind and 
freedom that God meant for us to have." 
And what sort of freedom does the gipper hear talk of on his hotline 
Heaven? Freedom from income taxes. 

"When we reform our tax system," writes Reagan, "then we'll be 

ing toward more freedom for the people of our country." 
And freedom fighter Ron Reagan says there's only one way to 
accomplish this God-mandated task — passage of his Constitutional 
amendment requiring a balanced budget. 

It's specious enough to make a PR ploy in the middle of an article 
which is supposed to extol the virtues of a document nearing its 200th 
birthday. But what's even more ludicrous, according to FSU 
constitutional scholar Patricia Dore, is that Reagan could have his 
balanced budget tomorrow if he so desired — but he'd have to tinker 
with his sancrosanct taxes. 

"If he's not going to touch the defense budget, as he's said, and if 
political sentiment won't allow him to touch social security, then there's 
very little left to cut," said Dore. "More likely a balanced budget would 
involve a hefty increase in taxes." 

Unfortunately, Reagan isn't the only one pushing for this great 
impossibility—supporters of an unprecedented constitutional 
convention are only two stales short of their three-fourths requirement. 

Passage of a bill favoring a constitutional convention by just two 
more state legislatures and we'll have a situation in which delegates can 
discuss anything— abortion, school prayer, legal voting age— and 
irrevocably alter a document that has served us well since the summer 
of 1787. 

"Serving us well for almost two centuries, the United States 
Constitution is the oldest-still governing document in the world," writes 
Reagan. "Thus, it doesn't really need our praise." 

But it does need our protection. We can survive Reagan's presidency, 
but an altered constitution might be the straw that breaks the lady's 
back. 
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Mining the media 

Editor: 

In the last few months I have heard, seen and read 
a great deal about how the United States has mined 
Nicaragua's harbors. But I have only seen one news 
report on the kind of mine laying that Daniel Ortega 
has been doing. 

It seems that Mr. Ortega has taken it upon himself 
to see that the whole Nicaraguan/Honduran border 
be mined. Not just mined, but mined with the beist 
equipment available. Only the b^t "bouncing betty** 
mines will do for Comrade Ortega, straight from 
the Soviet block (Czechoslovakia, Romania and 
mother Russia). This makeshift iron curtain serves 
two purposes, first to trap the Nicaraguan people, 
and secondly to restrict the movement of the contras. 
One thing is for certain, those mines have maimed 
and killed hundreds of people trying to escape 
Ortega's Nicaragua. 

The thing I find most^turbing about this story 
is t^e number of networks who ran it. To my 
knowledge there was only one, and that was CBN, 
that's right. Christian Broadcasting Network. Now 
what tarn curious about is, if Pat Robertson can 
do a live satellite report from the 
Nicaraguan/Honduran border, complete with 
disarmed mines, bodies of the dead, and interviews 
with the many maimed survivors of these weapons, 
why didn't CNN, CBS, ABC, or NBC? Moreover, 
uhy hasn't any of these networks so much as run 
a follow-up story to CBN's scoop? I believe this news 
imbalance provides a perfect example of one sided 
news reporting which has become a problem in the 
American news media. I also believe that not giving 
both sides of the story is unfair, unprofessional and 
misleading to the American public. 

So next time you folks down at the Flambeau wish 
to write a column blasting President Reagan's 
Nicaraguan policy, let's not omit the other half of 
the story, which is that Daniel Ortepi is working hard 
to oppress his people.

I would hope that you will deal with jazz as an 
outgrowth of Black American culture. It is 
interesting to note that jazz now has a relatively 



small black following. This may be due in part to 
its maturation as an art music, aka one that carries 
little currency on the street. It would also be 
interesting to discuss jazz's popularity in Europe and 
Japan. Why here and not in U.S.? 1 think you should 
be more careful in delineating what is jazz and w hat 
is related, like ragtime. 

Your article on New Orleans was slightly 
misleading. You should have emphasized the 
outdoor nature of the music. The fact that it was 
usually background music to drinking, whoring, 
and/or dying, yes most Dixieland bands were march- 
ing bands who made most of their money at funerals. 

The important thing about New Orleans jazz is it's 
ensemble nature. While nice, I think it was perhaps 
inappropriate to pick out Bolden and Oliver, unless 
of course you're writing a revisionist history of the 
medium. Actually piano is a later addition, the bass 
line and/or accompaniment being handled by tuba. 

Remember jazz becomes a soliost's art only after 
Louis Armstrong. 

To Dr.or Mr. X (or whatever books editor or staff 
writer that may be): 

You missed the boat on your Ston« book. Stanley 
Booth's Dance with the Devi/ was released early this 
summer in paperback under the guise of 77re True 
Adventures of the Rolling Stones. Booth is one erf 
the few writers on this subject who is intimately 
connected with the Stones. He spent the entire '6f 
tour in their entourage. While the history stops at 
1969, this is the period when the Stones could truly 
claim to be "The Greatest Rock and Roll Band in 
the World." 

Furthermore, as a document of the 60's and a 
period that collie students now know little about 
in the Stone's career, the book is fascinating. 
Remember this is the only book Jagger has approved 
when speaking to Rolling Stone and other journals.

Reagan's not-so secret life with the FBI

"Get the government off the backs of the people" is a slogan 
which has been all but immortalized by Ronald Wilson 
Reagan, perhaps the most conservative President in American 

history. 

But make no mistakes about it, it is not just a slogan. It 
is the stated philosophical/political premise which Reagan and 
most American conservatives claim to live by; it is the 
quintessential statement of the anti-statist, derived from the 
tnore popular conservative slogan— "The government that 
governs test governs least.'* 

AH this came to mind after reading about a story which 
appeared in the San Jose Mercury Star a couple of weeks ago, 
a story so newsworthy that it appeared not only in most wire 
service stories, but was also reported on the major network 
news programs. 

The story is the tale of how Ronald Reagan had not only 
helped the "guvmint" get on the backs of some American 
people, but how he helped the Feds send some of the American 
people to prison fdr the crime of having unpopular political 
beliefs. 

The story revei^ to us that Ronald Reagan was an 
ftiformant for the FBI during the perM from 1943-47. This 
was the heyday of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, (HUAC) when thousands of people were hounded 
from their jobs for having political beliefs not approved by 
a congressional committee of right wing hacks. These were 
years when hundreds if not thousands of intellectuals and 
entertainers were dragged before the HUAC tribunal to answer 
the totalitarian question — "Are you now or have you ever been 
a member of the Communisty Party?" Or, "Do you know 
if any of your friends were?" 

Many of those who refused to engage in this tribunal^ 
that is, those who claimed the right to take the 5th amendment 
or told the committee that it was uiKonstitutional— were 
unable to fui^on in Anterican society after tfmr ordeal. Some 
went to jail, some went into exile, and some committed 5u/r/<^. 

During the years of the HUAC terror, Ronald Reagan was 
President of the Screen Actors Guild. It was in this capacity 
that Reagan testified in front of HUAC about allegations of 
communist infiltration of Hollywood. For years many were 
surprised to read that Reagan did not actually name names 
in front of the committee. It was thought by some that Reagan 
had shown some principle in not doing so. After all, many 
Were sent to jail for not naming names. 

• As is apparent from the FBI document printed below, 
Reagan did not n«ne names because he was not asked. He 
was allowed to appear as a moderate because !.

The follo.wing letter be subnnitted to the Florida Flanribeau s Letters to 
the Editor" column within 3 days of adoption: 

"Editor: 

The 37th Student Senate feels that it is time to clear up some misconceptions in the articles 
pertaining to Student Government's discontinuing involvement in the Health Center printed 
on September 3 and September 5, 1985. The Senate discontinued funding of the Health Center 
for the following reasons: 

1) In 1983-84. funding to the Health Center took 1/5 of the Student Government budget of 
2.4 million dollars. Since a $2.99/credit hour of each person's tuition is given to Student Govern- 
ment through Activity and Service (A&S) fees, this means that that the average student tal<ing 
15 hours indirectly paid $4.50 per semester above the health fee, raising it from $25.00 to $29.50 
per semester. This policy continued until the Health Center was removed. The Senate did not 
feel it was fair that students were indirectly charged twice, r 

2) Because of the nature of career salaries, each year the Senate is required to raise the total 
salary budget 5%, regardless of whether or not the Senate received more AGS fees. Since there 
was a decrease in enrollment in 1983-85. the Senate was forced to abandon its plan to phase 
out the Health Center in two years. It gave the Health Center a one-time only allocation of 
$200,000 in the 1984-85 budget. 

3) In the 1 985-86 budgeting period, the Senate Health Center Budgeting Committee was fac- 
ed with a budget request of $300,000 together with a shrinl<ing total hudqet of 1 .7 million dollar? 
Given these circumstances, along with minimal evidence of 
financial difficulties at the Health Center, the committee decided 
to honor the policy of removal set by the 36th Student Senate. , 

4) Finally, the Senate was faced with the ultimate choice of 
severely limiting funding of major programs (i.e. Greek Coun- 
cil, IRHC, BSa, Won>en's Center, SAC, and Alumni Village Pre 
School) or defunding the Health Center. The Senate felt that 
it would be easier and less deceiving for the Health Center to 
raise the Health Fee (which they were planning to raise anyway) 
than for agencies and organizations to raise money. 

The Student Senate hopes that this explanation will answer 
questions regarding this controversial issue. If there are any

And many parents might agree, as 
evidenced in a recent New York Times-CBS 
poH that found over^ half of the general 
population believes AIDS can be transmitted 
through casual contact, and one out of four 
people surveyed said affected children should 
be kept out of school. 

Jim Mahorner, local attorney and parent 
of five who attended the meeting, also feels 
there hasn't been enough scientific research 
.40 make sure it can't be spread in schools. 

"Children chew the same chewing gum 
and. suck each other's lollipops," said 
Mahorner, who has three chilch'en in Leon 
County Public Schools. '^Medical experts 
should test it on themselves before they 
experiment with our kids.** 

Last spring, Mahorner filed a petition on 
behalf of his client Judith Phipps, asking the 
Supreme Court to order HRS authorities to 
Quarantine all known AIDS cases. The 
^Supreme Court rejected the petition. 

There is no policy for how to handle 
students with AIDS in Leon County public 
schools, said Charles Couch, superintendent. 
He and other school officials plan to read 



the FMA report, but will wait to make a 
policy regarding this problem when a case 
turns up. 

**If a case did happen in Leon County 
there would be a sensitivity toward the child 
with AIDS and his parents and also with the 
other classmates and their families," said 
Couch. "We would probably handle it on 
a case by case basis." 

Mahorner would like to see the school 
board ask for public input before they make 
a decision. 

The Florida Medical Association will make 
a final decision in mid-October, according 
to Dr. Joseph Ostroski, Chairman of the 
Council on Medical Services for FMA. 

, Ostroski f^ls there is a good chance the 
FMA will adopt the committee's 
recommendations. He feels children with a 
full blown case of AIDS will most likely be 
in the hospital, and these recommendations 
are more likely to pertain to those with mild 
cases and Aids Related Complex— when a 
child shows immune system abnormalities, 
but cannot be diagnosed as having AIDS.

Buried m the sand 
deep in no man's land

GAZA— When Musa Ibrahim opens his 
front door, sand pours in from the small 
courtyard. He walks to his infant daughter's 
cradle, lifts the blanket covering her, and 
shakes it. Sand covers the floor. 

"This is what the Israelis are trying to do 
to us. They want to force us to leave. When 
we resist, they bury us in sand." 

Musa's family is one of a hundred in 
Jabaliya, a Palestinian refugee camp in 
Qiza, which the Israeli government is 
trying to resettle in government-sponsored 
housing nearby. 

The housing scheme— which government 
officials say will provide better and 
permanent housing — offers the refuguees a 
99-year lease on a small plot. But those who 
settle must come up with the money needed 
to build a new house, something even Ariyeh 
Beckenstein, deputy coordinator of Israeli 
government operations in Gaza and ^ West 
Bank; acknowl^es can be m obstacle. 
With even a sim{4e idwelling ousting more . 
than $25,000, and no loan money available, 
few refugees can take advantage of the 
scheme. Most want to stay where they are. 

Refugees claim the Israeli government is 
harassing them in an attempt to force them 
to abandon the camp. When the government 
issued evacuation orders, and sent bulldozers 
to destroy existing dwellings, women and 
children placed themselves in thie path of the 
bulldozers. Then reside^rits filed suit against 
the military occupation government in the 
Israeli Supreme Court. \ 

The case is still pending, but residents 
claim the government continues to pressure 
them by bulldozing sand around their houses 
in huge dunes which impede passage and 
threaten comfort and health. 

While West Bank refugees enjoy 
Jordanian citizenship and some protection 
from Jordan's government, the Gaza 
refugees belong to no state. They have been 
stateless people since the end of the Ottoman 
Empire, when the area was turned over to 
Britain and then Egypt under a series of 
mandates sanctioned first by the League of 
Nations and later the UN. 

In 1967, Gaza was occupied by Israel after 
tlw Six Days War, and it remains an Israeli- 
occupied territory. No other state is 
clamoring to get it back. Some 70 percent of 
its current population of 500,000 are refugees 
resettled from southern Israel in 1948. Most 
now live in camps. 

The 100 families in Jabaliya were part of 
2,554 families originally displaced from their 
hmnes m 1971 when Israeli occupation 
airthori^ b^an to build roads in the camps 
wkbe enough to accoihmodate military 
vdiicles for security purposes. Families were 
thmi given the choice Of moving to other 
camps in the Sinai, or to the West Bank, or 
fending for themselves. Some later returned, 
saying promised accommodations did not 
exist, or to be nearer other family members. 

The 100 families who returned to JabaUya 
built new shelters at their own expense on 
empty land, or on land that had been 
allocated to their relatives. The houses look 
humble, but inside they have courtyards, 
gardens, solid construction and tile floors. 
Occasional appliance ^ow a small amount 
of prosperity. 

IsraeH officials claim these houses were 
"unauthorized 'wnistfuction,** because 
Egyptian law requires that all new buildings 
receive a formal permit. Refugees, for their 
part, claim that Israel was required to 
provide them with housing once their old 




houses were destroyed. Since the occupation 
government made them homeless, they say, 
they had no choice but to construct what 
houses they could. 

The first orders to demoUsh the new 
shelters came in 1977. Residents complained, 
and claim that the regional governor told 
them they could stay . Nevertheless, by then 
the new government housing scheme was 
already underway, and as more houses were 
built, pressure on Jabaliya residents to move 
out increased. 

Even if residents can get money to move, 
the new housing scheme provides too little 
space for most families. Typical houses 
average around 720 square feet. "My present 
house has three times this space," says Musa, 
*'and there are 24 of us, so we need every 
centimeter." 

Not all refugees in Gaza face the problems 
of tbt Jabaliya residents, but most agree that 
Israeli authorities are doing everything in 
their power to destroy the Palestinian • 
communities. "As long as we are living 
together in one place, we are a threat to 
them," claims one Palestinian working for 
a relief agency here. 

Abdullah Nabih, a member of Gaza's 
dwindling Palestinian merchant community, 
believes that if forced settlement doesn't 
succeed, the authorities rely on economic 
strangulation. 

' 'We've been allowed to have a bank, but 
we cannot deal in foreign exchange — only 
Israeli shekels,** Nabih maintains. ''At the 
same time, we cannot sell our goods in' 
Israel— only abroad. This makes our 
banking operation almost useless." 

Israeli authorities have denied permits for 
new construction or industry, and have 
refused permission for new hospitals, schools 
and other social service facilities. "They do 
not want us to have any service infrastructure 
of our own," claims the Palestinian social 
service worker. 

£>espite all of this, the resolve of the Gaza 
Palestinians remains strong. "We have 
fought the authorities for three years,*' says 
Musa. "And we are still l^c. No matter how 
much sand they pour on our heads, they 
ca^flot get rid of us."

Available on the campuses of FSU, 
Florida A&M and Tallahassee Community College and 
Publix, major state buildings, malls and bookstores. 
Registration runs through Thursday, although some classes 
don't require registration. 

To kick off class registration, C PF holds its annual 
Alternative Orientation this Wednesday from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. on the Union Cireen. The celebration will include 
reggae, salsa, and calypso music performed by local band 
Attitude from noon. 

"Sign-up begins at 10 a.m. and will last until 4 p.m.," 
said Smith. "Some classes, such as bellydancing and martial 
arts, will even have demonstrations at their tables. 

"This year, as in foregoing years, we're providing a wide 
diversity that accomodates everyone's needs," said Smith. 

This includes classes in arts and crafts, food and nutrition, 
health, and socio-political spectrum and interpersonal 
awareness. I hcre's even a class taught by a follower of the 
Rev. Sun Myung Moon "Causa-Marxism." 

"Vegetarian cooking, aerobics and many classes in socio- 
political interests are our most famous," said Smith. 
"However, there's truly something for everyone." 

Some classes will be held at Montgomery Gym and some 
at 621 Railroad Square (within bicycling distance), at FAMU 
and at Florida High. 

"There will teaflsap in the catalogue and instructions on 
where and how one can reach the classes," said Smith. 
Classes start Sunday, Sept. 22. 

Classes aren't the end of it, though. CPE has also 
traditionally provided free programs and films. 

"We're excited about our major program focuses for the 
fall," said Smith, "particularly Black Student Awareness 
Week, which runs from Oct. 7th to Oct. llth." 

Sponsored by FSU 's Black Student Union, the week's 
highlights include a speech by Trans Africa Director RandalF 
Robinson, ami a rally at the state capitol in a "rare co-effort 
between FSU and FAMU," said Smith.

"This is what makes CPE the unique entity it is. Education 
becomes truly participatory and builds an interface between 
the university and conmiunity."

Bogie and the Marx Brothers 
show up on the box this week 



THLRSDAY 

Bullets or Ballots (1936)—\:M\q G's 
good but pretending to be bad and 
Bogie's bad with no bones about it in this 
riproaring Warner Brothers gangster 
movie. In the late Thirties Bogart longed 
and pleaded for better roles (and 
eventually got them), but almost 
invariably wis cast as a surly snarly hood, 
someone to be gunned down in the last 
reel by Jimmy Cagney or Edward G. 
Robinson. "Nobody likes me at first 
sight," he lamented during this period. 
"I suppose that's why I'm always a 
heavy." (WTBS, cable 2, 3:25 a.m.) 

Heirs Angels (1930)— ''Movies are a 
cinch," Howard Hughes once remarked. 
"The more you spend, the more you 
make." And spend he did on this 
legendary World War I epic—to the tune 
of more than $4,000,000 by the time the 
canwr^a-anked to a halt i^ 1930. (It was 
started in '27 as a silent picture, then- 
halfway through— reshot as a talkie when 
sound was introduced.) The film is 
principally famed for its aerial battle 
sequences (considered by aviation buffs 
to be the best ever filmed) and for its 
introduction to the screen of an unknown 
actress named Jean Harlow. (Her line 
"Do you mind if I change into something 
more comfortable?" became one of the 
popular quotes of the era.) The story and 
acting hasn't stood the t^t of time too 
well, though, so,yci^!rtght say that HeU's 
Angels onH' ^eis oft the ground when 
it -gets off the ground. (USA, cable 21, 
3:30 a.m.) 

FRIDAY 

Saint Jack (1979)— Aher his mid- 
Seventies Cybill Shepherd debacles (Daisy 
Miller and A( Long Last Love) director 
Peter Bogdanovich made a partial 
comeback with this film, scoring a hit 
with most of the critics but not exactly 
filling up the theatres. Ben Gazzara plays 
the title character, described as "an 
itialist pimp with a heart of gold," 
Whose grand dream is to own the biggest 
brothel in Singapore. Every saint has to 
have a tempter, and Jack's devil is a 
mysterious American agent, Eddie 
Schuman, a role to the unfavorable public

image which he enjoyed at the time, 
-Bogdanovich defended his casting: 
"Eddie is the most amoral guy in the 
movie and if the audience thinks I'm 
arrogant that helps the character."

Love Happy (I949)^The Marx 
Brothers were well past their prime when 
they made this, their last picture together. 
It's really Harpo's film— Groucho 
functions as a narrator mostly and Chico 
has no memorable bits to speak of— but 
there are some noticeable alterations in 
the Harpo persona. "Charlie Chaplin," 
he once said, "is my idea of comic 
genius," and in several scenes he strives 
for an almost Chaplinesque pathos rather 
than the manic maniac verve of earlier 
-days— which, to me at least, seems a 
betrayal of the essence of the character. 
I recommend Love Happy only for 
Marxian completists— or for fans of 
Raymond Burr and Marilyn Monroe.

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A thriller from Hitchcock's British period

A word of warning to the viewer- 
do not go to Alfred Hitchcock's 
Sabotage (1936), tonight's offering at 
Moore Auditorium, expecting the 
finale to be a fall from the Statue of 
Liberty. That occurs in Saboteur, 
made six years later in America while 
tonight's Sabotage belongs to 
Hitchcock's British period. Further, 
Sabotage was release (Migiiudly in the 
U.S. under the title of The Woman 
Alone. Just to make sure we get all the 
kinks out right- at the beginning. 
Sabotage is based on Joseph Conrad's 
The Secret Agent, while Hitchcock's 
movie The Secret Agent (made 
immediately prior to Sabotage ), was 
based on Somerset Maugham's 
stories. Got it? 

While the setting is London in the 
mid-30*s, the married couple around 
whom the story revolves is comfX)sed 
of American actress Sylvia Sidney and 
Austrian actor Oscar Homolka. Both 
perpetually invited typecasting, Sidney 
by her tremulous vulnerability and 
dewy eyes, heiress apparent to the Gish sisters and Mary 
Pickford; and the beetle-browed Homolka with his Slavic 
features and menacing voice, a heavy prototype of Charles 
Bronson. Despite this oddity of casting, they work well 
together, while John Loder, as a Scotland Yard detective 
working undercover as a grocery clerk, is laughable. He 
appears to be too dumb to be a detective, too aristocratic 
to be a greengrocer, and far too amateurish to be given a 
key role in a Hitchcock thriller. Since Hitchcock did not yet 
. have "name above the title" statm, we can hope he was stuck 
with Loder. 

Sabotage revolves around a small-time saboteur causing 
minor civil disruptions during England's parmioid period of 
the thirties. The saboteur works for the same unnamed dark 
forces who threatened in The 39 Steps and The Lady 
Vanishes, other films of Hitchcock's "British period." But

with a difference. Sabotage is stark and realistic, having none 
of the charming whimsy employed by Hitchcock in other 
efforts. Lacking the periodic comic breaks we have grown 
accustomed to in Hitchcock films. Sabotage is unrelievedly 
tense and somehow distasteful. True, it has most of the other 
Hitchcockian touches, the framing, the fast cut, and the 
arresting villainous,faces, but the humor is lacking, despite 
the insertion of footage from a. Disney cartoon. 

And for your would you believe? department, Hollywood 
imported Hotnolka the year after this movie, dyed his hair 
blonde, capped his teeth, and co-starred him as the romantic 
lead opposite Frances Farmer in Ebb Tide, a movie so bad 
that it no longer even appears in the television guides to the 
movies. 

Sabotage screens tonight at Moore Auditorium on FSU 
Campus at 7:30 and 9:30. Admission is $2,

Chamber Orchestra will go on tonight despite problems 




Chapo

)foblems. It all started three 
^f-cks ago when Eliot Chapo 
^t a cold. Chapo was the 
4:heduled soloist for tonight 
|id is known as one of the 
|nest musicians in town (he 
JIays a wicked violin). 
UMurning from New York 
|>rec \veeks ago with a severe 
.nifflc, he is now diagnosed 
i»> having a case of viral pneumonia. 

"First 1 thought it was just a cold, so I kept plugging away," 
-'hapo said over the phone Saturday in a noticeably stuffed- 
ip V oice. "When it didn't get any better, I went to my doctor, 
Mho made a diagnosis of bacterial pneumonia and put me on 
ifitibiotics. Tin days later I hadn't improved, so last Monday 
(went back, knd the pneumonia was rediagnosed as viral. My 
^)ctor switched antibiotics and insisted I get bed rest. I haven't 
* i^en out of the house since Monday night. But I'm starting 
I feel better now." 

I As if this weren't bad enough, about the same time he was 
liming down with pneumonia, Chapo started to notice a 
|imbncss and weakness in his left hand— the one that does 
c real work for a violinist. 

"My doctor says 1 may have bumped my arm or slept on 
wrong. 1 wonder if I might have injured it from lifting a 
nmower afew weeks ago." Chapo is seeing a neurologist, 
o is giving the violinist an electromyogram— a process that 
olves sticWng a n^dle in the muscles between the hand and 
neck. Some fun. 
C hapo expects to recover from both ailments rapidly and 
till scheduled to play in the WFSU-FM benefit this coming 



Friday and with the University symphony Orchestra two weeks 
from today. He plans to reschedule the Bach Concerto in E 
Major and the Dvorak Romance for Violin and Orchestra, 
both of which he had been scheduled to play tonight, for the 
Chamber Orchestra's January concert. 

So less than a week ago, it began to appear that Chapo's 
recovery might not be quick enough for tonight's performance. 
Here was Phillip Spurgeon, Conductor of the orchestra, who 
suddenly found himself contemplating a black hole where the 
first half of his program had been: He thought hejnight have 
to cancel- the whole concert. 

Thank heaven for Karen Clarke. 

Last Tuesday Spurgeon alerted Clarke, one of Chapo's 
colleagues and concertmaster for this performance of the 
orchestra, that there was a chance that Chapo wouldn't be 
able to perform and discussed the possibility of her filling in 
for Chapo in the Bach E Major. Clarke felt more comfortable 
with the Bach Concerto in A Minor, so that was temporarily 
the plan until the next day, when she and Spurgeon found that 
they couldn't locate orchestral scores for the A Minor in 
Tallahassee. Oh, brother. Clarke then suggested the Haydn 
Concerto in C, which she had played twice in the last ten years 
and for which she had orchestral scores. 

The following day— Thursday— Chapo notified Spurgeon 
that he would not be fully recoverd, and Spurgeon notified 
Clarke that the Haydn was on. Clarke got together with 
Spurgeon in his office Friday morning and ran through the 
score, Mr. Spurgeon on the piano. 

"I'm no heroine," said Clarke Friday afternoon, who was 
at her home practicing. "Many a faculty member could've 
stepped in on such short notice." O.K., sure. But how many 
would actually go ahead and do it? 

And then there was the small matter of a 40-piece orchestra 
to prepare. The orchestra members did not see their parts till 
they arrived at rehearsal Friday night, but they just sat right 
down and played \h.2X thing. No big deal. After hearing Clarke 
and the orchestra, Spurgeon is "not at all concerned, now." 



The Haydn pi«:e, though of the Classical period, is a fitting 
substitution for the Baroque Bach piece due to the Haydn's 
curiously Baroque flavor, which Spurgeon says is "very 
Vivaldish — if there is such a word— in the second movement ." 
The concerto was w ritten in 1769, when Haydn v\as happily 
in the service of Hungarian Prince Nicholas I stcrha/y. 

The second half of the concert contains two modern works 
and remains as originally conceived. 

John Boda's Concertino Jor Piano and Orchestra, which 
receives its premiere tonight, was written four years ago for 
one of his former students, Danny Revinaugh, who was doing 
a lot of conducting in England and who planned to perform 
the lively work first. When Revinaugh's scheduling ran into 
delays in England, he agreed that Boda ought to get the work 
performed here. 

Boda, who would agree with Ralph Waldo Emerson that 
consistency is the hobgoblin of small minds, has written a work 
that combines modern dissonance with traditional melody and 
harmony. 

"Much contemporary music is dull. It's too consistent. It 
try to break the rules," said Boda as he played snatches from 
the Concertino on the piano in his FSU office Friday 
afternoon. **Listen to this." He plays a brief grating passage. 
**That'll have 'em holding their ears." Then he launches into 
a part of the second movement that is pure Brahms, and will 
sound even more so when played by the cellos for which it 
is scored. 

After having heard the piece at rehearsal, I can assure these 
who fear 20th-century music that the Concertino is much more 
melody than discord. The program notes mention Mo/art, 
Liszt, and Brahms as points of comparison. Throw in a Mrong 
dash of Shostakovich and you've just about got it. No 
Palestrina. Sorry. 

Boda will perform as pianist in tonight's performance .The 
piece, which often has either the piano or the orchestra playing

Every 
other week, ybu read about drug busts worth millions of 
dollars, and then the authorities say they're only catching 
^about 10 percent of the drug trade. 

With all of this drug trafficking going on, it seems pretty 
amazing that the trial of one dealer gets banner headhnes 
on the front pages of newspapers, magazine write-ups and 
lead-story play on national television.

It would be front page material if these athletes' careers 
vere destroyed by their drug use. We've all seen what drugs, 
including alcohol, can do to an athlete's career. Just ask the 
Twins' Steve Howe. 

The distinction to be made here is between the players' 
personal lives and their play on the field. When the media 
makes headlines out of a player's recreational use of cocaine, 
while many around them are doing the same thing, is this

Thai's perhaps the key: Parker knew when to stop. With 
cocaine fast becoming the Yuppie alcohol, players' ability 
to distinguish between recreational usage and addiction will 
be paramount to their careers. 

Baseball's attempt to do away with players' drug use is 
folly. The drugs are everywhere and baseball players, with 
big wallets and lots of time on their hands between ballgames, 
are going to use the drugs no matter what the consequences. 

*it w^ sort of the thing to do," Parker testified. /'Cocaine 
was becoming vastly popular in sociiety. It was constantly 
available because of who 1 was." 

Since drugs cannot be regulated, the players must maintain 
self-control. Like Parker, and unlike Howe, they must know 
when to say when. 

To do this, they need to know the warning signs of going 
over the edge. Instead of punishing players who don't know 
their limits, Major League Baseball should concentrate on 
informing players what those limits are. 

A mandatory one or two day drug program during spring 
training would accomplish this purpose. Get former players 
who were destroyed by drugs to tell of their experiences, let 
MD's describe the warning signs, make young players 
understand the consequences.

Gator coach blunders as Rutgers ties UF

imake other mistakes down the road. None may equal the 
■blunder he pulled Saturday. 

I The Gators saw their 10-game winning streak screech to 
'an embarrassing halt before 71,708 shocked fans at Florida 
I ield as Rutgers, a 19-point underdog, rallied from a 28-7 
deficit to forge a 28-28 tie. Florida extended its nation-best 
i unbeaten skein to 12 games but Hall's image was clearly 
Harnished by his decision to yank star quarterback Kerwin 
_ Bell with five minutes left in the third quarter. 

"I think Rodney Brewer did well out there today, ' ' insisted 
^Hair in the face of Brewer*s two interceptions and a fumble. 
"Rutgers has a fine football team and I think you'll hear 
a lot more from them as the season progresses.** 

Bell fired three TD passes as the Gators, 1 -0- 1 , reeled off 
28 consecutive points after trailing 7-0. Hall, claiming he 
wanted to give his reserves some work, removed Bell and 
Brewer's first pass attempt, a screen to his right, was 
I intercepted by defensive tackle Todd Mclver and returned 
48 yards for a touchdown, 

Joe Gagliardi, who had thrown just one previous pass in 
his Rutgers career, replaced Eric Hochberg three minutes into 
the final pet-ibd following another Brewer interception and 



guided the Scarlet Knights 65 yards. Albert Smith capped 
the march with his second 1-yard scoring plunge of the game, 
but a two-point conversion attempt failed, leaving Rutgers 
behind 28-20. 

•*AI1 the newspapers down here said Florida should have 
an easy game," said Smith. "All they did was try and 
intimidate us... we don't go for that.'* 

Bell, who has now thrown seven TD passes in two games 
without an interception, was hurriedly reinserted but Florida 
had to punt, and Rutgers took over at its own 14 with four 
minutes left. Gagliardi then displayed amazing poise in 
directing a 14-play drive against a soft Florida secondary. 
A 16-yard pass to Scott Campbell on ihird-and-ll gave 
Rutgers a first down at the 16,and on the ne.xt play, Campbell 
broke open down the middle for a TD that made it 28-26 
with just 35 seconds left. 

When Curtis Stephens came out of the backfield to hold 
on to a tipped pass for a two-point conversion, the score 
was tied, for good. 

"Coming back the way we did makes me feel good," said 
Gagliardi, who completed lO-of-18 passes for 120 yards. 
•*We might have been down on the scoreboard, but we held 
our heads up. If we had won, it would have been a perfect 
ending."

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Neglect of hazardous waste sites 
prompts national Citizen Action

In 1980, Congress set up a $1 billion Superfund to be used 
by the EPA for the cleanup of hazardous waste dump sites. 
At the time, there were 500 such sites on the EPA National 
Priority List. It was estimated that $18 billion would be 
needed to clean them all. In 1983, twenty-five National 
Priority sites were identified in Florida. 

Today, 812 sites crowd the growing list, and 37 of them are 
in Florida. Monday, representatives from 15 state 
conservation and ccmsumer groups met in TaQahas^ to do 
something about it.

Verdict still out on 
Black Dollsu' Days

Two-dollar bills and Susan B. Anthony coins are symbols of power. 
At least the NAACP intends them to be. 

Two years ago, the National, Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People created Black Dollar Days t<f demonstrate the 
magnitude of black spending power. The premie, said NAACP 
Economic Envelopment Director Fred Rasheed, was simple: local 
chapters would encourage blacks to exchange their pocket money for 
$2 bills and Susan B. Anthony dollar coins and use those as legal 
tender. Because the $2 bills and Susan B. Anthonys must be specially 
ordered by banks from the Federal Reserve, success could be measured 
by subtracting how much of the special currency was left from how 
much was originally ordered at the end of the week. 

"It's designed to show the special power of black Americans across 
the country and to sensitize white merchipts to the economic 
opportunity we generate," Rash^ said. *'And that we ei^ptct a fair 
share of it." 

In 1983, sittd lUsheed, blacks ^plent nearly $30 million during the 
special week. Last year the figure was $25 million. This year he expects 
the mark to exceed $30 million. But the figures won't be in for at least 
another week. 

Black Dollar Days ran from Sept. 2-9 this year. 

According to Rasheed, the local success of the program depends 
upon how well it was organized and publicized by local chapters.

Money laundering case cranks up

TALLAHASSEE — Former House

Monday predict«l vindication for himself 
and his nephew, Melvin, as jury selection 
hcg&n ih thw trial on federal; «ioney 
laundering charges. 

'*You're damned right, absolutely," said 
Home. "There is no question about that (an 
aquittal) unless there is some obscure statute 
against cursing." 

Home said "you betcha I'm glad" the trial 
was finally beginning after more than 4'/2 
years of FBI undercover investigation and 
pretrial maneuvering. 

The investigation involved the use of a 
paid informant, 90 hours of secret tape 
recordings and infiltration of the Homes' 
Tali^assee law office by an FBI agent 
pospi as an aeoDuntant. 

Hdrne was barred from discussing the 
particulars of the case because of a gag order 
U.S. District Judge Maurice Paul issued in 
June 1984. During a break in proceedings, 
however, he said the tactics the FBI used in 
obtaining indictments against him and his 
nephew will also be on trial. 

**1 think it's going to be the most 
significant constitutional case to come along 
this century," Home said. 



Before Paul issued the gag order, Home 
said he was the victim of *'a morally corrupt 
and power-crazed federal agent and 
prosecutor" out to frighten lawyers away 
from defendiitg accused drug traffickers. 

The Homes were indicated on June 6, 
1984, on 13 counts each of conspiracy to 
impede collection of income taxes, mail and 
wire fraud and foreign travel in furtherance 
of marijuana smuggling. Melvin Home was 
his uncle's law partner during the 
investigation. 

Federal prosecutors allege they helped a 
former client of Melvin Home, convicted 
drug smuggler Robert John Dugan, conceal 
a land purchase and set up dummy 
Caribbean corporations to hide the source 
of drug money. His lawyer has said Dugan 
will testify for the prosecution. 

If convicted on all counts, the Homes 
could each face 65 years in prison and 
$76,000 in fines! Both have pleaded innocent. 

The government's key witness is 
Tallahassee businessman James Mark 
Stroud, a man Mallory Homes was described 
as a "trusted client and friend." Stroud 
agreed to aid the FBI in undercover 
operations as part of a November, 1980 
bargain under which he pleaded guilty to one 
count of racketeering. 



Blind woman raped by local cabdriver

A legally blind Tallahassee woman 
suffering from cerebral palsy was raped in 
her home on the southwest side of town 
Thursday afternoon. A local cab driver was 
arrested and charged with the rape at 10:30 
p.m. Monday and is being held without bond 
in Leon County Jail, said Tallahassee Police 
spokesman Scott Hunt. 

According to Hunt, the 32-year-<^ victim 
had taken a cab home from her place of 
employment at a rehabilitation center in 
town. The cab driver followed her into her 
home and raped her, said the spokesman. 
'Affer going through logs from local cab 
companies and following a partial 
description given by the victim, Tallahassee 
police arrested cab driver James Milhollin, 
36, at his place of employment, according 
to Hunt. 

Milhollin was charged with one count of 
sexual battery and is being held without bond 



in Leon County Jail.

A Leon County Jail inmate who was 
charged Friday with a drug-related murder 
was charged Monday with three additional 
felonies related to the murder, according to 
Leon County Sheriff's spokesman Dick 
Simpson. 

Danny Ivory Smith, 19, was. charged 
Monday with one count of armed robbery, 
one count of grand tbeft auto, and one count 
of possession of a firearm by a convicted 
felon, said Simpson. 

Simpson said the charges were all related 
to the murder, though in order to "protect 
the case," he could not reveal the 
circumstances surrounding the charges until 
Smith's trial. 

Smith is being charged with the shooting 
murder of 26-year-old Leroy Bruce Allen, 
whose remains were found in a secluded 
wooded area of Tallahassee last week. The 
rfiooting occiured May 28. No bomi has been 
set for the murder charge.

Summit stupor 

The flow of homespun oratory that has earned Ronald Reagan 
renown as "The Great Conmmnicator** smm to have dried up in recent 

weeks. 

Faced with the actuality of a^ummit meeting— the first in six*yws— 
with Soviet Leader Mikhail Gorbachev, Reagan has fallen back on 
hawkish rhetoric in the hope it can substitute for a solid agenda, 

Reagan was startled out of his pre-summit torpor by mounting public 
interest in— and apiMTOval of— Gorbachev*s proposals for discussion at 
the November summit. Gorbachev has advanced offer after offer, hint 
after hint, on where and how the Soviets are willing to compromise 
on arms control. 

**We must seek ways to put an end to the arms race, to seek 
disarmament, to switch Soviet- American relations onto a iK>rmal 
track,** he said in an interview with Time magazine. "We shall be 
prepared to submit some very serious proposals.** 

Gorbachev has even gone into specifics, proposing a moratorium on 
de^yraem of aiu:teac missiles in Europe, pA,tc^t|ng riuclear weaiK)ns 
and calling for a chemical free a)ne in Europe. 

That's a sight more than Reagan has done. Instead of offering" 
concrete objectives for the summit talks, Ron has issued vague 
statements telling the American public not to get its hopes for 
a break-through in m'ms-control negotiations and denouncing 
Gorbachev*s oirertur^ m public relations ploys. 

One would ahnost think Reagan— himself a mastm* at manipulating 
public opinion— is jealous of Gorbachev's succe^ in getting his mess^e 
across. The most he could muster Monday as comment on the summit 
was bad humor about Gorbachev's prwiecessors— "My problem for 
the first few years was they kept dying on me'*— and recycled rhetoric 
from none aim tlmn^Ucha^ Nixon, who was king of the Hill during 
the era of detente and met three times in three years with then-Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. 

The few tangible proposals Reagan has advanced have been called 
unrealistic even by pro-Adnrinistratton arms-control specialists. And 
the testing of an anti-satellite weapon last Friday sent perhaps the 
clearest messa^ of all to the Sovi^s: disdain and outright hostility. 

Reagan's unwillingness to take the summit talks s^iously, and his 
reluctance to consider compromise in arms negotiations, do not augur 
well for the outcome of his meeting with Gorbachev. His whining about 
^•wishful thmking and public relations campaigns" does not do justice 
to the majority of Americans who want to break the arms-control 
deadlock. 

A president with an open mind and sincere concern about the fate 
of his country— and the world— would use the summit talks to usher 
in a new era in U.S.-Soviet relations. Ronald Reagan is not that 
president.

briefly in 1982 but dropped out when he failed to reach a 
fundraising goal. He said he would do better this outing, 
since there is no incumbent up for re-election. 

"There's an excellent shot for a Republican lo win this 
time and I think a very, very good chance fopTom Gallagher 
to win,*' he said. "Tom Gallagher is in this campaign to stay 
and in this campaign to win." 

He added: "What this state needs is a new face, it needs 
ne;^, leadership, it needs someone v^ho can win and 
.understand the problems of this state, specially in the urban 
areas where those problems are growing all the time. I think 
that's exactly what this state is looking for and that's why 
Tom Gallagher is running." 

The men who accompanied Gallagher ran GOP efforts 
in the House between 1964 and 1984. Curt Riser, minority 
leader between 1978 and 1982, said they sought out Gallagher 



to support his candidacy. 

Martinez, a former union leader who was a Democrat until 
the spring of 1983, was a featured speaker during the 
ceremonies Nurrounding President Reagan's renomination 
last year. Reagan last week selected Martinez's city for a 
speech on his tax program. And Mac Stipanovich, Martinez's 
longtime advisor, built statewide political connections as 
manager of Reagan's 1984 Florida campaign. 

Gallagher called Martinez an opportunist but said he saw 
nothing wrong with that. He noted that the Republican Party 
labels itself the "party of opportunity." 

"Wh^re you have opportunity, you have opportunism," 
he said. "There's nothing wrong with that. That's what 
makes this country great." 

Asked if he thought he would win the support of 
established party activists, Gallagher said: "1 don't know 
that there is such a thing as an established candidate. 
Probably for the first time in the history of this slate we will 
see an open (Republican) primary."

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JOHANNKSBURG, South Africa - Two Wack men 
were fatally shot and a mob doused another man with 
gasoline and tried to set him on fire in a new outbreak 
of unrest in a black township near Johannesburg, police 
said Monday. 

As the violence flared, parents, doctors and 
psychiatrists, concerned about young people caught up 
in the yearlong wave of nationwide political unrest, 
demanded tlie release of detained children and urged 
police to stay away from black schools.

Congress. Letters have already been sent to 
Senators I asMon C hiles and Paula 
Hawkins, outlining Citizen Action's 
position on the bill. 

Meanwhile, said Sheridan, the toxic 
chemicals have been silently oozing into the 
state's underground water supply, 
contaminating it for present and future 
generations. 

Morgan Gayle, one of the 
drivers/sample-coileclors said that when 
the four trucks converge on the Capital 
later this month, drivers will do their 
darndest to deliver the samples to 
congressmen. 

"Whether we'll be able to do that or not I 
don't know, because it will be difficult to 
get it in to the representative," said Gayle. 
**But certainly they can sit with it on thetf 
desks for a wcdc if we have to live wirti it in 
our backyards and our neighborhoods." 

Sporting a face mask and a white hard 
hat. Rev. Mike Young, President the 
Tampa C hapter ol the Florida Consumer 
Action Network, said, "In Hillsborough 
County, where I live, we have seven 
imaginery places, called 'away'. That's 
where we throw things that are not good 
anymore." He pointed to samples of 
materials currently contaminating 
Hillsborough County groundwater. "It's 
just beginning to dawn on us/* he went on, 
**that such things never go anywhere. 

"Everything we send to that imaginary 
place called *away' runs in the bloodstreams 
ol our children, or has, or will. 'Away' 
doesn't exist anymore," he said. 

Ann Whitfield, Director of Florida 
Public Interest Research Group, had 
prepared a map of Florida she referred to as 
a piece of Swiss cheese. Each hole was a 
toxic waste dump. 

Local conservationist Bernard Windham, 
of the Big Bend Chapter of the League of 



Conservation Voters, said his contact with 
hazardous wastes was personal. His 
^daughter was born with a rare form of 
cancer after the aquifer near his home was 
contaminated with trichlorelheline, an 
organic solvent. 

• Three years later, he and his family are 
still using bottled water and waiting to see 
what action will be taken on the site. 

**l live less than a quarter of a mile from 
one of the worst toxic waste sites in the 
nation— the Taylor Road Dump," said 
Cam Oberting, a Tampa 'resident who 
travelled to Tallahassee for the Monday 
press conference. 

The dump, according to Oberting, has 
contaminated 22 wells in the area, is 
releasing methane gas into the air, and has 
caused numerous other problems, but local 
officials insist nothing is wrong. 

'*lt is a ticking time bomb," said 
Oberting, of the dump. 

Sally Monroe came to speak for local 
homeowners in Midway who are protesting 
the construction of a petroleum storage 
facility in their area, about 12 miles from 
Tallahassee. 

Dana Bryan of the Florida Audubon 
Society brought along a battery which he 
was sending to Washington with the 
petitions. He cited the enormous dama^ 
that resulted at the Sapp battery site near 
Marianna, where used batteries were 
thrown into a swamp. 

Besides contaiminating the swamp, 
chemicals leaked into the nearby Chipola 
River, located downstream from the Sapp 
site. Clams in the river have been found to 
contain DDE, arsenic, lead, mercury, 
silenium, cadmium, chromium, zinc and 
copper. 

These situations and otbm*s like them are 
what the Superdrive is seeking to correct 
and prevent from happening in the future.

Congress will act.

Textbook shortage stifles students

¥oT many Florida State University students, passing a basic 
math class can be traumatic. This semester, some of those 
already troubled students have been hit with a double 
whammy. 

Although it's the fourth week of classes, almost 200 math 
studmitf and dozens of students in other departments are still 
witflMit textbooks. Profes^>rs are blaming the University 
for not ordering enough books. The union store's 
however, claims that ^artments rareh^ predict 
ac^Miately the ecact number of books needed for each class. 

Itodi parties agree that students are suffering now because 
<rf a communication problem. 

•*lf the bookstore would consent to work with us and take 
our orders at face value, we wouldn't have this problem," 
said Perrin Wright, associate chairman of the math

department. "In turn, the 
departments must agree to 
give the bookstore an honest 
order." 

According to the General 
Manager of the Union 
Stores, John Eckhardt, 
books are often under- 
ordered for three reasons. 
He said professors often 
overestimate the final 
enrollment figures for each 
class; some publishers do not 
take back unsold books; and 



■that book orders are often coordinated between the university 
store and privately-owned Bill's Bookstore.

Ground poses problem for FSU Union

The Florida State University Student Union cafeteria is 
sinking— and no one knows exactly why. 

According to Bill Glenn, a construction projects 
admu^trator for the campus planning office, the southeastern 
Qomm of the Davis Building has mvk about 3/S of an inch 
sintt it was built in 1964. This might not seem like a lot, but 
it wiH rwcessitate mmiw costly repairs before construction of 
th»i^ portion of the Union complex can begin. The Davis 
BuHding currently houses SAGA, the campus food service. 

**We don't consider it a major concern," Glenn said. "1 
guarantee you that any and all buildings on campus have 
settled some. It's just we have to take care because of the 
construction and renovation going on in the Union." 

Originally built to accommodate 7,500 students, Oglesby 
Union is now getting a $9 million f awUft to» setviee aa» 



enrollment which has since jumped to well over 22,000 
students. The new structure, which will house office space and 
meeting rooms for both faculty and students, (X)nsists mainly 
of a "spine" that will connect the existing structures. 

Glenn said part of the spine will connect to the south wall 
of the Davis Building, miOdng some reinforcement of the 
corner necessary. He ertimated these repairs would cost 
$SD,000--a figure whidi was included in tt^ (»igmai $9 million 
price tag for the new structure. 

According to Thomas Knowles, director of the Campus 
Physical Plant, the cause of the settling is unknown. 

"The investigations we've done show that the Union was 
built over a drainage stream. When it was filled in for 
construction the soil might not have been compacted enough. 
That's one solution. It also might be due to some shrinkage 
of sub-surface materials because of some water leakage," he

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Community group 
pushes divestment

The advertisement shows a picture of a black man 
clutching a wire fence. The caption reads, "The government 
of South Africa is killing its own citizens. Guess who's 
footing the bill?" The answer says, "You are." 

The ad sponsored by the Citizens for Responsible 
Investment— a recently formed community group— appeared 
in Monday's Tallahassee Democrat. It urged Tallahasseans 
to lobby their city commissioners to vote for a div^tment 
proposal that comes up -for consideration at next 
WedneKlay's commission meeting. 

Commissioner Jack McLean first introduced the 
divestment issue at a May 14 commission meeting. The plan 
drew criticism from local anti-apartheid activists because it 
only calls for the withdrawal of half the city's $75 million 
pension funds invested in companies doing business in South 
Africa. McLean said all the funds cannot be divested without 
the city paying a $6 million penahy for breaking contracts. 

But Larry White, chairman of the responsible investment 
group— who*tt speak at a press conference at noon today- 
said his organization is backing McLean's proposal all the 
way. With more than SO'contributo-s, White said his group 
will keep urgii^ dive^ent until the dty conunissioD adopts 
such a resolution. 

Tom HarringtOT, a member of the Student Anti-Apartheid 
Coordinating Committee, said that group is currently asking 
professors at both Florida State and Florida A&M 
Universities to contribute to Citizens for Responsible 
Investment. And although Harrington thinks McLean's, 
proposal is a positive step for the city, he said it doesn't go 
far enough. 

"McLean has definitely shown the right kind of spirit in 
the community— it is wrong to have our money in South 
Africa," said Harrington. ''But the commission ought to 
consider divesting all our funds even if it means paying a 
penalty, tt costs money to be honest sometimes." 

McLean feels his proposal is adequate and financially 
sound enough to win th6 votes of his fellow commissioners. 

"We can make an effective statement without having to 
pay the stiff penalty," said McLean. "Our first responsibility 
is to protect our money." 

Both White and McLean said the commission should vote 
their moral conscience and opt for divestment. 

Before the commission votes on Wednesday, it will hwu" 
the recommendations of a employee advfeory committee. Lt. 
Roy Dickey of the ts^assw Police Dqpartmoit who chairs 
that conunittee said he not could comment on their 
committee's findings. He said information on South Africa 
and the ramitotions of divestment was supplied by McLean 
and two experts. 

Also voting will be three financial experts from the 
community who along with the five commissioners make up 
the city's sinking fund. Seven votes are needed for the 
resolution to pass.

There's poison in paradise. 

Statistics released recently by the Environmental Protection Agency 
show that Florida's profusion of freshwater lakes is tainted with high 
levels of sulfuric and nitric acid. Twelve percent of our 7,000 lakes have 
acid levels high enough to kill fish. 

Although EPA officials say they don't know enough to say what's 
causing the high acid levels, the most likely culprit is acid rain — a 
recently-discovered environmental hazard caused when emmissions 
from car exhausts and burning fossel fuels oxidize to form acids in 
the atmosphere. The acids combine with rain and are carried back to 
the earth. 

So far, the EPA says they've found no evidence of ecological damage 
from the acid in Florida's lakes. And some folks — including an alliance 
of utilities groups — feel that as long as fish haven't gone belly-up in 
our once-pristine lakes, there's no cause for alarm. 

"We found out that in Florida, there are no fish dying in the lakes, 
so there's no problem," said Bill Palmer, environmental manager for 
the Florida Electric Power Coordinating Group in Tampa. 

li shouldn't take dead fish to prove Florida has a problem with 
pollutants in its water. Just the fact that the EPA found such high acid 
levels was enough to rouse specialists at Florida's Department of 
Environmental Regulation. They, and others concerned about Florida's 
fragile water supply, fear the cumulative effect of acid rain could cause 
irreparable damage to Florida's two biggest industries— tourism and 
agriculture. 

We share the sentiments of Suzie Ruhl, executive director of Legal 
Environmental Assistance Association. She feels the time the EPA has 
used for research could be better spent enforcing current clean air 
legislation and lobbying for more stringent laws governing emmissions. 

Acid rain isn't the only threat to Florida's environment. This state 
currently has 37 hazardous waste dump sites awaiting attention on 
EPA's National Priority List. Several Sites in the Panhandle — including 
the Sapp battery plant near Marianna— are on the list. 

There's no doubt the toxic wastes dumped at these sites have seeped 
into the state's groundwater supply. There's no question about the 
health hazards posed by this contamination. What isn't certain is when 
the EPA will start cleaning up. 

The EPA has made desultory efforts to repair the damage done by 
toxic wastes. But they are hampered by lack of funding and the absence 
of a timetable and clean up standards. 

Congress is considering a bill that would increase funding for 
hazardous waste clean up and force the EPA to abide by certain stand- 
ards and deadlines. If the bill passes, Florida's environment future could 
be salvaged. 

If it doesn't, we'll lose more than tourists and citrus trees.

Among the bills being considered will be one to revise the 
current Activities and Service Fee Guidelines. These 



guidelines govern the way thai student government spends 
the portion of your tuition dollar that it receives. 

According to Bond, part of the revisions being put before 
the senate will deal with the control SG has over its agencies. 
If the changes are approved, SO agencies will be able to revise 
ten percent of their budgets without having to go through 
the senate. Any budget revisions over the percent will still 
have to be approved by the senate.

"We strive to cover 100 percent of the classes but only 
stock 60-70 percent of the books needed for each class," said 
Eckhardt. "Generally speaking, various departments are 
ovcrzealous— they tend to inflate Iheir figures. ** 

Eckhardt added that rumors about the bookstore not 
ordering any new books from pubUshers this fall— due to 
the union renovations— were "absolutely untrue." 

"That would be ludicrous," said Eckhardt. "It's plain 
dumb." 

Some professors said they are forced to overorder each 
semester to ensure enough books for all of their students. 

"A new professor quickly learns that he better inflate his 
figures if he wants all his students to have books," said 
Undergraduate Studies Dean Elisabeth Muhlenfeld." 

English Professor Hardin Goodman said the probtem isn't 
anything new. 

"I've been here for 30 years and we*ve had these same 
problems for those 30 years," said Goodman, who's still 
short of books for his EngUsh Romantic Poets class. "You 
order 40, they order 30. They say we order by the number 
of seats in a classroom. Well, I can tell you that I've never 
had an empty seat in my class." 

Others said the bookstore compromised service to students 
for profits. 

"If they go over on their order, they're going to have to 
pay for the books since more and more publishers are 
reluctant to take back lK)oks," said John Feristennaker, 
chairman of the English department. "But not ordering 
enough and thei) having to place reorders-^hat's not m 
acceptable answer." 

"The bookstore can't return any of the books because they 
have to pay for it," said Larry Hazelrigg, chairman of the 
sociology department. "And the univeristy is reluctant to 
subsidize the bookstore. So they're under-ordering by 10-20 
percent." 

In the case of the math department, however, 
overestimation was not the problem. 



Math Professor Bettye Ann Case said the department gave 
the bookstore close to accurate estimates. But with increased 
freshman enrollments and the bookstore underordering, 
large numbers of students are still without texts. 

According to Case, half of the 210 students enrolled in 
MGF 1202— a fmite math course designed for liberal arts 
majors— and 130 of the 700 students in MAC 1 140— college 
algebra and trigonometry for science-oriented majors— do 
not have their textbooks yet. 

"The TAs (teaching assistants) are screaming bloody 
murder," said Case, who supervises all TAs and instructors. 
"These students are already in jeopardy— they're bright 
students but math just isn't their thing. Not having a book 
just makes it extra tough for them," he said. 

Case said the bookstore should' ve taken into account the 
increased enrollment but Eckhardt said the bookstore didn't 
realize the math department's orders were already 
conservative. He said most of the needed books should be 
in by the aid of this wedc. Delivery of books for other elates 
depended on the publishers, said Eckhardt. 

The bookstore has also been accused by some professors 
of ordering books late or returning them befwe the first week 
of classes have ended. 

Eckhardt said books for the fall semester cannot be 
ordered before July 1 because of a state-required inventory 
in June and he denied that books are ever returned to 
publishers until mid-term exams are over. 

Eckhardt said his goal is to open up better linei of 
communication betw^ the bookstore and the 80 odd 
departm^ts on campus. 

"I'd Uke to meet with deans or department dhmrmen," 
he said. "They have to know my concerns and I have to 
know theirs." 

In the meantime, students without books continue to 
struggle through the semester. They borrow their classmates' 
texts, ask a prof for an extra copy or spend long, hours at 
Strozier Library's reserve desk. 

"We have to proceed with our classes on schedule," said 
the math department's Wright. "But there's no doubt, it 
makes it hard."

said. "We just don't know for sure.'* 

A field repr^ntative for Jim Roberson and Associates, the 
architectural firm which designed the additions to the Union, 
said his company has known about the problon since a survey 
of existing conditions was conducted ^ly this spring. They 
were alerted to the settling because of some minor cracks in 
exterior walls and door frames. 

"We wanted to know how much and to what extent the 
building was setting," said field representative Don Dardin. 
"A closer analysis revealed that several columns in the building 
would have to be underpenned." 

Underpenning involves inserting support columns beneath 
those columns already in existence. This bolsters the 
foundation back up to ground level. 

*'l don't think it would ever be a dangerous situation, but 
it might be a nuisance," Dardin said. "It could possibly csMse 
hairline cracks in the walls, but nothing serious." 

Dardin noted that since the new Union construction requires 
underpenning in places, Union officials decided to fix the 
Davis Building at the same time. 

"We decided that it had to be done," Dardin said, "And 
it's a hell of ^ lot cheaper to do it while all the equipment's 
here." 

According to Dardin, construction on the Davis Building 
won't be&n tftitil Christmas break, so it won't disturb the 
normal routine of SAGA. He said that extra crews wouW be 
brought in if necessary. Since the extra work was already 
figured into the estimated construction, it will not delay the 
completion date. This is not the first time there has been a 



I»roblem with settling soil on cmnpus, said FSU's Knowles. 

"Soil conditions in Tallahassee present a challenge for 
builders because of pipe clay and other sub-surface materials 
that tend to cause slippage," said Knowles. "This is by no 
means our first encounter with this type of problem." 

Knowles said that during the construction of the law library, 
several supporting columns began to sink into the ground. The 
reason— some underground caverns beneath the site. 

"We hired ti firm to pump groat (cement) underground," 
he said. "This floated the colunns back up into place." 

And the Sandels Building, which currently houses the 
College of Home Economics, caused the department some 
major headaches two years ago. The southeastern portion of 
the building was settling, causing cracks in the external brick 
and in the floors, said Knowles. 

"The clay beneath the building had dried out because of 
the extremely dry weather," he said. "When clay dries out, 
it tends to shrink." 

After considering several solutions, workers decided to drill 
several welk around the building— these keep the underlying 
clay moist, inhibiting further shrinkage. This seems to have 
the buikUiig from settling further, said Knowles. 

In this particular case, he iKtcted, there was a potentid for 
the entire corner of the building to be demolished. 

"We could have had a $200,000 to $300,000 repair bUl on 
our hands," said Knowles. "We found a solution in time, so 
we were able to keep the cost down to about $10,000 and 
avoided a bad situation."

The state's law enforcement

steps backward for each step forward in the fight for a drug- 
free state, htow Graham hi^ dedded to expand the war to the 
Public relations front. 

The result was "Project Free Way," a massive PR campa^ 
which teaches that saying *no* to drags is cod. 

"We're Were to say 'no' to drugs," siud Graham, *"no' to 
those things that will reduce your opportunity to enjoy Bfc." 

Tuesday's ceremonies had a circus atmosphere. The Coca-

Bugs Bunny 



Disturbing as real life

If your taste in film bends toward the 
moody and enigmatic. Winter of Our 
Dreams, an unheralded Australian import, 
will confound your senses like none of 
Hollywood's bland summer fare. 

Writer/ director John fiuigan sets his 
characters in motion with the suicide of a 
guitar-playing student activist named Lisa 
whose last desparate years are spent sharing 
hypodermics with drug-addicted prostitutes 
and slum-dwellers. Lisa's two separate lives 
are brought together at her funeral, where 
Rob, played by Bryan Brown, her ex- 
university-boyfriend, exchanges condolences 
with Lou, played by Judy Davis from A 
^Passage to India, her best prostitute friend. 

After this initial contrivance, this small bit 
of contact between Rob and Lou,^^ Duigan 
s^ms to sit back and let his character's 
conflicting desires drive the film on toward 
its own conclusion. The characters breathe 
and think and feel. There is no easy 
Hollywood out for them. 

Lou wants up and out of the nocturnal 
street life she leads. She is perfectly tough 
with painted fat lips, flat white skin, and 
curled yellow hair that fits tighter than her 
mini-skirts. She flouts convention and female 
decorum with a spread-legged stance and 
leads her clients out of the neon night with 
a slouched, unenthused gait. 

Her world is one wher^ men abuse woii^, 
children play in alleys, and heroin so^es as 
entrance pass to friends* austere apartments; 
yet, Lou befriends Rob and rejects her past 
by casting whore costume and heroin from 
her body with two days' convulsions and 
hallucinations. The fast cuts between dream. 



memory and reality here are frightening, 
pounding— you'll know what Lou knows 
about quitting hgroin. 

Rob lives a middling life as a bookshop 
owner and athtetic husband to Gretel, played 
by Cathy Downes, a univeristy professor. He 
has a car, a stereo, a house decorated in 
sporadic style— couch there, table there, 
stairway in an inconvenient, place, books 
everywhere. He and Gretel get along, but 
their open-marriage arrangement constantly 
fuels quarrels and bickering between them. 

Rob pitches back and forth between love 
and disdain for the women around him. His 
wife's sexual meanders cause great jealousy 
in him, but he coldly refuses Lou's amorous 
advances. You sense some kink in his 
brooding reticence, but it's elusive, 
impossible to nail down. 

More disturbing in^ Rob's ambivalence 
toward raising Lou from the ruins of her old 
Hfe. He'll give her money, but he won't live 
with her. He'll see her, but he won't love 
her. He'll lunch with her next week, but... 

Suddenly, harshly, these voluble people 
are swallowed by white light — the credits 
roll. You're left dumb, bewildered and with 
unanswered questions. Lou remains 
classless— no longer a prostitute, not yet 
anyone else. Rob's motives strain 
understanding— a puzzle fit for Freikl or 
Jung. 

You imagine Duigan on editing day, 
snii^ing film with authority, saying, "There. 
That's the end." He sits up, lights his pipe- 
despicable Duigan and his arbitrary ending. 
Vilely depressing; you're bound to love it.

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Soft-spoken safety 
carries a big hit

I f a little old lady were trying to cross Tennessee St . , Stan 
Shiver would be the first to help her across. But if she were 
to line-up at wide receiver for Memphis State on Saturday, 
Shiver wouldn't think twice about knocking her head off. 

Inside jersey number 37 for the Florida State Seminoles 
exists a young man whose personality seems more suited to 
that of a farmer than a football player. 

Shiver, who speaks softly and definitely, is being heard 
loud and clear on the field with the reputation of being one 
of the hardest hitters to ever suit up in the garnet and gold. 
Thrust into the starting strong safety slot this season after 
being red-shirted his freshman y«ur, the serene, never-ruffled 
Shiver said his "hitman" type image is a must for him. 

"In the position I'm in, I've got to be a hard hitter," 
explained the sophomore in a calm, scarcely audible voice. 
•*l don't have the talent as some folks or the speed to fall 
back on." 

Nonetheless, it's Shiver's bone-jarring style of play that 
l^lped lead Tift County High to the state title two years ago. 
He's now making FSU coaches ami fans forget the 6-foot-2, 
195 pound strong safety hasn't played a down in over a year 
prior to this season. 

Shiver said being red-shirted his freshman year made his 
first start against Tulane in the Superdome a little scary. 

"Man, I'll tell you when I got in there I was wild-eyed," 
Shiver said with a hint of a Southern accent. "I was real 
nervous, but after that first series I started to settle down 
a bit. The Nebraska game I was the same way." 

It was obvious that his nervousness way long-gone when 
the Cornhuskers were banging on the door to the 'Noles' 
endzone late in the fourth quarter. Shiver alertly fell on a 
fumbled ball, sabotaging Nebraska's drive for the go-ahead 
touchdown. A big play and a trademark of Shiver's. 

"Well, on that fumble against Nebraska 1 was just there 
and I dropped on it," he said. "1 don't really know how 
to account for the big plays I make. I look for them, but 
1 guess everybody does." 

In keeping with his composed character. Shiver's 
celebration after a big play is almost nonexistent. Assuredly, 
it was not he who taught Mark Gastineau his sack dance or 
Mike Charles how to perform his levitation dance. 

•'I know 1 don't really show it, but I do get real excited 
after those big plays," said Shiver. "I feel the adrenalin

flowing through me. And I like high-fives, but 1 don't tear 
off your hand like some guys do." 

Shiver's restrained mode of operation has netted him 13 
tackles (six solos and seven assisted) so far. Though not quite 
the kind of numbers that would grab the attention of those 
elite group of people who select the ail-Americans, more 
important to Shiver is that he is contributing to a defense 
that has beoi overshadowed by a vastly-taloited, high storing 
offense. 

**The defense has really been looked down on over the 
last couple of years because the offense has been so good," 
said Shiver. "It makes me want to do my part and work even 
harder to get the job done." 

Strong safeties have to work harder because not only are 
they responsible for pass defense, but containment against 
the run as well. Getting to the ball carrier, Shiver said, means 
first getting through the n^issve blockers that often mre twice 
his size. 

''That's always a tough assignment, trying to shake off 
somebody like Jamie Dukes (6-foot-O, 272 pounds) is no 
fun," Shiver explained, "l try to get up there fa^ before 
they have a chance to pick up speed." 

FSU's stable of quality receivers has also provided him 
with excellent on-the-job training, Shiver said.

Freeman's feet fit FAMU's shoes

Ever notice how often the outcome of a football game rests 
on the foot of a placekicker? Few would seem to want to 
undergo such pressure, but Florida A&M's Maurice Freeman 
welcomes it. 

"When our team is driving, I want to be able to kick the 
winning field goal," Freeman said. "Sure, there's a lot of 
pressure on me, but I can handle it." 

The 6-foot-3 junior has taken care of business this season, 
connecting on all ten of his point after attempts, as well as 
hitting a 31 -yard field goal. 

But all this success is a bit of a surprise to Freeman. He 
never thought he would get out of high school ball in one 
piece. 

It seems tliat as a senior at Quitman, Ga, 's Brooks County 
High, Freeman was broadsided by a defender and broke his 
kickii^ teg. Being the ingenuitive sort. Freeman then learned 
to kick with his other foot and the rest is history. 

"The guy cheap-shotted me," said Freeman. "I never 
figured I would go to college as a kicker, so the switch didn't 
really bother me." 

Yet, his intentions were to be a linebacker in college, a 
position he also played in high school. After numerous 
colleges offered him scholarships, Freeman chose the Orange 
and Green because he was promised a shot at kicking. 

"A lot of major schools in the South really wanted me 
to ptny for them," said Freeman. "FAMU told me 1 could 
kick'^re. I hadn't heard much about FAMU, but I had 
seen the Rudy Hubbard show a couple of times." 

Since coming to FAMU, Freeman has left his mark on 
the team,, scoring 31 points last year— second on the squad. 
He f^els a few standards may fall by the wayside before his 
. 



years with the Rattlers are over. 

"I think 1 can break a few records here," he said. "| might 
be able to get them all before I'm through." 

Freeman isn't the only one with confidence in his abilities. 
Head coach Hubbard bubbles with enthusiasm when he talks 
of the added dimension the Rattlers haven't always had: A 
solid placekicker. 

"Maurice is working out just the way I knew he would 
when he came here," Hubbard said. "I think he is doing 
a heck of a job. It makes me feel good to know we have 
that kind of weapon on our sideline." 

Freeman is a rare kind of weapon, though. He still kicks 
straight-on rather than soccer style, which has become all 
the rage in today's football world. But being different doesn't 
seem to faze him at all. 

"1 have never thought seriously about kicking soccer 
style," Freeman said. "1 think my range is about 45 to 50 
yards the way 1 kick, so why should I change? Just look at 
Mark Mosely (of the Washington Redskins), he still kicks 
straight on and he gets the job done." 

Aside from placekicking. Freeman has also worked on his 
punting skills. Layne Taylor currently does the Rattler 
punting, but with his graduation this spring. Freeman may 
have to pull double duty puntingleft-footed and placekicking 
right-footed next year. 

"Punting is pretty interesting," he said. "I like it. I punted 
a little in high school, too." 

But, for now, most of Freeman's attention is focused on 
placekicking and a possible future «fter FAMU. He is 
confident his left or right leg may land him in pro ball. 

"I really would like to play pro football," Freeman said. 
"I just hope I get a chance to."

Killer Pigs force Generals to surrender

Scoring a last-minute touchdown, the 
ninth-ranked Killer Pigs barely avoided a 
season-opening upset to the Toast Master 
Generals winning 12-7 in Intramural play, 
Friday.

A popular Tallahassee football tradition comes to an end 
t^ Saturday. 

For the first time, Florida State University officials will 
closely scrutinize FSU ID's when taking student tickets at the 
gates of Campbell Stadium for the Memphis State game. 

Student ticket holders without a validated ID will not be 
allowed into the game, said assistant to the athletic director 
John Sheffield. 

Ftjr years, FSU students have made extra money selling t^r 
twtets to local reslcteftts. With student tickets priced at $4 a 
^meand adult reserved seats prices as high as $1S, students 
v^mM fmd no shortage of locals willing to purchase their 
tfcliets at, say, $10 a pop. ^ good deal for both sides. 

ftit, it wasn't such a good deal for FSU, Sheffield said. 
"Anytime a non-student used an FSU student ticket, it cost 
us $11," he said. "We will do a much more thorough job 
of ID checking this year (to make sure it doesn't happen)." 

Fans who purchased a student ticket and don't have an FSU 
ID are not totally out of luck. FSU has made provisions for 
the throngs of fans who tried to beat the system. 

"If someone comes down here without a student ID, he'll 
have to go to the ticket booth and pay $1 1 for a ticket to ^t 
him into the game," Sheffield said. **The.$l 1 is the difference 
betw«n the student ticket and the regular ticket."

If McClelland is any example, FSU's money-generating 
measure may actually cost the university.

Group urges divestment 
vote still up in the air

Seven out of eight votes are needed 
for a city divestment resolution to 
pass, but at least one commissioner 
said he's going to vote against it and 
others remained undecided as of 
Wednesday. 

Tallahassee City Commissioners 
and a three-member sinking fund 
committee are scheduled to decide 
Wednesday night whrther city of 
TallsAassee funds should be divested 
from^compam^ doing business with 
South Africa. 

And although the Citizens for 
Responsible Investment— a local pro- 
divestment organization— is lobbying 
hard for the withdrawal of the city's 
money from South Africa, several 
voting members said they are going to 
wait until Wednesday night's 
commission meeting to decide. 

"It's morally tight and 
economically right to *vest," said 
Larry White, chairman of the 
responsible in^tments group, at a 
conference Wednesday, 
^ties have already divested, 
30 oSfi^Tare looking into it. I think 
our chances are good," said White 
who held up a bag of money to 
represent city funds that could be 
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At stake are $150 million in . 
operating funds the city invests on a 
short-term basis and half of the city's 
$80 million in pension funds. The 
other half is not included in the 
divestment plan because of a stiff $6 
million penalty the city would have to 
pay for violating a financial contract. 

Since pension funds technically 
belong to city employees, an employee 
advisory board was asked to make 
recommendations before the 
commission votes. Tallahassee Police 
Department's Lt. Roy Dickey, who 
chairs the committee, said he wouldn't 
divulge their findings until 
Wednesday. City Treasurer Robert 
Inzer is also scheduled to make a brief 
report at Wednesday's meeting. 

Commissioner Frank Visconti said 
he's already made up his mind to vote 
against divestment unless the 
recommendations are strong enough 
to change his mind. 

"We are few human r^ts but I just 
don't see divestment as a city issue," 
said Visconti. 

White said the city should divest 
because city dollars aire helping 
maintain apartheid. But Visconti 
disagreed. 

"Absolutely not," he said. "It's 
criminal on its face to discuss the

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Senator's claims fact or fiction? 



Editor: 

As a student employed at the Student Health 
C enter, 1 teel that Stan Halbert's self-ser\ing 
letter defending Student Government's actions 
and its funding process for the Student Health 
Center deserves rebuttal. Not only are Senator 
Halbert's facte wrong, but they are carefully 
crafts to mislead the Flambeau readers on 
some important matters: 

"FACT'* \\ The 1983 Florida Legislature 
did not mandate separate health fees for the 
State University System with the implicit 
purpose of freeing student government 
associations from partially funding student 
health centers. Rather, the legislation merely 
authorized the setting of student health fee 
rates by each local campus administration. 
Prior to 1983, student health fees were 
established and approve through a separate 
specific legislative process. Florida State 
University's SGA leaders literally took it upon 
themselves to substitute a much higher Health 
on students instead of continuing the 
longstanding SGA funding. In doing so, SGA 
ripped off its constituents for $500,000 while 
hurting the Health Center. The real fact is that 
the SGA enriched itself by $500,000 at the 
students' expense. The $23 million SGA 
budget is entirely financed by students without 
any accountability. By discontinuing Health 
Center funding, SGA eliminated from its 
Iwd^t one of the few direct student services 
meeting many student needs which it had 
previously funded. When the SGA quit 
funding Intercollegiate Athletics and 
established a separate Athletic Fee in 1^3, the 
SGA A&S (Activity anfd Service) Fee was 
reduced proportionately. When the SGA quit 
funding the Health Center, the A«&S fee was 
not reduced at all, thereby "sticking" the 
students tor more fees; then SGA leaders 
complained in public about the high Health 
Fee, while all along Student Government had 
both knowingly and secretly been involved in 
creating that high Health Fee. 

"FACT" 2: The Health Center has not 



known since 1983 that its base of funding 
would be the Health Fee alone. The Health 
C enter was caught off guard by a conspiracy 
perpetrated by a small group of elite SGA 
leaders who seized an opportunity to defraud 
the student public of $500,000, while making 
the Health Center its scapegoat. In excess of 
50.000 patient visits annually attest to the value 
of the Health Center's programs. The on- 
campus convenience and overall low costs 
provide many essential health care services to 
FSU students, (post cutting measures are being 
taken by the Heahh Center administration. In 
fact, measures taken last summer included 
closing the clinic at 6:00 p.m., and I incurred 
over $150 in hospital bills for services which 
would have cost less than $15 at the Health 
Center because of this "cutback of non- 
essential services." Perhaps an objective 
analysis should be made of the programs, cost 
effectiveness, people served, and 
"esscntialness" of the SGA budget v^s the 
Health Center's budget. kfx& all, tl^r 
budges are about the same size and students 
are paying about the same amount in Al^ fe^ 
as they do in Health Fees. In fact, students 
taking 14 hours or more are paying more to 
student government, and most of them don't 
even know it. 

"FACT" 3 More name entertainment on 
campus is a great idea, but hardly "essential". 
Perhaps Senator Halbert could account for 
how the SGA spent its newly "found" 
$50(^,000 to pay for the additional 
entertainment. Perhaps he could also explain 
SGA*s role in creating the escalating student 
Health Fee crisis, then stepping forward as 
concerned leaders who purportedly represent 
the best interests of the students. 

No. Mr. Halbert, the Flambeau is not in 
error on these issues. They were just a little 
late in realizing and exposing the SGA 
leadership's irresponsible and underhanded 
fiscal actions over the lasl two years.

Stick to green beer, McCarthy

In response to your article "For What It's 
Worth" of Sept. 13, the answer is, about as 
much as the paper it was printed on. In his 
obvious admiration of the Provisional IRA, 
Mr. McCarthy provides another example of 
the mindless loyalty of many times removed 
Irish expatriots, who wrap themselves in 
"green" symbolism here in the U.S.

Although I am far from a Thatcher fan, to 
call the removal of special category prisoner 
status a PR move on her part is to misread the 
^itish psyche. The vast majority of the British 
public are tired of tl^ Irish situation and past 
e}i|)erience has shown a great deal of sentiment 
for th« withdrawl of British troops (a kind of 
leave them to it attitude). Thus, in the minds 
of the British public, this latest action become 
, a mere detail in this intractable affair. 

However, if we must reflect on the status 
of IRA prisoners, should we not also consider, 
for example, the Birmingham pub bombing 
and the Harrods bombing in which civilians 



were the primary target? Mr. McCarthy's 
repugnant satement regarding the comparable 
loss of life bears little relevance to the aim of 
greater Catholic self-determination. This is 
hardly a numbers game. 

Jn the final analysis one can only hope for 
a constitutional solution suitable to both sides. 
(Yes Mr. McCarthy, there is also a rather large 
population of loyalists.) Herein lies the solu- 
tion to the economic problems of Northern 
Ireland which Mr. McCarthy seems to equate 
with Catholic di^rimination. Allied to the 
demise of the traditional industries— e,g. 
shipbuilding— the poor entrepreneurial climate 
can only hurt both sides, despite the variety 
of development assistance grants that the 
British government offers. 

Therefore, the emphasis should be placed 
on some kind of meaningful solution rather, 
than religious/poUtical propaganda such as 
Mr. McCarthy offers. Whither, the latest plan 
for the diviston of power between Great Bri- 
tain and Eire offers this remains to be seen. 
However. NORAID and the rest of the so call- 
ed "Irish- Americans" should stick to drmk- 
ing green beer on St. Patricks Day.

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Group honors man 
who became famous 
in the name of love

Volunteers repre^nting city and county commissions, 
chambers of commerce, school boards and other civic and 
governmental organizations from around the state met ir 
Tallahassee Wednesday to plan a year-long birthd^iy party 
for Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr,. 

A Baptist minister who is widely recognized as the greatest 
American civil rights leader of all time, King won the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1964 and was assassinated four years later. 

On Jan. 20, 1986, Martin Luther King, Jr. Day will go 
into effect— the nation's 10th federal holiday. Gov. Bob 
Graham established the Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Commemorative Celebration Commission to plan an 
appropriate ob^rvance of the occasion. 

Last month, the Commission presented Graham with a 
list of suggested activities for the celebration. These will be 
implemented by those who attended Wednesday's meeting. 

The committee recommends that individuals participate 
in the following ways: 

Read books by or about King. 
Fly the American flag on Jan. 20 in tribute to King. 
Turn on automobile headlights at noon on that day. 
Wear a red, white and blue ribbon from Jan. 15 (King's 
actual birthday) through Jan. 20. 
^ Encourage children in grades K-5 to design and send 
birthday greetings to the Center for Nonviolent Social 
■Change in Atlanta, Ga. (King was an adept practitioner of 
the Civil disobedience perfected by India's Mohandas 
Karamchand Gandhi.) 

Make a personal pledge and commitment to help achieve 
peace and freedom and to eliminate violence in all forms. 

Participate in and support all activities in honor of King, 
especially the state kick-off in St. Augustine on Jan. 20. 

The celebration activities should serve, in the words of 
Graham, "as a time for all Floridians to reflect on the 
principles of racial equality and non-violent social change 
espoused by Dr. King." 

, In his welcoming remarks Wednesday morning, Graham 
predicted great success for the committee. 

•'We've got a tremendous opportunity next year... in which 
we can send a m^si^e of caring, of love, of commonness 
of ouri^ople...that we are one family of Floridians, and 
that we are prepared to work together as a family in order 
to be the best people that we can be and to be worthy of 
the memory of Martin Luther King," said Graham. 

Wednesday's meeting focused on organizing proposed 
events at the local level and getting more people involved 
so the celebration would be a fitting tribute to a great man. 

Leedell Neyland, co-chairman of the commission and

"Every year on Martin Luther King's birthday we have 
a convocation at the university, we have speakers, we have 
a parade. This year we'rt having a breakfast, top," he told 
the group. 

Marvin Davies, special assistant to the governor, called 
Wednesday's meeting, "history in the making." 

The commission will provide leadership and assistance to 
the varicnis groups as they carry out their individual acti\ities: 
creating an appropriate logo; encouraging research efforts 
on the file and wod^s of King; assisting in fundraising 
projects for the trust furid; spearheading a plan to gather 
documeiits, artifacts, and memorabiUa relating to King for 
the FAMU's black archives. Neyland asked that each 
representative at Wednesday's meeting send the archives a 
written reort of their particular activities following the year- 
long celebration. 

He also asked them to send the archives any bits of 
memorabilia they might have lying around— anything that 
would contribute to the archive's collection. 

"It is out of those tidWts that we make history," said 
Neyland. 

The celebration is scheduled to run from Jan. 15, 1986 
to Jan. l!u 1987.

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Old Music Building is sinking as soil is shrinking

For the past two days, wmkers have been tearing up floor 
tto and patchii^ ctacks in Florida State University's Old 

The culprit? 

Blame the clay-based Tallahassee soil which tends to dry 
out and shrink, causing some buildings to sink. The Davis 
building in the FSU Union suffers from the same prc^Iem, 
currently needing some $50,000 in repairs. 

**Even in the early years there were some problems with 
shifting," Associate Dean of Music Joseph White said, "This 
kn*t a new problem.** 

The building — which according to White was considered 
a '*$Ute of the art'* facility when it was buih in 1948— has 
1^ probtaM since it was cmtruct^ The mnmt settling 
problem, wMc^ has bem a headache for the last tluee n^Mhs, 
has caused some new problems. The mo^ notic^ble, 
according to White, is a one-half to three-fourths inch crack 
in the hallway floor in the southern portion of the building. 
Workers have leveled the crack so students wouldn't trip ov@r 
the raised portion of flooring. 

White said the danger to students has been removed, but 
there's still a possibility that moisture could seep into the 
building through the structural cracks. 

**One of the preplans in the building is controlling the 
humidity,** White said. **l^^ne change cause the wood in 
^uios to expand, making them go out of tune. It eventually 
could ruin a piano." 

White said no equipment has been permanently damaged 
yet, but it has often been difficult to keep the pianos tuned 
in the south portion of the building. He said he hopes they 
can seal the cracks in the foundation. 

Director of the FSU Physical Plant, Tom Knowles said 
small cracks can cause permanent damage to the structure if 
not repaired. 

"Cracks let moisture into a building," he said. "In winter 
it freezes. This acts like a jack, pushing the crack open wider. 
That's the problem we're dealing with." 

The Old Music Building is just one of several campus 
rtructures with foundation problems, said Knowles. FSU's 



Law Library and the Sandels (Home Economics) building 
have needed stabilizing in the past few years. The Davis 
building, which houses the SAGA and campus meal plan 
office and other canqms food outlets, needs costly 
repairs before ^mtructien on tbt new Union complex can 
bqpn. And it's ail becau^ of tlw state of our soil. 

"Soil coiuUtwns in TaOahiMK present a chiA^e for 
builcte because of pipe clay and other sub-surface materials 
that tend to cause slippage," he said. Knowles explained that 
when day dries^out it temte to shrink, causi^ the soil above 



it to compress. 

Ahhough the building seems to be stable at the present time, 
FSU's White says the building eventually needs a complete 
renovation. The project is on the state Board of Regents' list 
of structures ne^ing repairs.

SAN SALVADOR, Q Sirivador — A leftist rebel group

(Meteorology) were the highest rated 
chairmen out of the administrators 
evaluated. CMid<ten woitkt have joined them 
at an October ceremony where Board of 
Regents Chanceltor Charlie Re^ will honor 
them. 

All three chairmen say they're not 
concerned about the competitive aspects of 
the survey. They simply feel honored thai 
their faculty rated them so highly. 

"It's pleasing to me that perhaps the most 
difficult position in the university system is 
receiving some re<»gnitlon," said Stq^hens^ 
about his choice of top chairman. 

Vice-President for Academic Affairs 
TurnbuU said he will not use these surveys 
to evaluate administrators, because it was nrt 
an administrative controlled study. But he 
said he will read them carefully and use them 
as an informal tool for discussion. 

"I feel it was a respectable job for a first 
time effort," said TurnbuU. 

The union first ^t the survey to faculty 
> in d^artn^s with at ImA eight people, and 
idl the schools and colleges at FSU. But the 
larger coU^ like Arts ami Sciences had few 
faculty return the surveys, said FSU 
Sociology Professor Susan Losh-Hesselbart, 
who was chosen to direct the survey. 

She realized that these faculty probably 
didn't respond because the survey is geared 
toward those who have a personal 
relationship with their boss. Its difficult to 
have a clo^ relationship with a dean that 
supervises hundreds, said Losh-Hesselbart. 

So, the union cmly evaluated the responses 
of 24 departments and small schools and 
colleges. On the average these departments 
had a 50 percent response rate. There were 
26 administrators evaluated altogether (two 
from the Developmental Research School). 

Bruce Tuckman, who was fired as Dean 
of College of Education on July 26, was one 
of those deans from a larger college that had 
a small response rate. The few surveys 
returned w«rc discarded, said Goldman. 

The survey originated at Kansas State 
University and had been used by univmities 
acrcm the country for the last ten years. 

"The survey gives chairperso!;i$ feedback 
on which of his or her responnbilities are 
believed to be the most important," said 
Losh-Hesselbart. "For example, faculty in 
some departments may place a higher weight 
on help with obtaining research funding, 
while faculty from other departments 
emphasize maintaining faculty morale." 

The survey also allowed faculty to 
elaborate on improvem^ts they would like 
to sec thdr sup^sors make. 

**1 think the evaluation form was a good 
^e and a t$k one," said Muuc School's 
Glidden. "It helped me look at where I am 
doing well and not so well." 

Lo^tteselbart said the 50 percent murn 



was high for a mailed survey. UFF did three 
separate mailings which helped to weed out 
the people who extremely Hked or disHked 
their superiors, she said— they were the first 
ones to return their surveys. 

The findings will be shared with the 
chairmen and deans evaluated, their 
immediate supervisors, and FSU Vic^ 
President for Academic Affairss Ous 
TurnbuU. Faculty will only see the 
evaluations of their departm^tal supoiastf, 
said Losh-Hesselbart. 

The overall findings will not be shown to 
the general public, so it will be difficult to 
get an overall picture of how FSU faculty 
rate their administrators. But Losh- 
Hesselbart did indicate that FSU 
actaunistrators rank lower ovenHSl compstfed 
to administrators from other univer^ies that 
have used the same survey^ 

The administration had worked closely 
with the union in the initial planning stages, 
said TurnbuU. But he said if the 
administration had participated, a Florida 
Statute dealing with public records would 
have made it impossible for the 
administration to share the results with the 
union. 

"They wouU have been m the ironic 
position of not being able to see the results 
of their own survey," said Tumbull. 

David Gruender, chairman of the faculty 
senate administrative evaluation committee, 
said his organization is working on a separate 
evaluation process for administrators. They 
too were initially working with the union, but 
wanted to take a longer time to choose the 
survey. 

They see the union survey as too limited 
because it only evaluated department chairs 
and deans of small colleges, he said. 

The senate plans to evaluate all 
administrators— inclwling (teans of larger 
schools and colleges, supervisors of non- 
degree awarding departments— Office of 
Registrar and FSU's four vfcc-iMr®idents, 
said Gruender. 

"We can't treat all deans alike," said 
Gruender. "We don't see an advantage of 
standardization." 

UFF's Goldman and Losh-Hesselbart 
both feel more faculty would have responded 
to the survey if the unwn could have worked 
closely with the administration ami the 
fixity senate. TurnbuU and Gruender ^ 
not rule out the possibility of trying to work 
together for an evaluation next spring. 

"The FSU administration, UFF and the 
faculty senate working together on an 
evaluation would be the best possibte of all 
opportunities," said Goldman.

Un-novel stalks Flaubert and his elusive bird 



Flaubert's Parrot 
By Julian Barnes 
190 pp. New York: 
Alfred A. Knopf. $13.95.

Obsession k paradoxical. If devours the life of the 
obsessed yet never truly yields the object of the 
obs^on; there is always a spmx between tte person 
and the goal of the passion. 

"How do we seize fhe past? How do we seize the 
foreign past?" asks Geoffrey Braithwaite, retired 
English M.D., "hero" of Julian Barnes' un-novel 
about a life possessed by romancier and realist Gustave 
Flaubert. Braithwaite, who was going to write his own 
books but ends up just narrating this one, does not 
answer the question directly but provides a series of 
scenes, lists, definitions, letters, visions and dr^ms 
cotnpfled in his single-minded search for the "reiU" 
Flaubert. Of coitfse he doesn't find Flaubert. He 
doesn't find himself, either. But he creates in the 
telling, in the prose that is Uke a series of post-cards 
sent from a small town with a sini^ focus of 
discussion, an exquisite but never miniaturised sense 
of Flaubert's mind— not in the "psycho-historical" 
mode of Sartre's L'idiot de la famille, but in an in- 
timate, engaged way: a novelist manque looks at a 
novelist. 

The first chapter, or pensee (since this is not precise- 
ly a novel and does not precisely have chapters) is 
about a stuffed Amazonian parrot Flaubert 




borrowed from the museum and kept on his desk during 
the ccwnposition of Un coeur simple, a story about a ser- 
vant woman called Felicite and Lou-Lou her pet parrot. In 
Rouen, Braithwaite encounters the preserved bird in the 
Hotel-Dieu, but at the remains of Flaubert's house at 
Croisset, he finds another parrot claiming to be the authen- 
tic model for Lou-Lou. Too many choices. This confusion 
of fowls is the controlling metaphor for the entire book: what 
is the "true" story? Which is really Flaubert's parrot? 

Subsequent chapters pursue Flaubert at different angles 
like shooting a portrait photo through colored li^ts and 
filters, dose-up, far-off and with gauze over tl» lens. There 



are three chronologies, one a standard text -book list 
of dates and publications illustrating the novelist's suc- 
cess, one a gloomy roll of death and illness that formed 
or deformed his life, the last a pile of quotations from 
his own letters detailing his dynamic self -absorption: 
1852— "I love my work with a frantic and pervert 
love, as an ascetic loves the hair-shirt which scratches 
his belly." 

There is a section— a short story in itself, really— 
about an American academic who uncovers some let- 
ters to and from Juliet Herbert, an English governess, 
proving she had an affair with Gustave. Braithwaite 
never gets to read the letters because the American 
academic responds to Flaubert's instructions that the 
correspondence should be burned. Even if this isn't 
a novel, Barnes knows how to tantalize the reader with 
traditional novel devices. 

There is a "Flaubert Bestiary" where the novelist's 
relation to bears is whimsically explored, an essay 
about the stupidity of literary critics and their 
psychopathic "scholarly" attention to the changing 
color of Emma Bovary's eyes, a sort of travel-log to 
Flaubert tourism in France, even a set of pedantic ex- 
amination questions on Flaubert: "c) According to Du 
Camp, the name Bovary should be pronounced with 
a short o (as in bother). Should we follow his instruc- 
tion; and if so, why?" 

One of the most intriguing sections is written from 
the point of view of Louise Colet, the poet Flaubert 
met in 18^ and had a long affair with. She defends 
herself against the charge (by Flaubert bic^aphers, 
mmnly) th« she was a gr^ing» unimi«inative woman

Haunting photos transcend slick exploitation of women

Her calloused hands are drowned in a tin pail filled 
with water. Sweat makes the ebony hair cling to her 
face. The Cuban peasant stands by a vacant, battered 
windowsill washing a small glass. She is alone. Her 
look is almost defiant. She holds her head high. She 
has dignity. She is a woman. 

She is just one of the real-life characters in Margaret 
Randall's new book. Women Brave in the Fgce of 
Danger, A coll«:tion of 52 haunting black-and-white 
photographs, Randall's book portrays women as they 
redly are. Women who would never win a beauty 
pageant or appear in a glamour magazine. Women 
without painted faces, women who don't have bikini- 
perfect bodies. Women of Latin and North America. 

Originally meant to be a 1986 calendar, the photos 
were finally published in book form because Randall 
felt her feeling-infused imagery deserved more than 
a year's worth of attention. 

Each photograph is accompanied by prose or poetry 
written by both Latin and North American women. 
Some are well known; others will probably never see 
their work in print. 

When Randall does' lecture-presentations around the 
country, she rarely reads from her own work. 
Randall— who'll be making a presentation in 
Tallahas^ in November— says she would rather 
provide pictures to go with others' words. 

That philosophy is evident in Women Brave. Her 
photographs cover a geographic panorama from 
Yakima Vtl|^ilS><l3> New York City ^^^^ 



Santamaria Beach in Cuba. 

The writings are the voices of a maid in Lima, a military 
commander in Nicaragua, a peasant along the banks of tl» 
Amazon, a steel-worker from Buffalo, a strike leader in El 
Paso, a clown in a Havana festival. 

There is a letter from a Nicaraguan woman to her 
daughter, written shortly before the woman's death during 
the revolution and another from a battered American woman 
jailed for shooting her husband. 



Randall's camera se^ women as they not seen 
typically.In several pictures, RandaH compares the 
reality with whirt society has dictaed as the ideal— an 
older Chinese woman stands before the Cosmopolitan 
woman in a San Francisco window showcase. 
Randall's caption reads: 

We are reflected, as they wish us to feel we need 
be, and so we start out feeling we need be like that.

Barnes, a British media 
ciritie ^raalist, is ex- 
tremely good at moving in 
and out of styles, in and out 
of minds. Nothing is over- 
done, o\er-writien, over- 
acadcmic;no word is wasted, 
no image or metaphor cast 
adrift or pasted on as mere 
decoration: Flaubert's Par- 
rot is a short took, itt 
cinematic scenes — precise, 
tautly visual, shimmering 
doubly with wit and 
verisimilitude— pack a great 
deal of information and feel- 
ing in a small space. Louise 
Colet*s monologue does not 
weary by going on for miles, 
y« it conjures her ai^ her 
complex, bitter and volatile 
with Flau^rt4>ut of plain 
air. Barnes writes with an at- 
tention to diction — 
unadorned but powerful. He 
surprises with language, us- 
ing words in skewed senses, 
punning, making gentle

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plain Flaubert to 
Braithwaite, or to us. He 
withholds the story of his 
wife's infidelity and death 
until the end of the book. By 
then, Braithwaite has 
become more tenuous and 
shadowy than Flaubert who 
h^ taicen on a fictional reali- 
ty large as Emma Bovary» 
large as the pair of 
emblematic stuffed parrots. 

This is a fragmented dou- 
ble biography, two lives seen 
in dim prism-colors bounc- 
ing off irregular surfaces. It 
is a history and an histoire 
created from impersonation 
and dream, a construct of 
the direct^ mind. But it is 
woven out of negatives, of 
things not said. There are the 
Juliet Herbert letters never 
seen, the Flaubert books 
never written, the direct 
voice of Flaubert never 
heard. Maybe most impor- 
tantly, there are the bcK>ks of 
Braithwaite never written. 
Perhaps it is a failing on 
Barnes' part that he do^ not 
make Braithwaite live as 
vibrantly as Braithwaite 
makes Flaubert live. We do 
not hear much about the 
planned books, the cool 
marriage, the distant 
children. Those are not our 
human connection to 
Braithwiute. He is more fic- 
tton than the writer Flaubert. 
. Perhaps' that is the central 
point: the imagined life is 
more real than the "real". 

Flaubert's Parrot is not a 
novel, it is not a biography, 
it is not history, it is not even 
a meta-fiction. It is concern- 
ed with the act of writing— 
but someone else's writing. 
Yet it is not literary criticism, 
though the analyses of 
Flaubert's fiction are 
sophisticated, learned and 
apt. It is a collection of 
evidence, a series of voices. 
It is the thirteen ways of 
kx>king at a blackbird where 
the reader makes the 14th, 
that is, some synthesized 
"tnK*** version. Always 
Barnes com^ bi^ to the 
image of the parrot in Un 
Coeur simple when Felicite, 
dying, mistakes Lou-Lou for 
the Holy Spirit. Parrot- 
paraclete, the bird talks but 
does not know what it is 
saying— it is words without 
%nse— the constant problem 
of aU language, all writing. 
In the end, Braithwaite 
discovers that there are not 
two rival parrots claiming to 
be Flaubert's, two alter- 
native versions of the actual, 
but fifty Amazonian parrots 
in the Rouen musuem, each 
with an equal claim to be 
Flaubert's. Ban^ does not 
despair over never knowing 
what exists and what does 
not, what we can know and 
what we can't: he shrugs 
aloofly; like Flaubert he 
accepts — life is a continuum. 
What is the truth? As 
Braithwaite stoically says: 
*'What happened to the 
truth is not recorded."

In the title story of this fine collection, a wealthy couple's 
truncated marriage is set against thdr detached chatter about 
things incomplete: clam beUies ("And what do they do with 
the rest of the clam?") ami a dead uncle*s artifidal teg that 
his widow keeps in Ym a^ment. And in **LAe George 
With Crows,'* a woman tries to find some foundation for 
ter shaky marriage in a Georgia O'Keeffe painting: "She 
thinks of Georgia 'O'Keeffe blending into her house in , 
Abiquiu, form into form, everything unified, everything 
flowing without a break into the next thing... Without a focal 
point. Everything has equal balance." It is this sense of 
balance, of wholeness, that most of the characters in these 
six stories have lost and are somehow trying to reOlpture. 

Winner of the 1984 Word Beat Press Fiction Book Award, 
Patricia Volk achieves a sramlessness in her writing that her 
char«:tm li«k in thdr Mves. H«r jmtosc is unwasted— 
eloquent jnd humorous in its simplicity and dead-on 
accuracy. And like nu^t good storytellers, Volk understands 
the subtle poignancy of what's left unsaid. In "Mamala," 
on of the most moving and graceful stories in the collection, 
Vera seeks refuge from her broken marriage by visiting her 
mother in Miami. Mamala is an Ava Gardner admirer who 
stockpiles her favorite make-up in the freezer because "My 
greatest fear... is to outlive my make-up." Vera finds comfort 
in Mamala's tub: "Her shoulders and knees break the water, 
primordial islands. Steam condenses above her lip. Her back 
fits perfectly against the hollow of the tub. Mamala's tub. 
Vera thinks it would solve all the proWena of the world if 
everyoi^ couki take a bath in Mamala's tub." 

And on moving day for a friend leaving her lover in 
**S«ms," the narrator looks on as a large bookcase is sawed 
in half to fit through the door and wonders "if they would 
ever look right in the new place. If they would ever fit 
together again perfectly, seamlessly."

Ann Beattie has won the reputation of hip 
chronicler of the lost yuppie generation — 
those ^^antly wealthy souls whose liv^ are 
full of jacuzzis and crystal coke vials and 
whose empty conversations 2^ supposed to 
intrigue by the- force of sheer style. 

But this time her style is her undoing. 

Ostensibly about the staff of a 
hip/cool/chic mag called Country Daze put 
out in the citified wilds of Vermont, Beattie's 
latest novel is so empty itself it's barely worth 
reading. Rather than convince us of the 
vacuousness of her characaers—Lucy Spenser 
aka CincpX^ur, who writes the magazine's 
love/wit%£j|lumn; Hijdon, her boss and 
longtime loler; Maureen, his neurotic wife; 
Jane, Lucy's sister; Nicole, Lucy's soap 
opera star niece— Love Always ultimately 
convinces us that Beatlie has fallen for her 
own hype. Safe in her role as social reporter 
of the quiche set she's slopped even trying 
10 write good fiction. She's broken the 
fundamyiial contract between writer and 
reader (I'll tell you a story about a couple 
of people. You'll fall in. It will become real. 
Whatever sneaky message I want to tell you 
will leak our naturally, invisibly. It will be 
the seam^Wri^attd leaves ns inst^ witt 
pages so dead they're hwd to keep turning. 
It's as if she fell for the trap she creates for 
one of her characters: 

Andrew Sieinhorn, ^ghostwriter of Puts 
and Calls for Fun and Profit, author of 
Ma/ie, the Mouse Who Came To Stay, and 
I Will Always Love You, the unauthorized 
inography ofDoiiy Parton, was in reality a 
nbvelist^ffiad completed his first, after his 
nj^-fi<^^'Whievements, while a student at 
Iowa; it concerned a talented, misunderstood 
man who rmier completed novels. It was 
taken to be comic by his professor, and after 
being sf^n&i in the conference, Steinhorn 
decided to go along with this notion. 'Evelyn 
Waugh couldn't have done those scenes 
better, ' the professor said. 'You've created 
a character who has no humanity, no humor, 
no saving graces—but I warn you, the 
reviewers are going to pounce because you 've 
been so uncompromising. ' 

Beatty hasn't been so much 
uncompromising as lazy. Lucy's highly- 
touted Cindi Coeur columns aren't funny or 
witty. They're boring. Characters are

constantly commenting on them, coming 
across the latest one coincidentally and it's 
reprinted for us as a son of bonding 
mechanism for the novel. The joke is 
supposed to be that Cindi's so good at other 
people's problems but can't solve her own. 
The real joke is that Cindi is boring. 

References to Jane Austen are 
everywhere— as patron saint of social 
observation Beattie might be trying for the 
double benefit of Austen's blessing on her 
prose and use her as a "smart" author whose 
name the yuppies can drop. But beyond her 
skills at social dissection, Austen was a crack 
storyteller. She created her share of 
unforgettable cultured slobs, but she placed 
them in worlds we cared enough about to 
read through. 

Of all the characters, 14-year-old soapstar 
Nicole is the mc^t interesting— but it's almost 
in spite of Beattie's design for her as the 
embodiment of Hollywood throwaway trash 
culture. 

Beattie's copyright of the book sets the 
tone for the moral superiority that's 
ultimately its downfall: "Copyright 1985 by 
Irony & Pity, Inc." If an author doesn't care 
enough for her characters to make them live, 
why should we? At $16.95, Lov^ Always in 
an expensive self-indulgence. 
, One 6i the literate in-secrets is the title of 
Nicole's soap opera. Passionate Intensity. 
The joke is no one knew it came from Yeats 
and Nicole's manager thinks.the screenwriter 
may have been playing a joke on him by 
snatching the phrase, "The best lack all 
conviction while the worst are full of 
passionate intensity" from "The Second 
Coming." He learns this from a Hollywood 
doctor. 

Beattie may mean this as an indictment on 
her empty-headed subjects, but it's just as 
damning of her.

In this instance, "scml*' 

refers not to the genre of 

music that Charts he^ied 

create* but to the ^mt that 

he brings to anything he per- 
forms, whether it be coun- 

tryish ballads, jazz, rhythm 

and blues or commercials. 

Expect all this and more 

when "Brother Ray", his 

20-piece orchestra and The 

Raelettes, his back-up 

singers, perform at 7 and 

10:30 tonight at Ruby Dia- 
mond Auditorium. 

Practically from birth Ray 

Charles (Robinson) was a 

musician. Like so many in 

his field, the church and a 

neighbor with records and 
a piano were his first exposure to the art. 

After glaucoma left Charles blind at age 

seven, he was enrolled at the St. Augustine 

School for the Blind. It was there tl»t 

Charles received training in piano, aho sax, 
trumpet and music composition. By his 
teenage years he had travelled throughout 
Florida with many different bands playing 
anything from gospel to Western Swing. This 
ability to play virtually anything is the heart 
of what has prompted so many to endow the 
word "Genius" on Brother Ray, but in this 
case, it fits. 

Charles' recording career started as one of 
many black singer/pianists emulating the 
style of Nat •'King" Cole. His output was 
crafty, but hardly the work of an innovator. 
When Atfantic Records signed him, he con- 
tinue in the same mold, but a session with 
bluesman Guitar Slim was a major turning 
point in his career. The song he cut with 
Slim, "The Things I Used To Do," became 
a huge hit, and to be cliche, the rest is 
history. 

The merging of gospel music with lyrics 
dealing with worldlier matters had been done 
for a long time, but it was Brother Ray who 
hit upon the formula that made this fusion 
palatabk to the public. Songs such as •*rve 
A Woman,", "Halleluiah I Love Her 
So" and, of course, "What'd 1 Say" blared 
on phonographs and radios across the coun- 
try and became staples for many generations 
of singers and musicians. In addition to the 
"soul" tunes, Charles cut several instrumen- 
tal jazz LP's featuring himself on the in- 
struments he studied in school. 




When Charles left Atlantic for ABC 
Records in 1960, Ws music became lusher 
and ifBre "pop," with large string and vocal 
arrangement! and an emphasis on country 
music. Many purists feel that Charles sold 
out to the masses during the 18 years that 
followed, but objective listening proves 
otherwise. While the rawness of his Atlan- 
tic sides was missing, some of Charles' most 
lasting work was done with ABC. "I Can't 
Stop Loving You," "Hit the Road Jack," 
"Unchain My Heart" and the song that has 
become Charles' trademark, "Georgia On 
My Mind" speak for themselves. 

In the last fifteen years, Ray Charles has 
not had mwiy hit records, but he has kept 
busy with an endless schedule of touring, 
television appearaiK^es and recording. He has 
been the bane of many for his sometimes ir- 
rascible way with his musicians and au- 
diences. He has also caught fire for suppor- 
ting president Reagan and for having played 
concerts in South Africa in 1981. On the 
other hand, Charles has contributed to wor- 
thy causes and is just as capable of mesmeriz- 
ing those same musicians and audiences with 
his talent and good natufe. Hopefully this 
side of him will be^ ^t tonight's: 
performanm. 

Ray Charles, The Raelettes and the Ray 
Charles Orchestra will beat FSU's Ruby Dia- 
mond Auditorium tonight at 7 and 10:30.

Tallahassee Community College 
sophomore Gregg Sinadinos is in the same 
boat. "If 1 can't get in without an FSU ID, 
I can't go to the games," he said. "1 think 
$15 for a college student to see a football 
game is a little outrageous. 

"I'd rather be at the game than watch it 
on TV, but $15 is $15," Sinadinos said. 

Other TCC students were outraged when 
they found out they would pay an extra $1 1 
to sec Saturday's game in person. 

•it's total discrimination... we're Seminole 
fans too," said sophomore Ally Nesbitt. 
"We're getting screwed. I don't know what 
they're getting out of this except a bunch of 
angry people." 

The reason TCC students are not getting 
a discount Sheffield said, is because they 
don't pay the athletic fee that FSU students 
are forced to pay. For every credit hour FSU 
students takei they must cough up 
$1 .99_part of which goes to defray the cost 
of tickets. 

Athletic fee or no athletic fee, Nesbitt 
plans to get into the game. "I'll (Wt up a 
good fight at the gate," she said. 

These 'fights' may be something FSU 
hasn't counted on. Sheffield said there would 
be just as many ticket takers as last year- 
leaving few individuals to check thousands 
of ID'S . 

This could result in niassive lines at the 
^st end gates. With two lar^ gates on both 
east and west ends to serve the fans, instead 
of many small gates as iti previous years, it 
may be halftime before some fans get in. 

"If they take 5 seconds to check every 
student ID, it will take them hours to get the 
fans through the gates," said one FSU 
graduate who didn't wish to be identified. 
"They'll have a Hne back to Salley Hall." 

Sheffield didn't think the lines would be 
too long* "We'll have the same amount of 
ticket takers and turnstiles at four gates,"

he said. " If the fans come in the gate they're 
supposed to, it should work." 

Yet, even Sheffield admitt«i the student- 
side gates would be the most crowded. "Fifty 
to seventy-five percent of the people who 
come to the game go to the gate closest to 
where they're parked," he said. "There 
probably will be backlogs on the east side." 

Sheffield recommends fans come to the 
game anywhere from 30 minutes to an hour 
before game time to ensure they'll see the 
kickoff. Once inside the stadium, fans will 
notice: 

• refurbished concession stands and 
bathrooms 

• renumbered aisles, because of past and 
future expansion, and 

• 5,000 more seats on the east side of the 
stands. 

The closest public parking will be on the 
intramural fields and band practice field 
across from Tully Gym where a $1 fee will 
be charged for cars without Booster tags. 
Free parking is available in other FSU 
parking lots farther from the stadium.

Remnants of Hurricane Elena still haunt the 
more than 200 permanent residents of St. 
George Island hit by last month's storm. A 
group of homeowners who travelled to 
Tallahassee Wednesday ^y the families who live 
on the island year-round are still waiting for 
basics like mail and garbage pickup to 
commence. 

Bill Quaranta, a general contractor from St. 
George, led a delegation of six people to Gov. 
Bob Grthun's office Thursday to ask why it's 



taking so long to repair a damaged causeway— 
the island's only link with the mainland. 

But Graham was out of town on a two-day 
trip to North Carolina for a gubernatorial 
fellows pro^mm, group had to settle for 
chatting with one of his aides. 

Jay Hakes, Graham's assistant staff director, 
spent about an hour listening while the residents 
aired their complaints.

This article is part of a continuing 
series written by a Catholic priest 
working in South Africa. Because he 
has reasons to fear for his safety, his 
name has been withheld. 

It was Montaigne who wrote, 
"There can be no worse state of things 
than where wickedness comes to be 
lawful and, with the magistrate's 
feave, takes the cloak of virtue. There 
is nothing more deceitful than corrupt 
religion when the power of heaven is 
made a pretense and a cloak of 
wickedness. The extreme kind of 
injustice (according to Plato) is that 
which is unjust." 

White people in South Africa are, 
for the most part. Christians. The 
Afrikaaners, descendants of the 
Dutch, are particularly religious. 
MiHions of Blacks are Christians and 
are indeed very religious. 

The land is full of fear and hatr^. 
The White sees the Black as a danger 
and a threat (hence no 'one man, one 
vote'). The Black sees the White as m 
oppressor, and the police as something 
like Hitler's S.S. men. Here is an 
insight into the mind of many a White, 
seen in these extracts from a letter 
written by a white women. 

"With regard to the Blacks rioting , 
in their townships, it does not to€ch 
on the White mbmrim. Tkey are too 



busy (the Blacks) burning their own 
schools, buses and vehicles. For my 
part they can all kill each other, the 
only problem is that all the 
Government property they destory, 
the White man will be taxed more to 
replace it. Of course it is only a minor 
element that is causing all the 
upheaval. 

The average Black in the street 
reaily wants no part of it. What really 
makes me mad is that our boys in 
uniform are sent in to the townships 
to try to keep peace among them. 
Then, when about 4,000 Blacks start 
to advance on about 20 White 
policemen and the police kill some of 
them, the whole world starts shouting. 
What should the 20 do? Stand and be 
slaughtered? 

The Black man sees the White as the 
slave owner and is determined to gain 
his freedom. He says, "No more 
crumbs— the whole loaf". Some 
Blacks are disillusioned with 
Christianity— "If Christianity is what 
the White man practices, then I want 
no part of it— it must be a White 
man's religion." 

The gulf has widened from 
1948 — the chasm is deeper. There is no 
sign of a bridge-building. Botha has 
destroyed any little bridges. The 
situation lool^ more h<^less by the 
day. Is thore my ftkope?

"I came up here to let the world know that 
St. George Island is sitting there and not getting 
any help. We don't want welfare, we just want 
to be able to get back to work," said Quaranta.

Florida State University officials want to have their cake and eat it 

too. 

Though they are hoping for a large crowd this Saturday when the 
'Noles take on Memphis State,they are effectively preventing many Tall- 
ahassee Community College and Florida A&M students from attending. 

By checking student ID's at the gate, ticket takers will insure that 
only FSU students can use the student tickets. Thus, locals will have 
to pay the 'legitimate' cost of $15, instead of purchasing student tick^s 
at $4 a piece. 

Yet FSU officials seem to forget there are other students in town 
besides those who attend FSU. The new ID check effectively prevents 
many Tallahassee Community College and Florida A&M students from 
attending FSU home games. Few students can afford to shell out $15 
for a football game. - 

With a combined enrollment of over 10,000 students, TCC and 
FAMU make up over 10 percent of Tallahassee's population. That's 
a mighty large group of fans to exclude from a stadium just expanded 
to seat 60,000. 

Ironically, WTBS television cameras will be on hand to show how 
little support the 'Noles seem to have. As the cameras pan the stadium, 
they will provide the nation with a picture of thousands of empty 
seats— only 50,000 are expected to attend Saturday's game. 

So with a potential TV disaster on their hands, and an expected loss 
of thousands of dollars, why doesn't FSU allow FAMU and TCC 
students to purchase student tickets? 

Assistant to the athletic director John Sheffield said it's because 
FAMU and TCC studeiits don't pay the athletic fee that FSU students 
take, they must come up with a $1.99 fee— some of which goes to 
defray the cost of tickets. 

But even if the entire athletic fee went to tickets, that would stUl leave 
FSU students paying only $8 per ticket— a $7 discount from the full 
price that officials expect TCC and FAMU students to shell out. 

If they plan on filling the stadium for such 'powerhouses' as Memphis 
State, FSU officials will have to offer some kind of discount to 
Tallahassee's other student populations. An $8 ticket for FAMU and 
TCC students would push many of them through the turnstiles. 

FSU must recognize that FAMU and TCC students may also bleed 
garnet and gold— they just don't have the green.

Senate speaks 

Editor: 

The 37th Student Senate feck that it is time to clear 
up some misconceptions in the articles pertaining to 
Student Government's discontinuing involvement in 
the Health Center printed on Sept. 3 and 5. The 
Senate discontinued funding of the Health Center 
for the following reasons: 

1. In 1983-84, funding to the Health Center took 
one-fifth of the Student Government budget of $2.4 
million. Since $2.99/credit hour of each person's 
tuition is given to Student Government through 
Activity & Service (A&S) fees, this means that an 
av»age stu<tent tokii^ 15 hours indirectly paid $4.50 
per semester above the health fee. raising it from $25 
to $29.50 per sraiester. TWs policy continued uiuil 
the Health Center was reiODved. The Saute dad not 
feel it was fair that students were indirectly chvged 
twice. 

2. Because of the nature of career salaries, each 
year the Senate is required to raise the total salary 

^budget 5 percent, regardless of whether or not the 
received more A&S fi^s.jSjiKc there was a 
. —.-decrease in eorpllmj^nt inJ9to.&5;ihe'Senate|\i^^ 



forced to abandon its plan to phase out the Health 
Cent» in two years. It gave the Health Centear a one- 
time only allocation of $200,000 in the 1984-85 
budget. 

3. In the 1985-86 budgeting period, the Senate 
Health Center Budgeting Committee was faced with 
a budget request of $300,000, together with a 
shrinking total budget of $1.7 million. Given these 
circumstances, along with minimal evidence of 
financial difficulties at the Health Center, the 
committ^ decided to honor the policy of removing, 
set by the 36th Student Senate. 

4. Finally, the Senate was faced with the ultimate 
choice of severely limiting, funding of major 
programs (i.e. Greek Council, IRHC, BSU, 
Women's Center, SAC, and Alumni Village Pre- 
school) or removing the Health Center. The Senate 
felt that it would be easier and less deceiving for the 
Health Center to raise the Health Fee (which they 
were planning to raise anyway) than for^nc^es and 
organizations to raise money. 

The Student Senate hopes that this explanation will 
answer questions regarding this controversial issue. 
If there are any further questions, students can feel 
free to call Student Government at 644-1811.

Man with new heart goes home

Calvin "Burl" Creel, Tallahassee's first heari transplant 
patient, got to leave the hospital early. 

Fifteen days afto the lengthy and complicated operation 
that gave Wm a new and healthier heart. Creel walked out 
of Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical Center. Flanked 
by family and well wishers, he stood at a microphone long 
enough to tell reporters he feels much better now than he 
did with the old heart, and stepped to his car— smiling as 
he headed for home. 

His doctors decided early Thursday morning that Creel's 
new heart was performing well enough to allow him to 
recuperate at home. For the last week he had been riding 
a stationary bicycle in his room 15 minutes twice a day. And 
last weekisnd he even ventured outside of the hospital for 
a stroll. 

**Mr. Creel is making excellent progress in his recovery 
and no longer needs hospitalization,'* said Thomas J. Bixler, 
head of the hospital's Heart Tramplant Program and chief 
transplant surgeon. *'In the past, my patients who have 

undergone cardiac transplantation surgery have averaged a 
four- week hospitalization. Mr. Creel is leaving Tallahassee 
Memorial three weeks from the day he was admitted." 

Creel, a Tallahassee pipe-fitter, has a lot to go home for. 
His wife Kathleen and his six children were the biggest reason 
why Creel recovered so niuch faster than the average patient, 
said Ronald Bradford, Vice President for Public Relations 
for the HdSpital. 

"His md fuaily gave him so much emotional support 
that he was in a good [^ychplogical condition for a speedy 
recovery,'* said Bradford. 

After multiple heart attacks and two by-pass surgeries, 
47-year old Creel's severely damaged heart forced him to 
quit working about a year ago. For the past six or s6ven 
months prior to his operation he couldn't even walk across 
the room without pain, said Bradford, 

His last hope was a heart transplant which was performed 
on Tuesday, Sept. 3 at the hospital. 

Three days following the operation, Creel began learning 
the steps of self -care neces^y for his recovery, according

to Karen Kuperberg, the nurse clinician and transplant 
coordinator in Bixler's practice. 

First, he must live a healthy lifestyle to prevent damaging 
his new heart. He'll eat a low-cholesterol diet, low on animal 
fats and cut down slightly on salt, she said. 

He will continue his daily exercise gradually, increasing 
his time on the bike to 30 minutes a day, said Kuperberg. 

"In four weeks he'll be \K^king a mite easy in 10 mmutes," 
said Kuperberg. 

Creel monitors his blood pressure and weight daily- 
looking for water retention. This is a sign that the drug 
cyclosporin, which he takes to help prevent his body from 
rejecting his heart, is causing kidney damage— a possible risk, 
she said. 

The drug cyclosporin suppresses the immune systsem — 
increasing the chance that Creel's body will accept the new 
fymt. At Hrst he will have to avoid people with colds, 
though, and wear a mask when he goes to the hospital for 
his ch^k-ups— due to his w^kenend defenses against 
infections. 

He will be getting a heart biopsy every week at first, and 
then less regularly to see if the heart is being rejected. A little 
catheter is put into the vein at the right side of his heart 
(novocaine deadens the pain). And then a little instrument 
called a biotom will take small bits of tissue from his heart. 
Technicians will later examine the tissue under a microscope 
to see if it remains healthy. 

If they do see evidence of the heart rejection, all is not 
lost. There are several ways to treat it, said Kuperberg. 

There is an 80 percent chance of survivid for Creel to live 
one year ami a 50 percent chance he'll live for five y^s, 
based on national Statistics, she said. 

"Statistics are improving every day," said Kuperberg. 
"Cyclosporin has only been on the market since 1982. The 
survival rate is sure to increase as we learn more about 
supressing the immune system." 

As the months go by, Creel will take smaller doses of 
cyclosporin and Bradford said eventually he will be able to 
go back to work. 

But for the time being, "He's feehng fine," said wife 
Kathleen.

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FAMU hopes for 
big bucks galore 
with phone-a-thon

Jerry Lewis would be proud. With thirty phones staffed 
mainly by students, FAMU has had a higher pledge rate 
than Muscular Dystrophy Association's Labor Day 
telethon. 

•'In 1984, in sixt^ hours of phoning, Jerry Lewis was 
pted^d $8,800 per hour, whereas we were pledged $1&,000 
per hour," said Lilly King, director of the devdopment. 

FAMU's second annual two-w^k public phone-a-thon 
campaign began in 1982 among university faculty, staff and 
alumpi^iin, 1984, the phone-a-thon went public when it 
reached out to the community. The five year fundraiser for 
various university programs will culminate with FAMU's 
Centennial celebration in 1987. 

The FAMU campaigners have not found it easy to raise, 
bucks. 

"We don't have as many graduate students as FSU does,'* 
said Michael RachUn from FAMU Media Relations. **Most 
FAMU stiktents who have done post-gn^uate work at otl^ 
universities contribute to thrai instead,** he add^. 

'*We*ve raised 10 million in actual cash, pledges, and 
projected investments since 1982." said King, **aiid we've 
targeted $500,000 as our pledge goal this year." 

Monday night, when FAMU president Frederick 
Humphries and other school administrators staffed the 
phones, they raised $58,000 in pledges. 

Using half of the invested funds for student financial aid, 
scholarships, grants and other awards, FAMU has drawn

MEXICO CITY— A killer earthquake ripped through 
central Mexico Thursd^, devastating portions of the 
capital, toppling luxury hotels and skyscrapers, starting 
hundreds of fires and taking a heavy toll of life. 

Channel 13, a Mexico City station, said there were 250 
confirm^ deaths but the toll ma expect«l to go higher 
as rescuers scrambled to free thousands buried in the 
rubble.

Attention wanders at meeting C^S^***^***^

There was no deafening debate at 
Wednesday night's Florida State University 
Student Senate meeting. In fact, there was 
hardly any discussion at all over the five bills 
that were passed. The apparent disinterest 
displayed by senators dismayed some others 
in attendance. 

"I was very disappointed," said senator 
Beth Bond, of the half-hour meeting. "Some 
very important bills came up, and 1 wish 
there had been more discussion about 
them.*' 

According to Bond, interest in Senate 
business has waned with senate elections 
coming up next Wednesday. Some senators 
are not running again, while others are 
campaigning for the upcoming race. 

But some business as accomplished. The 
senate passed a new budget proposal 
sponsored by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. The proposal dealt with the way 
monies allocated by the senate to all student 
government agencies are monitored. 
Currently, agency funds are broken down 
into separate expenditure categories, such as 
travel expenses and materials. If an agency 
wants to move money from one account to 
another, it has to bring a request before the 
senate. This has been a headache for both 
the agencies and the senate. 

'it's a real problem," said Bond, 



chairwoman of the Appropriations 
Committee. "Every time one of the SG 
agencies wants to transfer five dollars from 
printing to postage, they have to bring it 
before the senate." 

Under the new plan, SG agencies will be 
able to revise ten percent of their yearly 
budgets without senate approval. Senators 
hope this will keep the senate calendar free 
from the small budget revisions that must be 
approved every week. 

Sylvia Smith, director of FSU's Center for 
Participant Education (an SG agency), says 
that her office is happy about the change. 

"We're really pleased to see the trust the 
senate has given us to manage our own 
budget,^* said Smith. "It frees us up from 
having to go through the senate for every 
small transfer." 

Smith complained that in the past a typical 
transfer usually took two weeks to be 
approved by committee and then by the 
senate. ' . 

Another bill passed Wednesday night 
allocated $3,000 to Studio Theater. The 
money, said senator Kathy Purvis, will go 
to FSU's Sarasota campus partially to fund 
a new advisor for the theatre program. 

The program has produced maiiy 
distinguished alumni in the past* said Purvis 
Among them, Polly Holliday (who played 
Flo on Alice), and actor Pee-Wee Herman.

Black gold; investing in an intoxicating hobby

Music... the art that comes closest to Dionysian 
beauty in the sense of intoxication. No one can get 
really drunk on a novel or a painting, but who can help 
getting drunk on Beethoven's Ninth, Bartok's Sonata 
for Two Pianos and Percussion or the Beatles ' White 
Album.

as Kundera suggests, music is the stuff of true 
toxicatioii ttien records must be the sacred vessels 
of this fc»eauty. From wax to virgin vinyl, from 78s to half • 
Speed master recordings, the ubiquitous black disc has 
become synonomous with popular culture. Through the 
; hypnotic turning of its tiny grooves one can hear at once 
»mas Edison recitinf; "Mai^ Had A Little Lamb," 
Ibert Jottnson shd^llliiP^I Oiili^ My Kitchen," 
ink Williams moaning "Your Cheatin Heart" or Mick 
Jagger breathing hard about "Satisfaction." 
But beyond the historical and aesthetic importance 
;ords tb^m is beginning to emerge an economic 
significance that few people would have guessed at. 
Like stamps, coins and fine art, vintage discs are 
appreciating at an amazing rate. Even some ''modern" 
records may be worth many times their original 
purchase price. This has given rise to record collecting 
as not only a compelling and indeed "intoxicating" 
hobby but a legitimate area of investment. 
Consider these examples of "record inflation": 
• "Cowhand's Last Ride", a very rare picture disc 
country/blues singer Jimmte Rodgers, is now 
li^h anywhere from $300 to over $1000 
depending on the condition and the buyer. This 
78 rpm record was first released Jane 24, 1933 





and is unusual for its time because it features 
a picture of Rodgers printed on the disc Itself. 

• "Milkcow Blues Boogie" b/w "You're a 
Heartbreaker" b# iN^ Presley, Scotty and Bill 
(Sun Records #215) sells tor up to $375— if you 
ctti find a copy. 

• "My Bonnie"b/w"The Saints" by Tony Sheridan 
and The Beatles (Poiydor #66^33) has the 
distinction of being the most valui^ 4|i the 
Beatles ever recorded, it's current price range Is 
$1400 3000. 

These are only a few of the records that are 
commanding higher and higher bids. The 79 or 89 cents 
spent by someone for a Sun single in the 1950s has 
ballooned in value to $100 or more~-an increase of over 
10,000 percent. And whtte not all records are that 
valuable, every single disc in good condition from the 
'40s, 'SOS and '80s has gone up In value from its original 
retail price«-lf only by Moe of Inflation. 

All of a sudden many people who started tHtylng 
records solely for the music are paying attention to the 
condition and possible rarity of what they've had 
stashed in the attic for the past 20 years. But much of 
a record's value depends on its condition. Unlike an 
antique brass lamp or a gold coin, a record is made of 
very delicate material --paper and vinyl. Lee Wolf son, 
who buys and sells used records at the iocal Vinyl Fever, 
says this can be a real problem: 

"Most of the good stuff you see, because It's good. 
Is beat up-—old James Brown records have seen a lot 
of parties— as well they should have," he said. 

If you're thinking of buying used but collectible 
records, keep a few things in mind:

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place. Those discs should have had a better chance of 
staying in good condition. Some records had a limited 
pressing history so naturally they will be scaiice and so 
more valuable. A recent example Is the new album by 
John Fogerty {Center field) which originally contained 
the song "Zanz Kant Danz." After Fantasy records 
executive Saul Zaentz threatened to sue, the title was 
chani^. This first pressing Is already Nird to f iml. What 
it will be worth Is anybody's guess. 

Record sleeves are just as important as the disc 
inside and sometimes more important. One prime 
example is the Beatles' Yesterday and Today album 
cover which featured in its original form the Fab Four 
dressed in lab coats holding up dismembered dolls. This 
very rare edition is known as the "Butcher Baby" 
cover— what it's worth varies depending on whether It's 
an original or the stopgap edition with the more familiar 
"trunk" cover pasted over the butchered batiles. 

Just because a record is old doesn't mean it's 
valuable and vice versa. Record collecting is shrouded 
In capitalism and as such subject (however 
unfortunately) to its economic laws. For a record to be 
valuable there has to be a demand for it. Supply and 
demand rule. Having said that it's still a good bet that 
old records will continue to be rare records courtesy 
of the ever-careless and their war of attrition. 

Goldmine magazine Is a good place to find up-to-date 
Information on records and collecting. It comes out 
every other week loaded with advertisements and "want 
lists" from dealers and collectors around the U.S. and 
occasionally the world. Along with a glimpse of the 
jargon-laden world of collectible records, you'll find 
good In depth articles on important artists as well as 
discographies. Recent issues have included cover 
stories on the Doors, the Beatles and Ray Charles.

to document history. I've always been somewhat of 
a history buff, and finding out the history is fun— I'm 
in it for the fun. 

How many records do you have? 
Oh sheez...l don't even know...a lot. 
* When did you say to yourself 'I'm collecting records 
f' or did you ever? 
II, the first time I thou|^ about doing it— wlttiout 
Miy success, of course, iMoause of lacic of money- 
was when I was in the eighth grade...about 1965. 
Probably one of the reasons! got into it was because 
my parents thought it was worthless and that was a 
sure way to get me interested. Consciously though, 
the first 45 1 bought was "Big John" by Jimmy Dean. 
Do you still have it? 
No, no... 

You realize the original version of that record is 
worth money... 

0 yeah, and I probc^bly had that version... 

What was the change^from 'He ms a hell of a man ' 
to... 

'He was a Mg big man...' Not only is music in- 
teresting to me for the cultural aspects— the 
'underground' culture, the 'pop' culture— it's in- 
teresting too how some songs cross over and are pick- 
ed up by the 'mass' culture and some songs never are. 
But it's also a personal history for me...For what 
anybody wants to say about the '60s it was the best 
decade I ever went through. You just can't miss with 
the '60s— it was great. And it's really been only 
recently— starting in the '70s— that I discovered the 
iivhole scene about the '50s.

What records would you tike to have that you don't? 

Weil, that's a tricky question because there's pro- 
bably a lot of records I don't know about...First of all 
you've gotta understand that I'm not into record col- 
lecting like collectors who advertise in magazines. I'm 
into it more for the music. I've got pretty much all the 
white stuff, whether you call it pop or rock, but I'd pro- 
bably go for anything between 1945 and 1960 that 
defines or traces black music, because you know rock 
and roll wouldn't be here without black culture. But 
i wouldn't get a real hard-on over something like an 
original Muddy Waters single, because I've probably 
alieady got that song... 

If somebody came to you and said 'I want tosmt 
areo^ cotlectl(m' what advics would you give? Is H 



an impossible task in 1985? 

Well, no— it wouldn't be an impossible task because 
the popularity and the greatness of this stuff is still 
recognized. So there's a lot that's still available. It's 
a matter of digging in and finding it out. If you're star- 
ting a record collection, the easiest thing is to start 
where you are and then just work out from tlwre. I was 
just reading an article about heavy metal— to me ttiat's 
S^tangential to rock that it's n^ even worth the time, 
but to a lot of ottwr people If s a very worthwhile ef- 
fort. So I can't make a value Judgment and say If this 
is your interest don't pursue It. All you can do Is pur- 
sue your Interest— If you're Interested in Whitney 
Houston, well then you might want to go back to Sissy 
Houston or Thelma Houston. Or if you like Cieorge 
Thorogood, you might wanna go back and find out 
about Bo Diddley. 

Do you think that records made in 1985 will ever be 
collesitible? 

There's no reason they can't be. 1 couldn't say this 
recofd will ultimately be e^icHble btrt tIM's a 
possibility that any record in '85— except a heavy 
metal record daughter)- will be collectible. No, we're 
at a time when nothing is really happening. No one 
is coming up with any new ldeas...This is why if you 
are a collector it's an ideal space In time to go after 
older records...The number of good records that are 
gonna be of any historical significance is minimal. 

I think the record companies recognize this— we've 
got reissues out the ying-yang. So it's a good time to 
pick up the old stuff because lots of it Is at midline 
or reduced price. 

Speaking of economics, v>fhat's your reaction to the 
fact that certain records by the Beatles or by Elvis 
Presley can sell for $500 or $2,500 or whatever at 
auction? 

The only Issue is the historical significance of that 
presslng...but I think it shows you the value of music. 
For example, Is an original Picasso any better than a 
print of a Picasso? You get the same picture. Now, I'm 
one who's not afraid to elevate popular music to the 
level of art. If it can't be related to people— if art is 
totally static— then it sucks. But if people relate to It 
and get something out of it, some kind of meaning in 
their own life, then that's what makes it worthwhile. 
So probably someone wants an oii^nal pressing of 
Elvis Piesiey because it's the original...! don't get down 
on anybody who likes to collect records that way. But 
see, that's the thing— I don't consider myself a record 
collector so much as a music collector. It's the music 
I'm ultimately Interested in.

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Creator is just a big screen sitcom

Creator, the just-released comedy from King's 
Road Productions, has two things going for it- 
Peter O'Toole and tiities. 

Jn the film, O'Toole plays a role he knows 
well — the swaggering but loveable madman with 
delusions e\en more expansive than he is— this time 
named Dr. Harry Wolper. Harry is a scientist and 
a medical researcher at a university. He keeps living 
cells from his 30 -year dead wife in what looks like 
a large white thermos. Harry wants to grow his wife 
back, but this is not an easy task. 

That is one complication in Harry's life. Another 
is young Meli, played by Mariel Hemingway, who 
falls in love with old Harry. 

Creator might have done just fine had it stuck 
to Harry, his dead wife and Meli, taking time to 
develop the characters and their satiation. But 
tangled up in this potentially charming menace a 
irois are all the elements of a teevee sitcom dressed 
up for the big screen— a subplot involving a tepid romance, 
sloppy-sloshing-sentimentality, and, since this is the big 
screen, gratuitous nudity aimed at bringing in young bucks 
on the hoof. 

The movie starts slipping downhill in the first ten minutes 
as, in a scene highly reminiscent of the scene in The Stunt 
Man where O'Todle takes the young Steve Railsback under 
his wing, Harry kidnaps himself a young lab assistant in the 
person of one Boris, played by Vincent Spano. Boris 
wouldn't be a problem if he stayed in his place, on the edges 
of the action, but with Boris comes a completely unnecessary 





and much over-played subplot revolving around his 
romance with girl-of-his-dreams (up violins) 
Barbara, played by Virginia Madsen. 

The cynical mind might suspect that Boris and 
Barbara were the creation of a marketing 
consultant concerned with the box office viability 
of the film. Worried that Wolper's story alone 
wouldn't cut it with the youth market, the 
consultant suggested adding a couple of star- 
crossed (yawn) young lovers. Then to show off the 
pair to its full potential, the consultant suggested 
adding a shower scene (what genius, what 
innovation!). And of course, it doesn't hurt to give 
the audience a lingering look at the breasts of a 
suitably nubile young actress— Madsen in this case. 

Of course, Barbara and Boris don't bog this film 
down all by themselves. They have help. Even a 
typically wondrous performance by O'Toole and 
a surprisingly good job by Hemingway can't save 
the central plotline which, eventually, deals with 
a romance between a man over 60 and a young 
woman under 25— a relationship that anyone with even the 
most tenuous grip on reality could tell would be slated for 
serious problems. Not so here, as this simple-minded movie 
lurches toward its sentimental conclusion. Even in the not- 
good Svengali (starring O'Toole and Jodie Foster ), this kind 
of relationship was handled with more skill. But, ah yes^ * 
Hemingway does get to lift her shirt. 

As Harry Wolper's housekeeper Mrs. Mallory says 
frequently in the film, "humph!"

Iron JI: The Women has the power to fascinate. Called a 
"nmi-riction feature film" by writerWirector George Butler 
the creator of the original Pumping Iron), The Women 
four women body builders— Rachel McUsh, Bev 
Francis, Carta Dunlap and Lori Bowen— as they train for 
and compete in the Caesars Palace World Cup 
^ampionship in Las V^as, Nevada. 

From the be^nning of training to the conclusion of the 
contest the film offers a slick, well-paced slice of the world 
of female body building—inchiding lots of well-oifed 
muscular bodies plus some humor—and an exploration of 
one of the central issues of the sport— what should a female 
body builder look like? 

Caesars Palace sponsored the competition and professional 
promoter Wayne DeMOia orf^nized It, but Butler had a hand 
in t^ttiiig the contest arranged and the $50,000 in prize 
mo^ cane from Caesars, the gate, and from the backers 
lo^. The fact that the director and backers of TTte 
fmen helped ^t up its central feature— the contest— raises 
the question of how much of this **non-fi€tiott** film was 
set up in order to keep the movie from straying too far from 
the Issue of physical femininity.

They're a darn good football team 
and we aren't the only team they caused problems for," 
saidJFSU head coach Bobby Bowden. '^We're going to go 
ba(^ and look at last year's film and see what things we can 
pickup." 

This Saturday at 12:15 p.m. the Tigers will again be 
k>oking to play the spoiler role against an undefeated and 
sixthnranked <AP) 'Note team. 

In last year's meeting, FSU*s imsitig attack was held 
pretty much in check while the 'Noles gained the bulk of 
their yardage on the ground. Sophomore quarterback 
Danny McManus should change that (his name has been 
mentioned with other possible Heisman trophy candidates) 
as Bowden will be counting on him to move the Seminole 
express. Split-end Hassan Jones still isn't ready to return to 
action, but receivers Darrin Holloman, Phillip Bryant, 
Herb Gainer, and possible starter John Parks have used the 



week off to regain their health. 

Tony Smith will be the starting tailback for FSU and he 
hopes to have the same success Greg Allen did against the 
Tigers in 1984, rushing for 143 yards on 23 carries. His task 
will be aided by the return to health of guard Jamie Dukes 
(twisted knee) and tackle John lonata (twisted knee). 

Watching Smith's every move will be Memphis State's 
pre-season Ail-American linebacker Tim Harris.

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Hubbard returns home 
looking for a victory

This Saturday's Florida A&M football game against 
Youngstown State special to Rattler head coach Rudy 
Hubbard. He will go home again. 

Hubbard grew up less than a mile away from 
Youngstown, Ohio, where the Rattlers will face 
the Penguins at 7:30 p.m. (EST). Yet, Hubbard has his 
mind on other things. 

"It's really good to go home again, but our main focus is 
winning the ball game," said Hubbard. "I have a lot of 
family up there, and 1 really like to win the game in front of 
them." 

There shouU certainly be enough of Hubbard's family 
and friends there to cheer the Rattlers on. Some five to six 
thousand people from Hubbard (Hubbard's hometown) 
and |f««gstown have reportedly bought tickets for the 
conl#,^ving FAMU plenty of orange and green support. 

"We aren't really nervous about this being our first road 
game of the season," Hubbard said. "We should have 
plenty of fans cheering for us." 

The Penguins are 0-2 on the year including a loss to 
unbeaten Cincinnati 29-27 last week on the last play of the 
game. Leading the YSU charge is quarterback Bob 
Courtney who is ranked in the top ten in passing efficiency 
in division 1-AA football. 

"Youngstown has a very balanced attack," said 
Hub|«rd. "We can't really focus all our attention on just 
their fpassing <xt just their running. Courtney has done a 
greatyob replacing their other quarterback who is injured." 

The Penguins' original quarterback Trenton Lykes, 
Hubbard's cousin, suffered a concussion in YSU's opener 
and hasn't played since. 



Hubbard is also concerned with the Penguin defense. 
The YSU defense is young, but plays very tough. 

"They play very aggressive defense," Hubbard said. 
"They have had stme points scored on them because of 
their mistakes, but their mistakes have been caused by their 
aggression. You can forgive those errors." 

FAMU, 1-1, will be playing for the first time in two 
weeks. Hubbard said his team shouldn't be rusty after the 
short layoff. 

"We have had some really good practices the last couple 
of weeks," Hubbard said. "I couldn't just let the guys quit 
working during the week off, so we went at it pretty hard." 

On the injury front, fullback Derrick Gainer and 
offensive giurd Stan Knighton will miss the game with knee 
injuries. Split end Robert Gentile (ankle) quarterback, 
Calvin Gites (shoulder) and linebacker Maverick McKinney 
(n^k) are expected to play.

Former House member Steve Pajcic brought his 13-city 
gubernatorial campaign to town Friday, but instead of 
speaking in front of a huge crowd, Pajcic opted for a half 
hour discussion with eight Florida A&M students. 

Running on a then^ of "Ej«:ellence," Pajcic said he chose 
FAMU*s School of ^ine^ and Iiriustry as a campaign stop 
b^use the nationally-rec<^niz^ prc^am is **an exampte of 
excellence.*' 

Flanked by Rep. Al Lawson (D-Tallahassee) on one side 
and Chief Executive of SBl companies Sonja Phillips on the 
other, Pajcic sat at a conference table questioning students 
on how FAMU's SBI achieved its award-winning status. 

Students answered that good recruiting methods, internship 
programs and one's ability to "rise abo\c discrimination" 
were factor contributing to SBl's "greatness." 

**If we can make this a

Pajcic. "Being the only 
whi^ per»>tt at the tMt, it*s 
rewarding to know that 
you're color-blind." 

A native of Jacksonville, 
39-year-old Pajcic lists 
education, crime, the elderly 
and the environment as his 
top priorities. He's been a 
House member since 1974. 

Friday's discussion 
moderator Phillips 
introduced Pajcic as a state 
representative, but Pajcic 
resigned last summer firmly 
believing that candidates 
running for a higher state 
office "owe it to the people" 
to relinquish their current 
positions. ■ 

Pajcic hasn't announced a running mate yet but said Friday 
that he'll ignore gender. He said he would give some 
consideration to balance factors, like what part of the state 
a person is from. 

Pajcic's campaign mana^r Karen Kapler— who ran 
California Senator Alan Craost(Mi*i 1^4 presidential bid in 
Iowa— said the Pajcic campai^ is running more of a positive 
race than launching a n^ative campaign against other 
candidates. And while Insurance Commissioner Bill Gunter's 
dropout and Congressman Buddy MacKay's (D-Ocala) 
possible candidacy are bound to infiuence.Pajcic's chances, 
Kapler said Pajcic's people will continue at the same pace. 

"We'll take anyone who gets in seriously," said Kapler. 
"If we run around chasing everyone else, we waste time. We 
have to run our own race." 

**The race has shifted so much afaready. It is important for 
us to stick to our own schedule. I dunk you'll.see moxt shifting 
around," Kapler said. 

Gohtar*s decision to pull out of the race has, however, had 
some ^finite effect on Pajcic. Already several Gunter 
supporters — including Sen.

Not just a drop in the bucket 



FROM STAFF REPORTS 

National congressmen are visiting 
Tallahassee today to find out how Florida 
protects its groundwater and what they can 
do to help. 

Th^ ^Enviornmental and Energy Study 
Institute— national think tank on en- 
vironmental concerns— is sponsoring a 
groundwater conf^ence at the Florida State 
Conference Center today. 

Congressmen Clay Shaw and Buddy 
MacKay will sit on the Insitute's fact-finding 
panel and Florida Department of En- 
vironmental Regulation Secretary Victoria J. 
Tschinkel will be conference moderator. 

This conference is one of four that the in- 
situ^ has sponsored nationwide. The pur- 
pose is to develop recommendations to the 
U.S. Congress as it begins debate on new 
groundwater inhMrtivi&. 

The Environnmtal and Energy Study In- 
situte is a non-piurtisan research group out 
of Washington D.C. that informs Congress 
of innovative solittions to environmmUii md 
energy problems. 

Florida was chosen as one of the fact- 
finding sites because of its sophisticated and 
advanced groundwater programs, said 
Rodney DeHan, Administrator of the 



groundwater prc^ram for Florida's Depart- 
ment of Environmental Regulation. 

Since over 90 percent of F'loridians depend 
on the vulnerable state aquifers for their 
drinking water, the state legislature has one 
of the most stringent guidelines for ground- 
water protection in the country, said DeHan. 

The Congressmen will talk with local and 
state officials, envircmmenfalists and cor- 
porate represettatives about Florida's pr^- 
ent groundwater program, how to protect 
Florida's drinking water in the future and 
what the federal government needs to do to 
help Florida protect its drinking water. 

"I hope what will come out of the con- 
ference is a solid recommendation from the 
Congress to concentrate their attention on 
groundwater," said DeHan. "It is an essen- 
tial and valuable resource that needs protec- 
tion.** 

DeHan Ms the government coukl 
help Florida protect its wate^by providing 
money for more research and experts, things 
the state has a finite supply of. 

The conference is today, from 9 am to 3 
pm at the Florida Stale Conference Center, 
555 W. Pensacola St. The conference is free 
and open to the public; luncheon will be a 
dutch treat buffet.

While we reject the notion of pwiishment for th^ i^o resist the 
draft for conscientious reasons, we find Wayte*s sentence doubly 
sen^less. He's hardly the irresponsible tyi^, but has cho^n to 
demonstrate his concern for his fellow man in the soup kitd^ns rather 
than on the frontlines. 

He developed his anti-war ideology from his involvement with the 
Society of Friei^ (Quakers). And the Yate philosc^yfiy stutknt 
dwumcnted his stance in letters to then-President Jimmy Carter and 
the Selective ^rvice detailing:!^ r^ons for his ref^tf io be drafted. 

His act is one he'd likely repeat, since it was done for r^tsons of 
conscience. It's doubtful he'll ever "repent.** All the h^se arr^ <to 
is deprive Whitlier, California of one of its more prwiuctivc citizens. 

It seOTW senseless to remove Wayte from tlw j^plt he*s alr^y 
generously serving. Surely it would have been better to hand Wayte 
more hours of public servii^.

Garden honors FSU student 
killed in 1984 plane crash

Sarah Jane Hibbert's parents, ten brothers 
and sisters, and fiance gathered in front of 
FSU's Landis Hall earlier this semester to 
dedicate a garden. 

Hibbert, a graduate of Florida State

University, was killed in Jacksonville when 
her PBA flight crashed in December of 1984. 
She received her bachelor's degree in 
humanities in 1981 and her MSP in Urban 
and Regional Planning in 1984. ^ was 27 
years okl, Iht garden was planted as her 
moaraial. 

The garden was ^ablished with tte help 
of a %2IQO0 donation by Hibbert's employer, 
Greiner Ej^neering SdMces, Inc., of 
Tampa. 

"Miss Hibbert died while on company 
business," said Greiner Vice-President Tom 
Darmody, who wouldn't specify what type 
of business. "She was a good employee who 



only worked for a short time, but fit right 
in. This was a way to do a special thing for 
a special person, and pay tribute to her." 

When the money was donated, there were 
several things the Hibberis could have done, 
such as setting up a scholarship fund or 
donating to the Ubrary fm books, 

**We considered what to do with Uie 
nmey," said Virginia Hibtot, Sarah's 
mother, "and felt that %W0O ym not much 
for a scholarship fund. So we decided on a 
garden as a place for Sarah to be 
remembered and we could visit. 

•*She lOved the outdoors, and she was 
cremated and her ashes were scattered over 
St. George Island," said Hibbert. "Since 
there is no permanent burial site, we thought 
this would be a good way to remember her." 

The Palermo family of Tvnpa recently 
donated a tree for the garden. 

"They were close to Sarah, and their only 
(faiu^ter was tko killed m an ao^tent,** said 
Hibbert. tree is planted near Hibbert's 
marker. Paul Greenwood, Hibbert's fiance, 
said the garden would have pleased Sarah. 
"It gives me a good feeling to pass by," said 
Greenwood. "We had talked about dying 
and she said she wanted a place where her 
family and friends could get together and 
remember the good times. Most of the family 
that hasn't been here yet is looking forward 
to coming."

MIAMI— Dan Marino threw two sed(Mid-half touchdown 

passes and a stingy Miami defense recorded its first shutout 
in two seasons Sunday to lead the Dolphins to a 31-0 win 
over Kansas C ity in the Orange Bowl. 

Rookie fullback Ron Davenport also scored two 
touchdowns tor Miami, now 2-1. The Chiefs fell to 2-1. 

Hie Chiefs, who came into the game as the highest-scoring 
t^m in the NFL, could not solve the Miami defense, which 
record^l three sacks and two interceptions. The last Miami 
shutout was a 37-0 win over the Baltimore Colts on NOv. 
20, 1983. 

Following a scoreless first half, the Dolphins set the tone 
for the second half when Mike Kozlowski, on a reverse from 
I oren/o Hampton, returned the second-half kickoff to the 

Miami 47. 

Five plays later, Marino hit Bruce Hardy with a 9-yard 
scoring pass to give Miami a 7-0 lead. 

Marino finished the day 23 of 35 for 258 yards, two 
touchdowns and one interception. 

Following a Kansas City punt, the Dolphins drove 80 
yards in 1 1 plays with the touchdown conui^ on a 27-yard 
pass from Marino to a wi(fe-op^ Woody ^luett. Miami 
led 14-0 after three quarters. 

Miami scored again after Glenn Blackwood, playing in 
his first game since ending his holdout, intercepted a Bill 
Kenney pass. The interception set up a 1-yard run by 
Davenport, his first regular-season touchdown. 

Davenport must have liked the end zone because he scored 
on a 3-yard run on Miami's next possession to give Miami 
a 28-0 lead. 

The other Miami interception was by Jay Brophy, whose 
4 1 -yard return on his first pro theft set up a 37-yard field 
goal by Fuad Revciz with 6:04 left in the game. 

Both teams missed scoring opportunities in a scorele^ first 
half that ended with Marino completing a 30-yard ^iss to 
Joe Rose to the Kansas City 12 as time ran out. 

It was the first time the Dolphins were involved in a 
scoreless first half since the famous snow plow game in New 
hngland on Dec. 12, .1982, which the Dolphins lost 3-0.

Defense and kicking game key 'Noles victory

It wasn't quite the kind of performance one would expert 
from a sixth-ranked team, but the Florida State Seminoles 
got what they wanted from visiting Memphis State Saturday 
afternoon—a 19-10 win. 

Like &miiM}l6' two previous ^es, it was the defense 
that answered tlm ctoe^ caU from the offense. Bending, 
but breakii^, the 'Notes put tlw damjw mi the Tiger's 
passing arm in the second half. 

The unit that allowed 104 passing yards per game coming 
into the contest, had already allowed 94 yards through the 
air at the end of the first two quarters. A few mental 
adjustments during intermission closed off the airways of 
MSU quarterback Danny Sparkman, limiting him to just five 
completions in 15 attempts in the second half. 

"We weren't even talking about any physical adjustments 
{m halftime), we ju^ wer«i't tackling well, ' explained FSU 
defensive coach Wally ftimbam. "They were doing a lot 
of play action passes m flra aiKl %a>nd (town and we picked 
up on that and our kids got use to their receivers and took 
away some of the cushion we were giving (their receivers)." 

••We always son of use the first half to feel out their 
receivers. Then we get their plays down and we know what 
to be ready for," said cornerback, Eric Williams. 

For the third straight \\cek of action. FSU has yet to allow 
apoiitt |o be scored in the second half. In the 'Noles' upset 
win Nebraska two weeks ago, the stinginess of Bobby 
Bo^M^*« defense proved to be the difference. In Saturday s 
hoi^e-fl#ner for the 'Noles. that same defensive resilience 
would loom large once apin as FSU trailed 10-6 at the 
midway point. 

"The defense played excellent. If those guys didn't play 
as well as they did, we would have lost it," said Bowden. 
•'Fd have to say that the defense, alo^ with (kicker) Derek 
Schmidt were the winning edge." 

A Danny McManus-led FSU offense didn't execute as 
effectively as they are capable of, according to Bowden, 
a)llectlng just 310 yards in total yardage. The sure-shot loot 
of Schmidt accounted for all of FSU's points in the first half 
and 12 of their final 19. The soccer-style kicker connected 
on an impressive four of five attempts from 5 1 , 51, 46. and 
24 yards— missing oaly on one from over 40 yards out. 

When Bowden's sophomore quarterback wasn't having 
to dodge the Tiger's 6-foot-7, two-time All American 
linebacker Tim Harris, he was overthrowinp his receivers. 
It didn't continue lor too long as MSU defensive end Marlon 
Brown delivered a feiocious blind-side hit on McManus, 
sending him to the side-lines for the rest of the afternoon. 
He suffered only a stiff neck. 

"It^WK frustrating out there for our offense. Our offensive 
Br» and backs got abused by ihetr rush," Bowden said. "I'm 
iust glad (Kirk) Coker, with his experience and all, was able 
to come on for us and do an amazing job.**

Amazing is a fining word for the performance of the senior 
signal-caller who replaced McManus and completed seven 
of eight passes for 54 yards and a touchdown after taking 
snaps from center in practice only once during the week. 

Tailback Tony Smith matte some gains in the productivity 
of the 'Noles' ground game, rushing for 96 yards on 18 
carries to lead all rushers. Getting his first Parting assignment 
of the season, Smith proved to be a thrrat as a receiver as 
well coming out of the backfield. 

FSU escaped from their third victory of the year in as many 
games in relatively good physical shape. Guard M-rk Salva 
(twisted ankle) and receivers Darrin Holloman (groin pull) 
and Phillip Bryant (bruised hip) and McManus will be held 
out of contact drills Monday in an effort to heal their minor 
injuries, according to head trainer Don Pauls.

Alter thousands of people were forced 
to wail in lines tor up to 45 minutes to get 
into l lorida State's football home opener 
Saturda\, FSl' officials are trying to make 
sure il never happens again. 

On Monday, FSU announced that it 
wcmld open five additional gate entrances, 
including two 'student only' gates, for this 
we^nd's Kansas game. 

The extra gates b(;came imperative after 
a potentially dangerous situat ion occurr e d 
prior to the Memphis State game. With 
FSU's time consuming policy of checking 
student IDs added to tans arriving late for 
the noon kickoff, thousands of people were 
left in me parking lot as game lime 
approached. 

IF^ing the possibility of fans stampeding 
through the gates, FSU was virtually forced 
to SMbandon its student ID check just 
before game time, according to Assistant 
to the Athletic Director John Sheffield. 

"When the situation became dangerous, 
the ID check did become lax," Sheffield 
said. "I think we'll be OK this time, 
though." 

To prevent the long lines caused by the 
ID check, two nine-lane gates have been 
opened solely for student use at the 
stadium's southeast corner. Though 
students can still enter from J»ny gate, the 
new gates— which will be without 
turij^tiles— should shorten lines Sheffield 
sakb 

Ja iddition, FSU has added three other 
gatw for the general public. One wtU be 
located at the southwest end to 
accommodate tailgaters, another will be 
under the West stands, and the third will be 
located at the northeast corner between 
gate five and the fieldhous^.

Experts: Feds 
must regulate 
groundwater

They don't agree on the best strategy to 
keep grc andwater safe,* but they do see one 
thing the same way—the federal 
government has got io do something about 
it. 

That was the consensus at the 
"Groundwater Protection Policies tor 
Florida and the Nation" (\inlerence held 
Monday at l lorida Slate ( on Terence 
Center. Environmentalists, state workers 
and representatives from industry appealef 
for federal help to deal with the complex 
issue of protecting Florida's drinking 
water. 

"People from the environmental, 
industrial, and legal community pointed 
out that we do need some national 
standards," said U.S. Congressman Clay 
Shaw, (R-Fort Lauderdale) who, along 
with fellow ( i>npressman Buddy MacKay 
(D-Ocala), chaired the Conference. 

The Environmental and Energy Study 
Institute— a congressional non-partisan 
research group— invited panelists, 
representing consumers, agribusiness, oil 
companies and state workers to discuss this 
state's groundwater program. 

And they oltcred no easy solutions to 
protecting F lorida's vulnerable aquifei. 
systems while meeting the needs o I industry 
and a growing population. 

Florida's aquif' rs currently provide 92 
percent of this state's drinking water and 
Floridians use 7.5 billion gallons a day, said 
Shaw. 

"With 42 people moving here every 
hour, Florida needs to be more aggressive 
in protecting our groundwater," said 
Shaw. Most panelists agreed, but told the 
representatives they n^d federal help in

Kimball admitted the information was much needed. 
"The first thing we realized is that we needed to learn 

something about South Africa, apartheid and divestiture," 
said Kimball. "I also got a considerable number of phone 
calls— employee input was one thing we look into 
consideration when making our decision. 

Kimball said the 12-member advisory committee represents 
the 2,100-odd city employees. Kir.iball said this was the first 
lime the committee had been asked to study city 
investments — normally the committee reviews the pension 
plan and all new applicants. 

Although seven out of eight votes are required for the 
meawre to {NIss, Commissioners Harley and Vis^ti have 
already indicated their opposition. But McLm remains 
hopeful. 

"1 still think the evidence supports my policy," mmI 
McLean. "If there are no financial los^, you do what Is 

right." 

McLean said he v\as disappointed by the. employee 
committee's recommendations but he fell the committee may 
not accurately reflect employee sentiments. 

*4 respect thar opinion even though I disagree with their 
Coiu:lusion." said McLean. "i*m disappointed. I don*t think 
Ihiey represent a solid consensus. I received a lot of phone 
calls from employees and it was 6 or 7-1 for divestment." 
J McLean says his divestment policy poses no financial 
threat to the city. At stake are roughly $240 million— $80 
million in city retirement funds and the rest in general 
operating funds. 

According to City Clerk ^Treasurer Robert In/er, half of 
the $80 million in pension monies is inscsied with the Frank 
Russell Investment Management Co. The other half is locked 
into a nine-year comract with Massachusetts Mutual. 

McLean's plan leaves the Mass Mutual investments intact 
^lecauseof a stiff H-millk>n pauhy the city would have to 
pay for breaking the contract. Those fumis would be divested 
after the contract runs out. 

Frank Russell would be asked to create a South Africa- 
free portfolio for Tallahassee pension monies. However, 
Inzer said that the money inana^'mg company has alreads 
refused to do so. If Mcl. can's proposal passes Wednesday 
night, then Frank Russell will be given 45 days to formally 
state whether or not it is willing to divest. 
:[ Should the company refuse to seek new^ investment 
K)urces, Inzer would seek a new money manager and all new 
^sion funds would be run through that company. Within 
i% months, all old funds would also be removed. 

After Inzer and McLean consulted a list of approximately 
^iOO U.S. corporations in South Africa, they found that 24 
jporont of all the Frank Russell investn^ts were placed with 
companies on that list. 

Inzer said divesting is an added risk but one that is 
manageable. He said he has already looked into South 
Africa-free money managers like Dry f us Third Century, J. 
P. Morgan and many others. 

Inzer said the main problem with divesting is that the city 
yitavM be forced to give up investing in major corporations 
like IBM, Ford and GM. The 300 or so U.S. firms in South 
Africa are iXL large multinationals that represent one third 
of the total value of stocks, said Inzer. 

"Portfolio theory talks of diversification," said Inzer. "By 
divesting, generally speaking, you end up eliminating the 
large multinationals— it's an additional risk hut returns are 
not concomitant," Inzer said. "But the risk is still within 
the parameters of risk the city should take." 

Inzer said other cities— like Boston, Los Angeles and Han- 
ford — that have divested have not suffered serious losses; 
On the state scene. Miami has already divested and Orlando 
and Clearwater are currently inv^tigating the possibilities. 

Atthough the v(^ are a^nst Mn. McLean saM he hmn*t 
^ven up. And if it means changing his proposal around a 
Uttle, he*s willing to do it.

National Security Adviser Richard McFarlane doesn't need 
documentation to prove his veracity— he figures his word should be 
enough. 

McFarlane's word is all Rep. Michael Barnes (D-Maryland)— 
chairman of the House Foreign Affairs subcommittee on Latin 
America— gm when he asked for proof that a military adviser for the 
National Security Council had not violated a year-old congressional 
ban on aiding contra rebels in their war against the Sandinista 
govermnent of Nicaragua. 

&umes requested all documents pertaining to Lt. Col. Oliver L. 
North's contacts with the contras since October in a letter sent to 
McFarlane last month. McFarlane's answer was a letter—saws 
documentation— assuring the subcommittee that NSC staff members 
had not violated the ban. When asked why McFarlane didn't produce 
the paperwork— which North has already compile— an unidentified 
minunistnttion official said Barn^ "was informed as fully as we thought 
nec^sary.*' 

Barnes and other subcommittee monbers are rightly concerned about 
the extent of U.S. involvement in the conflict in Nicaragua. McFarlane 
has admitted North was in contact with the contras during the ban, 
but claimed the meeting concerned political, not military, matters. But 
without memoranda and other written proof, McFarlane can't 
substantiate that claim. 

McFarlanc's refusal to turn the documents over could be the result 
of false bravado. He— or his boss Reagan— could genuinely fear letting 
the world know just how deeply they're iiwolved in trying to overthrow 
the Sandiimtas. Whatev«- the reason, it smacks of a cover-up, especially 
since McFarlane isn't even bothering to claim the sanctuary of 
•*ejtecutive privilege." 

Barnes bm said his committee wiM continue to press McFarlane to 
produce proof of his claims. Given the Reagan administration's history 
in such matters, we #n't?thihk WW get it. 

The age of the Watergate coverup wasn't so very long ago. Tricky 
Dick Nixon still haunts the shadows of public affairs and even advises 
Reagan on foreign policy. He should tell Reagan that if he and his 
henchman McFarlane aren't more forthcoming on U.S. efforts in 
Central America, they could find themselves embroiled in more than 
a subcommittee investigation.

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Doctors: Public continues to misunderstand AIDS

Behind the fear gri^jing the nation over acquired 
immunodeficiency syndrome (AIDS) is a gaping hole in our 
only real line of defense against the deadly disease: public 

education. 

\\ hat is needed, say experts like California's AIDS Task 
I orcc chairman Dr. Marcus Conant, is a full-scale Madison 
Avenue-type ellort to tell the public the facts as wc now know 
them. 

Tho^ facts include: 

•A massive effort to track the transmission of AIDS lias 
failed to turn up any evidence that the (Use9.se can be 
transmitted casually. 

•AIDS is not only not an easy virus to catch, hi e the cold 
or flu; we know how it is transmitted. "This is primarily a 
sexually transmitted disease. It can also be transmitted by 
coniaminaied blood products or by sharing needles," says San 
Francisco General Hospital AIDS researcher Dr. Donald 
Abrams. 

•The virus has been found m tears and saliva, but "there 
is thus far no evidence suggesting that in nearly 13,000 cases 
of the disease, the route of transmission has been via these 
fluids," Abrams asserts. 

fXhat the disease is not easily transmitted is borne out by 
numerous case reports. For example, Abrams tells of a health- 
care worker who stuck himself with a needle from a patient 
who had both AIDS and hepatitis. "He got hepatiiis but he 
hasn't contracted AIDS. Moreoxer. his AIDS antibody lest 
never turned positive." something experts say happens uiihin 
eight to 12 weeks alter becoming infected with the virus. 

If knowing these and other facts is our best defence agamsl 
AIDS, why has no agency assumed responsibility for 
coordinating a carefully planned and executed campaign to 
educate all segments of sM^iety? 

Perhaps it is because AIDS encompi^ses subjects that still 
make many of us uno^fortable. Nudity, ^ath, awl dying. 



says Holly Smith of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, are 
thr^ of the most sensitive and difflcult subjects for people 
to a)mfort. 

Perhaps, as Dr. Conant suggests, it is also because editors 
refused to heed what their reporters were telling them. "I know 
for a fact that a lot of reporters were on top of this story from 
the beginning... But a lot of editors pushed it aside, either 




because they thought it was a "gay disease" or because they 
didn't think one should discuss topics such as anal intercourse 
in a family newspaper or on television. 

But the biggest stumbling block has bee#the failure of 
gov ernment at all levels to deal head-on with educating the 
public about the AIDS epidemic 



, Only about four percent of the federal govcnuiicnt's 1985 
AIDS budget of nearly $100 million targets public 
education— nowhere near adequate to the task, as the 
government's own Office of Technology As%ssment it^lf has 
concluded. 

Dr. Harold Jaffe of the Center for Disease Control agrees 
that education right now represents the only weapon we have 

against AIDS, and that more money is necessary — money he 
anticipates will be torthconiing w ith ihe backing of Secretary 
of Health and Human Services Margaret Heckltr. 

For some the infusion of dollars will come too late. Ryan 
White, the Kokomo, Indiana, youngster who is battling AIDS 
and his local school board, is perhaps the most visible victim 
of public fear. But countless AIDS victims have already been 
isolated from mainstream society. Many have died, isolated 
even from their family and friends. 

To date, efforts to reduce public fears through education 
have been catch-as-catch-can. Nor does the public appear to 
be reassured by those official pronouncements that have b^n 
made, even those of AIDS researchers. 

Some experts believe the problem involves the way doctors 
and scieiuists talk about .MDS; their choice of terms, some 
say, frequently heightens rather than allays public fears. 

Every time they say there doesn't "appear" to be any 
evidence that AIDS can be casually transmitted, or that "under 
most circumstances" children aren't at risk if they attend 
school with an AIDS victim, what the public hears is 
"appears" and "undermost circumstances." Those aren't the 
strongest of terms, explains Di . Jay Winsten. director of the 
Ofn. p of Health Policy Information at the Harvard School 
of Public Health. 

Says Conant, "There are very fewihingsin medicine that 
are one hundred percent, and the words we use risflect that 
fact. In the case of AIDS, we use words like * 'appears" and 
*• based on the available evidence" not because there is a lack 
of evidence but because we are behaving as responsible 
scientists."

researching possible contaminants, setting 
standards for acceptable levels, and acting as 
J clearinghouse to help states share 
information regarding successful groundwater

"Congress should lead the way," said 
Rodney DeHan, administrator of the 
groundwater program for Florida's 
Department of Fnv ironnienial Regulation. 

"We are grappling," said Victoria 
Fschinkel, DFR secreiarv. who also chaired 
(he conference. "W c just don't agree on what 
to do in the meantime." 

On one hand, the environmentalists on the 



panel telt Morida's present eroundwaier 
program is not stringent enough— despiic the 
fact it is leadmg most other slates in its 
standarcfs. 

"This disturbs me for the rest of the 
country." said Gloria Rains, member of the 
The Manasoia 88, a statewide environmental 
group that originated in Manatee and Sar.asota 
Counties. 

Currentlv. I lorida standards allow for 
potential pollutants to be discharged in lower 
grade aquifers— tho.e usuallv located in the 
deeper levels of Florida soil that contain 
saltwater. 

"We need to view all aquifers as potential 
drinking water," said Rains. 
And once groundwater is pKjIluted, it is 



difficult and timely to clean up, said 
cnv iroiuneiualisls. An Fnergy Institute report 
said the average cost for cleanup is between 
$5 rtiiilion to $10 million, and it's not always 
effective even then. 

"The public has a right to the best source 
of* water at the cheapest costs," said Joe 
Podgor. a member of environmental group 
Friends of the Everglades. "Letting in a certain 
amoung of pollution is taking a risk with our 
right to clean water." 

Panelists representing business interests, 
conversely, feel Morida's standards are too 
stringent on industry, the felt D.t.R. needs 
to look more at pollution caused by 
stormwater run-off and private septic tanks. 
"Chevron's policy is to comply, because we 



are concerned about protecting our 
groundwater," said .leff 'Angermann of 
Chevron USA, Inc. "But we need to revise 
some of these standards." 

**lt's up to Florida DER to fmd a middle 
ground between the two. Future agency plans 
include the installation of monitoring wells 
near potential polluting sites. DFR officials 
say these types of devices could help them 
conduct their own research on coiilaminanls 
in Morida's groundwater. 

"I thought it was a good, balanced 
representation of industry and 
environmentalists," said DeHan. "Further 
r^earch and improvements in technology 
should help fmd solutions to pollution of our 
groundwater.

This year, two parties and eight independent candidates 
are pasting up posters, giving away buttons and pressing the 
flesh in hopes you'll remember a face or a party name as 
you enter the voting booth. 

The parties? In this corner, in blue and white, the 
Outstanding New Leadership For You party. Formed last 
spring as competion for the established Students' Party and 
other new contender. United Seminoles Party, ONLY's 
candidate won the Student Body Presidential election. 
ONLY's victory was so overwhelming that both other parties 
folded soon afterwards. 

In the opposite corner, in xeroxed black and while, the 
None Of The Above Party. Organized for the most pairt last 
Tuesday night — the evening before the deadline to register 
c|uicKdates--party organizers feel that beyig the dark horse 
in the election nught help than the same way it helped ONLY 
party this spring. 

"From what I've seen there's pretty good enthusiasm from 
both parties," said Marcus Bustad, Student Commissioner 
of Elections. 

He noted, however, :'.iat a party as new as the NGTA parly 
would have to fight an uphill battle against the estabUshed 
ONLY parly. 

"The ONLY party is a strong party with some strong 
support," Bustad said. "I'm notjsure anyone's taking the 
NOTA party seriously, yet. Jhey don't seem very 
organized." 

John Elduff,'one of the founders of the NOTA.party, 
dtisagr^d. ^ • 



"1 think that we're very organized," he said. "1 think that 

we've done a great deal more than anyone expected." 

Elduff said one of the party's tnain functions is to offer 
some kind of competition lor ONLY. 

"All we really want to do is give students a choice," he 
said. "An unopposed race would not best serve the 
students." 

"I'm not surprised the NOTA party formed," said Libby 
Finleyson, Chairmaa of the ONLY party. "Some of the 
founding members interviewed with us, but we didn't slate 

them." 

To file as a parly, student government guidelines specify 
that a group must have candidates for at least 25 percent 

of the seals. 

"We needed ten candidate; ," said Dawn Warwick, NOTA 
party organizer. "We ended up with 35 people. Thirty-five 
good people." 

Finleyson said many of those who ended up on the NOTA 
slate originally intended to run as independents. 

"They had to get people somehow," Finleyson said. 
"They needed members, and the mdependent people needed 
a party. That was obviouUy a desperate move. It makes me 
wonder if they have loyal people or not." Elduff disagr^d. 

"Most people on our slate were going to run in one way 
or another," he said. "We approached a lot of them Tuesday 
evening when we were organizing. They were very interested. 
■ I feel we have a strong slate."

This ^on'i be the last time you'll hear 
Florida Slate I ni.ersit\ Histor> Professor 
Peter Ripley talking abi)ut the \%()\. 

Although this is the lirst time lie s taught 
his "America in the 1960s" class at FSL, 
student response has such that Ripley 
plans to continue teaching about the 
explosive era in coming semesters. 

"I think it is important for students today 
to clearly grasp the issues of that lime," 
Ripley says, and I stress that it's to their 
benefit to do so." 

Ripley has oruani/ed the class into fi\e 
i^sucs which he thinks were important to the 
development of the times — the civil richts

movement, the Vietntm war, the 
counterculture, the politics of dis^m and 
violence, and \H'atcrgate. 

"There are lots of ways to study historv," 
Ripley explained, "and I \^ant to get across 
the image o! the '6()s as an epoch, a tinie ot 
great issues and turmoil in the wake of those 
issues. 

"Obviously, with the civil rights really 
starting in 1954 with the Brown vs. Board 
of Educaticm decision and Watergate ending 
in 1974, I'm not interested in covering just 

a span of ten years," he said. **This is a 
critical aspect of the course." 

Riple\ said he uses the civil rights 
mo\ement as a "springboard" into the rest 

of the era. 

"Civil rights introdu<^ 
the idea of confronting 
policies which people knew 
were wrong," said Ripley. 
"Thus, a wedge was driven 
hcivveen the leaders and the 
people they were represen- 
ting." 

When they delve into the 
Vietnam War, students will 
have four required 
readings— N<im by Mark 
Baker, Dispatches by 
M ichael H err , A merics 's 
Longest War by George C 
Herring, and Fire in the 
I ukc by Frances 
I it/gerald^ and will view the 
Aeadeni \ A \v a rd - \m nnmg 
film The Decrhunier . 

Ripley will target three 
specific areas about Vietnam 
to clarify, hopes, areas of 
misunderstanding about the 
issues involved: U.S. policy, 
opposition to the war, and 
"The Grunts**-rwhal it was 
like to be an average combat 
soldier in the war. 

"The reason I put so 
much emphasis on Vietnam 
with the readings and all is 



a tremerKious amount of good 
information about Vietnam," he said. 
"Interestingly, most people feel uninformed 
about the major issues of the war." 

Almost as much time w ill be spent on the 
countercuitu! 'mil as on Vietnam. Students 
will view two films— /^'fz.vv Rider and 
Woodstock— dwd will read The Ulectnc 
Kool- Aid Acid Test by Tom W olfe. They 
will also hear two lectures on "Sex, Drugs 
and Rock 'n Roll.'*. 

**What we have in the counterculture is a 
group of people— some of them were 
politically oriented, some were cuhurAlly 
oriented— which created a trc nendous 
upheaval t .ause they were all really engaged 
in the changes they were helping bring 
about." said Ripley. 

The last two units— politics of dissent and 
violence and Watergate— are inherently 
linked, Ripley said, for two reasons: 
"Watergate confirmH the radical critique of 
^vernmt9i, whidi m& initiaced mainly by 
the Vj^nkm opposition, awt also by the 
fr(Mvth1*f the civil rights movement.** 
The second reason for ttnktai the t«^, 
Ripley, is an ironical one. 

"AH the people, in government, who were 
screaming about and cursing the 
unttermining of America were sudcknly 



caught doing the same thing/* he said. **The 
protestors were actually violators in this 



case 

As long as students come away with a 
grasp of the important ideas which shaped 
the 60s and can respond to them, Riptey said, 
he'll be satisfied with the course. 

"I don't e\ en care if they get into a fight, 
as long as it involves an intelligent discussion 
of the pertinent ideas." he said. "I think 
whatever the students pick up from the 
course is up to them, so let them think what 
th^ want.** 

Although as an historian/instructor, 
Ripley must be detached from the passion 
of the issues, his motivation to teach the 
course comes from his own experience. 
Graduated from FSU in 1966 with a 
bachelor's degree, Rinley stayed on to 
complete his graduate studies. 

"This is my generation I'm talking 
about." he said. "I believe today's 
generation inherited what we gave them, and 
I want to (Ximmunicate to them what we w«e 
doing during the *(k. ^ 

"rd like to teach tin; course as an 
undergraduate lecture rourse in the future, 
or again as a gf»dtiate seminar," saki Ripley, 
"ril {lefmit^y lio it asain.**

Laura Ashley is dead. What ever will we 
wear now? 

The great Welsh designer whose 
Edwardian ruffles and microsiopic flower 
priats dominated MM fashion for two 
(teoidcs and. in the bist Ave yem, started to 
take over the Western world In a ^ftmd 
explosion of romantic RentWty, fell down the 
stairs at her daughter's house \vsli week, went 
Into a coma, and subsequently died. She was 
only 60. One hopes that the casket was 
draped in her own l(K)» o cotton hiack chint/. 

Laura Ashle> started <»ut making sweet 
little pinafore dresses that made grown 
women look like «M>mething out of The Secret 
Card0^ in the fine printed cotton that 
hec«l||jf her trademark. They often cost 
under $25 and survive bleach, moths, y«irs 
and cMMren. Th^ days they cost over $100 
but ttey are still the same— innocent, 
shoeless. utteri> indestructible: the ultimas 
upper middle-class bargain. 

Laura Ashley was a style-maker for the 
haufe hourgenisie and proud ol it. revelling 
in the image her clothes and interior 
4etonition fabrics project —the I nglish 
country house of gentk garden colors, 
decreet money, breeding, horses, debutante 
biMi. The Laura Asbtey ethos refuted a 
woitflU^ really does not exist even amongst 
the tiiy group of tended gentry . The real 
sen^bvlity of her white lawn bloi^es with the 
hand-crocheted lace jabots, her hoop^ 
satini^d cotton presentation dresses, her 
sensible corduroys and Welsh-woven retro- 
tweeds, her trailing flower patterns in what 
the 1^5 Home Furnishings Catalog calls 
'*diiiwing room fabric," is right out of the 
f»itesy bind of P.O. WoMouse's Standings 
C^i^ or Evelyn Waugh^s Bride^^— great 
immH where life, if ever tngic, certainly 
fMiMmtK, Md the sun jcems to shliM on an 
•iHNess summer of croquet on the lawn and 
silver rose bowls. 

This oM-fashioMd imnge harking back to 
some mythical more gracious period, the 
apogee of the British Lmpiiv^nsibility, was 
enormously popular with' all segments of 
society. The horsey folk in Britain— the 
^oane Rangers with their county accents and 
head%arfs and dogs— were the first to adopt

Ihen the regular middle classes with no 
"place" in Hertfordshire, career women with 
no time nor inclinaticm to arrange flowers, 
Americans with little experience of country 
house weel^ends, Australians right off the 
Imich, took to her reasunabh -priced ail- 
natural clothes when shops opened up all 
over the worM. la 1961, Lady Diana Spemcer 
hit tl^ news in a photograph with the 
shining through a generic LA cotton skirt. 
The new Princess of W ales was the perfect 
Laura Ashley type—the English Rose who 
dressed like a little girl in a Victorian 
children's book b> da>, a femme fatale out 
of a fair> tale at night. The pale Lnglishness 
Of white line, faint trellis prints, straw hats 
and white gloves was la mode. Continental 
straight lines or New York geometric cuts 
remained clue— it didii*t matter, Laura 
A^ley remained pretty 

And that basic eteimnt— prettiness— is 
both the strength and the weakeness o^^ 
work. Her good designs are clean anil 
elegant—dresses with pointed dropped waists 
in simple, clear colors with a slightiv 
nostalgic feel or full skirls in striped cotton 
with wide waistbands—everything with 
pockets. Where she went wrong was with 
bush flower prints that crossed the eyes, tired 
wedding<arint pastels, and frou-frou clothes 
so neo-iCdwardian they looked like costumes. 
Often, a design seemed burdened with its 
own exce^. Under the extra niching, a 
cou|^ of ruffles, a few bows and a pair of 
ridiculous puffed sleeves would lie an 
exquisite plain evening dress or a well*made 
shirt. 

Laura Ashley's designs were never Vogue 
cover stuff. You will probably never see Jerry 
HnH in one of her pleated pinafores.

last weekend The Florida Native 
American Heritage I esiival brought droves 
of Tallahasseans out to the Tallahassee 
Junior Museum. Represeniaiives from the 
Seminole, Mia:osukee, Cr^k Nation, Maya, 
Chcrok^ and Yuchi Trib« were there. 

Janice Billie, a friend of mine who is full 
blooded Seminole, once told me with a 
laugh, "Almost every white person I meet 
tells me they're part Indian. There must have 
been s<ime pretty busy Indians a few 
generations ago." 

Perhaps the reason so many white people 
make such a big deal out of that l / 64th part 
of Indian blood they might have is that 
people are fascinated with these mysterious, 
dark-eyed people who have maintained their 
identity and customs in the midst of modern 
society — a separate and dittinct flavor in the 
giant American melting pot. 

This fascination with the Native 
Americans manifested itself last weekend. As 
crowds milled around, the Indians sold 
bright -colored beaded jewelry along with 
shirts, skirts and jackets in bright reds and 
purples and blues. They served up fried 
bread and gator meat, among other things, 
to customers and spoke softly among 
themselves in their own languages. 

I uked a young Mkcosukee woman how 
long it took her mother to make the long 
beaded earrings on her table. 

"Not long," she answered. "About a half 
an hour^" 



Thmking of tlM three minutes it probably 
twjk some factory to make the earrings 1 
wore, 1 smiled at her answer. I can't even 
make a meal that takes longer than Kven 
minutes to heal up. 

At noon on Sunday, several different 
Indian dances were demonstrated for the 
crowd. To the recorded sound of traditional 
Imlian music, including drums and whoops 
and chants, O.B. aiKl Tino Osceola and Blue 
and Bobby Petticone dan(^ in diverse styles 
and costumes. 

Blue Petticone, a Comanche who lives 
with his wife, Bobby, in Pensacola, came out 
adorned in suede pants, a chest piece of 
intricate wooden pieces, leg bands of bells 
and two large wings extending from the back 
of his waist. When Blue dances a traditional 
war dance, every part of his body moves. His 
f^t tap the ground lightly, the bells on his 
legs keep rhythm with his dipping tcN^, and 
his long, black hair swuigs over his 
shoulders. The dance is truly entrancing to 
watch. 

"We have a sneak-up dance that we do," 

Blue said later. "Before the white man came. 
It was more honorable to touch your enemy 
with the coup stick than to kill him. It 
showed more bravery. The dance showed the 
Other Indians what you did and how you did 
it." 

Blue's coup stick is long like a hooked 
Moses staff and covered with animal skins 
with two long feathers dangling from the 
handle. He and Bobby make their own 
outfits and also sell them at Pow Wows 



across the country. 

Blue is more than a showman. He proudly 
keeps Indian traditions and also works to 
organize and help other Indians. Pledged to 
take part in the Sun Dance later this year. 
Blue will fast for four days to prepare for 
the four days and four nights of ceremonial 
dancing. 

Alli^tor wrestling was also a big draw on 
Sunday. Oscar Johns and Bobby Henry of 
the Seminole Reservation tfi Tampa, 
demonstrated this rather precarious 
profession. Imagine several hundred kids 
under the age of ten suddenly gasping in 
terror as the alligator's jaws clamped down 
harrov^ingly close to Oscar's fingers. From 
the look on Oscar's face, 1 don't think it was 
a trick. 

"My cousin lost two fingers," Oscar said 
later. One particularly hair-raising asp«:t of 
the wrestling match is called Bulldogging, 
when the human k»{» tte alligator's jaws 
shut with his own chin and chest. According 
to Oscar, occasionally the alligator escapes 
this grip and tak» a chunk of f£u:e with him. 

Bobby Henry, an alligator wrestler for 
thirty years and currently managing the 
Tampa Reservation, said alligators are still 
caught in this manner. \\ his rescrsations,^ 
about 24 alligators take turns starring in the 
wrestling shows. 

"How often does he eat?" asked itow- 
headed youngster wearing a lather 
headdress. 

"Once a week," Henry answered. "About 
six chickens."

Watching Don *s Party is like entering a time warp. It's 
the early 1960s all over again without the "good vibes." 
In the film a middle class couple gives a party on 
election night in Australia. The guests are mainly Don's 
friends, but the burden of hostessing has fallen on his 
wife. 

The couple and most of their friends are for the Labor 
Party. One couple leans more towards the Liberal (read 
constFvative in Australia) party. But really no one in the 
movie gives much of a damn about politks; th^'re having 
too wuch fun being miserable and na^yto aach other. 

Bon *s Pmty '^ tmmmcmt of Wf» 's AfrM of V'w%mm 
If oo// without the biting wit and the wonderful twist of 
fantasy. Screenwriter David Williamson has created an 
ensemble of characters without redeeming qualities. As 
one character says about all the others, "1 think they're 
a bunch of shits." So true. 

The Don whose parly the title refers to is a professor 
and an unsuccessful writer. When he drinks too much, 
he likes to offer his wife to his colleague. The colleague, 
who has been trying to make two other inen*s wives, in 
turn offers his own wU'e to Don. 

Tfeis attempt at wife swapping doesn't work, but the 
IfriHicha'ow cofimule, Co^y, (toes have some success 
|j,wtljione other than this originid (xmie on— "Hellov 
beautiful. How would you like to screw?'* 

The point of all the unfaithfulness or attempts at 
unfailhfulness seems to be that maniage is a farce. 



Certainly the marriages in this movie are in sad shape. 

Bruce Beresford (director of Breaker Moranf) has 
managed to use his camera to probe these characters and 
study their feelings and their fla«^. We feel as though 
we're a giant eye over a microscope watching the little 
germs at their party. Each character is well-etched even 
down to details like the paisley underwear that Coolcy, 
the energetic sexual practitioner, wears. 

Cooley's date is a nineteen-year-old cow-eyed creature 
with a libido stuck in overdrive and eyes (lips, breasts and 
everything else) for Don, at first. At least she does send 
the movie in an interesting direction by leading the women 
into at l^st one honest, amusing conversation. 
iJnfortuiiately^ the sc^t veers away from the ^loraticm 
of the women's thoughts and ideas and takes off anoth^ 
tangent as the partiers try to get things moving again. At 
this point everyone begins to dislike everyone else and 
the insults and self-pity start to fly. 

The movie has its moments of humor, but it's an 
uneasy humor. We laugh at the angry husband searching 
through the house for his beautiful and quite promiscuous 
wife. However, the laughter gets caught in your throat 
when the reactions of the people at the party are no 
• stronger than a faint but cold amusement. 

Don 's Party deals with some disturbing ideas. lt*s not 
the kind of party I would stay at after tl^ first drink, 
and it's not the kind of movk to see if you're looking 
for light-hearted entertaimnent.

The garage would add a lot more traffic to an 
alieady crowded Woodward Street, he said, and 
would cause added wear and tear to the roadway. 

One of the best solutions, he said would be to 
encourage people to park -off campus and improve 
the transportation system wliich currently runs on 
campus. 

""Bie Seminole Express system is totally 
inadequate,*' he said. * 'there are a lot of delays, 
causing stnctems to be late to their classes.*' 

Gilligan noted that studies show people are not 

adverse to parking in the peripheral areas of campus 
if the traffic system is better. An increase in decal 
fees could raise money to upgrade the current system, 
he said.

CoiM^md the f«leral government 
will soon lease environmentally 
sensitive areas for oil drilling, the 
Florida Public Research Interest 
Group kicked off a postcard 
campaign Tuesday directed at Gov. 
Bob C'lraham and Sen. Paula 
Ha^kins^the slate's chief 
negotiators with the Department of 
Interior. 

According to FPIRG Legislative 
Director Ann WhitfieW, potential «1 
spills from drilling pose a threat to 
sensitive ecosystems in the 
A^ittechicote tey ami the Florida 
Keys. 

Whit f ield said Graham and 
Hawkins (R-Winter Haven) arc both 
opposed to drilling within 30 miles 
of Apalachicola Bay, but have been 
silent on the Naples-Keys area. Lease 
sales are scheduled to start on Dec. 
12. 

"The federal government is 
planning to go ahead and offer the 
entire area to the oil and gas industry 
this December," she said. "That's 
not sound management practice.*' 

FPIRO chapters in Tallahassee, 



Miami. " .mpa. St. Petersburg, and 
Sarasota began collecting signatures 
on postcards asking Graham and 
Hawkins to protect the Florida 
coastline by supporting FPIRG's 
plan, to restrict off-shore drilling. 

"We've got 15,000 postcards and 
people to man tables at malls all over, 
the state." said Whitfield. "We're 
going to present these to Graham o'"> 
Oct. 15 because he meets with 
Interior Secretary Donald Hodcl on 
the 16. "We believe Sen. Hawkins 
and Gov. Graham understand the 
sensitivity of the area," said 
Whitfield, hfeither of them are 
coming out for its protection 
though." 

FPIRG already has 3,000 
signatures on postcards and as of 
now no date has been set to end the 
campaign, Whitfield said. 

The FPIRG plan calls lor no lease 
sales in the following areas: within 
30 miles of t\m Florida coast; within 
30 miles of the Florida Middle 

^ir^unds. a rnral outcropping of 

value for its marine life; and all areas 
south of 26 degrees N latitude, 
which includes the Keys and 
everything south of Naples. 



\N hit field said studies to determine 
sensitive areas in the southeast gulf 
won't be eoinplcicd until sometime 
in 1986. But. she said, oil companies 
will fight to begin drilling after 
they've bought the leases. 

"In tests using drift ■ bottles to 
track the Gulf Loop current, 33 
percent of the bottles landed in the 
Gold Coast. Naples-Keys area," said 
Whitfield. "This pattern shows the 
potential danger to damage from oil 
spills." 

The Gulf Loop, said Whitfield, is 

the dominant current in the 
southeastern gulf which sweeps 
along the coast and around the 
southern tip of Florida and 
eventually mto the Atlantic to join 
the Gulf stream. 

According to FPIRG, .lohn 
Pennekamp State Park — the only 
living coral reef ui the continental 
U.S. — is in an area which could be 
damaged by potential oil spills. 
FPIRG says banning leases south of 
Naples could protect this state 
park — located at the northern end of 
the Keys—the Everglades coast, and 
the Keys.

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Better off white? 



While news sources across the country arc cheerfully regurgitating 
the *'good news,*' some of us can't help but notice the thundercloud 
behind the silver lining. 

Newspapers across the country reported this week that Scholastic 
Aptitude Test scores rose 5 points nationwide from last year— the 
largest increase since 1963. Less significant gains were reported for 
students taking the American College Testing board exam. And scores 
for minority test-takers were up, as well. 

The Wall Street Journal quoted George Hanford, president of the 
C ollege Board, which administers the SAT, saying, "The rise suggests 
that efforts to improve education over the past decade have begun to 
bear fruit." Hanford said he feh the scores reflect "a more positive 
attitude toward academic pursuits in our high schools.'* 

Bull. It's become increasingly clear that if you want a decent high 
school education in this country, you'd best be white and at least middle 
class. 

Average scores for college-bound seniors, when compared by race, 
are dismally disproportionate — white students' combined scores 
averaged 94() out of 1,600, while scores for Puerto Ricans averaged 
777 and blacks averaged 722. And while 20 percent of test takers were 
minorities— an all-time high— about 20,000 fewer blacks took the SAT 
than did last year. Hardly a promising trend. 

In ati even more obscene distortion of the truth, William Bradford 
Reynolds, Reagan*s civil rights lackey, announced that his department 
will be investigating whether high schools are placing minority students 
in programs "that were not teaching them the basic fundamentals but 
were geared to just getting them through and giving them a diploma." 
We don't question the validity of Reynolds' statement, but we do 
question his motive in saying it. 

According to the New York Times, many civil rights leaders and 
educators art eyeing the investigation with suspicion, what with the 
Reagan administration's history of striking down minority admission 
quotas, cutting education funding and generally axing any and all 
affirmative action programs designed to redress past injustices against 
minorities. 

**Whai is happening is that administration officials are launching a 
campaign to discredit the public schools to prepare the way for their 
drive for tuition tax credits," said Scott Thompson, executive director 
of the National A^odation of Secondary School Principals. That mak^ 
motesense. T^on tax credits for parents who send their kids to private 
^hooThftve been a longstanding goal of the Reagan administration. 

Meanwhile, studies show that although high school completion rates 
among blacks rose over the past two decades, college attendance and 
completion rates have dropped since 1975. Experts suggest that 
r^ucti<ms in federal financial aid for higher education and in aid for 
compensatory education at the elementary and secondary school level 
may have hurt educational opportunities for blacks. 

If Reynolds and Reagan are so all-fired-up about the shafting of 
minority students, maybe they should start with an investigation* of 
their own policies.

Marciano legend looms over Holmes

If you r^ the sports page or know som^ne who 
does, you are probably aware that on Saturday night 
the heavyweight champion of the world, Larry 
Holmes, was handed a stunning defeat at the hands 
of Michael Spinks. 

This was not just any title fight. Had Holmes won, 
he would have lied the record ot 49 victories \\iihout 
a dctcat set by late hea\y\seighi champ. Rocky 
Marciano. But it s^as not lo be. Not only did Holmes 
fail to tie Marciano's rccoid, he became the first 
heavyweight champ to fight a light-heavyweight 
champion and go home the loser. 

lt*s not incoQcovaUe that the Rocky fsKtor'* will 
be raised by critics who^l say Holmes lost the fight 
because of Marciano's enduring popularity. 

Holmes threatened to topple the record of a man 
who was not only immortalized in life, but in death 
through tilms like Sylvester Stallone's incredibly 
popular— and incredibly racist— ^oc^v. Marciano 
was the last ol the great \shite hopes who made it — 
the "All .American" man. 

Consider that two of the three judges who decided 
the fight called the match even, going into the fmal 
rcMind. Holmes won tl» fiiml bout he would still 
be the champ and **The Rock*' would have been 
partially dethroned— but jiKlges Dave Moretti and 
Harold Lederman gave the final round to challenger 
MichsKl Spinks. Consider also that it is an unwritten 
rule in boxing that a champion, especially the 
heavyweight champion, will not lose his title unless 
he is so soundly beaten that the judges would be 
indicted for fixing the fight if they voted for him. 

If there is any doubt about the Rocky factor, 
consider two articles written about this fight, both 
of which were essentially aimed toward burying 
Lari^ Holma and resurrecting Rocky Mardano as 
the undisputed gr^test heavywcaght boxer of aU 
time. They seem to forget that Hohnes cbfemM his 
title at least three times a year against mostly good 
young fighters, while Marciano only fought once a 
year, his last against 41-year-old U^t l^vywdght 
Archie Moore. 

The two writers— Dave Anderson of the New York 
Times and Larry Dorman of the Miami Herald— 
were both upset that Holmes verbally attacked 



Marciano's brother, Peter, at a press conference 
following the fight. At one point Holmes yelled, 
"Rocky Marciano couldn't hold my jockstrap!^** | 
E>orman*s tirade was a true piece of slime.. He ! 
painted a picture of an Apollo Creed-like Holmes 
attacking the honorable Marciano family. "In the 
back of the room," writes Dorman, "the blood 
slowly crept up Marciano's back but he said 
nothing." 

Nowhere does Dorman include the much-reported 
tact that Peter Marciano made it publicly known he 
was rooting for Spinks. In Anderson's Monday 
Times column, Peter Marciano is quoted as saying, 
"I told Michael, 'You know Rocky is going to be 
pulling for you," and further— "I thought the fight 
was close enough for Holm^ to ke^ the tltle» but 
Vm glad he didn't tie the record, and wherever 
Rocky is, I'm sure he's happy too." 

Instead of saying that Holmes should have ignoFe| 
Marciano's taunts, Dorman writes that HolmH 
"Snatched oblivion from the jaws of inirnoriality." 
Oblivion? Because Holmes defended himselt against 
Marciano's brother, his seven-year reign as champ — 
during which he defended hisjtitle against the bad, 
the good and the best— is to be consigned to 
oblivion? 

Anderson's Time article was of the same ilk. 
Although he acknowledges that Marciano's brother 
was rooting against Holmes, Anderson blows the 
incident out of proportion and sheds a tear for the 
Marciano family— the victims of what he calls 
"Holmes' bitter ego." Little is said about Holmes' 
achievements. Instead, the spectre of Apollo Creed 
taunting white ethnic America is raised. 

At worst, Larry Holmes should be criticized for 
not holding his temper during what should have been 
a gracef ul, post-fight press conference. But Anderson 
and Dorman, who used the incident to byry Holmes 
and resurrect Marciano, commited a far worse 
transgression than Hohnes' lack of grace under 
iirarecUble pressure. They have given comf«rt to 
Syhr^er Statoi^'s radst myth of white Aimai^an 
being vidtimacd by loud-mouthed ApoUo Creeds 
and Larry Holmes. Witfi the help of writers lila tl^ 
two, the Rock can surely sleep soundly. f

"There are quite a few areas around campus that we could 
acquire for more parking," he said. "With a better 
transportation system it would be more feasible to use them." 

Dom Nozzi, a graduate student in Urban and Regional 
Planning agrees FSU should work toward a less auiomobile- 
(tominat^ campus. 

"Putting a parking garage in the middle of aunpus is one 
of tim worst things wc could do," Noza said. "BuikUng one 
garage will just cause us to build another one when jwking 
problems get out of hand again." 

Nozzi said the trend nationally is toward more pedestrian- 
oriented campuses. Parking inside university core areas is being 
phased out because of traffic congestion, noise pollution and 
danger to persons on foot. Arizona State University in Tempe, 
is one campus that's chosen this route.

Dean Shell said student reaction to the system was 
immediately favorable. 

•'We consider our program very successful," Shell said. "In 
fact, the University of Arizona has plans in the works to copy 
our system." 

According to FSU's Nozzi, another school much closer to 
home is also discouragi .g cars inside campus: the University 
of Florida. 

•*We control access to the cente* of campus with four check 
points," C^is Jones, Director of Business Sarvices said. "Only 
staff and faculty may enter this core area between 7 a.m. and 
3:30 p.m. We also close off two streets during this time to 

all traffic." 

According to a spokesman for FSU's Media Relations, FSU 
had similar checkpomts around campus to monitor cars that 



didn't have parking permits several years ago. They were 
discontinued because gaijd lots prevented most of the illegal 
parking, and because of the expense involved. 

UF*s central streets are opened in the afternoon, however, 
to avoid traffic congestion. Because of this, Jones said, he 
(kmlMs UF woukl ever be a tc^y pe^strian-ortent^ aunpus. 
]^t there is an effort to move automobiles away from the 
center of cwnpus. 

•'In the last five years, three lots in the center of aunpus 
have been closed," he said. 

There are some efforts to investigate improving 
transportation at FSU. According to Bornstein, a trolley 
company is going to give a demonstration on campus Oct. 
8 and 9. A tram company is also tentatively scheduled for 
sometime in the near future. Bornstein said this is not an 
endorsement of the particular companies, but a way to test 
both systems as possible methods for improving campus 
transportation. 

"The contract with Taltran is up next month,** Bornstein 
said. "Finding the best campus transportation is our first 
priority for next year."

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Bornstein stages speaking blitz

No one can say fhat Florida Stale 
University Student Body President Mike 
ft>nisteiii isn't doing his job this week. 

To inform Siodents of the facts and 
implications of building a parking garage on 
the FSU campus, Bornstein is going on an 
all-out speaking blitz, telling Greek and 
Scholarship houses, dorms and professional 
fraternities, all the facts and implications of 
building a parking garage. He says he's 
preparing them for the upcoming 
referendum on the parking situation, to be 
included on today's senate election ballots. 

Speaking at Broward HaU last Monday 
night. Bornstein opened by saying that he is 
not "pushing'* either way on the issues— he 
just wants to inform the student populace. 

"Although the idea of a parking garage 
looks good on the surface, there is always 
a cost," Bornstein told the crowd of 25. 
"This is why I'm leavmg it up to the students 
to decide if it's cost effective." 

Most students present appeared to be 



receptive to what Bornstein was saying— a 
number of iheni voiced opinions and asked 
questions. Overall, votes a';ainst building a 
parking garage outnumbered the votes for 
building a parking garage by a margin o! 
almost 2 to 1 in an informal poll made near 
the emi of the meeting, ^rnstein said this 
mirrored the reaction at other forums. 

Student reaction to Bomstdn's visit was 
mixed. 

'*! was tesically unimpressed with what he 
said — he seemed uninformed about what 
would happen after the garage was built." 
said Mike Nolan. "He also struck me a; 
being a little biased against the garage even 
though he said he wasn't pushing either 
way...l could have read the posters and got 
just as nHich as 1 did from his speech." 

Broward/Gilchrist Dorm President Tim 
Center offered another viewpoint. "I think 
it's really good," he said. "Dorms and 
independents usually don't vote; by getting 
non-Greeks to vote on the referendum, he's 
also getting non-Greeks to vote in the senate 
elections."

Leon County Civic Center. 
Here just a year ago for a Civic Center date, the noted 

three-part harmony group is in town again to perform their 

repertdre of soft-rock hits. The majority of these songs will 

probably be from CSN*s glory period frotn 1969 to 1971, 

which included the time Neil Young was with them. There 
voices will merge once again on such songs as "Suite: Judy 
Blues hyes," "I ong Time (Kmc" (which \^as used in the 
openifiL' o\ the film H oodstock), "Manakesh I \press," 
"WoiKlstnek" (written b\ loni Miuhcll), "Teach Your 
C hildren," and "Our House," all of which dale from 
CS&N's glory days. ( I heu lui song "Ohio" was written and 
performed by Neil Young.) In the last fifteen years they have 
only had three hits— '•Just A Song (Before I Go)" in I977» 
and "Southern Cross" and "Wasted on the Way" from 
1982's Daylight Again album. 

Because of their lack of recent success, this late '60s trio 
is for the most part a recreation of the mood of a bygone 
era. A consensus of local record stores indicates that the first 
CS&N album and the Deja Vu album with Neil Young are

Of course, David Crosby's arrests for gun possession and 
cocaine haven't helped the band's image of late either. John 
Dixon, an FSU student, claimed he views them as "a '60s 
band that has gone bad. They once spoke for a generation 
but have suffered the fate of hedDiusm as e\ideneed by 
Crosby's cocaine addiction. They've let their earlier image 
carry them along." 

But among younger audiences the group has garnered 
something of the same Mtulatlon that the Doors and The 
Who have gotten. TMr old image and status has in the ' W)s 
created a kind of cult popularity. "Their classic stuff was 
at the tail end of the*6^. The reason people still like them 
is out of a nostalgic appeal for the Woodstock era," said 
Mike Goldman, a Vinyl Fever employee. 

It was CS&N's appearance at Woodsniek that made them 
the superstar reputation that keeps them afloat todav. From

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the time the group was started, they were labeled a 
supergroup. Stephen Stills, who had come from the massively 
inlluential Buffalo Springfield (which included Neil Young), 
teamed up with a David Crosby who had been fired from 
the Byrds and a Graham Nash who wanted to escape the 
supposed Hmiis of his Enghsh pop group. The Hollies ("Bus 
Slop," "Carrie Anne," "Carousel"). Their careful 
harmonies and blend of Moistic and electric guitar;, garnered 
them success at the very start, but with Woodstock came 
the real big time. After Woodstock, CS^N recruited Neil 
Young for one studio album and then distenttgrated m late 
1970, although the half acoustic, half electric live album. 
Four H ay Street, was released in 1971. 
CS&N reunions have been a constant over the past decade 



and a half. With Young, they reunited tor a tour in 1974, 
and tl« ponaining trio has combined since then in 1977, 1982, 
and Exactly why the group gets back together isn't 
certain, ^t the cau% m^ht be financial since all thrm CS&N 
members have had trouble naking it outside the group. Both 
Nash and Crosby have put out both solo albums and albums 
as a duo which have gone nowhere. Stills has had some 
success, but on a very limited basis. 

This tour could be the last one, given Crosby's problems 
with the la\s and cocaine. Speculations about this chionically 
overweight star's health abound and there is a fear that he 
may die soon. 

Whether you go to see Crosby, Stills and Nash out of 
morbid fascination or because you like their sound, you'll 
get a chance to see a living relic of a long gone, but newly 
fashionable era.

Movie industry is bringing 
cash into the Southeast

Movie midcers say cheap labor and low i^oductwn costs 
together with picturesque vistas unmatched on Hollywood 
back lots make the South ideal for locatimi slKKiting and 
even major studios. 

Steven Speilberg's "The Color Purple" filmed in North 
Carolina this summer, Ron Howard's "Cocoon" shot 
in Florida and "The River." starring Sissy Spacek and 
made in Tennessee, arc among films giving Southeast 
states a high profile in the movie industry. 

Right-to-work siat^ uich as North Carolina, G^rgia 
and Tennessee give movie producers the option to shoot 
totally union, non-union or a combination at a savings. 

States differ in how they tally revenues from the movie 
business, but all agr^ the industry brings in millions of 
dollars, often to poverty-plagued areas. 

Money saved by movie production companies means 
dollars earned by the states used for locations. Producers 
buy costumes and props and pay living expense for the 
cast and crew. 

Officials said n is also cheaper for movie producers to 
hire some IcKat tatent, technicians, carpenters and 
production assistants. 

'*How much stays in Florida after they teave is pure 
conjecture," said Charlie Porretto, senior developer for 
Florida's Motion Picture and Television Biirwv.. '*We 
guesstimate 45 to 50 percent." 

While the television program "Miami Vice" spends 
about SI million a week on location, 35 feature films last 
year brought $91.2 million into Florida, Porretto said. 

Florida's total income from the TV, music and film 
industry was about $189 million, he said.

City commission 
refuses to consider 
divestment policy

A city divest mem propsal died on the s ine Wednesday night 
alter city commissioners tailed to second a motion that would 
have broui'ht the issue up for a vote. 

It was expected that the five city commissioners and three 
community financial experts— who together comprise the 
city*s Sinking Fund Commission— would vote on 

Commissioner Jack McLean's proposal to witMraw roughly 
$200 million in retirement and operating funds invested in 
companies doing business with South Africa. 

But despite the large turnout at Wednesday night's 
emotionally-charged commission meeting and the testimonies 
of ten speakers urging divestment, the sinking fund 
commission refused to second McLean's motion to move the 
poUcy. 

All policy proposals are dismissed without discussion unless 
the motion to bring them to the floor is saonded by a 
commissioner-^or in this case, any member of the sunking 
fund commission. Mayor Hurley Rudd provided the 
commission ample tinw to respond but all the seven remaining 
voting members remained silent when a^second to McLean's

Two- 
hundred students voted in favor of a campus 
garage, while 1,300 urged further exploration 
of alternatives. 

"1 forgot to put the parking garage 
referendum on the ballot," said Elections 
Commissioner Marcus Bustad, who 
apologized to the senate. "1 typed the ballot, 
it was an oversight on my part." 

Student Body President Mike Bomstein said 
there won't be a re-vote on the referendum, 
since it was overwhelmingly def^ted.

In the middle of the controversy is Hi-Tech 
Wr«:ker and Towing Service. Hi-Tech has 
admitted to illegally towing cars in the past 
week from a strip of pavonent behind Mike's 
Be^ Barn on Copeknd Street. 

Stuart Ffetcto, a 27-y^-old FSU studoit, 
and his girlfriend Juliet Thom|»on, 28. said 



Mike's Saturday night and returned later to 
find it had been towed by Hi-Tech. Fletcher 
and Thompson complain they were stranded 
for hours on Tennessee Street and were then 
forced to pay a company that had wrongly 
towed their car $45 cash to regain it. "1 feel 
so abused by all this," said Fletcher. 

Though Fletcher and Ttompson settled for 
a refund, another victim of Hi-Tech's 
wrongful towing considared a more severe 
route. 

After finding his car had been illegally 
towed last week, Mike's manager Mike 
Quinlan asked police if he could press criminal 
charges against Hi-Tech for stealing his car. 
Police advised Quinlan that his only 
courtroom recourse would be civil not 
criminal, he said. Quinlan said it took two 
days but he, too, settled for the return of his 
car. 

And Hi-Tech admitted the fault was theirs. 
"We towed by mistake on those," said

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Former FSU scholar Maxwell Smith dies

Former l lorida State University Protessor Maxwell A. 
Smith died Sunday at his daughter's home m Willision, S.C 
He was 90 years old. 

Funeral services and burial were held Wednesday in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. Services were also held Tuesday in 
WiUiston. 

A visiting professor of French at FSU from 1965 to 1970, 
Smith was a native of Madison, Wis. He received his AB 

and MA from the University of Wisconsin in 1917 and 1918, 
respecti\ely, graduating Phi Beta Kappa. He taught at the 

Sorboniie, the University of Paris, and the universities of 
W isconsin and Chattanooga, and brietly at the universities 
of Virgmia and California-Los Angeles before coming to 
FSU. 

Smith lived in Tallahassee for 19 years before moving to 
Willitton last year, swcording to Cindy Mooy of FSU Media 
Relations. A member of num^ous hooorary societies, and 
translator and author of several artictes, reviews Mid 
textbooks, said Mooy, Smith was best known for his work 
as French editor for the Twayne WorUt Author series and 



for Knight of the Air, his book on the Hfe md works of 
Antoine de Saint E%Mp&y (French mthor of The tilth 
Prince). 

Friends and family have said that in lieu of flowers, 
contributions may be made to the Eva May Atwood 
Scholarship fund a; FSU. Atwood was a 40year FSU French 
professor who died last May and m whose name a scholarship 
for stiKlents of French was establish^. 

Atwood and Smith were friends.

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Cowards of conscience 



There's a term for ret using lo face hard decisions — wimping out. 

The Tallahassee C ity C ommission wimped out in a major way 
Wednesday night when they sidestepped a vote on C ommissioner Jack 
Mel. can's proposal to partially divest city retirement and general 
operating funds invested in companies that do business in South Africa. 

The commission not only w imped out, they showed a despicable lack 
of consideration for the citizens they were elected to represent by 
refusing to show exactly where they stand on apartheid. By refusing 
to vote on Mcl can's proposal, they dodged an issue that so concerns 
Tallahasseeans that more than a hundred took the time to attend the 
commission meeting and make themselves heard. None of the 
commissioners wanted lo go on the record against the proposal. So they 
let it die wiihoui a vote. 

What the comrtiissioners did Wednesday night was try to separate 
economics and morality. Such a separation won't wash, because implicit 
in any discussion of economics is the value of human lives. And it is 
human lives that are at stake in South Africa, where thousands have 
died fighting lor their freedom. 

Even C ity T reasurer C lerk Robert Inzer called Mcl can's proposal 
a "manageable risk ." He told the commission he knew of no cities that 
have divested which have lost money. And still commissioners — 
particularly Bettv Harley— clung to the myth of divestment bankrupting 
the city's investments. 

Harley's comments during the meeting revealed her lack of 
understanding of the issue. She told a packed house of anti-apartheid 
advocates to get nd of their presumably South African diamonds and 
gold, a statement that showed real ignorance — of apartheid, divestment 
and the people in the audience. But perhaps we shouldn't expect in- 
depth knowledge of apartheid — or her constituents — from a woman 
who doesn't know South African Bishop Desmond Tutu from Sese Seko 
Mobutu, dictator of Zaire. 

Commissioner Frank Visconti also demonstrated ignorance when he 
quoted Tutu as saying he didn't favor divestiture. The quote was terribly 
outdated— Tutu now vigorously supports American efforts to divest 
holdings in South Africa, and has for some time. And Mayor Hurley 
Rudd added insult to injury when he tried to clarify whether the funds 
to be divested were actually in South Africa— that's not the point of 
divestment. ' • 

The commission*s lack of knowledge is inexcusable, considering they 
had four months to study an issue that occupies front page headUnes 
daily. McLean provided reams of information for them to study, and 
still they failed to comprehend just what divestment means. Equally 
inexcusable is Harley's assertion that her allegiance does not lie with 
the moral or political judgements of "third parties." Who's she talking 
about? Taxpayers? In a democracy, the government is of, by and for 
the people— not to mention we pay her salary. 

After his fellows' display of cowardice, McLean gave an impi^stoned .

McLean said he was more disappointed than angry at his 
fellow coromissione^i. 

' "Why do we sit hi sHence," said McLean, who spoke 
^mediately following the failure of the mdtion. '*A11 of us 
say we do not support apartheid but given the choice— when 

it doesn't cost any money — you do nothing. This commission 
has d'^ne an abysmal job. 1 am trankly disappi:ii.nted. 

"Vou sent the wrong message not only to South Africa bui 
to our own community as well," said McLean, who received 
a standing ovation trom the croud ot about \50. 

McLean said he was surprised there wasn't even any debate 
on the issue. And although the proposal may be dead for the 
time being, McLean vowed to bring it up again. 

"PU keep fighting for it," he said. 'i*m going to give 
everyone a chance to refkct back, though.'* 

Seven out of eight votes would've been needed for the 
divestment proposal to pass— had it been up for a vote. And 
while iheie were doubts thai the plan would've been 
approved— Commissioners Betty Harley and Frank X'isconti 
had voiced their opposition several days ago — those attending 
the meeting had at least hoped for a vote. 
*^-j\miience reaction clearly signalled disapproval of the 
commission's action. Some got up immediately and left. 
Others booed the commissioners. One man stood up in an 
^isle and yelled, **Shame on you!" Another man, Richard 
Smith — one of the ten speakers— asked to be escorted out 
, of the commission ropm after Maj^r Hurley Rudd repeatedly 
ordered the seargent-at-arms to remove those ''disrupting" 
the meeting. 



"Ask me to leave right now because what she's saying is 
disgusting," said Smith referring to Harley's ^mments on 
why she disapproved of divestiture. 

Harley said she opposed divesting because she didn't want 
to pass judgment on "other people's money." 

"f cannot use funds over which 1 have control to further 
my own political beliefs," she said. "My allegiance is to the 
law and to the interests|of the l^neficiaries of the funds-not 
to moral or political judgments of third parties." 

"We—you, me, all of us— should use our own political 
policies and our own ability to buy to do what we say we want 
to do," Harley said. "I'd like all of you to pledge you'll never 
buy another diamond and gci rid of the ones you've got and 
that you'll never buy another piece of gold. 1 can see smiles 
out there—It may seem funny to you, it's not funny to me," 
she said. 

Visconti said he was against McLean's proposal because 
he feels divesting funds won't effect change in South Africa. 

"DivKtiture doesn't help anything," Visconti said. **When 
we divest, we don't bring the plant home— someone else 
simply buys the plant." 

Commissioner Carol Bellamy said her silence on the motion 
was partially due to a recommendation against divestment by 
a City Employees Advisory Committee. When McL can first 
introduced his proposal at a Mav 14 meeting, commissioners 
voted 3-1 — Bellamy was absent— to refer the issue to the 
employee committee. 

Bellamy added that she was not convinced divestment is 
a necessary step to end apartheid or if it is an issue to be 
tackled by city government. 

"I am not pursuaded that the interests of Tallahassee 
citizens compels the use of our investment funds to influence 
international events or this moral issue," Bellamy said. 

But the citizens present at Wednesday night's meeting 



disagr^. One city anploy^, &mor Energy Analyst Gerald 
Jackson, felt the employe committee did not represent the 

majoniy of city workers He said the committee was not well 
informed on the issue of divestment and that they failed to 
gather adequate input from other citv workers. 

In a letter handed lo each sinking fund iiKMuber, lackson 
and 21 other employees charged that the employee coninuiiee 
used a "haphazard" approach to inform and solicit 
employees' comments. 

Advisory Committee Chairwoman Jeanne Kimball said 
notices were posted on bulletin boards but Jackson said that 
wasn't enough. He said no workshops — traditionally held 
when changes are made to the pension funds — were conducted 
nor did the committee attempt to survey city employees on 
the matter. 

Jackson, like many others, fell the commission evaded the 
divestment issue. 

"1 wasn't surprised the motion didn't carry," he said. "It's 
easier not to bring the motion up than it is to vote against 
it. They're afraid to take a stance and make a decision on 
an issue of this magnitude." 

And a member of a local anti-apartheid lobby group agreed 
with Jackson. 

"The commission had a hard decision to make and they 
cho.se not to make it," said Chris Knabb of the (Mti/cns for 
RespiMisible Investment. "Thev were ob\ itnisly against the 
proposal— either way the message is the same." 

Former Mayor Kent Spriggs, who aiiended the meeting, said 
he hadn't studied the specifics of McLean's divestment plan 
but that he supports the national movemem to divest. 

••It would've b^n nice if they had at least brought it up 
for debate," said Spriggs, who relinquished his commission 
seat to Harley in last February 'selections .••But that's the city 
city commission for you."

McKnighl \Has speaking 
about the paved strip on 
Copeland that belongs to 
Mike's; Hi-Tech has a 
contract to tow from fL dirt 
lot next to Mike's on the 
corner of Copeland and 
Virginia Streets. 

According to an angry 
Fletcher, towing cars from 
uncontracted lots is not the 

only illegal practice Hi-Tcch's been engaged in. He and other 
residents who live across the street from the dirt lot claim 
the wrecker service has towed about 30 cars—most of which 
belong to students— in violation of Florida law. 

Florida Statute 715.07 states that '*tow-away zone*' signs 
must be *'pamianently installed and continuously maintained 
on tl% propmy for rm kss than 24 hmurs" before companies 
may tow vehicles from that property. It also states that the 
tow-away signs **must be prominently placed at each 
driveway access or curb.. .or within 5 f^ of the pubMc right- 
of-way line." 

The two signs at the dirt lot on the corner of Copeland 
and Virginia are, in fact, nailed to trees at least 40 feet from 
the main entrance to the lot from Copeland or the curb, and 
are spray painted on plywood and fastened with a single nail 
on the trees. 

Hi-Tech's McKnight claims his drivers put up the tow- 
away agns when his contract for the kx began last 
Wednesday and they didn't begin towing until Saturday. He 
said the signs had beoi "torn down twice," though he didn't 
know when or by whom. **! didn't know there were no signs 
up there until (Fletcher's) girlfriend told me," said 
McKnight. He said his drivers replaced the signs on 
Monday— the same day Hi-Tech aUegedly lowed some 30 
cars. 

Both Fletcher and a couple who live across from the corner 
lot— William and Andrea Warren — said they saw no signs 
posted before MokKiay to warn people they might be towed. 
If this b the case, any cars towed fnmt the <ttrt kx on Momtay 
were towed illegally because a i^hour ^ace period was not 
dbmrved by Hi-Tech. 

Ftetcher said he and his girlfrieixl paced off the dimensions 
of the dirt lot Sunday afternoon, carefully observing 
everything about it for possible future action against Hi- 
Tech. He said he called Warren over to witness that there

were no signs posted on the lot. 

"Monday was my first time seeing it over there, " said 
Warren. "It's amazing how they let the students park over 
there all year and then suddenly decide to tow them. It's not 
legitimate." 

A number of local towing companies have been kept busy 
on FSU's campus this semester. The univarsity snfrioys them 
on a rotating basis. FSU parking official Patricia Handschy 
says "in excess of 200 have b^n towed" from campus park- 
ing lots since August 20. 

Five of those cars were towed Tuesday morning from a 
campus parking lot between three fraternity houses, causing 
a small confrontation between fraierniiy members and 
parking officials. 

After noticing cars being towed from the lot, brothers 
from the houses began to warn those in danger of being 
towed, roll cars out of tow-away zones and prevent the tow- 
trucks from taking cars. 

Ty Reiber, a member of Kappa Alpha whose car was 
tow^ that morning, said the mass-tow was unexpected and 
unwarranted. 

"1 was pissed off — there was no warning they would tow," 
said Reiber. "We weren't blocking traffic. People have been 
parking there all year." 

Handschy, who was on hand for the lowing, said a 
"heated discussion" took place in which "some obscenities 
and veiled threats from brothers" were directed at parking 
officials, though nothing came of it. 

"Some genttemen physically picked up and moved two 
vehicle so they wouldn*t be towed," said Handschy. 
However, tow trucks managed to haul off five cars before 
frat members moved them from tow-away zones, she said. 

"We've got to park somewhere but its a no-win situation," 
said Reiber, echoing his brothers' frustration with the 
parking problem. "It's a zoo, a real mess."

had some of the material in portions of the ceiling. Soon after, 
he said, the top (fourth) floor of the dorm was dosed— jusl 
as a precaution. 

"What we hoped to do was just close up those rooms where 
it was a problem, and let the students live in the other rooms. 
But t^cause there has beoi so much news play of the whole 
thing, we're going to have to replace all the ceilings in the 
whole building— b^use there is absolutely no way we are 
going to be able to convince parents that (non-frable asbestos) 
isn't dangerous." Balc^h said he dictai't know where the mo^y 
for ceiling renovations would come from. 

"We're going to have to raise the nwney somehow,** he 
said. 

There arc other buildings on the campus vshich have more 
^.o\' an asbestos problem than Paddyfote. FAMU's Lee Hall 
^ is scheduled for asbestos ranoval (abatement) as soon 2^ bids 
b are taken from contractors willing to do the expensive, and 
-§ complicated job. 

But abatment, saxl Lamison, k a very costly process, 
f "We've already had some money allocated to 
i us— $65,000— but that*s not an adequate amount. To (abate) 
i all over campus will cost us between $600,000 and $800,000,'* 
he said. 

And not all of that abatement is necessary, said L amison— 
much of the asbestos in the buildings does not need to be 



removed because if is not friable. 

But still, said Lamison, to a{^>^se the worried students ami 
parents^ it must be done. 

"We'll take out as much of it as we can as the money comes 
in,'* he said. *'Wc don't want it there, but the problem is so 
big throughout the system.that all the money we have allocated 
to us is going to have to go to asb^tos removal." 

But the rumor timt asbestc^ was responaWe for Paddyfott*s 
closing has not readied all the students. ^iKleni Marcia 
Chandler said ste "knew all atong it w^ being closed because 
of structural defects. 

"I'm a readent advisor, and that's what (R.^s) were told 
at the beginning of this semester. And that's what 1 told other 
students. This is the first I've heard about asbestos being in 
(Paddyfote)." 

Bui sopohomore Dina Dean, who lived in PacWyfote before 
it was closed last spring, said she thought the dorm was closed 
b^use of asbestos— i»t because of the Democmt article, but 
because of the fourth floor's closing while she liv^ there. 
"That macte me think h was b«»u« of the asbestos." she said. 

According to Lamison, no oik will move back into 
Paddyfote until all the asb^tos— dangerous or not— has been 
removed. 

Paddyfote dorm w ill re-open as soon as renovations and 
abatement are complete. Lamison said, adding that Hobb's 
estimation in the Democrat article of a spring 1^86 completion 

was just an estimate and not necessarilv a eood one.

Schmidt is

For most gifted athletes 
the sky is the limit to their 
playing abilities. For Florida 
State place kicker Derek 
Schmidt, the «ky is just the 
beginntng. 

Seemiimly ignoring his 
freshman status last year, 
Schmidt put 93 points on the 

scoreboard— the third best single season total in FSU history. 
He also set a school record when he booted a 54-yarder 

against Miami. 

The pace has been the same so far this season. The kicking 
specialist has connected on six of his seven field goal attempts 
and has racked up 26 points in the Seminole's three games 
this season. 

DistaiK^ has taever been a problem for Schmidt. He has 
already knocked through two SO yarders in as many tries. 

With such early success. Ufe is a bre!^ for Schmidt. 

"Everything has really gone the way I have lik^ it to. 
I established myself my first year and I feel like I'm keeping 
up the good work, sort of," Schmidt said. **l think I've 
gotten off to a better start this year." 

You can't get much better than perfect as the 5-foot-9, 
180 pound mighty-might hasn't missed a single extra point 
in his high school and college career. 

According to Schmidt, building a mental wall between him 
and everything" else is one secret in his trade. Carefully 
plann^ timeouts and the loud cheering of the crowd too

often are the cause of missed kicks. **When I go out onto 
the field my mind goes blank. I mark off 6Vi yards back 
(from the line of scrimmage) and wait for the snap," Schmidt 
explained. *'When you're on the field for a long time, as 
a result of a timeout or something, that gives you time to 
think about whether you're going to make it or miss it." 

Although having time to think about a kick does tend to 
bother him, Schmidt said the pressure of a potential winning 
fieki god (km not. It forces him to c^c^trate even more 
and **get into what doing." 

The soccer-style kicking youngster ^d he didn't have a 
lucky rabbit Ifoot or anything of the ^rt— like some kickers 
even in t^e NFL have— that help him perform well. Nothing 
but talent and teamwork were responsible for his splitting 
the uprights on boots of 51, 51, 46, and 24 yards against 
Memphis State last Saturday. 

"Without Marty (Riggs, center) and Kirk (Coker, holder) 
there would be no kick," said Schmidt. "We have to work 
together to get the ball off in 1 .2 seconds. Sometimes we've

Grand Final showcases 
Aussie Rules Football

Great Britain has Wimbledon, the U.S. has the World 
Scries, but the ultimate sports event takes place Saturday 
afternoon in Melbourne, Australia: the Grand Final of 
Australian Rules Football. 

Ova- 110,000 fans will pack the Melbourne Cricket 
Ground to see the Hawthorn Hawks tangle with the E^- 
don Bombers in the chamjMonship match of the Victorian 
Football I eague. 

The two clubs battled through a brutal 22-game schedule 
against Collingwood, Richmond. Fiizroy and seven other 
teams to make the playoffs. Nou , after knocking out three 
more clubs, they have a shot at the top spot in one of the 
most iHTutal and exciting sports m the world. 

W^ng no i^ds, VFL players tackle, kick and punch each 
other /or four 25-minute quarters in an attempt to get hold 
of a bloated football. 

The action is continuous— ev«i wl^n a player ^ injured. 
Unless he's dead or something, trainers will run out to tend 
to the injuries of the 'footballer' right on the field. 

The ball is moved up and dow n the long oval playing sur- 
face by kicking and hand-passing (punching the hall) to one's 
teammates in an attempt to get close to the four goal posts 
on either end of the pitch. A kick through the middle goal 
posts nets a team six points, a boot between the outer posts 
scor^ one point. 

W^ a team scores an official dressed in a white lab coat 
and gating a fedora does his thing. Ffe walks onto fthe play- 
ing f^ and extends his arms in a magnificent gesture which 
mak^j^e crowd go nuts. 

. and there is plenty of scoring. In most VFL contests, 
a team must score at least 1 10 points to win. 

The 'great .Australian game' has been around since the 
1850s when rules of rugby and Gaelic football were merged 
by miners panning for gold in Victoria. But, the game was 
barely known anywhere but down-under until just a few 
years ago. 

Now, the popularity of VFL football is world-wide. Satur- 
day's Grand Final will be televised in New Zealand, Mex- 
ico, ^apua-New Guinea, &igbmtf, Canada and in the United 
States by ESPN. 

The live telecast on local cable channel 5 will begin late 
Friday night at 12:15 a.m. with Bob Ley and former VFL 
great Mike Fitzpatrick handling the pce*gM» Md kalltiaM 
commentary.

Town meeting addresses sexual violence

He said he was arrested last week for committing a rape. 
He insisted it wasn't his fault. The woman said "no" but 
all women say that first— that's part of the game, he said. 
"You know. it*s a turn-on when women resist," he said. 

She said her husbMid first beat her a year after they got 
mariM. She feh ashamed to ttU aaytme. Imtead, she tried 
to become a nKxIel wife so he w<Nildn*t have any reason to 
beat her anymore. But perfectkm <Mn*t work. TTic straw 
that broke il^ camel's lack was when he started hittii^ the 
children. 

The testimonies were not those of actual victims but part 
of a dramatic reading by community members at a town 
meeting on sexual violence Thursday night, which attracted 
some 20() local residents. Twelve men, women and children 
stood on the stage of Bethel Baptist Church and delivered 
acccHmts of different types of sexual violence— a woman who 
brou^t a gun to defend ho-self , a young girl molested by 
ter b^t frirad's fsKho-, a woman an^red becau% she can't 
walk tl^^r^s akme. and another woman who fought off 
a rapist. 

The chiMK^ers may have been fktitioitt but the situations 
are all too real, say the organizers of Thursday's town 
meeting. Memb@-s of ilie Woa^a's Ptam Caucus— the 



spon^ of the event— saM Taliahmsee hs^ one of the higlKst 
sexual assault rates in the jnatton because of (immunity 
apathy. 

"We can choose to ignore it when other people are in pain 
or we can choose to be pan of it . That's what a town meeting 
means," said Florida State University Nursing Professoriuid 
grief therapist Sally Karioth, keynote speaker. 

Karioth attributed sexual violence against women to the 
historical subjugation of women. She said men have alw ays 
tlKN^ht of wmnen as "barterabk piecw of property." In 
turn, women were taught to become submissive, said 
Karioth. 

"Those of us who belkve that submi^wn is playing by 
the rule— that it'll guarantee safety— are very wrong." said 
Karioth, who urged women in the aiKtoM:e to fight back 

if attacked by a man. 

According to FBI statistics, one out of every four women 
in the U.S. will experience some kind of sexual assault during 
her life. Those same statistics indicate that fewer than one 
in five rapes are reported to police at the time ol the 
occurence. Karioth reminded Thursday's audience of some 
other "shocking" statistics. 

"Every 18 seconds, a woman is abused. Fifty percent of

FSU police: don't mess with fire alarms

This past weekend, the Tallahassee Fire 
Department res|;x>nded to nine fire alarms in 
the dorms-most of which they say were 
intentionally set. Florida State UiuveraQr 
Police Department ofAaals say they want 
students to kiKyw the ramifications of pi^tti^ 
a false fire aliirm. 

"These are serious breaches of safety,'* 
said Lt. Jack Handley, FSU police 
spokesman. "Everytime an alarm goes off, 
there are serious implications. Police and fire 
units are placed on emergency status-which 
can increase the risk of accidents with 
vehicles on the road and pedestrians. Other 
fire units must be prepared to back up the 
dwvMown unit (which usually covers FSU 
emergencies) in the case of emergencies. 

"Students are mamymdimci^ and we 
don't want people to feel alarms are just a 
'cry woir situation," said Handley. 

But students who live in dorms often feel 
alarms are just that--cry wolf situations-ami 
tlwy stay in their rooms during alarms. 

"I just knew it was a fake alarm," said 

one student who wished to remain

anonymous. "1 heard people laughing so 1 
just stayed in my room." 

Handley urges students not to adopt this 
attitude. He warns that in a real fire, a 
student need not even be exposed to the fire 
itself; the smoke can do enough damage. 

Vice President tot ftiMtait Affairs Bob 
Lcadi dso caMioned ^udeMs i^MHt puftig 
prank alarms. 

"We're usually dealing with freshmen in 
these situations," said Leach. "They're just 
$mmy froni home and when you get a few of 
them together , the *fun' begins. They just 
don't reaKze the seriousness of the offense. 

"I'd like to make it perfectly clear to 
than." Leach added, "that if they arc caught 
after due process, they face automatic 
suspension from school for a semester." 

Handley said that an individual could also 
face civil law charges that range from 
misdemeanor to felony infractions of the 
law. 

"False alarms are very similar to theft," 
said Handley. "They are difficult to solve 
since it's hard to find witnesses to the 
incident."

Falweli 
had earlier promised to ante up if Sloan could produce a tape proving 
Falweli had attacked the church of his Old Time Gospel Hour. 

Sloan did produce the tape, which preserved for posterity such typical 
Falwellian diatribe as Jerry calling the members of Sloan's church 
**brute beasts. ..part of a vile and satanic system (that) will one day be 
utterly annihilated, and there will be a celebration in heaven." 

When l alwell spoke of utter annihilation, he no doubt referred to 
AIDS, which is ravaging the homosexual community and spreading into 
the general population. How a supposed man of dod can rejoice in 
the death and suffering of his fellow men is beyond comprehension. 
Just as Falweli showed precisely where he stood on apartheid when he 
spoke out in praise of South African President P. W. Botha, his rant 
about Sloan's church has torn another rent in the Ciod-learing fabric 
of fundamentalism. FalweU's righteous mask is shpping, and it's not 
a pretty sight. 

Falweli claims the tape was edited and his remarks taken out of 
context. We doubt that's true, but even if it were, the fact remains that 
Falweli hasn't denied making the remarks. It's wholly in character for 
him to vent his reactionary spleen on a favorite target of nghtrwing 
hatemongers— the gay community. 

It must be especially galling to Falweli to be ordered to pay up to 
a gay church leader. Falwell~who would like the rest of us to believe 
that each of his narrow-minded pronouncements comes from on high- 
would in a way be legimitizing the gay religious community by keeping 
his promise to pay Sloan the $5,000. 

There probably will be a celebration in heaven as a result of FalweU's 
anti-gay remarks, but it will consist of celestial laughteT at the pompous 
reverend's expense.

Klanwatch keeps an eye on the KKK

While more than 100 Tallahasseans jammed into city hall 
Wedi^sday night lo protest the city's investment's in white- 
ruted Somh^Afrioi, a sma^ crowd of 20 ^thered at Florida 
State University to Klanwatch Director RandaH 
Williams speak about apartheid at home. 

Williams— whose organization is a project of the 
Montgomery, Ala -based Southern Poverty Law Center- 
told the group about Klanwatch's often dangerous work to 
stop the Ku Klux Klan from harassing and attacking blacks, 
Jews, communists and Catholics, 

Klanwatch, according to Williams, "monitors hale 
organizations, sues them, and tries to educate the public." 
Klanwatch has also obtained Federal injunctions shutting 
down Klan paramilitary camps in Alabama. North Carolina 
and Texas, Williams toW the group. 

He said although the Klan was on the rise numerically 
during the late 1970s, they have decreased in strength during 



the 1980s. But, he cautioned, those who remain are "violent, 
fanatical and committed." 

Williams told the audience the Southern Poverty Law 
Center does more than fight the Klan. "We fight for the 
rights of poor people— black and white," said Williams, who 
added he is currently researching a book on the Klan. 

Klanwatch was founds in 1980 after an incident in 
Decatur, Ala. in which 100 black protestors were attacked 
by gun-toting Klansman. 

"The only person arrested was one black man who shot 
back and hit a Klansman— this despite the fact that they were 
attacked in broad daylight," Williams said. "After this 
incident the Southern Poverty Law Center got involved. We 
not only represented the black victims, we started to 
investigate the strength of the Klan. 

Williams said they v^ere surprised to find how strong the 
Klan was. **We thought the Klan had faded away," he said. 
**We found out to our surprise that this was a myth.

Students get say on upped health fees

After all the debate over Florida Strtc University health 

fees, students will finally get to have a say in the matter at 
today s 1 SI J Student Health Fee Committee public meeting. 

( ommittee Chairman Joseph Hieit said the committee 
docsii ! expect much to happen at the hearing, however, 

"1 ha\eir! detected much interest in the issue at all." Hiett,. 
an educatuHi professor, said. "1 don't expect many people 
to attend, but you never know." 

Appointed by FSU President Bemie Sliger, the six-member 
committee of faculty and stunts began m^ing in late 
August to study whether the Health Center actually n^ed 
a 1 5 percent increase in health fees it was requesting. 

Health Center Administrator Scott Kent said that since 
FSU's Student Government voted to stop its supplemental 
funding of the Center last July, his office has accumulated 
a $1()(),()(X) operating deficit. Without an increase in health 
fees. Kent said, the deficit will soar to $200.OO() next year 
and would necessitate cutting both services and personnel. 

To increase revenue for the Health Center, the committee 
dedcted to chan^ the way fees are assessed from a block 
payment of $39 to a per credit hour lyst^^^oHnmittee 
pr(n>osed a $3.20 per credk hour AtttaHMis system, 
students t^ing an averaae 12 hour loa|H||piy $38.40, 
whkb is actually 60 ctiiis 1m than dSm^m fee. The 



pr(^>osed system would increase the revenue garnered by the 
Cent» because students taking over 12 hours would pay 
slightly more for thdr fees. Stuctents taking less than six 
hours, who we currently exempt from paying a health fee, 
will have to pay under th * proposed system. 

Hiett said \m ha$ reodved little fmlbsudc on his committee's 
decisions. 

"1 think people see that it's a reasonable aj^roach to the 
problem," he said. "I think most people will accept it." 
Ken Peacock, a junior in computer science, disagrees. 
"1 don't Uke it," Peacock said. "Student government was 
lobbying against (tuition) increases last year, but they're 
forcing an increa^ in the heahh fee.** 

Peacock ss^ he felt ^sessing t\» heakh fee by the mm\m 
of hours a student takes is nm the best system. 

"I think the people who use (the health center) should pay 
more of the cost than people who don't use it," he said. 

Peacock said he hopes a lot of people will attend tl^ 
meeting and express their opinions on the matter. 

"I hope students who are aware of what's going on will 
be there," he said. "It's driving up the cost of going to 
college here."

She owes me something'

Jeaned and t-shirted, twenty-four-year-old 
Shiomi Imori bounces to the beat of her walknnan 
radio and swings a fist full of red roses at the 
Tallahassee traffic, pendulum style, like Jack 
Nicklaus warnning up for the Master's. 

In front of the Southern Plasma Corp., two clean 
youths in a brown spit-shined 280Z roll past 
Southern Plasma Corporation. They point their 
billed caps toward the Monroe-Tennessee Street 
intersection, catching Shiomi in their sights. The 
280Z wheels to a halt at the red light, its driver 
yelling a full two notches above the noises of auto 
and stereo. "Moonie," he informs his passenger 
confidently, aiming a finger at Shiomi's round, 
freckled face. They grin at each other. 

The light changes, and as the low car slings a 
right turn around her, Shiomi says, "Come take 
some roses. Come take some roses. Fresh roses. 
Come take some roses." An arm shoots out of the 
280Z in a friendly sort of wave. Shiomi smiles, gives a 
wave of her own. The two boys huddle back and heave 
with laughter, a new comic coup under their belts. 

"Shiomi," she introduces herself. "She owes me 
something," she says, giggling, hiding her mouth 
behind her left hand. "Before other people I make the 
joke," she says, meaning that she plays a pun with her 
name before others do. She sets her cellophaned 
blooms next to some others In a white plastic five gallon 
buct<et which rests on a scarred styrofoam ice chest. 

The curving cut of her bangs accentuates her round 
features. Raised eyq^ows give her with an unfailing 
look of surprise. *rm missionary for Unification 
Church, ' she says, anticipating the obvious question.

Selling roses is my second work. I have a church work 
too. We sell roses to make money— pay rent, food, 
clothes. Make enough to live and do church work. Five 
of us sell In Tallahassee....^ or 40 in Atlanta." 

An evergreen Pinto pulls up closely. A six year old 
licking a red lollipop hangs from its open window. His 
mother motions and Shiomi grabs two bunches of roses 
from her bucket and exchanges them for a five and a 
one. She pockets the bills and explains through the old 
Pinto's oily olue exhaust that up until two years ago she 
worked as an assistant surgical nurse in a Nagaski, 
Japan hospital. Working with sick and dying people 
caused spiritual problems for Shiomi and msMde her 
wonder s^ut the meaning of existence. She chose to 
join the Unification Church, to become a "Moonie," In 
order to solve her problems and questions. The Church 
has to give a spiritual growth. The Minister has to give 
support to the (Church) family," she says. "Our final 
purpose is to help in the spiritual growth of our family. 
We want share ourselves with other people." 

Three big skin-heads who look like students ease up 
in a late model bronze import-sedan. The driver muscles 
a black walkie-talkie to his face and lips into it briefly 
before handing it over to his companion. "Come here," 
he grunts, curling his thick index finger at Shiomi. She 
obeys. He asks for her vendor's permit; she hands it 
to him. He stares at it, hands it back and accelerates 
away, he and his two passengera chuckling like happy 
apes. 

Shiomi dances back to her flowers. "I have many 
friends who are policemen," she claims. "They protect 
me when I work to ten or 11 o'clock." 

"Here is OK," she says. "It's pretty nice compared 
to Atlanta. People are more nornnal— not so much crazy 
people around here." She breaks into uncontrolled high 
pitched laughter, hands to mouth, and spins circles on 
the sidewalk. it 

After her fit of laughter and an unmuffled Harley- 



Davidson passes, she explains what was so funny. "Last 
a week—after a football game—a man drives up in a 
big car. I go over to him and he's naked!" Her hand 
immediately goes to her mouth. Through her laughter 
she "elates. "They don't know how shamed they are. 
They dOiVi know how shamed. Same night a van full of 
kids comes by— one pulls his pants down. I say, 'How 
shamed are you. Don't do that.' They don't know how 
shamed they are." 

"Sometimes people are drunk. Sometimes too much 
smoke. They're shouting and saying bad words. People 
say brainwash, you know. People say no conscience. 
I hswe a brain. I don't know why people say those 
things." 

Traffic begins to pick up. The air hangs heavy with 
stifling fumes. Shiomi dances and swings her flowers, 
talking with endless enthusiasm. "My mother is 
Catholic. My family, they give free will. In Japan, it's not 
so easy to join the Church, because families restrict, 
keep each other." She makes a gathering arm sweep. 
"I have three brothers, two sisters. I am the youngest. 
My first brother, we talk a lot about it. My mother say, 
'If you want to do this kind of work, it's good.' Yeah, 
my family is OK." 

Shiomi hops to when a red Porsche 944 drives up. A 
middle-aged Tom Selteck twin buys flowers for his 
pretty, young passenger. "He's busy man," she states 
and sets off on another laugh. She returns from it, 
saying, "He comes and buys flowtfs aW the time- 
different girl all the time." 

Though she has lived in Tallahassee a full year, 
Shiomi admits her stay may soon be over. "It depends 
on my husband," she says, referring to the man with 
whom the Church will soon match her. "If he's 
American, I stay in America. If Japanese, I go back to 
Japan. We have a hc^pital in Japan and will build one 
here. Maybe I become a nurse again. Now t self roses, 
but I have much hope."

The myth of the black female singer, a la 
Billie Ht)lliday in I adv Sini^s the Blues, 
abused and abiisi\e, st niggling against a 
Inghteningiy nnsugynisiiL environment, is 
being shattered by today's strong, 
indepemlent performers.

"There seems to be a strength in my music 
that women find relevant and that they like 
and want to take into their hearts. 1 have 
gotten a lot of support from this whole 
phenomena of the women's movement^** 
said the 31 year old. 

McCalla md fm writing is based on 
personal observations, rather than actual 
experiences. She said she's intrigued by 
interactions in other people's Uv^. **! watch 
a lot, I eavesdrop a lot." 

McCalla writes from a feminist 
perspective. "All political issues concern me, 
especially racism and sexism in this country, 
yet no one issue looms more important than 
the others,** said McCalla. However, she said 



her concerts are far from rhetorical 
experiences, featuring only issue-oriented 
material. "Not all of my material is topically 
political. Not all of the songs deal with issues 
such as South Africa or economics." She 
added, "There are love songs, funny songs. 
Vet all songs are political. Tammy Wynette 
singing "Stand By Your Man" is a political 
statement. Politics is the way you view the 
world." 

McCalla's first album Fur Coats & Blue 
Jeans, released when she was a 19 year old 
student, explor«l the contradictions of life 
at Vassar College in upsute N.Y. Tht title 
was a jab at the elitist atmosphere of rich 
girls strolling around campus in blue '}mm 
and fur coats, she said. 

According to McCalla, title also reflected 
conflicts over the album's production. 
"When I did the album 1 was very influenced 
by singers such as Joan Baez, Judy Collins, 
and Joni Mitchell, yet the producers were 
into tte bubblegum sound of the 50's. In the 
sound, there's a tension between simple, 
hoi^ folk mu^ and gk>ssy, slick, top forty 
tunes." She added. "I fdt like 1 wi^ the blwc 
jeans of the album, and the r^xMrd company 
was trying to put a fur coat over me." 

During the decade which lapsed between 
production of her two albums, McCalla

Ruby Diamond's gonna hop tonight at 
8, and it's free. FSU's Ja// hnsemble I and 
Symphonic Band will split halves of an 
evening of music you don'i need lo i.ave 
a degree in to enjoy. 

The 20-musician Jazz Ensemble will 
feature the tnimpa of Charfe Turner, who, 
besides playing in Frank Sinatra's band for 
the last ten years, has also played with the 
Jimmie Dorsey, Harry James, and Count 
Basie bands. Turner's WhaVs ,^'ew album 
is now into its second pressing.

However, when campus security notified 
Bowden that the MSN Recital HalPs 200 
seats could not possibly accommodate 
55,000 enthusiastic fans of classical music, 
the coach relented on condition that the 
concert he broadcast over his headset 
during the game.

toured extensively, performing in solo 
concerts, as part of an acoustic duo called 
Gypsy, and as lead guitarist/vocalist for 
Milwaukee's six-wonum jazz/ro<^ hmd 
Breakwater. She studied at the National 
Theatre Institute and was a member of the 
ensemble cast of the film Chords of Fame 
— a docudrama about the life of sixties folk 
singer Phil Ochs. Her music was published 
in journals such as Home Girls: A Black 
Feminist Anthology and Sinister Wisdom. 
McCalla's non-fiction writing was featured 
in Paid My Dim and The Conmg Out 
Stories. 

When McCalla began production on 
l[k)n't Doubt It, she moved from her native 
New York City to California. "1 finally 
abandoned the struggle of trying to live in 

New York. California— the bay area — is a 
much saner place to live than Manhattan," 
said McCalla. Another motivating factor was 
Oakland's Olivia Records, a small, female 



staffed company that leaves the control of 
individual album projects in the hands of 
women artists and producers. McCalla 
credits Olivia Records with rhuch of the 
undisputed success of her second album. "It 
was a risky thing to do. It took me a year 
and a half just to raise the money for it . And 
the album's turned out much better than 1 
though it would." She added that the 
changes have proven worthwhile. "It is 
difficult enough to survive in New York, let 
alone as a musician. My father always said, 
*She can be anything she wants to be,' and 
my mother would add, 'but she needs 
something to fall back on.' Now they are- 
thrilled with the album." 

•*A good performance for me is when 1 
connect well with the audience, when the 
energy flows both ways. It doesn't matter if 
there are 20 or 20,(X)0 in the audience just 
so the connection is there."

Above the fray, Dyhm r(Mked with P^ty and the 
Heartbreakers like everybody had promised he would on 
Empire Burlesque.

And John Fc^erty 
talked about where food comes from (hint: it's not the grocery 
store) while reelin' out a bit of vintage R&B. t:ven bleached- 
blond Brian Set/er showed why tie's a true guitar hero who 
doesn't need to play third hand rockabilly anymore. 

A couple of Farm Aid's best performances though, were 
turned in by two of the ^ncert's primary organizers — the 
always Uvely Uve Neil Young, smd surprise, surprise, rock's 
own Gcraier, John Cougar Mellencanq>« 

With that in mind, i thought it might be a fme time to take 
a look at the latest releases by these respective rural lone 
rangers as well as a "country rock" classic from back before 
that discouraging word was ever heard. 

John ( ou}{ar Mellencamp Scarecrow (Riva Polygram) 

John Cougar Mellcncanip has been a guilty pleasure. 
Admitting you jump to a J. CM. song is much harder than 
coming clean about, say. Van Halen's "Hot for Teacher.'* 
I mean at teast "Teaclwr* is technically proficknt. But now 
the **Little ^tard*' (as he's so aff^tionately known) has 
nuKle an album that's got its hooks so deep into me that Vm 
not sure what to do about it. After all, a big part of being 
a rock reviewer (notice I didn'* say critic) is being snkfe atxsut 
"phony" and "insincere" little brats like Mellencamp (those 
words were asked after and maybe because he took back his 
real last luune). Don't say I didn't vsarii vou. .. 

Scurecrou is a moving, murmurous rock and roll tcstaiTient 
that reads like a small town diary. For a man who once tilled 




an allnim Nothing Matters Ami What If It Mf this record 
^h^ts biting ccmimentaries and shirt-sleeve c^wano^ 
about what it means to be a working class hero in the midst 
of a world that's being foreclosed. As Mellencamp allows 
in a recent interview: "I found myself at 33 suddenly caring." 

Scarecrow opens with a crying guitar riff that builds into 
one of the most convincing sides of primitive rock I've heard 
this year. Drums mixed like the thundering voice of Ciod pu^ 
and pull Mellencamp to tell the tale of a hundred Jobs: 
"Scarecrow on a wooden crtm/ Blackbird in tl^ l»m/ Four 
huwlred empty acres that used to be my farm/ I grew up like 
my dttldy dkl. my grandpa cl^u^ this land/ When I mm five 
1 walked the feiK^ whik Grandpa held my hand." 

John Mellencamp's southern Indiana homeland is HMead 
out in high contrast black and white much like the Scar&row 
cover and the video for "I onely Ol' Night." We meet 
everyday people like Mellencamp's grandma I aura who 
introduces "Small Town" with a creaky lullabye dulcified by 



words of wisdom and giants of the earth like the old factory 
hand in "Minutes to Memories" w1k> "falH asleep with his 
head against the win(k>w'* saying "an twnest man's pillow 
is his p^tct erf miml." 

The mxm b strait, oi^ aiKl w sinnpte tint a few blasts 
of harmonica or sax b«x>me revelatory. Another sonic treat 
is the subtle bend and blend vocal exchange between 
Mellencamp and guest star Rickie Lee Jones on "Between \ 
Laugh And A Tear"— a wrenching ballad about a "life loo 
ridiculous to live.'*

both Uye Aid and FarmAid by launching ripped and torn into 
a rottsing rendition of *Get Back To The Country.* 

I el's put it this way: you just might like this record or you 
might hale ii You're probably not gonna love this record but 
you're sure gonna hear it. 
The Beau Brummels, Bradley's Barn (Fdsel Import) 
The Beau Brummels began in 1964. The> were one of the 
first American bands to get back at the British Invasion. In 
f«rt most people who heard "Laugh, Faugh" or "Jusi A 
LWte'* though! the Bmmnels were Brits. Bui thev Here from 
San Francisco and they were on the cutting edge of "folk 
fod^M and ^'mntt^ roi*" and just about everything else that 
flowed Into the mid-to^te *60s. 



Bradle>'s Barn was recorded in in '68 at Owen Bradley's 
Tennessee studio barn. Bob Dylan and Ian and Sylvia had 
been there before as had a host of Nashsille plaxors. I he 
Brummels wanted someihnig else though. Sal \ aleniuio and 
Ron Elliot were by this time all that was lett ot the original 
band and in hippie happy '68 they wanted nothing so much 
as to be able to sit down with these Nashville cats and pick 
a little. That they did. 

With Jerry Reed and Wayne Moss on guitars, Norbert 
Putnam on bass. David Briggs on piano and Blond on Blond 
drummer Kenny But trey on drums, the Brummels lit into ten 
tunes and a whole lot ol the white man's blues. "Deep 
Water" —which was actually released by Warner Bros, as a 
single (and appears on the Rhino Hesi Ol conipilaiion)— is 
probably the most well-known .song to come out ol these 
sessions. 



At Bradley's the Brummels Ibst the lilting harmonies and 
jangly guitars. Instead they got dirty and dug a little. What 
thev got down \o would, as Warner Bros, put it. "startle the 
ears" hroodmg throaty vocals immersed between a river of 
guitars and a lunks swamp bottom ol bass and drums. It's 
a sound that's nnnicdiately recognizable even though you've 
probably never heard most ol these songs before. 

Bradley 's Barn like the Byrds' Sweetheart Of The Rodeo 
and the Burrito Bros.' Gilded Palace of Sin after it are the 
"foundation pieces" of the marriage of country and rock. 
Thanks be to the British and Edsel Records for returning the 
Beau Brummels' 20-year-old favor by releasing Owiley'smth 
all its sound sensations intact. 

Their re-mastering and pressing is impeccable as usual and 
more than justif ies the SH or $9 you'll have to shell out to get 
hold of this lost masterpiece.

His first chemotherapy treatment was on 
Sunday and apparently, it improved his 
condition. "The pain in my leg was so bad 
before the treatment that 1 could hardly 
walk," Martello said. "Twenty-four hours 
after my first treatment I felt a lo. better and 
walking was a million times easier to do." 

While his debtors are treating the cancer, 
they're not fully aware of what they're up 
against, Martello said. 

"Right now, they're treating me for 
sarcoma," he said. "But, ttey're rtill not 
quite sure WlM it is." 

The good news for Martello is that the 
tumor's size has already been greatly 
reduced. The bad news is that he's still in 
danger.^"* 

Yrt, he has not let his illness affect his 
IMe^m^^as husband and father. 

**Mentally, I feel good and feel the same 
as before/' he said. "It hasn't affects my 
phonal life right now." 



But, the disease has slowed down 
Martello's aspirations of coaching 
basketball. He was forced to drop out of 
school this semester to have time for his 
treatments. 

'i ha^ to go back to Shands every two 
weeks for chemothe-apy," Martello said, 'i 
mi&s^ a lot of classes white I was going 
through tests to find out what was wrong." 

Martello is an all-around athlete— he has 
been involved in track, baseball and 
basketball. He said the reason he wants to 
coach is to spread his love for basketball. 

"My major goal is to get kids interested 
in basketball like my dad got me interested," 
Martello said. "My father played and just 
being around the game got me involved." 

Martello hopes his athletic career has 
prepared him to play the gune for his life. 

"Hopefully, all these years of basketball 
will be on my side for physical stamina,." he 
said. "All 1 knoWi's my leg feels belter and 
I look at that as a great sign."

Supreme Court 
grants stay 
for Booker 



FROM SI AFK >%IRt REPORTS 

The Florida Supreme Court voted 
WMuumously Friday to uphpld a lower court's 
«d@:idon to grant Stephen Todd Booker a stay 
of execution. Booker was convicted of 
murdering a Gainesville woman in 1977 and 
was scheduled to dk in Florida's electric chair 
today. 

The Supreme Court also upheld the lower 
court's ruling that Booker be granted a new 
evidentiary hearing. State officials are 
planning no further appeals to vacate the stay 
of execution. Booker is only the third man to 
have survived a third death warrant. 

The Supreme Dnirt voted 3-0, with two 
j^^es at^sent, against tl^ state's mmion to 
iwtte an imlefinite stay issued by Curcuit 
Judge John J. Crews w Gainesville faite 
Thursday. 

The justices said a lower court judge acted 
properly in Noveml^r 1983 by ordering a new 
hearing and a stay of execution for Booker. 
At issue was the state's claim that Booker's 
latest appeal duplicated the November 1983 
decision, which was eventually found without 
flMrit.

entitled to no relief," acting Chief Justice 
James Adkins wrote Friday. 

During testimony before Crews, Booker's 
lawyers argued that Booker's trial lawy^ 
Stephen Bernstein, "committed fraud on the 
court" by giving false or perjured t^timony, 
court records indicated. 

Booker, 31, was convicted of murdering' 
94-year old Lorine Harman in November 
1977. He was sentenced to death for a first- 
degree murder conviction, and he received 
consecutive terms of 55 and 35 years two other 
convictions of sexual battery and burglary. 

Though the court found Booker guilty of 
raping and repeatedly stabbing Harman to 
<leath, George Barnard— a doctor who was 
asked by defense atton^s to examine Booker 
and to make a report on Booker's mental 
health— testified that Booker was not 
conscious of his actions.

FSU owns rights 
to patent kit 
that Watt built

A new water pollution testing device 
developed by a local company and a 
corporation chaired by former U.S. Secretary 
of the Interior James Watt may not only 
benefit the environment— Florida State 
University could i^-ofit from it too. 

But while company and state officiate are 
enthusiastic about the new ethyloie-^libroniide 
(EDB) testing kit. Watt's involvement in its 
production has made some environmental 
groups hesitant about endorsing it. 

According to David Albaneze, senior vice 
president of Receptor Molecules Inc. of 
Tallahassee, FSU holds the right to file a 
patent for the recently-developed chemical 
afents used in the kit. Tho^ newly-discovered 
ctonicals used together with a "Easy Screen" 
or "Quik-Card System"— patented by 
another comf>any— can detect the pr^ence of 
the virulent cancer-causing toxin, EDB, 
produced by now-banned pesticides. 

The chemical mixture is the brainchild of 
A. Gib DeBusk, chairman of Receptor 
Molecules and biology department faculty 
member at FSU. DeBusk was chairman of 
FSU's biology department from 1976 through 
1983, and is currently qn the early retirement 
system. 

Florida universities are entitled to hold 
IHttoits (m technologies (tawek^i^ by faculty 



members, but according to Robert Johnson, 
dean of Graduate Studies and Research, FSU 
does not hold any active patents. Johnson said 
half-a-dozen patents are pending, and 
university officials are looking into filing a 
patent for DeBusk's chemical mixture. 

"We always hope patents will be money- 
makers for the university." said John Nail, 
Johnson's staff attorney. "But SO far none of 
them have been." Nail wouldn't speculate on 
the money-making potential of DeBusk's 
chemical mixture.

DeBusk was out of town and unavailable 
for comment. 

Receptor Molecules— which senior vice 
president Albaneze called "homegrown by the 
univCTSity"— specializes in bio-technology 
research. After DeBusk came up with his 
chemical brew, company officials contacted 
Waft's company. Environmental Diagnostics 
Inc. of Irvine, Calif. Environmental 
Diagnostics had patented a system that uses 
such chemicals— or reagents— to detect 
environmental poisons. Their system went on 
the market in April, and Receptor Molecules 
contacted them two months later to suggest 
a collaboration.

Macgregor, who has performed over 950 of these 
operitticms in Florida since 1976, will discuss the various types 
of suigeries fm fA)mty, how gastric bypass evolved and why 
he feels It's b»t. 

This type of surgery is not just for anyone who wante to 
lose weight, said Kathryn Parker, dittician and executive 
director of the state-wide support group — Gastric Bypass 
Association of Florida-— that is sponsoring the lecture.

Consider this scenario: A 12 year-old girl is raped by her father. She 
goes through the terrible trauma of testifying against him in court. And 
even though her mother tells the jury the child is a liar, the father is 
found guilty of sexual battery of his daughter. 

l:nd of story ' Not in this case, because the IZ-year-old victim can't 
go home and hegm the long healing process child sexual abuse victims 
must go through. 

She can't go home because C ircuii Judge Kevin Davey -who presided 
oyer the trial— said her father could remain free on a pretrial bond until 
his Nov. 7 sentencing hearing. And as long as he's free, the child is 
afraid he'll attack her again. She's scared he'll come lor her to get 
revenge for her "betrayal.'* 

According to Jan Pudlow's story in Saturday's Tallahassee Democrat, 
Assistant State Atlornes Jack Norris repeatedly asked Davev to lock 
the father up so the daughter could go home. Norris said the man had 
violated the conditions of his bond by going to his wife's htiuse a week 
before the trial and beating on the door. He claimed his car was out 
of gas and he needed a gas can. I he daughter— who was home alone— 
was understandably terrified and called Norris and the police. 

Davey ignored Norris' requests and iiot only let the man remain free 
on bond, but said he couldn't stop the man from living at his wife's 
house. Of course, Davey added, if the child comes home, the father 
will have to move out. 

"The irony of this trial is that the guy's a convicted rapist and he 
got to spend the night in bed at home with wife." Norri.s told the 
Democrat. *'And (the girl) was sent back to the shelter home and can't 
go home to her family. And she's the innocent one. Now, who was 
punished?'* 

Good question. Davey seems more concerned with the father's 
comfort and convenience than with that of the victim— a minor the 
court is charged to protect. Davey has bent over backward to make 
things nice and easy for the father, while the daughter is demed the 
comfort and s^uriiy of her own home. Her victory in court— and the 
satisfaction of having her story believed— are tarnished as long as her 
father enjoys the freedom withheld from her 

According to Sharon Maxwell, chairwoman of Tallahassee's Rape 
Task Force. Davey's blindness to the victim's suffering is caused by 
a "lack of understanding of the devastation child sexual abuse causes 
its victims.'* 

"The state attorney is really taking these cases seriously. I just wish 
we could spread their level of enlightenment to other people— like 
judges," Maxwell said. "He (Davey) needs to l» educated to understand 
how devastating child sexual abuse is." 

Davey— and other judges who preside over sexual assault cases- 
need to be aware of just how much courage it takes for victims, 
|»rticularly young children, to testify in court. They must understand 
the incredible mental anguish child sexual alwse victims feel if they wish 
to avoid adding to that anguish, as Davey did when he chose to place 
the father's n^s over the daughters. 

It is soRietimes said that Justfce is blind. Judges— who hold the fates 
of both victims and offenders in their hands— shouldn't be. 
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Stop the torture!

History sheds unflattering light on protectionism

At the turn of the century tlie most f^Nred 
and baM num in the country wm J. Pterpont 
Morgan. He ran om of the world's most 
powerful banking houm, dedt with vast 
Jndustrles as if they were toys and, on 
Occasion, even bailed out the U.S. government 
fnm ei^-ftow difficulties. What scared 
AiKricftm, though, was that he ^med to be 
stmng out Am»ic8*s economic birthright to 
Mtish capital. 

Then» » now, the public mood was angry, 
protectionist, anti-immignuit. But mwA ^ At 
anger was diffused when credit was made 
plentiful through the Federal Reserve Act, thus 
bypassing the Morgan stranglehold. 
Inventions of the car, radio, airplane quickly 
created imk new all-American consumer 
industries. WNm war \mkc out in 1914, 
iAgland went frmn beii% a lending to a 
lM>rrowittg nation. Mor^n*s star faded and 
the U.S. was lihenited from ^onomlc 
Impendence. 

Today the rapkUy spreading protectionbt 
mood in the U.S. would like to repeat what 
happened then. Congressional sentiment for 
formal tariff walls is growing. Public 
sentiment favors ending the flow of 
immigrants. People want to see domestic 
industry saved and new AnMrlcan faKtostrlat 
muscte developed. 

lie hew flMMftd also has an emotional 
side— new pride in country, advocacy in 
English as our national language, a revival of 
American roots. A similar mood existed three 
quarters of a century ago when Theodore 
Roosevelt inspired Americans with his 
advocacy of the country's "manifest destiny." 

la the ]880s, the country has been torn by 
class conflict. But at the turn of the century, 
Henry Geor^, il^ wiMy popular economic 
reformer, urged American capitalists and 
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workers to join together agaiiist bankers and 
alien vsuperi of our native lands—in short, 
real Americans against foreigners. 

Now, too, domestic U.S. corporations 
threatened by foreign imports join with unions 
to demand protectionist action. In California, 
they Joined to defeat repeal of that staters 
nnltary tax** which double-taxes 
muttinatlonals doing business abroad. 

The new protectfoabm and nationati^n are 
coming both from IHierals and conservatives, 
making it hard for Congress to resist. 

Yet the media are full of articles i by 
economists who warn of the dire eoi^uences 
if we do go protectionist. They point not to 
the turn of the century but to the 1930s, when 
Britain, the world's leading capital market, 
went off the gold standard, thus wrecking the 



international monetary system, and the U.S. 
passed the highly restrictive Smoot-Hawley 
tariff act. 

The result was a duurp contraction in world 
trade and a woridwide depression. Bcoiuse the 
international economic system had vanished, 
there was no help to puU economy out of the 
slump. 

Most of Europe reacted by swinging wildly 
to the extreme right or the extreme left. 
Vinileirt nationalism afflicted just about every 
country. Arms races resumed. In 1939, World 
War 11 broke out. 

Writing at the time, economic historian Kart 
Polanyi attributed both worid wars to the rise 
of nationalism and the breakdown of the 
international economic system. 

Yet historians give high marks to the moves 



in the U.S. at tte tan of the cmtm^ ttat 
rtenuned th» Inflow of for^i a^tel ai^ 
enhanced that extraordinary economic 
development which the U.S. ejq^rieaciil 
during the ensuing decades. 

Which scenario is likely to prevail this time 
if the U.S. goes protectionist? Chances are it 
is going to be the second and not the first. 

At the beginning of tte ^ury the U.S. was 
M of yoang people an^hi the earN^ sti^ 
of consumerist iiidiistr^m. Now R is an 
aging soctety saturated 4ith consvoMr j^ods. 
Too much of the creative new technology is 
defense-related with fewer and fewer potentlid 
civilian spin-offs. The possibility of sparking 
a re-indusiriali/ation miracle through 
protectionism is remote. 

Instead, the consequences are likely to be 
iM fi^ws: Witt thHr mtpm wUm to the U.S. 
drastically narrowed, Latin American 
countries will fall Into revolutionary 
turbulence, taicluding Mexico. W^tem Earoptf^ 
will turn to the Sovkt Union whose vittt mmI 
pooriy developed economy forms a templing 
natural market for the Europeans. Japan will 
be forced to assume the role of an industrial 
and capital-providing hub of the worid 
economy. Frictiims with the Soviet Union and 
even China wlH ttbe. 

As in the 193IN, the U.S. will find all kioite 
of threatening confto swhh^ avonad it. Mid 
at one point win decide or be forced to step 
into some of them for self*prcservation. And 
that could mean war even while nuclear 
missiles remain in their silos just as poison gas 
stayed in its cannistcrs during Worid War II. 

The bottom line is that the small remedies 
of protectionism In the short run will 
eventually bring dangers far greater than any 
we now face.

One of this newspaper's most constant themes is the 
problem of human rights and abusive regimes. Readers have 
recently seen articles on abuses «^ Chile and South Africa, and 
it would be possible to beHeve that your paper is concerned 
with human rights if it were not for your complete silence on 
human rights violations in communist countries. 

Are people here aware that there are over one hundred 
prison and concentration camps in Cuba, for political prison- 
ers alone? Today there are ninety thousand Cubans in jail 
for the "crime" of opposing the regime, not including several 
thousand former Castro supporters and members of his militia 
who were jailed for reconsidering their loyalty. There are also 
thousands in "rehabilitation camps," many of them students 
who openly doubted what they were taught in school, others 
being workers who tried to organize unions. In Cuba too we 
have oppositkm loulers Uke NelM>n Mandela, but they are not 
tolerated long enouf^ to become known outside Cuba. 
Execution, torture and "nodical etperiments" on prisoners 
are routine, ^ut CMnese sikI black i^isoiMrs are treated even 
worse. Cuban jails also scream of tortiue and r^:ian, but is 
anyone listening? 

Oppression is oppression, whether it calls itself leftist, right 
wing, revolutionary or whatever. If activists here are serious 
about the humanitarian goals they espouse, they will work to 
stop this oppression in Cuba as they are now working for

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Systemized lawlessness 
is the order of the day

Death and injury are nov. common m the 
townships around Cape Tovui The South 
African Council of Churclies has just 
published ihc names ot 1 7 Mclinis v\hose 
laniilics ha^e asked tor tuneral expense 
assistance. A 3-monlh-old baby died as a 
'result, it was claimed, of inhaling teargas in 
her home. The- victims* families claim that 
their relatives were shot by the police. The 
black people fear and hate the police. 

I fie Mmisicr of \ iiw & Order —a Mr. Le 
Cirange and the Minister of Defense— 
Cieneral \1alan -fle\v to ( ape Iov\n for a 
local bneliny on ihe "unrest' and returned to 
Pretoria the same day. The violence has 
escalated since I e Grange clamped down on 
the peaceful protest march to the Pollsmoor 
Prison. People in most democratic countries 
are entitled to peaceful protest. However, the 
South African Government has never shown 
any confidence in the people— on the con- 
trary, government ministers talk down to the 
people ihev govern by fear. Iheir first reac 
lion IS alvsavs lo prohibit, to ban, to silence. 
Thev are always predictable and. of all of 
them, Lc Grange is the most predictable-^ he 
believes in the omnipotence of his police 
force— while Malan believes* in his army. 

The police have over-reacted to stone- 
throwing— in fact the presence of the police 
in their armored cars and with their machine 
guns has provoked all the violence. Had Le 
Grange had the common sense to disarm 
policemen, get them (nit of their hated riot 
uniloims and instructed them to march vMih 
the peaceful marchers to Pollsmoor. there 
would have been no burnings, no violence. 
Take an example— two elderly nuns were mar- 



ching with a few clergymen— one of the nuns 
witnessed police battering marchers with their 
truncheons while other police whip^:^ them 
with their sjamboks (long whips). Policemen 

should be there to keep the peace— not the 
South African police— they are trained as 
soldiers and taught to kill; theretore their en- 
tire psychology is diametricallv opposed to the 
patience required to protect people in a 
peaceful protest. This is the weakness of the 
SouthAfrican police force.Also lhe> have for 
generations l^en accustomed lo swooping on 
blacks and demanding to see their passes 
(identity documents to be carried at all times 
or immediate gaol). Hence, lor a long time the 
black majority has seen the police as t nemv 
No I. When black men joined the Sc>uth 
African police thev were reg.iided as traitors 
and despised even more than the white force. 
, The South African police have never 
changed their methods and tactics— they have 
always been heavily arnted. They apparently 
shoot to kill— in I960 at the massacre of 
Sharpeville it was found that most of those 
killed had been shot in the back. What need, 
if there is ever a need, tt) shoot when the peo- 
ple are retreating, running avsay'.' A young 
black man once told me. "Thev practice on 
blacks— the Boers (the Afrikaans police of 
Dutch descent) are all good shots!'* 

After Sharpeville business tycoons (white of 
course) became alarmed— disinvestment 
would affect their life-style. They suggested 
modifications in the apartheid policy- 
nothing very drastic, but cosmetic window- 
dressing to show the world that change was 
taking place in South Africa. \ state of 
emergencv was declared in March 1960— it 
lasted six months, highteen hundred people 
were taken into political detention; 2(),(XK)

blacks were arrested for pass offenses. Then 
these pass laws were suspended very briefly, 
but soon were back, annoying and ex- 
asperating the blacks as before. 

That was 25 years ago— afterwards, the 
rioting and burnings died down and the whites 
breathed more freely— it was all over, 
jveivihin^ v\. as back to Normal! The govern- 
ment once again told the I 'nited Nations and 
the world lo mind their own business and not 
to interfere in the 'domestic affairs of South 
Africa.' South Africa would solve its own 
problems— they could not be solved in a day! 
Now there is another state of emergency— 
the Minister of Police and Minister of Defense 
are stronger than ever. They are presented to 
ll^ whites as fighting Communism. The 
blacks know that they are using force to keep 
them in subjection because they fear the in- 
evitable one man, one vote. They fear retribu- 
tion and loss of privilege. 



The policy of the government is one of fear 
and a retention of apartheid called by another 
name. The government's cry at this moment 
is 'autonomy for each group, with no group 
dominant.' There is not talk of equality of 
each person l^fore the Law— no talk of one 
voting system to correspond with the 
American House of Representatives and the 
Senate The present structure is the power 
house where only whites can rule— and two 
other houses where the coloreds and Indians 
play at government. 

All the colored schools have now been 
closed in the Cape Province. The country is 
chaotic and the government will not act 
effectively. 

All imprisoned leaders must be released and 
a round-table conference called to prevent the 
spread of the guerilla warfare which is fast 
fanning out to a well-organized civil war.

delivery system" Albancze said. 

'*We made the initial contact with 
Environmental Diagnostics in June and it 
evolved over time. We tried to market our 
technology to them, and we succeeM." 

Albanezc said future joint endeavors with 
Environmental Diagnostics are in the works. 

According to Chuck Aller, chief of the 
Department ol Hnvironniental Regulation's 
Groundwater Protecton and Waste 
Management Bureau, the new test kit could 
save the state * 'quite a bit of money" if it 
works as well in the field tests as it did in the 
laboratory trials. 

Aller said the laboratory tests currently 
used to determine EDB contamination are 
**very expensive, time-consuming and 
personnel intensive." He said EDB testing 
alone costs the state $30,000 a month. 

Aller said DER will begin testing the kit 
in the field next month. 

But environmentalists say they still have 
tl^ir doubts about marketing the new testing 
device. 

**In principle (the kit) is interesting, but 
weMl have to take a look at how it works," 
said Elaine Harrington, chairwoman of the 
Sierra Club's Florida chapter. "Watt's 
involvement is very ironic — one is never quite 
surprised about anything that man does." 

A representative of Public Citizen's 
Congresswatch— a Washington, D.C. 
consumer advocacy group founded by 
Ralph Nader — was cautious in her praise of 
the new testing device. 

*'It sounds like ft helpful thing. It's a step 
in the right direction to g^ technology that 
will give an immediate yes or no answer," 
said Staff Attorney Janet Hathaway. "But 
followup tests will still have to be done to 



determine the degree of false readings and 
the extent of the kit's acuity." 

Haihasvay said W ait's association with the 
kit will make some environmental groups 
wary. 

"It makes me a little skeptical about his 
new detection system because he's a part of 
it," she said. "I guess when it's in his own 
self-interest and he has a financial stake in it, 
the environment is worth protecting." 

Consumer advocate Nader echoed 
Hathaway's skepticism. 

"1 would be initially cautious about Watt's 
new kit," Nader said. "But I would really 
ned to know more about it to comment 
further. 

Neither RMPs Albaneze nor DER*s Aller 
would comment on WMt*s involvement in 
the new kit's development, but Arden 
Kelton, president of Environmental 

Diagnostics, said Watt was very concerned 
about the environment, particularly in regard 
to additives and chemicals in food and water 
supplies." 

Watt — who said he's been chairman of 
Environmental Diagnostics for around a 
year-and-a-half— said the new EDB test will 
banish "scare tactics" used to spread 
knowledge of environmental hazards. 

"In the past, a lot of people spread fear 
without spreading knowledge," Watt said in 
a telephone interview. "With knowledge we 
can use chemicals to benefit mankind." 

Watt said the new EDB test will primarily 
be used to test water in six states- 
California, New Mexico, Arizona, Texas, 
Georgia and Florida— and called Receptor 
Molecules' EDB reagent a "phenomenal 
breidcthrough." 

As for the qualms of environmental 
groups — former adversaries from his 
Cabinet days— Watt said: "Some people are. 
always afraid of knowledge. I'm no!."

Sikh terrorism. 

Indian President ZaU Singh signed a proclamation in 
New Delhi ending the "President's Rule" of Punjab just 
before the first members of the i«w administration were 
sworn in at the state capital of Chandigarh, 170 mUes to 
the north. 

It is the first government the moderate Sikh AkaU Dal 
party has evern formed without a coalition. 

JOHANNESBURG, Soutli Africa— Almost 100 
leading businessmen, contending "there is a better way," 
published newspaper advertisements Sunday to demand 
the abolition of aparthM and peace talks with South 
African black leaders. 

The calls came one day after six people died in fierce 
clashes near Durban Saturday between traditionalist Zulus 
and black radicals, and one day before President Pieter 
Botha was scheduled to make a major policy address at 
a provincial meeting of his ruling National Party in Port 
Elizat^h. 

LONDON— Youths bttiHiv ^Uma and fn^tHae boml^ 
battled police in the mostly l^ck ndglU^orhcxKl of 
Brixton Sunday in a second straight night of rioting 
sparked by the police shooting of a black woman. 

One car was set ablaze. There were no immediate 
reports of arrests or injuries in the sporadic outbreaks. 
At least 53 people were injured and almost 150 were 
arrested when the rioting began Saturday night, and 
tensions continued to run high Sunday. 

TOURNEMOUTH, England— The oppc^ition Labor 



Party gathered Sunday foi its annual convention with ihe 
stage set for a shoxsdown between Party leader Neil 
kinnuckand union leader Arthur Scargill. 

The Labor Party, which hopes to unseat Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatoi^r^s government, was split between 
moderates and hardliners on the question of support for 
militant coal miners. Scargill led the miners through a 
bitter year-long strike that fizzled out last March. 

MEXICO CITY— The official death toll in Mexico's 
two killer earthquakes climbed past 5,2(K1 Sunday and 
President Miguel de la Madrid promised relati\es of 
missing victmis that searches will be pressed until "there 
are no signs of Ufe." 

De la Madrid said earlier he soon would announce a 
re^Mistruction program expected to include a plan for 
moving factcMies and offices out of the heavily congest^ 
Mexico City area, where about 18 million people live. 

TRIPOLI, Lebanon— Thousands of Moslem gunmen, 
some holed up in a 12th-century Crusaders castle, fought 
off waves of assaults Sunday by Syrian-backed militiamen 
trying to capture the city they lost two years ago. 

Sunni Moslem V oice of (he Nation said a morning 
offensive added another 70 dead and 150 wounded to a 
casualty toll of at least 237 killed and 6S4 wounded since 
clasNs broke out in Tripoli Sept. 15.

Group offers solid help for troubled parents

Child abuse has been called "the problem of the '80s." 

For many parents, raising children in the \9B0s presents 
a variety of formidable pressues and forces that threaten to 
tear the family unit apart. All too often, children become 
the unwitting targets of frustrated parents: in 1984, there 
were 30,000 confirmed cases of child abuse in Florida. 

Norman Boyd heads a Tallahassee group whose purpose 
is to address problems that arise between parents and their 
children. 

"Parents Anonymous of Florida is an organization which 
establishes and maintains self-help support groups for 
parents experiencing problems with their children," said 
Boyd. 

In a typical PA group, the primary goal is a self-help and 
one-on-one concept that has been popularized by Alcoholics 
Anonymous. In Tallahassee, an average of 10 people per 
group participate in "sessions" where they discuss the 
problems, anger, and frustratbn often associated with raising 
children. 

According to program organizers all the programs are 
geared towards changing indiv iduals' abusive tendencies by 
introducing them to proper parenting skills, increasing self- 
esteem, and giving them a forum in which to vent their 
frustration. 

Pareiits Anonymous was founded by *' Jolly K," a self- 
confess^ child abuser, in California in 1971. PA has since 
expanded to all SO states, including 22 Florida (immunities. 
At present, there are two groups in Tallahassee, and four 
more are expected to be activated shortly. 



A state-wide toll free telephone service was inaugurated 
for counseling abuse and handling crisis calls on Aug. 1. The 
phone service will supplement the job being done by 
volunteers to assist parents with dealing with emotional 
outbursts, rebelliousness, and aggression often associated 
with young adolescents. 

Most of the people associated with the orgaiii2ation are 
volunteers. Angie Carneiro, who works as a secretary- • 
bookkeeper with PA, has been affiliated with the 
organization since June, 1985. 

She said she volunteers for the PA because she believes 
in what they do. 

"Being the mother of four qualifies me for some of the 
feelings i have about Parents Anonymous," she said. 
"People sometimes need to talk with others who know what 
they are going through. For example, I spoke to a young 
mother recently who was having problems with her 2-year- 
old child. At that age, youngsters can be very demanding, 
as this child was. Its mother felt that she wasn't discipHning 
the baby enough; the father also felt she was too lax," said 
Carneiro. 

"The young lady was seeking support and tips on how 
best to raise her child," she said. "1 gave her the name of 
a PA group 'in her area, and a phone number to the 
"Beechnut Hotline," which offers tips on child-rearing too." 

Boyd noted that there are 30 PA group counselors in 
Florida. He siud they are chosen according to their counseling 
backgrounds, motives for volunteering, and warmth. 

"We don't want counselors who are interested in group 
therapy," he said. "That's someone else's agenda."

Florida's new Clean Indoor 
Air Act, one of the toughest 
anti-smoking laws in the

I he nc\K measure, t)iie ot

I , presumes that smoking is 
prohibited in all indoor 
public places unless proper 
authorities take steps to 
create exemptions. 

Laws in mosl other states 
presume that smoking is 
permitted unless it is 
specifically prohibited. 

I iiacled by the 1 egislature 
earlier this year, the law bans 
smoking ui alt "enclosed 
ind(K>r areas us^ by the 
public'* and requires 
employm to ctevelope and 
post a policy on smoking in 
the workplace.

Help parents find new ways to deal with 
their problems, encourage them to open up 
and feel comfortable in the midst of 
strangers, and offer general guidance and 
counseling, said Bovd 

Setting problems right is the business of 
people like Ida Kitchen, a mother, 
grandmothei and community liaison for PA. 

•'Giving advice is good. It's needed," said 
ICiichen. had one client recently, and she 
was encoumering (^nflia with her husband 
and her children. Slw r^v^ advice, and 
now her life is straightening out. She is 
presently enrolled at school, because site 
needed some identity outside of the home 
setting (loing to school provide her that 
freedom . ' * 

According to Boyd, abuse statistics tell the 
most convincing story of hisorgani/.aiion's 
purpose. **When one considers that one of 
every twenty wonmi is sexually molesftfid,' 
and that aaual incidents of child, spousal, 
and domestic abuse have risen, the 
importance of PA becomes apparent.** And, 
he said, it*s seldom as simple as solving the 
immediate problem. 

*'lt's important to reniember that child 
abuse is cyclical in natuic," he said. 'The 
overwhelmmg likehhood siati.siically, is that 



one who was abused will btxome an abuser." 
As a drug and alcohol field officer, Boyd 
said he found that over 80 jjercent of all 
adolescents in state treatment centers were 
abused or neglected as children. 

••Furthermore,*' said Boyd, ••over 90 
percent of all incarcerated felons were abused 
as children. Consequently, inve^ing in child 
abuse prevention can save taxpayers literrily 
millions of dollars." 

Parents Anonymous is funded both by 
Health and Rehabilitation Services. United 
Way (PA is a United Way agency) and 
private donations. Each year, PA receives 
alKMit $45,000 from HRS— the rest is 
supplemented by the other two sources. 

In five years, Boyd hopes the group will 
be less dqiemtent on state funds, and also 
have regional a>ordinators overseeing 
Florida. 

He said PA has had a trememdous 
response since inaugurating the phone-lines. 
"Because of a press release and phone-line," 
said Boyd, '*we have live organizational 
meetings planned for areas currently without 
tN services of PA." 

Ten years from now, Boyd said, he 
envisions a state where ••chikl abuse will have 
been reduced enough so that we as a 
a}mmunity and a nation can concentrate on 
other areas of importance."

Tonight's concert by the University 
Symphony Orchestra features two 
controversial last works by Wagner and 
Rachmaninoff,as well as a work by some 
other guy...whatsisname...uh, Beethoven. 

Tbc (X>ntroversy over Richard Wagner's 
Fmsifol (W9), the prelude to which the 
OTdiettra will p^form tonight, stems from 
Wl^^'s dangerous off-the-wall racial 
bdiefs. The opera, Wagner's laist, deals with 
m Aryan king who had been in charge of 
keeping the Holy Grail (the cup Christ used 
at the Last Supper, which, in Wagner's 
treatment, is filled with Christ's 
uncoagulated blood) as well as the spear used 
to pierce Christ's side during the Crucifixion. 

But the king has lost the spear and received 
ftpkvttisunheated wound from it when he 
w& seduced by one of the flower-maidens 
is the Mfvice of the evU (I.e., non-Aryan) 
wrcerer. 

Parsifal, the Innoc«it Fool, goes in quest 
of the spear, resists the flower-maidens' 

seductive charms, obtains the sacred relic, 
reunites it with the grail, (as the spear nears 
the cup, the blood on the spearhead glows 
in yearning — anybody see anything Freudian 
hwe? — for the glowing blood in the cup; how 
true Aryan blopd yearns for its like!), heals 
die king's wcnmd, redeems the kingdom, and 
b«om» the new ruter. 

Wb)a there. Christ wasn't an Aryan; he 
was a Jew, right? Not according to proto- 
Nazi Wagner. Get this: You see, it was all 
part of an insidious plot by the Jews to 
undermine the Aryan race. Christ was really 
an Aryan, but the Jews had buffaloed the 
Aryans into thinking Christ was Jewish. 

So what's the big deal about being Aryan? 
The answer was obvious to Wagner: Aryans 
dscended from the gods, non-Aryans — such 
as the French, Berbers, Blacks, Jesuits 
jf^^tsT^md Jews... yes, especially Jews— 
""^^a^ded from the apes. Tlf^l^ "^^^ 
destined to rule, the non-^|r|^^o serve. 
Sixty years later, WagiH^^ftefM-ies, 



Tne controversy over 
~^1ttchard Wagner's Parsifal 
(1879), the prelude to 
which tjhe orchestra will . 
perfoWtonight, stems ' 
from Wagner's dflUgipMs 
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enthusiastically embraced and embellished by 
a man with a little mustache, were to bear 

the most tragic of fruits. 

Even Neitzsche, whom some mistakenly * 
view as another Nazi-in-the-making, referred 
to Parsifal as "a work of malice, of 
vindictiveness, or poison secretly brewed to 
envenom the prerequisites of life, a bad 
work.. .an outrage oh morality." 

So what is tius? Has the University 
Symphony Orchestra gmt vmAI Will they . 
be selling swastikas and Kru^ands at the 
box office? 

No indeed. Phillip Spurgeon, director of 
the orchestra, isn't trying to establish a Reich 
in Tallahassee. He sees Wagner as "an 
enigma. On the personal level he was 
repugnant, out and out... not a very nice 
person, to put it mildly. But his music/' 
Spurgeon says. 

To appreciate Wagner, the listener must 
seiHurate the art from the man, a tMk that 
some listeners find to be impossible. Wagi^ 
intended Parsifal to illustrate the Beatitude 
"Blessed are the pure in spirit, for they shall 
see God." And, though Wagner's definition 
of "pure in spirit" differs radically from our 
own, his music can inspire in us our 
individual concept or purity of spirit. The 
enigma of Wagner is that we can use his 
music to fuel our own spirits for the defeat 
of the very ideas that Wagner, in his black 
heart, ittt^|)|||<| champion. m

For the program's middle work, Spurgeon had scheduled 
a breather trom controversy: Beethoven's "Triple" concerto 
tor violin, cello, and piano, a work composed during the 
period that saw spme of Beethoven's greatest works— the 
Third Piano Concerto, the Third Symphony, and the 
"Waldstcin" and "Appassionata" sonatas. 

Though immediately r^ognizable as luring the stamp 
of Beethoven's idiom, the "Triple" is not one of the greater 
uorks by this gr^test of masters. For one thing, Beethoven 
had to write a piano part within the capabilities of his 
unrcinarkable, but noble, pupil, Archduke Rudolph Johann 
Joseph Kainer. who performed at the premiere in 1808. 

Sputgcon. however, defends the concerto as "an 
underrated work. Many conductors just use it as a musical 
filler, pulling soloists directly from the orchestra, as a result, 
the quality of play often suffers. But we have three fine 
soloists." tho^ musicians being Eliot Chapo, violin; David 
Cowley, ceno; and Carolyn Bridger, piano. 

Chapo, you may recall, was having trouble with 
pneumonia and with numbness in hk left hand. The bout 
with his lungs is won, but he still experiences some numbness. 
Under the care of doctors, Chapo had thought he might have 
to undergo surgery, but now his doctors have assured him 
that his condition, which resulted from a nerve being out 
of its track (or w hatever it is a nerve is in), will heal without 
fitting. 

*•!• ve been playing for 30 years. I can play with a little 
numbness in my fourth finger," says the violinist. 

Chapo "just mustn't do this,*' says Spurgeon, 
demonstrating what he means by leaning with his elbows on 
the desk. "He p|ay«i up a storm at last Wednesday's 
rehearsal." 

The final work on the program, Rachmaninoff's three 
Symphonic Dances (1940), is controversial in its 
interpretation rather than in its politics. The controversy has 
to do with the ending of the final dance, which picks up on 
the Dies true theme (that's the same theme, though in a 
different setting, that accompanies Jack Nicholson and his 
family as they're driving up the mountains to the summer 



resort at the beginning of The Shining), turns it every which 
way but, aiui encte on a D minor chord with something 
missing. 

Robert Walker, author of RachmanmojJ: His Life and 
Times, claims that the finale "triumphs over all in the hectic, 
tumultuckts, and life-asserting closing pages." But Spurgeon 
l«gs to differ. 

"Some critics say it ends triumphantly, but that u not the 
case at all," says Spurgeon. "The ending is uncertain. 
There's no triumph." 

What did Rachmaninoff have to say about his own music? 
In a 1941 interview, the composer said evasively, "What I 
try to do v^hen writing down my music, is to make it say 
simply and directly that which is in my heart when i am 
composing." 

Two years later, while on a train to— of all places- 
Florida, Rachmaninoff suffered a sudden breakdown in his 
health, and within five weeks was de^ of icanoM'. 

He had written at the end of the score to the Symphonic 
Dances, his last work, "I thank thee. Lord."

Tonight: merry widow murdering

Alfred Hitchcock believed that ihe success of any 
movie depended upon the success of its villain, and 
in Shm/ow of a l^bt, tonight's offering at Moore 
Auditorium, Joseph Cmten is perfectly cast as the 
Merry Widow Murderer. Gotten, an original 
member of Or^n Welles' Mercury Theater, made 
his screen debut as a man of integrity in Citizen 
Kane, and by casting him as the murderous Uncle 
Charlie, Hitchcock comes up with another of his 
impeccably dressed, courtly, and gracious 
aristocratic villains, a la Herbert Marshall and 
Claude Rains. Even when breakfasting in bed (at 
the civilized hour of 10:30), Cotten's double 
breasted pajamas appear freshly pressed. Ne^tess 
to say, not one hair is out of place. 

.Hitchcock professed this film to be one of his 
personal favorites, partly because it has the 
plausibility that he frequently denounced, but 
primarily because Thornton W ilder, fresh from the 
success of Our Town, was an enthusiastic 
collaborator on the script and production. 

Set in Smalltown, USA (Santa Rosa, California), 
Shtulow is peopled with a good cast, although one 
of ray personal favorites— Hume Cronyn— is 
wasted as an eccentric character lingering on the 
edges. Teresa Wright enjoys star billing along with 
Joseph Gotten and turns ii»her usual performance 
as a fresh laced smalltown girl, a ritual for which 
she would be awarded an Oscar lor her very next 
film, Mrs, Miniver. She is especially effective w hen 




she Tirst suspects that beloved Uncle Charlie, for 
whom she is named and with whom she has a 
telepathic Ixuid, is the much sought Merry Wi(k>w 
Murderer. 

Gotten and Wright work well together, 
exchanging meaningful glances, especially the old 
"he knows that she knows" variety. Gotten is an 
extremely likeable villain here, and we are on to 
his guilt from the very start, so the tension builds 
around the what? rather than the who? 

Lots of old stuff here, yet it all works perfectly. 
The plot is logical and the characters are real. It's 
good viewii^ without a touch of viotenc, and, while 
it's not saying much, it sure beats anything else 
playiiiL' now at the theaters. 

Shadow of a Doubt screens tonight at 7:30 and 
9:30 at tSU 's Moore Auditorium. Admission is $2.

Fresh Ferguson to the rescue! 
'Noles escape Kansas 24-20

For a coach who prictes himself on playing 
his most experienced athletes, Florida State 
head football coach Bobby ^^den was sure 
pleased with the play of freshman 
quarterback Chip Ferguson Saturday night. 

Ferguson, in relief of starter Kirk Coker, 
came into the game with 1 3:26 remaining and 
completed two of three passes for 78 yards 
t|rtemiFSU to come-from-behind win 24-20 
(A^er Kansas. 

The win lifted the fourth-ranked 
Slimaoles to 4^, while the 20th ranked 
Jayhawks fell to 3-1. 

The game was an oJffensive struggle from 
minute one with Kansas running up 421 total 
yards of offense while FSU amassed 516. The 
bulk of the Seminoles'scoring, though, came 
under Ferguson's short time at the helm as 
the freshman showed poise beyond his years. 

•'I'm very proud of Chip," Bowden said. 
**But I'm ako very proud of Kirk. Ferguson 
is a big, strong kid but he's inexperienced. 
He can throw the ball a mile." 

Ferguson showed no signs of typical 
freshman jitters in guiding the Seminoles on 
fourth quarter drives of 81 and 62 yards. 
Ferguson entered the game after the 
Seminole offense had stalled on five 
consecutive drives under Coker. 



"I guess every freshman dreams about 
coming off the bench and winning a ball 
game," said Ferguson. *•! just ran with the 
first team and look^ at it like it was 
practice." 

Jayhawk coach Mike Gottfried preferred 
to give most of the credit for the comeback 
to the FSU defense. Kansas was held to only 
three points in the second half after taking 
a 17-10 halftime lead. 

"They went to a blitzing defense in the 
second half," said Gottfried. "They settled 
down and did a good job. I thought we 
executed well in the second half but we just 
couldn't get the ball m the end zone," 

As for Ferguson's performance, Gottfried 
seemed unimpressed. 

"I had never heard of Ferguson before," 
he said. "We knew they had a good fullback 
and some good tailbacks. We just worry 
about our own players, though." 

Bowden had nothing but praise for 
Jayhawk quarterback Mike Norseth. The 
6-foot-3 senior had his string of 175 straight 
unintercepted pas^s broken with 12:37 left 
in the third quarter, but still flnished 28 of 
44 for 308 yards. 

•'I've never lined up against a better 
quarterback," Bowden said. **He was able

Maybe it was all tlw attention focused on the Ftorida A 
&-M defense that was faced with stopping a juggernaut-like 
Tennessee State offense or maybe FAMU -s offense figured 
Beardless of how many points it scored it wouidn't be 
er|ough to bait a T^r tm» that aven^d over 30 points 
a game. 

Whatever the reason, FAMU's offense could only watch 
as its defensive teammates tamed TSU's famed air attack, 
slowing it down to 174 passing yards and 1 1 first downs. 

The lifelessness of the A&M offense wasn't spmething that 
could have been easily predicted. In the Rattler's three 
previous games, quarterback Mike Kelly had begun to 
d^MHistrate tte at^lities missing from the A&M quarterback 
potion for some time. 

Coming into Saturday night's 12-0 shutout by TSU, the 
s@iior Kelly was 31 of 54 for 477 yards and threw Just two 
interceptions. Under a noticeable amount of pressure by the 
Tiger defense, Kelly completed as many passes to Tiger 
defenders as he did to his own receivers — three. 

Back up Calvin Giles was sent in by head coach Rudy 
Hubbard at the start pf the fourth quarter and was able to 
complete three of his five attempts when he wasn't being 
sacked in the endzone for a safety to end the scoring. 
Hubbard said after the game that both players would have 
to fighc it out during the week for the starting rights against 
i^bany State this Saturday. 



**I think we made some progress on offense, but we're 
still not executing as well as we would like," said Hubbard. 
"Especially, when we were inskle the 20 (yard line), we just 
weren't getting it done." 

Meanwhik, A&M*s defmise was knocking TSU's bomb 
squad down to size. Every one of the 21 ,666 fans that were ' 
jammed inside Bragg Stadium knew Tiger quarterback 
Gilbert Renfroe would test defensive secondary coach Robert 
James' unit early on— and he did. The longest of Renfroe's 
13 completions in 29 attempts went for only 25 yards. Deep 
men Gary Shipman, Gene Atkins, and Duane Drisdom were 
stepping on the heels of Tiger receivers all night. 

Head coach William Thomas' team seemed confused ami 
frustrated from the very beginning as his club didn't cross 
mid-field until 4:00 showed on the second-quarter clock. 
A&M defensive coordinator Sheldon Hodge's nickel defense 
had Tiger receivers covered from sideline to sideline as they 
converted just one of their seven third down attempts in the 
first half. 

Outside linebacker Merlon Jones led the way for FAMU 
with six tackles, two assists, and two big sacks. TyroiK Kesler 
also gave TSU probl^is, blltang from his linebacker 
position and forcing Renfroe to release the football 
prematurely. 

Hubbard wm jM^ised with tlw defensive effort. "The 
defense was ready because the coaches did a heck of a job 
preparing them and they r^ponded well," he said.
